and rogrot; for ho was more or leas known to all presont. My next 
appointmont for that day was with Mu, 8, Birch, of the Archreological 
doparimont of tho British Museum, who had beon a correspondont 
of Morton, and could approcinto his gront worth, During tho day, 
Mr. Biych or myself mentioned the molancholy tidings to numerous 
gontlemon, in various dopartmonts of that groat inatitution, and 
always with the same roply, All know his namo, and felt that in 
his deconse the cause of aclonoo had suffered a serious deprivation. 
And this soomed to mo his truo fimo, Outside the walla of this 
noble Tomplo of Scionce rolled on the turmoil of the modorn 
Babylon, with its world of business, of ploasuro, and of care, to 
all which tho namo of Morton was unknown, and from which its 
montion could call up no roaponso. ‘Within theso walls, howover, 
and among a bedy of mon whom a moro than princoly munificenco 
anablos to dovoto themselves to labor like his own, he was unt. 
voranlly recognized and approciated, and mourned as a loading 
spirit in their cosmopolite fraternity, But always shore was this 
peculiarity to bo noticod, that wherever » man had known Morton 
porsonally at all, ho mourned not so much for the untimely-oxtinction 
of na intellectual light, as for tho loss of a boloved porsonal friend, 
Cortainly the man who inspired others with this fooling, could him- 
-aolf havo no cold or ompty hoart. On tho contrary, ho ovorflowed

nora, and fond of tho voliromont of stndy, on anly in tho privacy 
of tho domestic circlo thet ho could be rigMy known; and flumo fluit 
wore priviloged to appronch nonrout the Sanctum Sanetorian of lin 
happy homo, could host soo tho fall bonuty of hia charactor, ‘That 
anorail voil cannot bo raised to tho publio oyo, but bonvath ite tole 
is progorved tho puro momory of ono who illustrated every relution 
of life with a now grace that wae all his own, and who, in departing, 
haa loft behind him an improasion on all hearts, which not the moxt 
oxcoling affection could wish in any rospoct other than it is, 

Tho carly training of Morton was in strict accordance with the 
principles of tho Socioty of Friends, of which his mother wan u nom · 
bor, His echool eduention—whoso dofleionclos ho always moutionad 
with rogrot, and vomediod Ivy sodulous Inbox in after yenra— was 
throughout of that charactor, and had all tho couscquont morite anc 
Aomorits, Ibis a ayatom which roprosses tho imngination and gonth 
monta, whilo it cultivates carefully tho loglent powers; and* which 
atrives to tum all tho onorgios of tho pupil’s mind toward tho naoful 
arta, rathor than what snay ho doomed moroly ornamental accom 
plishmonts, When it carries hin boyond the vadimenta, it fs usually 
fete aes Whedon seetlssution and diechanical philosophy. Tor aie 
w wun, ore a uucesmuty at tha oxpense of beauty, Tt therefore 
doca not gonérally oneowrago tho atudy of tho dowd languages, with 
ite incidontal dulles-loteres advantages, nud feo neces to pots and 
rhotoriciana, ‘This plan of oduention I bolieve to bg an unsuitable, 

, and oven an injurious ono for a youth of cold tomparament and 
Aull sonsibililica, ‘When, however, the auljeot of its oporntlon 
is ono of opposito tondoneios, ao dovidlod ns to bo tho hott for 
roproraion, it mhy hooomo not only uaoſul, but tho boat truininx for 
Chat partiontar caso, Such T conceive to have boun tho ſnot in roxurid 
to Morton. Endowed by naturo with dolicato and sanaitiva ton 
porament, with warm afeetions, a keon sonso of unturul Leuutica, u 
fortilo imagination, and that nico musteal appreciation which mado, 
him dolight tu the accord of monsured sounds, ho had an only passion 
for pootieul reading and composition, Tvon in boyhood lie wrote 
vory areditable verses; and his lator prodnotions, — for ho continuad 
to indalgo tho niuxo oveusionally to the end of hia life, although ho 
would not publish, — ofton rose considerably novo mediverity, 


Tho following linos may answor as nn average epoolmon of his onay 
flow of vorsifiention, aa well as of his youthful style of thought and

Had this inhoront tendency hoon fostored, he would doubtless have 
takon o high rank among our Amorican poets, Certainly he would 
have boon another man than we have known him, .Perhaps his 
norvous tompornmont, delicate fibro, acute foolings and ardent sym- 
pathios, might have boon doveloped into tho same aupor-sonsitivoness 
wo havo scon in John Koats and other gifted minds of o constitution 
similar to his own, But tho tendonoy was checked and roprossed 
from tho outsot by his domestic inſſuonoos, by his tonchers, and sub- 
soquontly by himeolf, Whon he devoted himsolf to a life of scienve, 
ho was carnost to cultivate that stylo of thought and composition 
which accorded with his pursuits; for only by sevoro mental disci- 
plino, and long-continuod offort, could he have’ aequired that cau. 


— 
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tion and rigid aoouraoy of diction, which characteriza hia produo 
tion, Tia achool nppoars to have boon unantisfratory to him, 
ſor ho novor had a fondness for tho mathomatics, the main topic of 
study. Ifo was novertholoss of a studious turn, roading industriously, 
and with apocinl intorost, all the works on History to which ho had 
nocoat. It is probable that in thoso rondings was Iald tho foundation 
of n taste for thoao anthropologiont atudies which have ainco ronilorotl 
him famona, and in tho proseoution of which bis oxtensive historical 
knowledge gavo him ominont fheilitios." * 

Ab tho samo time probably he imbibed his frst fondness for Natural 
Solonoo. From his stopfathor, (for his mother marriod again when ho 
was thirtoon yoars old,) ho dorivod a tnsto for and knowlaigo of 
minoralogy and goology,”tho | first branchos to which ho turnod hia 
attontion, 

Destined originally for moreantilo purauita, young Morton soon 
found the atmoaphoro of tho counting-houso uncongonial to him, 
‘Mo resolved to adopt tho madical profession, which waa indocd the 
only courac opon, to ono of his taatos, and in his clroumatances, ‘Tho 
Society of Friouda, by closing the Pulpit and tho Bar againat tho able 
ond aapixing among ite youth, haa givon to Modieine many of ite 
brightoat ornamonta, both in Great Britein and in this country, This 
fact will servo to oxplain the grant auocoas of ao many physicians of 


that porsunsion, as woll ns the propondornting Influonco of tho modieal 


profession in all Qualcor noighborhootls, ‘May not the ominonco of 
Philadelphia in medicine bo accounted for, in partent lonst, in tha 
somo way? Oarlylo how anic that to the ambitious frney of tho Boot 
tish achoolhoy “tho highoat style of man {s the Ohrlatinn, and tho 
highost Chriatian the tonchor of auch.” Tonco hia ultimate aaptra 
tion 4s for the clorient position, But to tho napiring youth among 
Falonds thoro is but tho ono road to intolloctunl distinction, — 
that ja through modicino and its cognate rotonesa, Pho madical 
procoptor of Morton was tho Into Dr. Josoph Parrish, thon in tho 
hoight of hia popularity, Tlovated to is prominont position against 
carly obataolos, and solely by foreo of charactor, industry, and pro- 
hity, ho was oxtoneively ongaged in practicas and, although uncon- 
nested with any inatitution, his ofleo overflowed with pupils, Tis 


mind was practical and thoroughly madical, and xe entirely did hia pro- 


foasion oooupy it, that ho aooniod to mo nover to allow himeelf to think 
upon other toplos, except religious onca, in which also ho was dooply 
interested, A. atriet and conscientious Trioncl, ho illuatratod all the 
hoat potnta in that charnetar, Aa tho remarkable graces of lie porson 
provorbinlly gavo a honuty to the otherwise ungainly garb of hin soot, 
ond rondorad it attractive upon him, so tho graces of his wpirit, obli. 
tornting all that might othorwige ave boon harsh ox angular, contri 
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butod to form a charactor gontlo, kindly, lovely, that made him tho 
light of the sick chamber, and a comforting progonco at many a dying 
bed. To no membor of our profession could the proud title of Opifer 
ho more truly applied, for his vory smile brought aid to tho sufforing, 
and courage to tho despondent. ‘Tho vendor will pardon me this 
digroasion ; but as tho Highland clansman could not pass by without 
Adding another stono to tho monumental enirn whore roposod his 
doparted chicf, so can I novor pass by tho mention of his name with- 
out offoring somo tributo, hotyover humblo, of rovoronco and respect, 
to tho memory of my oxcollont old master. Such wag tho teacher 
from whom mainly Morton also received tho knowledgo of his pro- 
fession; though; had tho influonce of Dr, Parrish alone coxtrolled 
hiammind, it would havo boon confined rigorously to the channels of 
purely modical atudy and invostigation. But, in order to provide . 
Adequate tuition for his numerous pupils, Dr, Parrish had associated 
with himself several young physicians as instructors in tho various 
branchos? Among them was Dr. Richard Hwan, then onthuéiastl: 
onlly devoted to the study of Natural History, botwoon whortt ah 
the young studont thore was'soon established a bond of aympét 
congoniality of pursuits, That the frondahip’ this’ origina 
subsequently intortupted, was in no mannor tho fault of Moi— 
whom it was always a subjoot of rogrot, Haxlan has now beon' deat’ 
somo yours, and although by no monns forgotton in tho world of : 
aolonoo, ho has nob boon accorded tho full monsuro of his merited” 
distinction among American naturalists, An unfortunate inflrmity 
of tompor, which was not at all caleulatod to concilinto attach 
monte, but rather tho reverse, doprived him of tho band of frionds 
who should have watched ovor his famo, and so his momory has suf 
forod by default. Vot st one poriod ho was tho leading authority on 
this sido the Atlantic in cortain departments of Zoology. By him 
Morton appears to have beon introduced to the Academy of Natural 
Scionces, in whose proceedings ho was afterwards to tke such-an 
important part, Ho attained his majority in Januaiy 1820, rocoived 
hia Diploma of Doctor of Medicine in March, and was clected a 
membor of the Acadomy in April of the same yoar. Ho had pro- 
bably talcon an activo interest in its affairs boſoro this time, although 
not cligible to mombership by reason of ge; for in ono of his Inter 
lottors now boforo mo, ho aponks of it as an institution for which. ho’ 
had labored, “boy and man,” now somo thirty years, — 
Soon after this last ovent ho sailed for Europo, on a vieit to his” 
unclo, Jamos Morton, Vsq., of Clonmel, Troland,.a gentleman’ for* 
whom ho alwayssprosorved a high rogard and gratofil affection, · Tia 
transallantio fiionds socom to havo attachod’ but little valité’to on

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Amorican diploma, and desired him to posaoss tho honova of the 
University of Edinburgh, thon but little passod beyond tho zenith 
of its glory, Aftor sponding tho summor at hie unclo’s house, he 
wont to Mdinburgh, whore ho heard tho Inst couse of loctures, doli- 
vorod by tho chaata and clnsaical Grogory, Tho Amorican schools 
not being vovognized by the University aa ad eundem, ho found him. 
self obligod to attond tho full torm of an undergraduate, Thin would 
havo loft him ample Jelauro'na ſur as his moro collogo studios wero 
eoncorned; for tho youth who had gradvated with approbation wider 
tho tuition of Wistar, Physick, and Jamos, and their compeors, could 
not havo fillon for short of tho voquisitions of any other Modienl 
Faeulty in Christendom, But his tine was not spont in idloncas. 
Ho sodulously ecultivatcd hie Inowlodgo of the claasical tonguos, 
hitherto imporfoct, and ho devoted himself to tho atudy of Fyoneh 
and Italian, both of which Jangnagos ho learnod to rond with fhoility, 
Ho alao attendod with groat intoreat the looturos of Professor Jamoson 
on Geology, thua confirming end reviving hia carly fondness for that 
branch of acionco. After hia return ta Atuorleu, ho presented to tha

This conviction animated Morton throughout his life, consoled him 
in aufforing, cheored him in sicknoss, and gavo to his doportmont much

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Tn 1824, ho roturned to Philadelphia, and commencod hia earcor aa 
fn practitionor of medicine, IIo xooma immodintoly to havo ronumoel 
his placo and Inbora in tho Aendomy of Natural Scionees, which, in 
the noxt yon, was deprived of tho active sorvicos of aomo off ita nrost 
oftleiont mombora, by tha romoval of Mosava. Maoluro, Say, Vrocet, 
Loauour, and others, to Now IInrmony, whithor thoy wont to purti- 
cipato in the bonovolont but ill-starred social oxporimont of Rohort 
Owon, Tt was a plonannt dream of a good honrt and n visionary 
brain, and has now faded away from ovory one but tho origluntor, 
who holds it atill In hia oxtromo old ago with tho ame forvor oa in 
his ardont youth; but thon it had many firm holiovors. 80 enthusiastic 
was Macluro ospocially,in its advocacy, that hoe declined abont this 
‘poriad to assist the Acaclomy in tho oroction of a now Fall, from o 
conviction that, in tho reorganization of socloty, living in cities would 
ho abandonod, and thot odifleos thus lof untonanted and usoloas. Ono 
onnnot imagine a body of moro sinple-hemrtod, loss worldly, mid lose 
practical mon, than tho Philadelphia naturaliata who wont to recon 
alituto tho framowork of society on the praivios of Thdinna; mid it ta 
Impoxsible to repross a amile nt Cheiy Quixotiam, oven while ono heaves 
ae digh for the bittornoss of their didppointnont. 

Thoy loft in 1826, anc tho fivat prpors of Morton were read in 1897, 
Tis main interest still aoome to have boon in Geology, Tn tho year 
nontionod ho publishod on Analysts of Zabular Spar from Bucke 
County, ond the next yoor soma Geological Obsorvations, based upon 
tho notes of his fiond, Mr. Vanuxom. About thisstme his attontlon 
was tumod to the spocial dopartmont of Palwontology, by an oxami- 
nation of the organic romains of tho crotaccona fomfition of Now 
Joracy and Dolawaro; and with this hia activo aciontifie life may bo 
rogardod as commending, 

Somo fow of tho fossils of tho Now Joraoy marl had boon notieod 
hy Mv. T. Say, and hy Dra. Tiarlan and Dekay; lug no thorongh ine 
voatigation of this interesting topia was attoryted until Mortar ae 
sumed thortaak, Io Inbored in it industrioualy, being avaiated in tho 
collaction of matoriala by hia acientitie fonda, Threo papers on tho 
anbjoct wore published in 1828, and froin this timo tho rorioa was 
eoulinued, oither in Sillinan’a Tournal ov tho Journul of the Acne

Whis book at onco gavo its author a ropntation and status in the 
soiontifie world, and cnllod forth tho warm commendations of Mr. 
Montell and othor ominont Palwontologiats, It tracos the formation 
in question along tho bordors of the Atlantic and the Gulf of Mexico 
from Now Jersoy to Louisiana, following it by tho identification of 
ita organic romping, ‘Cho gront body of tho work is original, scarcely 
any of the specios onumoratod having evor beon noticod hoforo. Sub- 
aoquont xosonarches onabled him to add considerably to this collection, 
and, among others, to dosoribo a spocios of fossil crocodile (0. olavi- 
rostria) ontiroly now and differing considerably in structure from its. 
congonors hitherto known, In vogard to tho fossils of the crotaccous 
aorioa, ho is atill tho principal authority. ; ; 

Nor was ho noglootful of the othor branches of Natural Science, 
although too woll aware of the value of concontrated offort to poril 
his own success, by a too wide diffusion of his labors, Still ho main- 
tained © constant interest in tho operation of every department of 
tho Academy, and watched its onward progrogs, with solicitude, and 
satisthotlon. ‘To the Geological and Minoralogionl, andl ospecially to 
tho Palwontologionl collection, ho was a liberal contributor. Among 
tho papors rond by him boforo tho Acadomy was one in 1881 on 
“somo Parasitic Worms,” anothor in 1841, on “on Albino Racoon,” 
and a third in 1844, on “a supposed now species of Hippopotamus.” 
This animal, which has boon callod ZZ, minor vel Liborionsis, was on- 
tivoly unknowgto Zoology until dexoribod by Morton, who received 
ita wlll from Dr. Gohoon, of Liboria, and at once recognized its 
divoraity from tho known species.+ Notwithstanding tho published 
opinion of Cuvior, that the flold of rosonrch was oxhausted in rogard 
to tho Mammalia, our gifted townsaman was enabled to add an im- 
portant prchyderm to tho catalogue of Mammalogy, and that too 
fyom tho othor homisphore. . is 

Lot it not be supposed that, arnid theso absorbing topics of resoarch, 
ho relaxed for moment his attontion to his professional pursuits, ” 
On tho contrary, ho was constantly and largely ongagod in practice, 
and, at his doconso, was ono of tho leading practitionors of our city. 
Noithor did ho allow himself to fall behind his professional collenguos 
in the litoraturo of modicine, Ho was among tho first to intro- 
duco on this sido tho Atlantic the physical moans of diagnosis in

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thoracic afYoctions. Tfo wna alao ono of tho eariiont invortigntora of 
tho morbid anatomy of Vhthisis Pulmonalia; and hia yolumoe on that 
sulject, although superseded by tho Intor ind moro oxtonsive ro. 
searches of the Fronch pathologiata, jas monumont of hia industry 
anil abeuraoy, and v crodit to Amorican modicine.* Llo ulso edited 
.Mackintosh's Practics of Physic, with notea, whieh add matorially to 
ita valuo to tho Amorican physician.t Tn 1840, ho published a text. 
book of anatomy, remariable for ita clonrnosa ‘ama auoolnotnosn, and 
tho heauty of its illuatvations.. Tlo'Was onvly solocted by De. Parrish 
ns ono of his associates in tonching, and lectured upon anatomy in 
that connoxion for a numbor of years, Ho aubaoquontly flled tho 
chair of anatomy in the Moilienl Departmont of Pennaylvanin Collego 
fiom 1880 to 1848, "Ag a lecturer ho wea clear, culm, and golf. 
poasossed, moving through his topic with the onay regnlurity of ona 
to whom it was ontiroly ſumiliar. ITo xervod for aovornl yonts na ono 
of tho physicinns and elinient tonvhora of tho Alma-hougo TTospital, 
and it waa thoro that moat of lis rexenrehes on eonaumption word 
made, Uo was a Follow of tho Colloge of Physicians, but did not 
tale an active part in their proceeding, Irom the thet that thelr atatod 
meetings occurred on the aume evenings ag those of the Aendomy, 
whero ho ſolt it hia deat duty to ho, Tis only contribution to thelr 
printed Transactions is a biographical notico of hia valnod friend, 
Dr, Goorgo MoClellnn, proparod by roquoat of the Collogo, 

We now come to a portion of his actontifla labors, upon which I 
must be allowed to diwoll at grentor longth. I xefor of conra to Tis 
rosonrelios in Anthropology, commoneing with wha may ba doajy 
nated Comparative Cranioseopy, and mmning on int&Bonoral Ethno- 
logy. Tho ohject proposed primarily being tho determination af 
othnie yoxomblances and dixerepancios hy a compnriaon of erunin, 
(thus perfecting what Blumonbach had kit Jemeniably incomplete, 
tha wark could not he commenced until the oljeets (ar comparivan 
wore Irought together, Tho resulta of Blumonbach wore invalidated 
hy the wimall nimmbor of gpeehnens generally relied npon hy him; for 
ine vnxo where allowaneo da to bo made for individual peentiarition 
of form and state, tho conclusions gain inftnitely in value by exten- 
nient of tho comparison over nv aufiiciont soriex to neutralize tia 
ieturhins olomont. ‘Chere was fhoretire necorsary, flat of all n

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collection of crania, and that not of a fow apocimons, but widely 
onough oxtondod to givo relinblo results, Tho contemplation of 
thoao facta shows tho magnitude and boldness of tho plan, which 
would havo auſſtooil to dotor most mon from the attompt, But Mor- 
ton was not onsily discouraged, and although ho doubtless oceupiad 
av widor flold in tho ond than ho proposod to himself in tho outset, 


“itis avidont that from tho beginning ho contemplated a full enbinct 


of univorgal Orantology, Tluman and Comparative, Tis own necount 
of the commoncomont of tlio’ collection is na follows: “ Having had 
occasion, in tho summor of 1880, to deliver an introductory lecture 
to 0 courso of Anntomy, I choso “for my subjoct Zhe different forma 
of the skull as ewhibited in the five races of men. Strango to sny, I 
conld neithor buy nov borrow a cranium of cach of these race; and 
Zfluishod my discourse without showing olthor the Mongolian or the 
Malay, Foreibly improssod with this gront doficionoy in a most im- 
portant branch of acionco, I at once rosolved to make a collection for 
mysolf”* Di, Wood (Memoir, p. 18,) states that he engaged in 
this study soon after ho commenced practice; and adds, “among the 
onrlioab recollections of my visits to his office is that of tho skulls 
ho had collected.” The solection of tho topic abgvo-mentionod shows 
that ho was already intorosted in it, 

Tho inorongo was at firat slow, but tho work was porsovored in with 
f constancy and onorgy that could know no frilure. Evory legitimate 
moans was adoptorl, and ovory attninablo influonce brought to bear 
upon tho ona object. Timo, labor, and monoy, wore oxponded with. 
outatint, Tho onthueiasm ho folt himself ho imparted to othors, and 
ho thus onl@Mted a body of zonlous collaborators who sought contri- 
butions for him in ovory part of the world, Many of, thom sympa- 
thizod with him in his aciontifle ardor, and quito as many wore

of tho writer (without any pavtionlar sciontific intoreat) oxposod his 
life in vobbing an Indian burial-placo 3 in Oregon, and carriod his

Bofiro his departure ho had promised Morton to bring him somo 
skulls, and he was resolved to do it at all hazards, ‘his offort also 
involved, of course, a vory oxtonsive and laborious correspondence, 
To was in daily vocoipt of letters from all countries and from every 
varioty of porsons. ‘Lt was mainly by the froo contributions of those 
assixtants that tho collection ovontually grow so rapidly, Among tho

ourod by his agoney ; William A. Gliddon, Haq, 10; M. Clot-Boy 16; 
and Professor Rotzins 7, with 24 more received ainoo tho denth of 
Dr M. Over ono hundred gontlomon aro nomod tn the ontulogne aa 
contributing more or loss, sixty-sovon of thom having prosonted ono 
ekull onch. Ib is not to bo supposed, howevor, that oven the portion 
thus givon lod to no outlay of mouns® *Tho moro charges for freight 
from distant portions of the globo amountod to n conaidorablo sum, 
Dr. Wood (loa, oft.) catimates tho total coat of tha collection to its 
proprietor from ten to fiftoon thousand dollar, At this moment it 
is undoubtedly by far tho moat comploto collection of cranin oxtmit, 
Thoro ia nothing in Zuropo"comparablo to it, T havo recently soon a 
lottor from an ominont ‘British othnologiat, containing warm thanks 
for tho privilogo oven of reading the catalogue of auch w collvation, 
and adding that ho would visit it anywhoro in Europe, although ho 
cnnuot dave the ocoun for it Ab tho time of Dy, Morton's dowth it 
consinted of 948 Hunmun erania, to which ave to bo added bt received 
eine, and which wore then on their way. Tho collection ato con- 
tains 278 crania of miauunels, 271 of birdy, and 88 of reptiles and 
fixhos:—in all, 1660 alulls! I rojoico to stato tlint this magnitloont 
enbinot has been aoourod to our elty by tho contribution of Jihoral 
citizens, who havo purchased it for $4,000, and prosented it to tho - 
Acndomy, 

Simultanooualy with lis acoumulation of orantn, and based upon 
thom, ho earriod on hia study of Ethnology, if I may Meo that lorm 
in refivence to a poriod whon tho sclonco, ao callod at prosont, could 
avarecly bo atid to oxlat. Tndood it is almost ontiroly a now avienco 
within a fow yoara. Whilo medical mon accupiod thomeolves oxelue 
sively with tho inthnate structuro and fimetion of tho human trno, 
no investigator of nature seometd to turn his attention to the enrtons 
diversities of forin, feature, comploxion, &,, which charagterize the 
different veriotios of mon, ‘With a vory thorough anatomy and phy> 
siology, our desertptive history of tho humnn apecios was loss necurnto 
and extensive than that of moat of the woll-kuown animala, So tro 
wis Chis that Buffon pidully obvorved that ¢ quelque intorôt que nous 
ayons & nous connaitro nous nibnios, Jo no suid si nous no connnisuonn 
pus inioux tout co qui n'est pos nous" But ovory branch of this 
interesting invoxtigation has recontly received a suddon and vigorous 
impulse, and thore has grown up within a few yours an Mtlnology 
with numerous uid dovetod cultivators. That it atill has much to 
nevonplish will appour fram tho number of quostiona which tho pages 
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of this bool show,to ho still aub judios, Indood it is tho widest and 
moat attractive fleld open to the naturmlist of to. day. To — the 
admirable language of Jomard:

Tho attempt to ostablish a rule of diversity among tho races of 
mon, according to.oranial conformation, commenced in thp last con- 
tury with Campor, tho originator of tho facial angle. .Tho subjoct 
was noxt taken up by Blumenbach, who has beon until recently the 
controlling authority upon it, THis Decades, Maniorum, yhoo publi- 
ontion was begun in1790, arid continued unt{l 1828, covers the period 
whon Morton began this study, His method of comparing ordnia, (by 
tho norma verticalia,) and his distribution of races, Wore then both un- 

‘disputed, Tho mind of the medical profession in Gront Britain and 
in this country ld thon, moroovor, beon recontly attracted to the 
aubjoet hy tho publication (in 1819) of tho vory ablo book of Mx, Law- 
roneo,} avowedly based upon tho resonrches of tho gront Profossor 
of Gittingon. Dr. Prichard had published his Inaugural Dissortation, 
De Hominum Varistatibus, in 1808, and a tranclation ofthe same in 
1812, undor tho title of Researches on the Physical History of Man, 
constituting tho first of a serios of publications, afterwards of groat 
influonce and value. Sovoral trontisos had aleo boon published with 
the intontion of proving that tho color of the negro might arise from . 
climatic influonces, tho principal work boing that of Prosident Smith, 
of Princeton Collogo, Now Jorsoy. Beyond this, nothing had been 
dono for tho scionce of Man up to-Morton’s return to this country in 
182, .A now impetus had boon given, however, to the spociality of 
Oraniology by tho promulgation of the yiows of Gall and Spurzheim, 
thon cronting thoir greatest excitomont, Thoso distinguishod porsons 
comploted tho publication of their groat worle-at Paris in 1819, both

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boſoro and aftor which timo Spurzhoiin loetnrod in Groat Britain, 
making nuny proaclytes. Tho phronologista of Kdinburgh mtuat 
linvo been in tho vory fervor of their diret love during Morton's roni- 
donee thera, and they included tr thoir number sonto men af eminent 
ubility and cloquonee, Collections of propurotl ornnin, of enuta and 
magka, bocamo common; but thoy wore brought togothor in the hopo 
of illustrating charactor, not race, and wore prized according wm tins 
ciltil hypothosia could mako tholr protuhoraneos corroapond with the 
distribution of intellectual ſacultiout in a moat crude and laveen 
paychology. Morton's collection was othnographio in its aim from 
tho onteot; nor can J find that ho ovor committer himself fully to the 
migcallod Phronology —n syatom based upon prineiplos indispntably 
true, but which it holds in common with tho world of acionto at 
large, while all that is poduliar to itsolt is alvondy fading into abli- 
vlon.“ Attractive by itt ousy comprohonstbililty and fnellity of appli- 
cation, it acquired a suddon and wite-aprond popularity, and ao paseed 
out of the hands of mon of keionce, atop hy atop, tL it hina new became 
tho property of itinerant charlutans, doxeribing charnetora for twenty. 
tivo conta a hound, Tho very name tx go dograded Ty these nuttu in- 
tiona, thatwwo are apt to forgot that, thirty yours ago, 16 wae a eiontifie 
doctrine neeopted by lemned and thonghtittinen, ‘There ean he no 
doubt that it had ita eſſoet (important though indireet) upon the 
mind of Morton, in arousing him. to tho importance of the Crantuloyy 
about which ovoryhody waa talking, and loading him to make that 
applloatlon of it, which, although nogloctod hy hia profowsionnl 
brothron, was till tho only ono of any ronal and pormanont valve, 

Tt is ovidont that the publishod mattor for Morton's atuilion waa 
vory limited, A pioncor himealf, lio had to rosort to the raw mates 
vial, and obtitin his data at the hand of nature. Fortunately or him 
ho resided in a country whore, if litorary advantages ara othenvixo 
defleiont, the inducomont and opportinition for anthropolngiens re. 
gonroli aro particularly abmudant, Thoro nro reakons why Mthnology 
should be ominontly a reionce for Amorienn oultire, Tore, dives of 
tho flve races, into whieh Blmneubeeh divided mmukind, ave brought 
togotlior to dotormino (ho problen, of thelr duatiny aw thay beat may,

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whilo Chinego immigration to California and tho proposed importa- 
tion of Coolio Jaborors thronton to bring us into equally intimato 
contnot with a fourth. Tt is manifest that our relation to and ma- 
nigemont of theso people must depond,in a groat monsuro, upon their 
intrinsic race-charactor, While tho contact of the white man seoms 
fatal to tho Red American, whoso tribes fado nway before the onward 
march of tho fronticy-man like tho snow in spring (threntening ulti- 
mate extinotion), the Nogro thrives undor tho shadow of his white 
maator, falls readily into thd position assigned him, and exists and 
multiplies in incvonsed physical well-being, To tho Amorican states- 
man and tho philanthropist, ag well as to tho naturalist, the study 
thus bocomes one of oxcooding intorest. Extraordinary facilities for 
obsorving minor sub-divisions among tho families of the white race 
aro also prosonted by tho resort hithor of immigrants from every part 
of Muropo. Of all thogo advantages Morton availed himself freely, 
and. soon became the acknowledged master of tho topic. Ixtending 
his studies beyond what ono may call the zoological, into the 
archeological, and, to somo oxtont, into the philological department 
of Ethnography, his pro-ominonco was. speodily acknowledged at 
homag, while the publication of his books olovated him to an equal 
distinotion abroad. Professor Rotzius of Stockholm, writing to him 
April 8d, 1847, says omphatically: “ You have done more for Ethno- 
graphy than any living phystologist; wand I hopo you will continue to 
cultivate this scioneo, which is of so gront interest,” 

Tho first task,proposed to himadlf hy Morton, was tho oxamination 
and comparison of tho arania of tho Indian tribos of North and South 
Amorica, IIis apeeinl objact was to ascortain the averago capacity 

and form of thoso skulls, as compared among themselves and with 
those of the othor races of mon, and to dotermine what othnic dis 
tinctions, if any, might bo inforrod from them. ‘Tho result of this 

labor was tho Chania Amerdoana, published in 1889, This work con- 
tains admirably oxcentod lithographic plates of numorous crania, of 
natural sizo, and presenting a highly creditable specimen of Amorican 
art, ‘Iho lottor-press includes accurate ndmensuroments of the erania, 
ospecially of thoir intorior capacity ; tho latter being mado by o plan 
peculiar to the author, and onabling him to estimate with precision 
tho rolative amount of brain in various races. The introduction is 
particularly intorosting, as containing the author's gonoral othnologi- 
cal views so far as matured up to that time. He adopts the quintuple 
division of Blumonbach, not as tho best possible, but as suflicient for 
lig purposo, and cach of the five races he again divides into a certain 
number of chavractoristic familics, Ilis main conclusions concerning 
tho Amoriean race aro those: 
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‘Jat That the Amerlonn raoo diffora oasontinlly from all othora, not excepting tho Mongo« 
Tian; nor do the feoble annloglos of language, and the moro obylows ones in ofvil amd 
religtous Institutions mul the arta, denote anything boyond onaunl or ovlonial oommu- 
nication with the Asintlo nationas aud evon thor annloglos may porliapa ho nogountodd 
for, na Humboldt han aggontad, in tho moro oolnolilonoo axleing from altilor wants 
and bopulaes In nations Inhinb{ting slmilar Jatitudlos, 

Cd That the Amorlonn natlons, excepting the polar tribes, aro of one race anil one ape- 
olon, but of two gront fumillos, which rosomnblo oagh othor In physlonl, but diiver.tn 
intolloctual olarnotor. 

8d. That the cranial yomalna disoovored in the mounds from Poru to Wisconsin, holong 
tu the samo rage, and probably to tho Zoltooan Tamlly.““ 


Tho publication of a wark of aneh costly charnetor, and nocosanrily 
. addresrad to a vory limited numbor of rondora, was a bold undor- 
taking for a man of realvictod moana. It was publishod by himacl! 
at tho risk of considerable pecuniary loss, ‘Tho original aubaeription 
list foll short of paying tho oxponso, but T am happy to say that the 
auibsoquont anlo of copies liquidated tho doflcit, ‘ha reception of 
the hook by tho lonynuil was all ho coutd havo dorival., TMyarywhore 
it received the warmest commendations, Tho following oxtract front 
w notice in the London Medieo-Chimergical Reviow for Qetobor 1810, 
will show tho tone of the British setontifie proms: 


"Dr, Morton's mothodt and Hustyationn fn ollolding the clomonte of hit magotfeent 
Cranlogenphy, ave admieally conaino, selthout boing tho low Suatruatiyely eomprohonal ya,

Tho ominont success of this work doterminod dofinitely its author's 
ultorfor scientific caroor, From this timo forward he devoted his 
powers almost oxclusivoly to Ethnology,’ Hoe sought in evory direc- 
tion for the matorials for his investigation, when circumstances led 
to his acquaintance with Mx. George R. Gliddon, whose contributions 
opened to*him a now fiold of rosoarch, and gavo him an unexpected 
triumph. Mx. G, first visited this country in 1887, being sent out by 
Mohemet Ali to obtain information, purchaso machinory, &o., in re 
foronco to tho promotion of the cotton-culture in Egypt. Morton, 
who novor lost the opportunity of securing'an usoful correspondent, 
sought his acquaintance, but fhiling to meot him personally, wroto 
him at Now York undor dato of Nov, 2d, 1887, inquiring his precise 
address, and soliciting pormiasion to visit him in roferenco to busi- 
nows. AUllnoas proyonting this visit, ho wroto again, Nov, 7th. ‘Tho 
following oxtract is intoresting, as displaying his modo of procedure 
in auch casos, as woll as tho state of his opinions, at tho date in

‘Tho posi- 
tlon I havo always nseumod fa, that tha prosont Copts ara nod tho romaing of tho anciont 
Feyptians, and in ordor moro fully to mako my comparisons, It is very important that I 
should got n fow Aeads of Ngyptian mummies from Thobas, &o. I do not oaro to havo thom 
ontlroly porfoot apoolmons of ombaiming, but porfoot in tho bony siructuro, and-with the 
hole progorvod, !f possible, It ling ooourrod to mo that, as you will rosido at Cairo, and 
wilh your porfoot knowledgo of alſalrs in Egypt, you would tayo it iu your power to om- 
ploy a confidential and woll-qualiflod porson for thia trust, who would sav you all porsonal 
trowblo; and sf twonty-flvo or thirty akulla, or ovon half that numbor oan be obtained, 
(and Tam ngauvod by porsons who havo beon thoro ‘that no obstacles nood be feared, but 
of thia you know bost,) I am rondy to dofray ovory oxponge, and to advanes tho monoy,'or 
any part of It vow, ov to arrange for payment, both aa to oxponses and comimisalong, at 
any time ox In any way you may dosiguate, With the Egyptlon heads, I should ho yory 
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glad to havo a wkull of a Copt ant a Follnh, wel uleil of ony other of the prevent irlbea 
In or hordering on Eyypt, od whigh could ba probably obtatned Uiruugl any ous aft your 
moiionl fronds in Calva ov Aloxanidrin. Lhopo boforo you lenvo to be nblo tu wewl yeu one 
of (ho Hthographa for my work, to prove ta you Hint Wt will Wo no diner to tho arte of 
thin country, Seratblo how lnfinttely you may sorve tng In a favorlty Laugh novel lunulry, 
Jennnot but hopo to Interest your foollnge and exertions on thls oggnalon, nud thorefure 


hog mi gnrly answor.” 


‘To this lottor My, G, responded ſrobly aud cordiully, rendily under 
taking tho commission, whieh resulted in supplying Morton with 
ermia, whieh form tho bnaia of hid Yonownod Crania Agyptiaen, 
‘Withont tho nid thua aflorded, any attompt to olucidate Hgyptian 
othnology from this sido the Adantia would havo boon hardly hopes 
less; with it, a diflewlt problom wax solved, and tho opinion of tha 
aciontifie world roctifled in an important particular. Tho correspond. 
oneo thus originated lod to a cloxo intimacy hotwoon the partics, 
which ossontially moditied the history of both, and onded ouly with 
lito; and whieh rosulted in a warmth of attachment, on the part of the 
survivor, that oven death erunot chill, a tho dediention of this volumo 
attenla. With tho proxpect of obtaining theao Fayptinn eranin, 
Morton waa dolighted. How mueh he anticipated appears from the 
following passage in Che preties to hin Cranda slmertoanas—

Tho akulla eiuno to hind in the fall of 1840, and Morton entered 
cogorly upon their examination, and upon tho atudy ef Nilotte 
Arelwwology in connection therewith. Ma. Gliddon aerived in dame 
ary 1842, with tho intontion of delivering a eourme of Teetures in this 
vountry upon hieroglyphical mayjects; and the two friends could now 
Jroxoouto Choir aludios togethor. Thuy had alrendy heen engaged in 
active correspondences, Morton detailing the conmiderationa whieh 
werd impelling hii to adopt views diver, in several pointa, from what 
wore yonorly considered extublished opinions, EF regret that Jhnvyo 
not tevoxs to tho letter ef Morton of this poriad, lt the fullowing 
extriet from av reply of Ciddon, dutod London, Oct, Stat, 1841, 
will show tho sinte of their minds in regard fo gyption questions ab

e With regard lo your prejeated work, (Crania dgyptinen,) 1 will, wlth avory dofvronce, 
frankly state a fow ovanoxeont Sinprowton, whieh, wore 1 with you, gould be more fly 
developed, Fon hotly te the apliton of the African origin of the Exyptlun. Tmonn 
uf the Aizh cuatekinggn, prtowts, cml lltary. ‘Phe Won that the monument aupport auch 
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thoory, ov the oonoluslon that thoy came down the Nile, ov that ‘Morawe' ia tho Fathor of 
Vxypt, la, L think, untonablo, and might be rofutod. Horodotue's authority, untosa modi- 
flo In tho way you montton, dark ekinned and curly hotrod, fa in this, as in fifty other in- 
stanoor, quite Insignificant, Wo, ag hforoglyphists, know Ugypt bottor now, than all the 
Grook nuthors or tho Roman, On this ground, unloss you are convinoed from Comparative 
Anatomy, with which zolonoo I am totally unaoquaintod, and bo backed by such evidenoo 
na la {noontrovertble, I urge your pausing, aud considering why tho anolont Egyptians 
may hot bo of Aslatio, and porhaps of Arable dogcont; an idea vhloh, I fanoy, from the 
donor of your loltora, ie your progont conoluelon, At any rato, thoy are not, and nover 
woro, Africana, atill logs Nogroos. Monumontal ovidonoo appoars to overthrow tho African 
Moory. sve eee eee Look at the portraits of tho kings of Bgypt, in tho plates of 
Prof, Rogollint'a Afonumenté Storie’, and thon vond his 2d vol, toxt, at the ond. ‘They ave fao- 
elmiles, and is thoro anything Afrloan in thom, (oxcopting in the Amunoph family, whore . 
this ovoss fa shown and oxplninod,) until you come down to tho Etioplan dynasty? For 
*Morawo! rond Iosklus’s Ethlopia—it Is 0 valuable work, but I diffor in tolo from hla 
olronplogy, or hta connection botwoon Egypt and Moroo' down tho Nilo, 

«Pho Copls may be doscondants of the anciont race, but go crossod and reorossod, na to 
havo lot almoat ovory vostigo of tholr noble ancostry. I should think {t would be diMoult, 
with 100 akulls of Copis, to got nt nn oxnot oritorion, they nro so varied, Do not forgot

“Te haa boon tho ſaahlon to quote tho Sphinx, ns an ovidenco of tho Nogro tondenoles 
of anolent Egyptians.

{t is flat, But ovon If tho tooo: (whtoh ‘I fully admit) has « strong African const; it is an

avo orudo, but undor your dirootion could bo Hokod suto ahapo, ‘ho masses of frets aro 
oxtraordinary, and known but to vory, vory fow, Unloss a man now-n-doys is a hiorogly- 
phist, and hag atudled tho monumonts, bolloyo mo, his authority 1s dangorous; and but fow 
Jnatanoos avo there In which amongst the thonennd-and-one volumds on Hgypt, tho work is not 
Amore ropoiltlon or copy of tho errors of a preceding work-—and this is but ropoating what 
tho Romans novor comprohondad, but copied from tho Grooks, who mado up for thotr igno- 
ranoo thon, a8 thoy do now, by Zee All wore doplorably Jgnorant on Egyptian mattors, 
Anything of tho Ohompollion, Rosollint, and Wilkinson gohool for anofont subjects, ix 
aq/o - ſox tho moctorn, thore ls only Lang, I montion thoso subjects just to arrest your 
Attention, bofore you take a loap; though I hayo no doubt you lonve no stono unturned, 
Pardon my apparent oMelousnoss, but I do this at tho hazard of intruding, ‘ost in your + 
oarnoat comparisons of ‘Cranta,! you may not Iny sufliciont stress on tho vast monumentnl 
ovidonoos of days of yoro, and monn this only ag a ‘onvont!” . 


But thoy soon found thomsolvos in want of books, oapooially ¢ of 
coatly illustrated works, Not only was it casential to verify quotations 
by references to the toxt, but the Plate were absolutely indisponenble, 
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Tho dosived hooka did not oxtat in any Hbrary in the United Btatos, 
and Morton had alrendy ono us fav ag prudones permitted. Tha 
letter new Jofore mo, Ghihlon writes him from Now York in donpuir, 
stating: that, for hia part, ha could not move a step furthor withont 
necows to Roxallini, (Monumnti, &o.,) of whieh thoro waa not a copy 
in tho country, This aorlous diMteulty was Anally removed hy tho 
munifleont liborality of Richard K. night, Haq., of Now York, who, 
aotuntoil solely by a genorons deaira to promoto tho intoroxty of 
rolonco, importod and placod at tho disposal of our atudunta the 
suporb volumes in quostion, 

‘Morton's atudy now was moro than over “a placo of skulls.” Tis 
correspondence, having hoon widely oxtonded, waa at Inet heaving ite 
fruit, Contributions eamo Avopping i in from various quarters, ‘not 
always necompaniad with rélinblo information, ant requiring enroſul 
doliboration before boing assigned a place in his eabinet, Nothing short 
of positive cortainty, howavor, would induco hint to placo a nyme upon 
acraniun, ‘Tho orden of oxamination orelvhad to unilorge was rigid 
in tho oxtrome, Abomato and yepented monsmromonts of overy part 
wore cavetitly made. “Where a cass adsaitted of doubt, Thave known 
him te keep tho skull in his ofleo for weeks, and, taking it down at 

dt before it, and contomplate it fixedly in

could escape the eyo of Morton, ‘This was true, not only of human 
figures, but oqually of the minutost htoroglyphic dotaile, Dr. Moigs, in 
his Momoir, rolntes an instanco of his acumon, in which, whilo inspect 
ing the mgis in tho hand of a fomale divinity, ho noticed tho resemblance 
to the fico of a cortain quoon, and at once referred it to that reign ; 
which, on oxamining the text, proved correct. ‘The two following 
anoedotos, for which I am indobted to My. Gliddon, resemble the well- 
known instances of aciontific acutencss and perspicneity that are related 
of Cuvior, —* 

Ta tho summor of 1842, Mr. G. mot in Now York with Mr. John 
L, Stephons, thon recontly rotyrned from*his second visit to Yucatan, 
Tho conversation turning upon crania, Mr. S. rogrotted tho destruc- 
tion of all ho had collected, in consequence of their oxtrome brittle- 
ness, Oho skeloton ho had hoped to save, but on unpacking it, that 
morning, it was found so dilapidated that ho had ordered it thrown 
away. Mr. G. bogged to seo it, and sccurod it, comminuted as tt 
was. Tts condition may bo inforred from tho fact that the entire 
skoloton was tled up in a small India handkorchief, and carried to 
Philadolphia in a hat-box, It was given to Morton, who at first de- 
plorod it ns a hopeloss wreck, The noxt day, howovor, Mr, G. found 
him, with a gluo-pot bosido him, engaged in an offort to reconstruct 
tho skull, A-smoall pioco of the occiput sorved as a basis, upon which 
ho put together all the postorior portion of the cranium, showing it by 
charncteristio marks to bo that.of an adult Indian fomale. From the * 
condition of anothor portion of tho skoloton, ho dorived ovidenco of 
a pathological fact of considerable momont, in viow of the antiquity 
of thoso romains. Tow much interost he was ablo to extract from 
this handful of appavont rubbish will appoar from tho following 
poaanges · 


“Tho purport of his opinion ta ng follows:—In the first place; the noodle did not dooolvo 
tho Indian who ploked it up in tho grave. Tho bones aro thoso of a ſomalo. Ilor hoight

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hoad, ascribed tho Nilotic family to tho Afiican raco; while the great 
hody of Archaologists wore disposed to consider tho aborigines of 
Ngypt as (probably black) Troglodytos, from the Upper Nile, whose 
first halting-placo and seat of civilization was at Moro’, ButMorton 
took counsel with none of those authorities of the day.  Optimd con- 
aultores mortui, and those doad, but still cloquent witnesses of tho 
poat, taught him clearly tho idontity of eranin! conformation in the 
Anoieht gyption and the modorn white man. To ostablished, beyond 
question, that tho prevailing type of skull must como into the Cauca- 
alan category of Blumonbach. Io pointod out the distinctions bo- 
twoon this and tho neighboring Somitic and Polasgic types, The 
population of Egypt being always a vory mixed ono, ho was ablo also 
to idontify among his crania those displaying the Somitio, Polasgic, 
Nogro and Negroid forms. Turning next to the monumonts, he ad- 
ducod a multitude of frets to prove the same position. His historical 
deductions wore advanced modestly and cautiously, but most of them 
have boot triumphantly verified. Whilo he, in his quiot study at 
Philadelphia, was inforentially denying tho comparative antiquity of 
Moro¥, Lepsius was upon tho spot, doing the same thing. beyond, the 
possibility of furthor ‘onvil, ‘The book was writtou whew it was still 
customary to sock o foreign orlgin for the inhabitants of ovétly apot 
on onrth oxcopt Mesopotamin; and tho author, therefore, indicatos, 
rather than assorts, an Asiatic origin for tho ligyptians, But his:

middle ngoa horo to thelr wandaring and untutured, yor cognate brethren, tho Hedouti of 
the dexort." 

Furthor details on this point will bo found on pp, 281 aud 282 of 
tho prosent work. 

Tho recoption of this book waa ovon more fnttoring than had boon 
that of ita prodocossor, To uilmiratiun wae added s natural footing 
of surprise, that light upon this intorcathag suljoct should have coma 
from this romoto quartor. Loprina reeoived it on tho oyo of departure 
on his oxpodition to Djébel-Barkal, and his lottor acknowledging it 
waa dated from tho jaland of Phiku, One enn imagine with whit ins 
tongo jnteroat such a man, so situated, muat have followed the lid 
deductions of tho cloav-loadadl Amoricnn, writing at the other aide of 
tho world, But'probably tho moat gratifying notices of tha hoolc ia 
that by PricLard, in the Appondix to hia Natural Tistory of Man, of 
which T ustrnet m portion. Ife quotoa Morton Jargely, and alwaya 
with vommendation, even whore tha conelusiona of tho Intter are in 
conflict with his own provionsly publishod opinions,

countries have any oxlonslve collectlons boon formed of the matoriala and xosources which 
Alono ann afford a aoouro foundation for such attompta, It is in tho Untted States of Amo- 
wlon that a remarkable advanoomont of this part of physloal solonco has beon. at longth 
nohloved. ‘ho Lransactions of tho Amorloan Philosophical Soolety' contain a momoly by 
Dr. Morton of Philadolphia, in whiok that able and zealous writer, alrondy distinguished 
by hla admbablo vesonvohos into the phyalonl chnvactora of the hatlye Amorionn races, hag 
brought forward a grant mass of now information on tho anotont Egyptinns.” (p. 67.) 


This brings us at onco to the considoration of Morton's opinion 
upon the much-voxod question*of tho unity or diversity of the various 
races of mon, or rathor of their origin from a single paix; for that alone 
practically has been tho topic of discussion. * It is a subjoct of too 
much importance, botlt to the cause of science and the momory of 
‘Moron, to be passed over slightly. Albovo“nll, there is necessary 9 
cloav and fair atatomont of his opinions; in order that there may be. 
-no mistoko, His mind was progressive on this subject, aq upon many 
othora, Ifo hadto disnbuso himself of orroncous notions, oarly ne- 
quired, as well ns to discover tho truth. It is therefore possible go to 
quote him as to misreprosont hia real sontimonts, or to make his 
asgortions appear contradictory and confised. I proposo:to show the 
gradual. growth of his:;convictions by:the:quothtion,intheir legitimate 
sovies, of hig published-oxprossions.on the'subjeot, = 

The unity and common origin of mankind have, until recently, been 
conaidoved undisputed points of doctrine, They seom to have been re- 
gardoil ns propositions not aciontifioally established, so much as takon 
for grantod, and lot alono, All men wore held to be descended from 
tho ainglo pair montionod in Gonesis; evory tribe was thought to be 
historically tracenblo to the regions about Mesopotamia; and ordinary 
physical influences wore believed sufficient to oxplain the remarkable 
divoraitios of color, &e, ‘Those opinions woro thought to bo the tench- 
ings of Scripture not impugnod by sctonco, and wore therefore almost 
univoysally acquiesced in, By Blumenbach, Prichard, and others, 
tho unity is ngsumed as an axiom not disputed, It is curious that 
tho only attnok mado upon this dogma, until of late, was mado from a 
theological, and not from a aciontific stand-point, The celebrated book 
of Poyrorius on tho pro-Adamites was written to solve cortain diff. 
oultiog in. biblical oxogesis, (such as Cain’s wife, the city ho puilded, 
&q,,) for the writer was a moro scholastic theologian.* Wo met the 
fato of all who ventured to dofy the hierarchy, at a day when they 
had the civil powor at thoir back, Now thoy are confined to tho

vohomonco with which evon a phlegmatio Dutelimm could he roused 
to hurl at his devoted hoad tha anathomas Perturbet te Doniinus, quia 
pertrerbasté Tevaclem /* Chia oxcitomant ovat, tho aubjoctwas loud af 
no more unui the French weiterd of tho last contiry again agitated it, 
Voltnive repontedly and moreilowly ridicules tho idea of a common 
gin.

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Morton was educated in youth to vogard thia doctrine aa a scriptural 
verity, and he found it necopted ns the first proposition in the oxisting 
Ethnology, As such ho received it implicitly, and only abandoned it 
when compelled by tho forco of an irresistible conviction. : What ho 
yeooivod in sincorily, he taught in good faith, Thoro can be no doubt 
that in that carly course of 1880, ho inculeated the wnity doctrine as 
strongly ns ever did Prichard. : 

But this state of opinion cotld not continuo undisturbed. Tho 
wide othnic divorsities which’ 80 forcibly impressed ono who contem- 
platod thom moroly as an historian and critic (tis Voltaire), could not 
fail to ongage tho attention of naturalists, Tho difficulties of tho 
popular doctrine became daily more numerous and apparent, and it 
owed its continued oxistonco, loss to any inhoront atrongth, than to the 
forboavance of those who disliked to awaken controversy by nesniling 
it, Tho ordinary oxposition of Gonesis it was impossible for natu- 
xalista longer to nocopt, but they postponed to tho utmost tho inevith- 
blo contéat, Tho battlo had boon fought upon astronomy and gained; 
aQ that Ma pur si muove had become tho watohivord of the scientific 
world in its conflict with the partd prétre, Pho CGoologists wore! oven 

_ thon coming victorious dut of the dombit convérilitg thie Bix’ days of 
Orontion, and the universality of the Deluge: Tho’ Archwologists 
wore nt the moment beating down the old-fnshionod short chronology. 
Now anothor oxciting strugglo was-at hand, ‘Unfortunately it seems 
out of the question to disouss topics which touch upon theology with- 
ont rousing bad blood. “Religious subjects,” says Payno Knight, 
“hoing beyond the roach of sonso oy ronson, avo always ombracod or 
rojoctod with violonco or hont. ‘Mon think thoy Anow bocause they aro 
awe thoy feel, and aro firmly convineod because strongly agitatod.’* 
‘But disngroonble as was tho prospect of controversy, it could not-be 
avoided, It is curious to read Lawronoo now, and aco how he piles 
up tho objections to his own doctrino, until you doubt whother ho 
boliovos it himself! Tho main difficulty concerns a single centra of 
eroation, The disporsion of mankind from suoh a cantro, somowhero 
on tho alluvium of tho Euphrates, might bo admitted as possible ; 
but tho gathoring of all animated nature at Pden to bo named by 
Admn, tho distribution thonco to their respective remote and diyor- 
siflod habitats, their reassembling by pairs and sovons in the Ark, and 
their second distribution from tho samo contre— these conceptions 
avo what Lawroneo long ago pronounced them, simply “zoologically 
impossiblo.” ‘The orror arises from mistaking the local traditions: of 
a cireumecribed community for universal history, As Poyroring ro- 
markad two conturies ngo, “poccatur non raro in loetione snororutu

montions) any other than whito mon, ‘This discussion, oven to tho 
limitoil oxtont to which it has gono, has called forth much bittormosay 
not on the part of sincore atudonts of tho snevod toxt, but of that 
proraitla which, mrogant in the diredé ratio of its ignoranao, subatl- 
tuted clamox and donuneiation for ronson, and onata tho dirt of oppro- 
brioua spithots whon it has no argumonts to offor, But alvendy this 
advantago has arison from tho agitation:— that somo proliminary 
points at lonst may bo considered sottled, and a cortnin nmount of 
scholarship may bo domandod of thoao who dosire to ontor tho die« 
cuasion; thus oliminating from it the majority of poraona moat ready 
to prosont thomeelvos with noisy common-place, already: ‘ton times 
rofutod, ‘Cha mon who, in the middlo of the ninotoonth contury, ean 
atill find tho ancoxtora of Mongolians and Amorienng among tho song 
of Japhet, or who talk about the entea of Uanaan in connexion with 
Nogroos,} aro plainly without the palo of controveray, aa they avo 
boyond the runch of critica. ‘Thora ix, ovon ingomewho havo ve 
contly published booke on tho aubject, such o holploas profundity 
of ignorance of the vory flrat fhets of tho oso, that ono flnda no 
Acting auewor to thom but—-oxprossive ailonce! ‘To endeavor to rnino 
such to tho dignity of Ethnologlats, ovon by dobato with thom, 1a 
to pay thom a complimont beyond their dosorta, They have no right 
“whatever to thrust thomsclvos into tho flold,—tho Nata are opened for 
mother clus of combatuits, ‘Thorefore thoy oannot bo recogniacd. 
‘With Danto, 
“Non raglonam dl Jorg ma guard, o pagent" 

Te was impoarihlo for Morton, in tho prosocution of hia labora, to 
avoid theav oxelting quoations, ‘Wo have his own ssmmnen that ho 
onrly tele tho insuporahle diffdtion attonding tho lypothosie af a 
common origin of ul races, Ho aeoma soon to lave abandoned, ff 
ho over entortained, tho notion that ordinary phyaleal inflnoneoa will 
aceount for oxialing diversilioy, at least within tho limita of the popu 
lur xhort chronology, ‘There ara two ways of cacaping this diffieulty— 
one hy deuying entirely tho competency of physien] enurea to prutſneo 
tho elloets alleged; and tho ether to grant thom an indefluite pertod 
for (heir operation, ae Prichard did in the ond, with Its © eiitiads

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of yoara," for man’s oxistenco upon earth. Morton inclined to the 
othor View, mainly in consequence of the historical evidence he had 
accumulated, showing the unalterable permanency of the charac. 
toristics of raco, within tho limits of human records. But he was 
slow to hazard tho publication of an opinion upon a question of so 
gront moment, IIo proforrod to wait, not only until his own convic- 
tion became cortainty, but until he could addueo tho mass of tosti- 
mony nevessary to convince dthors, ‘This extromo caution charac. 
torizod all his literary labors, and mado his conclusions always 
roliable.* A. truo disciple of the inductive philosophy, he labored 
long and hid in tho vorification of his premises.” With an inox- 
haustiblo pationco ho accumulated fact upon fact, and published 
observation upon obsorvation, often appayontly dislocated and object 
loss, but all intondod for futuro uso, Many of his minor papers ave 
muro atores of disjointed data, Moro than once, when obsorving his 
untiring Iabor and its long postponed result, he has brought into my 
mind those magnificont linos of Shelley : ; 
Hark! tho rushing snow! 

Tho sun-awakonod avalanoto! whose mass, : 

Phrloo sited by tho storm, had gathorad toro 

Finko aftor flake, in hoaven-dofying minds 

Aa thought by thought ia pllod, ti] some great truth 


Te loosonod, anc tho nations coho round, 
Shinkon to thoty roots, as do tho mountains now. 


Tn fact, ho had an ayo, in all his investigations, to tho publication at 
somo ſuturo period of a work on tho Hlements of Ethnology, which 
shonld contain the fally riponod fruits of so many years of toil, Of 
this projuct ho spoaks in somo of his lottera’ as “porbaps an idle 
droam,"” but ono for whogo realization he would mako many aneri- 
ficos, Tor it ho resorved tho comploto expression of his othnological 
doctrines, ‘This consideration, and his oxtromo disliko of controversy, 
mado him particularly guarded in his statemonts, Constitutionally 
avorso (o all noiay dobato and contention, ho was woll aware also that 
they aro incompntiblo with the calmnoss essential to succossftl scten- 
tifle inquiry. Nothing but an aggravated aasault could have drawn 
- from lim reply, ‘That assault was made, and, as I conceive, most

room for doubt or eavil as to hia position in the vory front of on 
onward progress in Anthropology, 

Tho frat publishod opinion of Morton in veforonco to this question 
ja found in tho Crania Amerioanci. TC Svill bo poreoived, that, recog. 
nizing tho ontiro incompotonay of ordinary climatia and similar in- 
fluoncos to produco the allogod olloeta, ho auggosts, na an eacapo from 
tho, diMeulty, that tho marks of Race wore improstod nt oneo by

“The rooont dlaooxorloa in Lgyptoglve additional ſorad to tho proootlng stntomont, lnaa ·

Ie wneynivoenl assertion of the pormanoney of the dintinetive 
mirles of Race in tho final proposition of his reaumdé of the Chama 
Algyptiaea hws wlvondy boon givon, (supra, p-xlit.) Two yours afterwards 
he published thie onpliatio declaration: 


'E onn nyor tint aixteon years of almost daily comparisons lave only confirmed mo in 
tho eanofumuns annonnedd In ny ¢ Cranta Amorloana,” that all tho Amorlonn nationa, ox · 
voptlig the Exklimux, are of one race, and that thie rage Je pooullar and dlatiugt from all 
ulhera,

“But it Js nooosgary to axplain what ls hove meant by the.word race, I do not uso it to 
linply that all ta divisions avo dorived from a single palr; on tho contrary, I believe thoy 
havo orlginatod from sovoral, povhaps ovon from many pairs, which wore adapted, from the 
Hogluning, to tho variod loonlitles thoy wore dosignod to oooupy; and the Fuogiang, loss 
migratory than tho cognate tribos, will sorvo to illustrate this ldon, In other words, I 10- 
gard tho Amorlonn nations ag tho truo nutocthonos, tho primoval inhabitants of this vast 
oontinont; and whon X spoak of thotr.o ng of ono race oy of ono origin, I allude only to 
tholr {ndigonous relation to onoh otor, ng shown in all thogo attelbutos of mind and body 
whloh hayo boon so amply illustrated by modorn othnography.* 


In a noto to 9 papor in Silliman’s Journal fog 1847, he says :— 


“I miny horo obsorve, that whenovor I havo vontured,an opinion on this quoation, it hag 
hoon in favor of tho dootrino of primeval diversities among mon—an original ataptation of 
tho novoxal rncos to those varlod olroumstancos of climato and Jooality, which, while oon - 
goutal to tho ono, aro dostructive to tho other; and subsequont investigations hayo con- 
fvmad mo In shoo views." + . 


Ono would suppose that whoovor had read the above publications 
could havo no doubt as to Morton’s sentiments; yet Dr. Bachman 
and othors havo affected to be suddonly surprised by the utterance 
of opinions which had beon distinctly impliod, and ovyon oponly pub- 
lishad yoars boforo, To leave no further doubt upon the subject, he- 
thus oxpresos himself in his lotter to Dr. Bachman of March 80th, 
1850 1— 


in J gommonoodl the study of Ethnology about twonty yoors ainco; and among tho first 
aphorlama taught no by oll the books to which I Uion lad acccsy, was this— that all man- 
klnd wore dorlvod from a alngle pale; and tint tho divorsttles now go romarkablo, origins 
atod aololy from tho oporations of olfmnto, locality, food, and othor phystont agonts, In 
othor worda, that man was oroatod a porfoot and bonutifil bolng In tho first inetanoo, and” 
that chaneo, charice alono hag onused all tho phystoal disparity among mon, from tho noblost 
Crvonsinn form to tho moat dogradod Australian and Ilotlontot. I approached tho aubjeot , 
aw ona df gront difloutty and dollonoy ; and my first oonylotlons wore, thnt those divoraitios 
aro nob aoquired, but havo oxlated ad origine. Suoh ig tho opinion oxprossed in my Oranfa 
Aterieana; but at that porlod, (twelve yoars ago,) I had not investigated Soriptural Wth- 
nology, and wae vontont to supposo that tho dlatlnotlvo charaotoristios of the sovoral races 
hal hoon marked upon the lmmodlato family of Adam. . Furthor inyostlgation, howovor, 
Jn conncotion wlth zoologtonl aolonoo, has lod mo to take a widor view of this quoation, of 
whioh an oultine fs glyon above,” t 


Tn ordox to prosont atill moro fully and clearly tho final conclusions 
of our rovorod friond on this topic, I appond two of his letters. The 
flvat ia nddvosxod to Dr. Nott, undor dato of January 29th, 1850,

‘Thoso citations aro aufliciont for ow purpoxo, Lapprohond, especially 
tho Inconic omphasis of tho last, which may bo regarded as the ethnolo- 
gioal testament of our lamented faiond, I havo been thus full upon this 
point, becruso I believe it but justice to his memory to show that ho 
waa among tho very carliest to accept and givo shape to tho doctrine 
stated, As tho mountain summits aro gilded with the onrly dawn, 
whilo tho plain bolow still sloops in darknoss, go %t is the loftiest spirit 
among mon that first recoives and reflects tho radiance of tho coming 
truth, Morton has oceupiod that position among us, in relation to this 
important advance in sclontific opinion, I havo desired to put the 
ovidonco of. it ſairly upon record, and thus to claim and secure the 
distinction that is justly duo him. 

Many well-meaning, but uninformed porsons havo, however, raisod 
an outery of horror againat tho assortion of original human diversities, 
in which thoy have boon joined by others who ought to know better, 
Tho attack ig not made upon the doctrine itself, nor upon any direct 

. logical consoquenco of it, Tho alleged griovanco consists ontirely in 
Yho loss of cortuin corollaries deduciblo from the opposite proposition. 
Plius it in avortod that our religious aystom and our doctrine of social 
tnd politicnl rights, alike result from the hypothesis of human consan- 
guinity and ommon origin, and stand ov fall with i. ‘To this affect

Bué the nemo, 
of absurdity is reach by those clorieal gentlemen at the south, who 
linvo beon #o onyor to avail Hhommelvos of ITumbulelt's great authority 
iv opposition to the doetring of diversity, while thoy dony all lis pros 
mixes, Do they consider all dovtrina necossnrlly déaolaite, huenuso 
an uygument in favor of slavery, bru or flac, muy be based upon it? 
Tlumbaldt dow, And again, if tho doninl of a common paternity 
involves all the deplorable consaqtenees indicated by the latter, dows

thon, the doctrine of unity gives no ossentinl guarantee of universal 
liborty and equality, why reproach the opposite doctrine with destroy- 
ing what nover oxisted?

Ho reminds Morton of 
the countenunce ho has heretofore givon him,—that he even subscribed 

. forhishook! he authorities relied upon by the lattor he tronts with 
auiprome contempt, individually and collectively, characterizing them 
as pedantic, antiquated, and “musty,”* All this is carried through 
in a hold, dashing, off-hand way, calculated to impress forcibly any 
yonder ignorant of tho mattor under discussion, It argues tho most 
coufident selfcomplaconcy and conviction of auperiority on tho part 
of tho writer, and doubtless his admiring readers shaved tho feeling, 
Jor a short sonson thore was quito a jubilation over tho assumed 
ofunt of tho physicists, 

But there is an Italian proverb which says, Von sempre cht cantando 
viene, cantando va! and which Dx, B. was destined to illustrate, To 
his first papor Morton ropliod in otter dated March 80th, 18650, the 
tono of which is calm, dignified, and friendly. Ho defends his autho- 
ritios, aecumulates now: ovidonco, and strengthens and dofines his 
position, ‘This called forth Dr. B.’s most objectionable letter of June 
12th, 1860, also published in the Charleston Journal, and in which 
ho ontirely passes tho bounds ef proprioty. No longor satisfied with 
his poor attempts at wit, which consist almost exclusively in the use 
of Che word old” and its synonymos, ho becomes donunciatory, and 
oven nbimive, Ifo chargos Morton with taking part in a deliberate 
conspiracy, having its ramiflentions in four’ citios, for tho overthrow 
of n dovtrino “nearly connectog with the faith and hope of tho Chris. 
tinn, for this world and for otornity.” In anothor paragraph, (p. 607,) 
ho saya, that iafdeldty must inevitably spring up as tho consequence 
of adopting Morton's viows. Now, wo all: know that whon gontlo- 
inon of' Du. (B.'s cloth uso that word, thoy mean war usque ad necen. 
Its objoct is simply to do mischiof and give pain, It cannot injure

Tio only of thoaa anpplomontary communications 
apponrocl, tho Inat boing dated January 8lat, 1861, 

But the kolo tormination of all those Inbors waa nonr at hand. 
Novor hind Morton boon so buy aa in that apring of 1861, tia pro. 
fossionul engagomonta lind lurgoly incrersed, and ocenpivd moxt of 
hia timo. Tis eraniological investigations were prosyeutod with un- 
abated zeal, and he had recently mado important accossiona to his 
colluction, Uo was actively ongaged in tho atndy of Archiology, 
Hgyptian, Assyrian, mul Aierienn, aa collateral to hia favorite enb- 
Jout. Lia roxurrehios upon Tlybridity coat him much labor, in lita 
oxtonded couparivon ot’ unthoritios, and hin induatelaue gearel for 
facta hearing on tha qteation, In addition to all this, ho was ae. 
pied with tha proparation af Ita contribution to the wark of Sly

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alarming at first—had seareoly proparod his frionds for the sad ovent, 
whon it was announced, on tho 16th of May, that Morton was no moro | 
It was too truo—ho had loft vacant among us a placo that cannot 
. 800n bo fllled. Ponoofully and calmly ho had gono to his otornal rest, 
having accomplishod so much in his short spaco of life, and yet 
loaving go much undone, that none but ho could do as woll ! 

So lived and so died our lamonted friond, While we doplore his 
logs, howovor, wo cannot but porceive that few men havo boon more 
Dloseed in liſo than he, His eproor was an eminently prosperous and 
auccossful one, Vory fow havo over boon go uniformly successful in 
thoiy ontorprisos, To ostnblished, with unusual rapidity, a wide- 
sprond aciontifio ſamo, upon tho whito radianco of which ho haa, 
dying, left not a single blot. THis life was aleo » fortunate and happy. 
oné in its moro private relations. Tis firat groot griof camo’ upon 
hin, preciscly a year before his own decense, in the loss of a beloved 
gon, to whom he was tenderly attached. No other cloud than this 
obxcurod his cloar horizon to tho Inst, That he felt it deoply there 
oan bho no doubt; but ho had, at his hoart’s core, the sontimont that 
oan rob sorrow of its bittornoss, and donth of its sting. To that son- 
timont ho has givon uttorance in thogo lines ;.and, with their quotation, 
JT conclude this notice, the proparation of which has boon to moa 
labor of love, and tho solace, for i songoi, of a bed of suffering,

Nor ta ft my Intention to characterits hore alt pho soologiond preminewe 
rodogulxod by naturalists, but only those the anlmala of which sro hooray with wadicimnt 
aoouraoy to throw light upon the muljoot under eunaldersiion, tif the marine aniimate, - 
shall therofdro tnko no notles, oxoopt xo far ax they bear a apevial relation to the habtta 
of unolvillxod rages or to the commoretal entarprice of the world, The views ituotrated 
in tho following pagor have boon expressed for the tevt thine by me tea paper, poldiobed 
th Fronoh, in tho Revue Suleee for 1646.

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ho their homo — Inuil, sea, or river, Among the animals*vhich com 
Pous the ſnunn of iy comtry, wo fad typos bolonging exclusively 
there, and not ocenrring elxowheres auch aro, for oxmnplo, tho orni- 
thorlynchis of Now Uollind, tho eloths of Amorien, tho hippopota 
inna af Adrien, and tho wale of tha nvetier: othors, which havo 
only a munll umber of reproentatives hoyond the fauna which thoy 
spoctully chiraeterize, ns, for instance, the marauplala of Now Iol- 
land, of whieh Amerien haa mfow spevies, atch as tho oposaums and 
aunin othom which have a wider range, auch aa tho bonre, of which 
Chore aro dialinet apectos in Buropo, Agia, or Amorica, or tho mica 
aul Inte, whieh are fo bo found all over tho world, except in the 
aretjen. Pluut tuuna will, thorefore, bo moat onsily chnractorized 
Which prossosien tho Tnrgoxt mmmbor of distinct typos, propor to itself, 
oul af widel the other auimnls have little analogy with those of 
neldiboring regions, un, for oxample, tho fauna of Now Holland, 

Tho inhubitanta of fresh wators fiunish also oxcollont: charactors 
for tho ciroumeoription of faunm, ‘Tho fishos, and other fluviatilo 
mimals from tho larger hydrographic basing, diffor no logs from cach 
other than tho. mammalia, tho birds, tho reptiles, aud tho inaoots of 
tho countrioa which hoso rivors water, Novortholoas, somo authors . 
havo attempted to soparate the fYoah wator mimnis from those of the 
Tand and von, mul to ertablish distinet divisions for thom, undor tho 
vane al Huvintilu time, But the inhabitunte of tho rivors and 
Take re ton intimntely connoctest with those of thir shores to allow 
af a riuewenin distinetion of Uris kind, “Rivera nover catablish a sopn 
ation betwen terrestrial fami. Lur ho anmo ronson, the ſrunto of 
thes intaned set eumnot he completely iaolated trom the terrostrial 
ches, mil wo slid! xug hereafter that tho wrimals of aouhomn Europo 
nru vot hound by the Moditermimean, but aro found on tho southern 
shore of that sen, as fur aa tho Atlus. ‘Wo shall, theroforo, distin« 
guiah ony xoologion! regions according to Uo combination of spocios 
which thoy oncloso, rather than according to tho clomont in which 
we find Chom, 

Tt tho grind divisions of the animal kingdom aro primordial and 
inckyoaulent of climate, this ig not tho caso with regard to tho ulti- 
duty huenl ciremeoription of spociox: thoao avo, on tho contrary, 
inthuately connvctad with tho conditions of tompernture, aoil, and 
vegetation, A youmrkublo inatnnoo of this distribution of animals 
With reference to climate may bo observed in tho aretio fauna, whith 
contri i grent mmnber of wpecioa common to the threo continents 
converge lenxnrila the North Pole, and which prosouts o atriling 
Unitiaaity, when compared will the diversity of the tomportte and 
traplend fy of those same continents, 
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The urolio fauna oxtenda to Che utmost Hite of the cold and baw 
ron reglona of the North, But from the moniont that forests appem, 
and a iuore propitious sail pormita « larger devolopuent af antmal 
lity mid of vegotation, wo ave the fauna mut flora, not only diversflod 
nevording to the continents on which thoy oxist, Init we olaerve also 
atriking diatinctions betweon difloront parta of tho samo continont 
thua, in tho old world, tho avimals vary, net only from the pela 
cirelo to the equator, but neo in tho opposite direction — thaxa af the 
wostorn conat of Nuropo avo not tho samo as those of tho hasin of the 
Caspian Sen, or of tho ongtorn const of Asin, nor aro thoao of tha 
onslern conat of Amorica the aime na those of tho woatorn. 

Tho flrat fauna, the dimita of which wo would detormino with pro- 
cision, is tho aretic. It oflers, as wo havo juat soon, tho anmo aspects 
in throo parta of tho world, which converga towards tho North Polo, 
Tho uniform distribution of tho anhnala by which it is inhabited 
forma ita moat striking charactor, nnd gives rive to a ramionesa of 
gonoral featuroa which ia not fornd in any other region. ‘Though the 
aivbreathing apocies aro not nmueroud here, tho hugo number of 
individuals compensates for this defleioney, and among the marine 
animale wo flud an eatonidhiug proftaion aud vorioty of ſarnui 

Tn this xokpoet the vegotablo and animal kingdoms diftor entirely 
from onoh othor, and the monaura by which wo oathmate the former 
is quito fnlaa as applied to the latter, Plants bocome atuntod in thor 
growth ox disnpponr before tho rigora of tho olimato, whtlo, on tho 
contrary, all olnasoa of tho nuimal kingdom havo roprosontatives, 
more or loga numeorons, in tho aretio fauna. 

Noithor ean thoy ho said to diminiah in size undor thoao influences; 
for, if tho nectio xoproxontatives of cortnin clussos, particularly the 
innoota, ave mndllor than tho analogous types in the tropies, wo mut 
not forgot, on Vie other hand, thet the whales and larger eotieen 
havo hove their moss gonsal home, and auko anonds, by hehe more 
powerful xtrueturo, for the inferiority of other claws, Alun, if the 
animela of the North avo less striking in external armament if their 
colord aro lows brilliant—-yet wo emmot say Cint they ave more 
unilorm, for though their tinta ave not xo bright, they are none the 
lows variod in their distrilmtion aud arrangomont, 

Tho limits of tho aretic finn are very ouxity Waced, Wo niet 
include thorein all animals living beyond the line where foronla conse, 
aul inhabiting counterion entirely Larrens ‘hogs which food upon 
flesh xvod fixhes, haves, or lemmings, a rodent of tha size of our yak 
“hose whieh live on vegetabhs sibatiieos ave not nines. Somo 

‘umineous pliant; Moser, ninl lielienn, aerve iw patra to the rum 

ata and rodents, while tho avede of a fon flowering plant, ond 
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of tho dwarf birchds, afford nourishmont to tho little granivorous 
bivda, auch og linnots and buntings, Tho apocies belonging. to the 
Ron-shore food upon marino animals, which live, themsolves, upon 
ouch other, or upon marino plants, 

Tho largor mammalian which inhabit this zone aro—the white 
Hoar, the wala, numorous species of sonl, tho roindeor, tho musk 
ox, the nawyal, the enchalot, ond whales in abundance, Among the 
amullor species wo may montion tho white fox, the polar hare, and 
tho lomming. Tho birds are not less charactoristic, Some marine . 
caglos, and wading birds in smaller numbor, are found; but the 
aquatic birds of the fimnily of palmipedes are those which capecially 
provpil, ‘Tho coasta of the continents and of tho numerous islands 
in tho avetic seas aro peopled by clouds of ginnets, of cormorants, 
of penguins, of potrels, of ducks, of geeso, of morgansors, and of 
gulls, somo of which aro as largo as ongles, and, liko them, live on 
prey. No yoplilo is known in this zono. Tishos aro, howover, vory 
uumearous, and tho rivora ospocially ewarm with a varioty of species 
of tho-salmon family, A number of roprosontatives of the inferior 
clnsaca of worme, of orustacea, of mollusks, of echinoderms, and of 
moduan, aro also found hore. 

‘Within the limits of this fauna we moot a peculiar race of mon, 
known in Amorica undor tho namo of Tsquimaux, and under the 
names of TLaplandors, Samojedcs, and Tohuktshes in tho north of 
Asin, ‘Shia yaco, ao woll known since tho voyago of Capt. Cook and 
tho aretia oxpeditions of England and Russia, differs aliko from the 

* Tndians of North America, from tho whites of Muropo, and tho Mon. 
gola of Asia, to whom thoy avo adjacont, Tho uniformity of their 
characters along tho wholo rango of tho arctic aons forms ono of tho 
most atriking rosomblances which theao peoplo exhibit to tho fauna 
with which thoy are so closoly connected. 

Tho somi-annnal altornation of day and night in tho aretio rogions 
has a gront {ufluonce upon thoir modes of living. They aro ontirely 
dypondont upon animal food for thoir sustenance, no farinacoous 
graina, no nutritious tuborclos, no juicy fruita, growing under those 
{nhospitablo latitudes. Thoix domesticated animals aro tho roindeor 
in Asin, and a poculinr varioty of dog, the Esquimanx dog, in North 
Anoxrieu, where oven tho rofndocr is not domesticated. 

Though tho narotio fuune is osaontially comprised in the aretic cirelo, 
its organio limit doos not correspond rigorously to this line, but 
rathor to tho isothermo of 82° Fal, the outline of which presents 
numerous undulntions, This limit ig still moro natural when it is 
mado to correspond with that of the disnppearnnce of forests, It 
thon cireumsorilea those immonso yas of tho North, which tho 
Bamoyodos call tundras, and tho Anglo-Amoricans,darren lands, 
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Tho anturaliate, who Inve overlooked thia fama, wel connected it 
with those of the tanperate zone, linvo introdueat mmel eontimion in 
the goeogeaphioul diatrinition of animals, aud have failed to reeanizo, 
the remarkuble eoingidence existing letwoen the extensive range of 
tho nvetie rea of mon, und the uniformity of tho mitmal world sround 
the Northern Polo, 

Tho thet col of the aecompanying tablean repronents Oe types 
which characterize bost Uhia fina; vi%, tho white or pola len, tho 
walm, tho seul of Groouand, the reindeer, the right whale, mut the 
oiilur nek, Tho vegotution is reprexonted by tha xo-callod reindoer. 
mows, a lichen whieh constitutes the chief food af the herbiverous 
animals of tho aretics ant tho high Alps, durinx winter, ‘ 

To tho glaciul zono, which fnelowes a single fama, sreecoda tho 
tomporate zone, included between tho dxothemner of 82°, and Te 
Talw., characterised hy its pina forested, tte amontacen, ita maples, ila 
walnuts, nud its finié trees, and from the midst of whieh arin like 
jalanda, lefty momitain elintun or high tablelands, clothed with a

Wherever thia zono fa not modiffod hy extensive and high tnblo- 
Janda aud minintain choineg, wo may dixtnguish init tone accandeary 
zoned, approximating: wradualy to tha character of the tropies, mit 
proxonting therefore a yrentor diversity in the types. off its xonthorn 
ropresontation dian we fing among those of ita nerthor bomidiaries

oy different longitudes, of Che xaino ponern nnd diumiltes, repre 
Ltn cach botanical er zealogiont provines hy dinlinit se-cullud 
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analogous ov representative species, with a vory few subordinate typos, 
poeuliny to oneh provinco ; for it is not until wo roach the tropical 
vono that wo find distinet typos provailing in cach fauna and flora, 
Aguin, owing to tho inequalities of tho surface, tho secondary zones 
aro more or less blondod into ono anothor, as for instance, in the 
tublo-lunda of Conteal Asia, aud Western North Amorica, whore tho 
Wholo tompornto zono prosorvos tho features of a cold tompornte re- 
gion; or the colder zones may appoar liko islands rising in tho midst 
of Ua warmer ones, as the Pyronces, tho Alps, &c., tho summite of 
which partake of the peculiaritios of tho arctic and sub-aretic zones, 
whilst tho valleys at thoir baso avo charactorisod by tho flora and 
fun of the cold or warm tomperato zones, It may bo propor to 
romgrk, in this connection, that the study of tho laws regulating the 
geographical distribution of natural families of animals and plants 
upon tho wholo aurſneo of our globo differs, entirely, from that of the 
awdclutions und combinations of a varioty of animals and plants 
within definite regions, forming peculiar faune and flora, ~ 

‘neidoring the whole rango of the temporate zone from east to 
Wout, wo may divido it in accordanco with the prevailing physical 
fonturos into—Lst, an Asiatio realm, embracing Mantchuria, Japan, 
China, Mongolia, and passing through Turkestan into 2d, the Zuro- 
pean ronlm, which includes Iran ns woll ns Asia Minor, Mosopotamia, ' 
northern Arabian and Barbary, as well as Luropo, proporly so called; 
tho wontorn parts of Asia, and tho northorn parts of Africa boing 
intiumloly connoctod by their geological structure with tho southern 
purta of Huvope;* and, 8d, tho North Amertoan rool, which oxtonds 
ity far Konth aa tho teblo-land of Moxico, 

‘With those qualificntions, wo may proceed to considor tho fhunm 
which churactorizo thesd threo realms. But, before studying the or- 
gnni charactors of this zono, lot us glance at its physical constitution, 
Tho most inarkod character of tho tomperato zono is found in the 
inaquility of tho four seasons, which givo to tho earth n peculiar 
twpuct in differont cpochs of tho year, and in tho gradual, though 
mora or Joss rapid pnsango of these sengons into each other. ‘Tho 
yegulation particularly undergoos marked modifications ; completely 
arreatod, or morely susponded, for a longor ox shortor timo, recording 
to the proxlmity of the avetic or the tropical zone, wo ‘find it by 
time inn prolonged lethargy, or in a tate of energetic and sustained 
dovulopment, But in this respeet thero is a decided contrast botwoon 
tho eald and warm portions of tho temperate vone, Though they 








€or further ovklonco that Ivan, Asla Minor, Mosopotamia, Northorn Arable and 
Northorn Afrlon, belong naturally lo tho European roalm, 800 @iyors Earth and Mani 
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eo oth ehurneterized by the predominance of the sune tnuilies of 
plonte, mul in partiontar hy the presence of innnorenin species of the 
coniforaus and amoutaevous planta, yet the poriedien! weep whieh 
doprives the middle latitudes of their vordure, ia more complete in tho 
colder rogion than in the warmer, which fs alrendy ouriehed hy same 
southorn forme of yogotntion, and where a part of the trees reruns 
groon all the yon, Tho anecossion of the Kongens produces, marie 
over, such considerable changos in tho elimatia conditions in thin 
zono, that all the animala belonging fo it enunot anatuin them equally 
woll. Ilonco a largo number of thom migrate at different sonxena 
from one extremity of tha zone to tho other, especinily certuia tims 
lies of birds, Tt ia kvown to all tho world that the birds of Northen 
Europo and Amorica lonvo their ungenial clinate in tho winter, xeuk- 
ing warmor regions aw ſur ns tho Gulf of Mexieo and the Mediterra- 
nenn, tho shores of which, even thoxo of tho Afviean conte, make ov 
part of the temperate zone, Analogous inigrations tuke place alg 
in tho north of Asia, Suelo inigrations are not, however, limited to 
the tomporaty zones oammnber of Rpacios from the wetie region peo 
for the winter inte the tomporute zone, aad the limite of (hese rnin 
tions may niel ns in traci the natural linits ef the fume, whieh thus 
link themselves to cach other, as the linunn race nro eonnestod hy 
civilizntion, 

Tho tomporate zono ia not characterized, liko tho aretic, hy eno rnd 
tho anmo fhuna; it dooa not form, na the aretia dooa, ono continnens 
roological yono avound the globo. Not only do the animal ehangu 
from one honisphore to anothor, but thoao difforoncos oxlat oven luv. 
toon Vorions regions of tho amne homlephore, Tho apoctos hulongtiys 
to the wostern countries of the old world avo not identheal with thos 
of tho custom comilrion Te in true that they often rexemblo ened 
othor xo closely, Chiat until yory recently they lave been eoutinided, 
Té has boon reserved, howover, for moder zoology and hatury to 
detect there nico distinctions. Mor inatanee, the conden af the ald 
world, oven within tho sub-aretie gone, ave not identlen! with flionu 
of Amorlen. Trstend of the Norway uid black pine, we have here 
the Dalam and tho white apruca; inatead of the eommon fr dhe 
Pinus vigida inntonit of Cho Mnropenn Jareh, dhe haematae, &e.: atl 
further south the differences are still more striking. hia the teaapurnts 
zono proper, tha anka, tha Lecches, tho Dire, tliv hernbeane, the 
hophomboins, cho chestnuts, the buttomwoods, tho elms, the Hiden, 
the naples, and the walnnta, avo roproronted in onch continent by 
peculiae species differing nore or Jom. Poeultar form ine, here 
nl thers, their appeaines, auch aa to guni-trous, the tulipetroos, the 
mitgnoliaa, “Tho evergrous uro aL more diversifled,—wo nel only 
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montion the camolins of Japan, and tho kalmias of America ag oxam- 
ples. Among tho tropical forms extending into the warm temporate 
vono, wo notice particularly the palmetto in tho southorn United 
Biatos, and tho dwarf chamerops of southom Europe, Tho animal 
kingdom prosonts tho snmo fonturos, In Europe wo have, for in- 
stanco, tho brown boar; in North America, the black bear; in Asia, 
tho boar of Tubot: tho Ruropoan stng, and tho European deor, are 
reproaonted in North Amovica by tho Canadian stag, or wapiti, and 
tho Amorican door; and in offstorn Asia, by tho musk-deor, Instead 
of tho mouflon, North Amorica has tho big-horn or mountain sheep, 
and Asin tho argali, The North Amorican buffalo is represented in 
Europo by tho wild quorochs of Lithuania, and in Mongolia by the 
yale; tho wild-cats, tho martens and weasels, the wolves and foxes, 
tho squirrels and mico (excepting the imported house-mouse), the 
Lirds, tho voptiles, tho fishes, the insects, the mollusks, &¢., though 
moro or loss clogcly allied, ave equally distinct specifically, Tho types 

peculiar to the old or tho now world aro fow; among thom may be 
mentioned tho hovso and ass and tho dromedary of Asia, and the 
opossum of North America; but upon this subject moro details may 
bo found in overy text-book of zoology and botany. We would only 
add that in tho prosent atato of our knowledge wo recognise the fol- 
lowing combinations of animals within tho limits of the tomperate 
zone, which may bo considered as so many distinct zoological pro- 
vincos or ſaunw. 

Tn the Asiatic. realm, — Let, a north-castorn fauna, the Japanese 
fauna; 4, h sonth-oustorn faunn, tho Chinese fauna, and a contral 
funa, tho Mongolian fauna, followed westwards by the Caspian 
fauna, which partakes partly of the Asiatic and partly of the Euro.

Tho Japanese and 
tho Chinogo frunc stand to cach othor in tho samo rolation ag southorn 
Europo and north Aftica, and it romains to bo ascertained by, further 
invoatigations whethor the Japaneso fruna ought not to be subdivided 
into a moro enstorn insular fauna, tho Japanese fauna proper, and a 
moro weatern continental fauna, which might bo called the Mandshu: 
rian ov Longousian fauna, But since it is not my object to describe 
agparately all faune, but chiofly to call attontion to the coincidence 
oxiating botween tho natural limitation of the races of man,and the 
geographienl range of the zoological provinces, I shall limit myself 
hero to somo gonoral romarks respecting tho Mongolian fauna, in 
ordor to show that tho Asiatic zoological ronlm diffors ossontially 
from the Buropean aud the Amorican, In our Tablenu, the second 
column roprosonts tho moat yomarkablo animals of this fyundgethe , 
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Dearol Puhot (res thibetumm), the mieledeer (mosh iiotehifornn), 
the Tein (antiepe guttivesn), Che Mongolian gant (enpra stbirien), 
thu gai (ovis urgnli), aul the yak (bos genmnions). Pik in abe the 
hone of the Bartana ov double-lameched camel, aud of the wile 
Torso (oyun enballie), the wild ava (uctunn onager), and mother equine 
apecios, tha Diachigotni (oqina hemiomns). The wide distribution 
of tho nuwkedoor in the Altai, and tho flimmuluynn and Chiness 
Alps, shows tha wholo Asiatic raygo of the tempornte zone to 
bo © mint natural zoologient reahn, subdivided: into distinet: pro. 
vinees ly tho grontor lovalization of tho laygext numhor of ita repre. 
gentitives, 

Tf wo now aale whit avo tho nations of mon inhabiting those ye. 
gions, wo find that they all belong to tho so-called Mongoliuf riwo, 
tho natural limite of whieh correspond exactly to tho range of the 
Japanese, Chinese, Mongolian nud Caspian fine taken together, 
and that peeuliay typox, distinet nation of thin race, cover respi. 
tively the difforont fame of this realin, ‘Tho Japanese fulurbitiggs 
tho Japanese zoological province 5 tho Chinese, the Chines pra 
vines; the Mongols, the Mongolia provines; and the ‘Turks, the 
Caspian prevines; eliminating, of course, Che modern cxtilivliment 
of Purku in Asin Minoy and Marepe, 

The unity of luropo, (oxelunivo of ite avetio regions) in eonmection

animnla. Thowestern Asin wo Hind, far inntiineat the eon emnel,

known to dave inhabited Spain and Verinitix ; and a viltt ball ox 
tended over the whole range of central Europe, whieh na longer 
exiity there, ‘Tho Asiatio origin of or donestionted nninnils ty, 
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_ therefore, woll be questioncd, even if wo wero still to refer western 
Asin to tho Asiatic venln; sinco the ass, and some of tho breeds of 
Gur horse, only belong to the teble-lands of Iran and Mongolia, whilst 
tho other, species, including tho eat, may all be traced to apecies of 
tho aropoan vealm, Tho domoatiented cat is roforved by Ritppell to 
folia manieulate of Mgypt; by others, to folis eatus ferus of contral 
Tnropo; thns, in hoth casos, to an animal of tho Turopean realm, 
Whaethor tho dog be e species by itsolf, ov its varicties dorived from 
rover apecios which have complétely amalgamated, or be it descended 
from tho wolf, the fox, or the jackal, ovory theory must limit its natural 
range to the European world. The merino sheop is still represented 
in tho wild state by the mouflon of Sardinia, and was formerly wild in 
nll the mountains of Spain; whothor the sheep of the patriarchs were 
Aovived from those of Mt. Taurus, or from Armonia, still they differed 
from those of westorn uropo; sinco, a thousand yoars before our - 
on, tho Phenicians preferred the wool from thé Iboriau peninsula to 

Mul of thoir Syrian noighhours, The gonts differ so much in difforent 
yutrta of tho world, that it is still less possible to refer them to one 
common stock; and while Nepaul and Cashmore havo their own 
brouds, wo may woll consider those of Pgypt and Sinai as distinct, 
cxpocinily as thoy diffor equally from thoso of Caucasus and of 
Europo, Tho common bull is derived from the wild species which 
has hosed extines in Huropo, and is not identical with any of the 
wild apocios of Asin, notwithstanding some assertions to tho contrary, 
Tho hog descends from tho common bony, now found wild ovor the 
whole tomporaty zone in tho Old World, Both ducks and geese 
levy Choir wild representatives in Duropo; so also the pigeon. As 
for tho common fowls, thoy aro dacidedly of cast Asiatic origin ; but 
tho period of thely importation is not woll known, nor cventhe wild 
xpocios from which they aro dorived. Tho wild turkoy is woll known 
ty an inhabitant of the Amorican continent. 

Now, taking furthor into account tho special distribution of alt tho 
aiinaly, wild aa woll as domesticated, of tho European temperate 
zone, wo may sub-divide it into the following cight faunw:— Ist, 
Soandinavian fauna; 2d, Russian fauna; 8d, The fauna of Central 

fuvope; Ath, Whe fauna gf Southern Burope; bth, The fauna of 

Fran; Oth, Lhe Syrian fauna; Tth, Lhe Egyptian fauna; and 8th, 

Lhe fauna of the Atlas, Tho special works upon the zoology of 

Buropo, the great works illustrative of tho Fronch oxpeditions in 

Fyypt, Moroeeo, and Algior, the travels of Riippoll and Russogor in 

Hyypt and Syria, of M. Wagner in Algiors, of Domidoffin southern 

Russian, &e. &e., aud the specind treatises on tho geographical distribu- 

tion of mammalian by A. Wagnor, and of animals in gonorpeshy.

togother by #ome analogics, diffor essentially from one another, 
Tropical Aftien has hardly any spocios in common with Europe, 
though woe may romombor that tho lion onco oxtonded to Greece, and 
that tho juckal is to this day found upon somo islands in the Adriatic, 
unl in Moron, ‘Tropical Asia differs oqually from its temperate 
rogions, and Australia forms a yorld by itself. Not so in southern 
America, Tho rango of mountains which oxtonds, in almost un 
broken coutinuity, from tho Arctic to Cape Horn, establishes a 
similnvity betwoon North and South Amorica, which may bo traced 
alko, to & groat dogreo, in its plants ond animals. Entire families 
whicl? avo peculiar to this continent havo their represontatives in 
North, as woll as South Amorica, tho cactus and didolphis,’ for 
inatunce; somo specios, ag tho puma, or American lion, may even be 
tracud from Canada to Patagonia. In connection with thoso facts, 
“We iind that tropical Amorica, though it has its peculiar types, as 
charactoristic ns those of tropical Africa, Asia, and Australia, does 
not funish analogues of tho giants of Africa and Asin; its largest 
pichydorms being tapirs and pecaris, not clephants, shinocoroses, and 
hippopotami; and its largest ruminants, the Hamas and alpacas, 
and not camoly and giraffos; whilst it rominds ua, in many respects, 
of Australia, with which it has the typo of marsupials in common, 
though ruminants and padhydorme, and oven monkeys, aro entirely 
wunting thora, ‘Cus, with duo qualification, it may bo said, that the 
whole continont of Americ, whon compared with tho corresponding 
twin-outinents of Huropo -Afriea or Asia— Australia is charactorized 
hy w much greator uniformity of ita natural. productiong combined 
with a xpocial localization of many of its subordinate typés, which 
will justify tho ostablishmont of many spocial faunc within its 
boundarica, : ‘ 
‘With thoso fiots bofore us, wo may oxpoct that thore should be no 
grout divorsily among tho tribes of man inhabiting this continent; 
aud, indved, tho most oxtonsivo investigation of thoir peculiarities 
Tins Jud De. Morton to consider thom as constituting but o single race, 
from the confines of tho Esquimaux down to the southernmost ox- 
tremity af tho continent, But, at tho samo timo, it should be 
rontembered that, in accordance with tho zoological charactor of the 
whole realin, this raco is divided into, an infinite number of amall

Whon we emsidor, howover, tho isolation of tho Amvrirnn eontt 
nont from those of the Old World, nothing ix moro alriking in tho 
geographical distribution of animals, than tho exaat correspondence 
of all the animals of the northern tempernte zone of Amerion with 
thoxe of Muvope: all the characteristic forma of which, aa may bo Koon 
by tho fourth column of our Tableau, belong to the samo genora, 
with the exception only of a fow suhordinnte typos, not repronentod 
among our fignrer —alich as the opossim and dhe slum.

In thin 
respect there ie alvoncly a striking contrast hotwoon the northorn and 
tho southern hemiaphore, But the more clorely wo compare thom 
with one apother, the greater apporr thelr difleroncea, Wo havo 
alvoady soon how South Amöorien differs from Alrien, tho Mnat Tuilion, 
and Austrdia, hy ite closer connection with North Amovien, Note 
Withstunding, lhawever, the ahaenea in South Amerien af those 
Aightly ania xo prominent in Afrien and tropient Asia, ile gone 
oral charactor is, like hat af all the trapien! continents, to nourial 
a variety of types whieh linve no close relations to those of othor 
eontinenta. fit inonkeye mid edontate lelong ta genera which 
have no represontatives in the Old World; aneng paelyyderma it hie 
peearia, whieh are ontirely wanting elaewhere ¢ and theugh the taple 
deer rho in dhe Sunda Talis, that type ia wanting in Afrlen, whore 
in competion we lind the hippopotamus, not formed in either Asia or 
Aneriea, Wo lave alrondy acon that dhe miuatpials of Routh Amo 
nen ditty entirely from those of Anatrnlia, (a oatriches cliffor alao 
Kenevicnlly tro those of Aftien, trapienl Asin, Now Ilulluntl, &u. 
TT es cope further the sonthern continents of the Old World 
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with ona ‘another, wo find a cortain uniformity between the animals 
of Afvlen and tropical Asin, They have both clophants and yhinoge- 
YoRes, though cach has ita peculiar spocios of theso gonora, which 
agent neither in Amorien nox in Australins whilst cercopitheci and: _ 
antilopos provail in Afrien, and long-nmod monkeys and stags ‘in 
tropical Asin. Movoover, tho black orangs aro peculiar to Aftica, and 
tho red orangs to Asia, As to Australia, it has noithor monkeys nor 
pachydorme, nor odontata, but quly marsupials and monotremes, We 
noed thoroforo not carry thoao comparisons furthor, to bo satisfied that 
Afi a tropical Asia, and Australia constitute indepondent zoological 
yoalma, 

Tho continent of Africa south of the Atlets-has ‘n very uniform 
zoological chnractor, This realm may however be subdivided, accord- 
ing to its local poculiavitios, iuto n number of distinct faune.- In its 
moro northorn parts wo distinguish tho fauna of the Sahara, and those 
of Nubia and Abyssinia; tho Inttor of which oxtonds over the Red 

Mon into tho tropical parts of Arabia, Theso fhunca have beon par- . 
ticularly studied by Rippoll and Ehronberg, in whoso works 
moro may bo found respecting the zoology of those regions. They 
aro inhabited by two distinct races of mon, the Nubians and Abys- 
sinions, recoding gyontly in their fonturos from tho woolly-hairod 
Nogroos with flat broad noses, which covor the mors central parts of 
tho continont But ovon hero wo may distinguish the fama of 
Sonogal from that of Guinea and that of the African Tableland. In 
tho first, wo notleo particularly the chimpanzoo; in the second, tho 
gorilla, ‘hore ig no anthropoid monkey in tho third. Tho fifth « 
coltuun in our Labloau gives figuros of tho most prominont animals 
of tho gonuino Woat Afiican type, A fuller illustration ofthis subject, 
might show, how poculinr tribes of Nogroos cover the limits of the 
difforont frune of tropicnl Afrtcn, and ostablish in this respect a paral- 
loliam hotwoon the nations of this continent and thoso of Turopo. 
‘Wo avo chiofly indobtod to French naturalists for a botter knowledgo 
of the Natural History of this part of the world. In tho sixth column 
af our Tahlonu wo have represented tho animals of the Capo-lands, 
in order to show how tho Afvican fauna is modified upon the southern 
oxtremily of this continent, which is inhabited by a distinct raco of 
men, the ITottontola. ‘Cho zoology ‘of South Afrien may bo studied 
in tho works of Lichtenatoin and Androw finith, 

"Min nat Tndian realm is now vory well known zoologically, thanks 
to tho offorts of Mnglish and Dutch naturalists, and may be subdivided 
into threo funy, tint of Dulin, that of tho Indo-Chineso poninsula, ° 
andl that of tho Sunda Tslonds, Borneo, and the Philippines. Tts 
charaetoriatio animela, reprosontod in tho sevouth column ef Ou

New Holland,- 
howovor, conatitutos a distinet fauna, which at some futuro time may 
ho till further subdivided, difforing from that of tho islands north 
of it, Tho charnctoristio animols of this insular continent are xepre- 
sented in tho oighth column of our Tableau, They all bolong to two 
families only, considering tho class of maminalia alone, the marsu- 
pinla, and tho monotromos, Besides these aro found bats, and mice, 
and a wild dog; but thoro avo noithor truo cddhtata, nor ruminants, 
nor phchydorms, nor monkoys, in this realm, which is inhabited by 
two races of mon, tho Australian in Now Holland, and the Papuans 
upon tho Islands, ‘Tho isolation of the zoological types of Australia, 
inhabiting as thoy do a continent partaking of noavly all the physica 

“features of tho othor parts of tho world, is one of tho most striking 
ovidonces that tho presence of animals upon earth is not detormined 
ly physical conditions, but ostablished by tho direct agency of a 
Greator, : 

Of Polynesin, its races and animals, it would be diffleult to give dn 
idon in such a condonsed picture as this. I pass thom,’ therefore, 
ontlroly unnoticod, ‘Tho mountain faung havo also boon omitted in 
ow Map from want of spree. : 

‘Beforo closing these romarks T should add, that ono of the greatest 
diMienitios naturalists have mot with, in tho study of tho human races, 
Jus been tho want of 0 standard of comparison by which to ostimate 
{lo valuo and importanco of tho diversitios observed bgtweon tho 
diNront nations of tho world. But (sinco it is idle to mako Aésortions 
upon tho charactor of thoso difforonces without a distinct understand. 
ing respocting tho moaning of tho words constantly used in reference 
to tho subject), it may be propor to ask hore, What is a specios, what 
n vatioty, and what is meant by tho-ity or tho diversity of the races? 

Th ordor not to ontor upon debatoable ground in answering the 
first of thicso questions, lot us begin by considering it with roſoronco 
to tho animal kingdoms and, withoutalluding to any controvorted point, 
limit ourselves to animals well known among us. “Wo would thur 
ramonbor that, with universal consont, tho horse and ass ave cor 
aidurad aa two distinct specics of the samo genus, to which belor 
several othor distinct species known to naturalists under the nan 
rot zohra, quagyn, duuw, &e, Tho buffilo and the bull are also distin. 
apocloa of another genus, embracing soveral othor foreign epocies 
Tho black, boar, the white hear, tho grizzly bon, givo another oxatipte 
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of thyoo different spocios of tho sino gouun, &Ku. Ke. Wo might 
solock many other oxamploa among our common quadrupedds, or 
tmong birds, reptiles, flelux, &e, but these will he auffleiont fir our 
purposw, Tn tho genus horse wo have two domoationted wpucies, tho 
common horse and the donkey; in the gonna bull, ono domesticated 
apoolas and tha wild buflalo; the threo ayecica of bear montionod ave 
only found in tha wild atato, Tho ground upon whieh thoav animale 
aro considered ng distinct spocics ia simply tho fact, that, aines thoy 
have boon known to man, thoy havo always prosorvoil tho enmo line 
ractorintics, ‘To mako apociſſo difuroneo or idontity depend npon 
gonotic succession, is hogging tho principle and taking for granted 
what in renlity is under discussion, Tt is trno that auimnls of tho 
eamo species avo fortile among themaelves, and that tholy foomndity 
is an onsy teat of this natural relation; but this charactor is not ox- 
oluslvo, since wo know that the horse and tho asa, the buffilo and 
our entllo, liko many other aninala, may bo crowed; wo are, thera 
fore, not justified, in doubtful cmos, in considering tha fertility af, 
two animals av decisive of thet: specie Identify. Moreover, gene. 
ration is not the only way in whiels certain animnla any multiply, 
ga there ave entire clases in whieh the lager mame of iidivis 
duald do not originate from ogee. Any definition of apuetos in 
which tho question of genoration is introduced fa, therefore, nbjoe~ 
tlontble. Tho nssumption, that tho fortillty of cross-brauda ix novo 
anvily limited to one ot tivo goncrations, dooa not alter the cna; 
alnoo, in many lustunooa, it ie not proved beyond dlaputo. It ta, 
howovar, boyond all question that individual of diatinot apooloa may, 
in cortnin cnacs, ba’ productive with ono anothor, na well ns with 
thoir own Ieind. Tt is oqually cortnin that thoir offspring iso 
hall: lwooctz Nlint ia to suy, wv boing partaking of tho peculinrttion of 
tho two parents, ail not idention! with oithor, The only deflnition 
of apovioa meeting all these difMoultios ia that of Dr, Morton, who 
characterizes hen aa prdnardial organte faruis. Spoclox tre (ie 
dialinet forms of organic life, the origin of whieh in lost in the 
primitive catablidment of the xtuto of things now oxtating, and 
vatiotion aro auch aiodifientiona of the species mt may return fo the 
typieul form, wider hauporary influences, Accopling tie dofinition 
with tha qualiflentiona just mentioned respecting hybridity, Tam 
preptred to show tart the ditfaoues existing hetween thie ruces of 
mon are of the game kinel a the dilronees almorved letweent tha 
diflorent funilio, zener, and species of monkeys ov othor midimalss 
nid Chat these diflevent apecion of uniuuthe differ in the sane dogroo 
one from tho other nu the races of mena, dhe difiveneod hotivoon 
Amrit ryxos are often grontor than thuau distinguishing spuckes of 
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animale one from tho othor. Tho chimpanzeo and gorilla do not 
ditlox morg one from the other than tho Mandingo and the Guinea 
Nogro: thoy togethor do not diffor moro from tho orang than’ the 
Malay or whito man differs from tho Nogro. In proof of this assertion, 
I nesd only vofer tho ronder to the description of the anthropoid 
monkeya published by Prof Owon and by Dr. J, Wyman, and to 
auch doseriptions of tho races of mon as notice moro important 
poculiarities than tho moro differonees in tho color of tho skin, It 
ia, howover, but fair to oxongrato those authors from tho responsibility 
of any daduction I would draw from a renowed examination of the 
same facts, differing from theirs; for I maintain distinctly that the 
differences obsorved nmong the races of mow aro of tho same kind 
and*ovon groater than thosa upon which tho anthropoid monkeys 
aro considored ns distinct spacios, 

Again, nobody can dony that tho offspring of different races 
Ja always a halfbrecd, as between. animals of different species, and 
not © child like oithor its mother or its futhor. Theso conclusions 
in no way conilict with the idea of tho unity of mankind, yhich 
ja ng oloao as that of the mombors of any well-marked typo of 
animals; and whosoover will consult history must: remain satiated, 
that the moral question of brotherhood among men is not any more . 
afloctod by theso views than tho direct obligations betweon immediate 
blood relations, Unity is dotorminal by a typical structure, and by 
tho similarity of natural abilitios and proponsitios; and, unless we dony 
tho typical relations of tho eat tribo, for instance, wo must admit that 
unity ia nob only compatible with diversity of origin, but that it is 
tho univoranl law of nature. ' 

This coincidence, botwoon the circumscription of the races of man 
ond tho natural limits of difvorent zoological provinces Sharacterized 
by peculiar distinct apocios of animals, is ono of the most important 
and unoxpected fontures in the Natural History of Mankind, which 
tho study of the geographical distribution of all tho organized beings, 
now oxiating upon earth, has disclosed to us, It ia a fact which can- 
not fail to throw light, at somo futuro timo, upon the very origin 
of tho differences oxisting among mon, sinco it shows that man’s 
physical nature is modifiod by tho aamo lows as that of animals, 
and that any genoral results obtained from tho animal kingdom 
rogarding tho organic difforencos of its various types must also apply 
to man, ‘ 7 

Now, thero aro only tivo altornatives bofore us ab present: —

_ ception: whence it follows that what are called human 

" xaces, down to their specialization as nations, avo distinct 
- primordigl forms of the type of man. : 

The consequences of the first, alternative, which is contrary to all 
the modern results of science, run “inevitably into the Lamarkian. 

' development theory, ‘so well known in: this country through the 
work entitled ““ Vostiges of Oreation;” though its premises are gen- 
erally adopted by those who would shrink from the conclusions to 
which they necessarily lead. 

Whatever be the meaning of the coincidence alluded to abovo, 
it must in future remain ,an important cloment in cthnographical — 
‘studies; and no theory of the distribution of the races of man, and — 
of their migrations, can: be satisfactory hereafter, . which does not 
account for that fact. 

‘We may, however, draw already an important inference from this’ 
investigation, which cannot fail to havo its influencd upon tho — 
farther study of tho human races: namoly, that tho laws which 
regulate tho diversity of animals, and thoi distribution upon carth, 
apply oqually to. man, within the samo limita and in the aame degree; 
and that.ell our liberty and moral responsibility, however spon- 

_ taneous, ate yet instinctively directed by the All-wiso and Omni- 

potent, to fulfil the great harmonies established in Natura,

INTRODUOTION, 


Mx, Luxn Bunxx, tho bold and ablo Iditor of the London Hthno- 
logical Journal, defines Ethnology to bo “a scionco which investigates 
the montal and phystoal difforoncos of Mankind, and the organic laws 
upon which thoy depend; and which sooka to doduco from those 
investigations, principles of human guidance, in all the important 
volations of aooinl oxistenco.”! ‘To tho same author aro wo indobtod 
not only for tho most oxtensivo and lucid dofinition of this torm, 
but for tho first truly philosophic view of a now and important selonco 
thut wo love mot with in the English language, 

Tho torm lithology” hos genorally beon used as synonymous 
with “Mthnography,” understood an tho Natural istory of Man; but 
hy Burke it ia mado to take a far moro comprelonrive grasp—to 
include the wholo montal and physical history of the various Types 
of Mankind, as woll as thoir social relations and adaptations; and, 
undor this comprohonsive aspect, it thoroforo intoresta oqually tho 
philunthropist, the naturalist, and tho statesman, Tithnolugy demands 
to know what waa tho primitive organic structure of oneli race? — 
what such yaco's moral and psychical charactor ?—how fir a yaco may 
avo heon, or may bocomo, modified by tho combined action of timo 
and moral and physical causes? —and what position in tho social 
senlo Provideneo haa dasignod to oneh typo of man? 

 Buonology divlilon liaolf Into two prinetpal dopartmonts, (he Seienfife and tho Tfatorta

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Buch ia tho seopa of thin science — horn, wo miny any, within ony 
own gonvyntiem — and wo propose to oxuniie audi wider the 
above tiva-fuld napoot, whilo wo point out some off the mere auliont 
yoanlts townrda whieh modom investigation ie tenting. ‘Tho preaa 
overywhore teome with now books on tha yariona partitions of tha 
wido fleld of Mtlmology; yot thore dows not oxiat, in any lnnxnngo, an 
attempt, bused on tho highest acientile liglta of tho diy, at tv 
syatomnatks troutizo on Pümology ‘yy ite oxtendod aonse, Munro 
waa tho flrat to conceive the propor plan; bub, unfortunately, lived 
not to carry it ont; and although tho prerent volume fille very tar 
holow tho juat requiromenta of geioneo, wa foul naavrod that tt will 
at Jonat nid matorintly in suggesting the right direction to future 
investigators, 7 

Tho grand problem, moro particularly interesting to all routlors, ts 
that whieh involves the common origin of races; for upon tho Inttor 
deduction hang not only cortain religious dogmaa, but tha mare 
practical question of the equality nud porfoctibility of mes — we Huy 
«more practical question,” hoenuw, whilo Almighty Powor, on tho 
ono hand, is not roaponsiblo to Man for tho diatinet origin of haman 
rnoos, thoao, on tho othor, avo accountable to Tim for the manter in 
which thoiv delegated power ia usod towards oneli other, 

‘Whothor on original diversity of racea bo adimittod or nat, tho 
pormanonos of oxleting physical typos will not bo questioned by any 
Archoologlet or Naturalist of tho prosont day. Nor, by such vom 
potent arbitrators, can ‘the consequent pormanonce of moral and 
intellectual peculiarities of types ho donloci. Tho intellootual man in 
ineopavabla from tho physteal man; and the nature of the one cannot 
bo altorod without a corresponding ehango in tho othor. 

Tho truth of these propositions lad long boon fimiliny to tho 
maator-mind of Joun O, Carton; who rogarded them te ho of teh 
Poenmount hoportance as to clomnmmil tho (illoat considemtion (rom 
thoso who, Jike our lamented Keaton fn hia day, wield the dlowthnios 
of nations and of races, An anecdote will lhuutrntu the porhnetaling 
laboriouantnu of Me, Calhom to Jot no ocension slip whened informa 
fon waa ntiainable, Our enlleagne, CL 2, Capper, happened to he in 
Washington City, curly in Muy, 1844, on business of la fathor (United 
Beater’ Consul for Hyypl) at the Biate Departinent; at which tine 
Me, Calhoun, Sveretury of Stato, waa conducting diplomatic nogotiu- 
tions with Vraneo and Mngland, connected with the annexation of 
Toxus, Mx, Calhoun, anfloring Irom indisposition, sont n iiessyge to 
Mr. Glidden, requesting a vieit at hin lodgings, Jn long interviow 
Which ensnod, Mr, Calhoun stated, that Engh portinaciously oon 
tinned to interfore with our inhorited Inatitution of Negro Bluvory, 
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and in a mannor to rondor it imporative that ho should indito vory 
strong inatructions on the subject to tho lato My. Wa. RB. Kina, of 
Alabama, thon our Ambusendor to Franco, Ho road to Mr. Gliddon 
portions of the manuseript of hia celebrated latter to Mr. King, which, 
jaauied on tho 12th of tho following Angust, ranks among our ablost 
national doaumonta, Mr, Calhoun doeclurod that he could not ſorosoo 
what course tho nogotiation might take, but wished to bo foroarmed 
for any omorgoncy, Jlo was gonvineod that the true dillcultios of 
tho subject could not bo fully comprohendod without first considering 
tho radical difterenco of humanity's races, which ho intended to dis- 
ouss, should ho he driven to the necossity, Knowing that Mr, Gliddon 
had paid attontion to the subjoct of Aftican’othnology; and that, 
from his long residonco in Egypt, ho had enjoyed unusual advantages 
for ite investigation, Mt, Calhoun had aummonod hit fox the purpose , 
of ascortaining what wore the bost sources of information in this 
country, Mr, Gliddon, alter Jaying before tho Secretary what ho 
conedived to be tho. tro atate of tho case, voforred him for furthor 
information to soveral sciontiflc gontlémen, and more particularly to 
‘Dr, Monon, of Philadelphia. .A correspondence ensued botwean 
‘My, Calhoun and ‘Dx. Morton on the subjoct, and the Dootor prosentad 
to him copies of tho Granta Americana and Aigyntiaea, togathor with 
minor works, all of which Mr. Calhoun studied with no loss plensure 
than profit, Io soon perevived that tho conclusions which ho had 
long hofore drawn from history, and from his personal observations 
in Amorica, on the AngloSaxon, Celie, Toutonie, French, Spanish, 
Nogro, ‘and Tndian races, wore entirely corroborated hy the plain 
tenchings of modern seionce, Io hehold demonatrated in Morton's 
works tho tmportant fret, that tho Egyptian, Negro, aoveral White, and 
aundry ‘Yollow racos, had. existed, in their prosont forms, for at lenst 
4000 yoara; and that it bchovod tho atatosman to lay aside all eurrout 
spectilations about the origin and perfoetibility of vacos, and to deal, 
in political argument, with tho simple facts as thoy atand. 

‘What, on tho vital question of Afviean Slavery in our Southern 
tates, wea tho utilitarian consoquenco of Calhoun’s memorable 
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amplo corroborationa illustrative of tho treonvenienes which trno- 
othnologieal acionco might have eronted in philanthropical diplomacy, 
had it boon frankly introdueod hy a Qarmoun. 

‘No elnss of men, porhaps, understand better the practical import- 
anoo of Ethnology than the atntosmon of Tngland; yet from mutivon 
of policy, they kcop its agitntion atudiously outofaight, Dr. Paureann, 
whon apouking of n boliof in tho diversity of racos, Juatly roninrlen -- 

“If thoxo opintona aro not ovory doy oxprosiod in this country (Rogland), It lu because 
tho avowal of thom Ja rostralnod by a dogroo of odium that would bo oxoltod by 1t.""4 

Although tho prosa in that country hna boon, to a groat oxtont, 

muzzled by government influence, wo ave happy to seo that her peri. 
odicala aro boginning to asaumo nv bolder and moro rational tone; and 
wo may now hopo that tho stereotyped eros of Prichard, ‘and wo 
might ald, thoso of Latham, will Koon pasa nt their truo valus. The 
fimmonse ovila of filao philanthropy ave hocoming (oo glaring: to he 
longer overlooked, ‘While, on the ono hand, overy trnu philanthrapiat 
hist admié that no race haa aright to nadie or oppress thu weaker, 
it muat bo eoncedad, on the other, that all changes im exidting: inuti- 
tnfions should he guided, nat by ſunutlelam and grounder hypo 
thesea, but hy experienes, sound judgment, and real charity. 

No ano that bine nat worked inuol ti (he olomont of Itlatory ean be nware of the 
Immonao Importanae of oldarly kooplng fn view tho diiforences of rnow that ave Macornthle 
among the natlons that inhabit diſſoront porta of tho world. In praotiaal polition It In gore 
{alnly posalble to puah auch othnographtonl consldorations (oo fry a, for oxamplo, fn aur 
own ont about Colt and-8nxon, whon Ireland ta undor disouastons but In apooulative 
hlalory, in quostions rolnting to tho pawl coreor nnd tho futuro doatinios of nattone, It la 
only hy a fivm and offlolont handling of ihla oanaoptlon of our apholos aa broken up Inte ae 
many gvoups or maxaos, phyrislogtoally difforont ta a aortain oxtent, that any programe oan 
ho mado, or nny available conclusions noouratoly nyvivod at.

Quy apoolon fe nol n hugo collection of porfootly afmiiny human boings, but mn aggro 
gation of a numbor of gopnralo groups or magsos, having auch subordinate difforoncos of 
organlanllon Unt, nocoxantlly, Uhoy must undorstand nalurd diforontly, and omploy in Hfo 
yory diiforont modes of proooduro. Axuomblo togathor a Nogre, à Mongol, a Shomite, an 
Armontan, a Seythinn, a Polagglan, & Colt, and n Gorman, and you will have bofore you 
not more Muatratlons of au arblirary olaaslfoatlon, but posttlyaly disunot human boluga— 
non Whuse relntlons to tho outor world ave by no moans tho samo,” 

In all, ſnilood, thove will bo found tho samo fundamontal instinots and powors, the 
same obligation to rooognizod truth, tho anmo foollng for tho bonutiful, the samo abstract 
ono of Justios, tho samo nooosalty of rovoronco; fi nll, tho sno Unbillty to do wrong, 
knowlng 1b to bo wrong, Whoa thinge oxooptod, howovar, whal contrast, what variety! 
‘Tho roprosontative of ono race fs haughty and engor to striko, that of anothor Ja mook ant 
patlont of Injury; ono haw tho gift of alow and continued porsvoranco, another oan labour 
only at Intorvale and violently; ono te fall of mirth and Jumouy, anothor walke as If Ifo 
wore a pains ono is go fateh(ul and oloar in porcoption, that what ko aoos to· day ho will 
roport avoratoly a your honoos through tho hond of anothor there porpotually alngs auch

Looking back oyor the world's history, it wil be eon that human 
progross has arieon mainly ftom tho war of racos, All the gront 
impulacs which havo been givon to it from. time to timo have been 
tho vosults of conquosts and colonizations, Certain races would be 
stationary nad barbarous for over, wore it nob for the introduction of 
now blood and novel influoncoa; and some of the lowest types are 
hopelessly boyond the rench ovon of thoso salutary stimulants to 
migharation.

Tis ponderous work on tho “Physival Tistory af 
Mankind” js one of the noblest momenta of Tear aad lulnnur 
to ho found in any lanxungo. Tt nu boon the never-extanated ronur- 
voir of knowledge from which moat aubaoquont wrilera on Hthnelegy 
have drawn; but, nevertholoss, na Mr. Burko haa sngely remarke!, 
Prichard hos boon the * victim of a fidso theory." To commoneut, 
when adolescent, by wrlting a graduating thesia, at Kdinburgh, in 
support of tho wnity of races, and tho remainder of hia long life waa 
dovotod to tha maintenance of this first fmpression, Wo behold him, 
year altor your, tika a hound giant, atruggling with Ineronalug strength 
againat tho eorda which cramp him, and wo are tnvolnntarily looking 
with nnxioty to aco him burat thom raunder, But how few poses 
tha maral pawor to break through a deop-roated profudies | 

Prichard published no lesa than three aditiona of his “Phyaioal 
History of Munkind,“ vise: In 1818, 1826, and 1847, To ono, hows 
ever, Who, like ourselves, baw followed him line hy lino, dhronghont hia 
wholo Titevary lif, the constnnt ehonges of hia opinions, hia “special 
pleading,” and his cool suppression of adyorse theta, lenve Tittle conti. 
dineo in hin fidymont or hin oman, To avi ont, in youth, by distart- 
ing history and acioneo to suit the theelogicn) notienr af the days wut, 
in bik mature age, concludes the final clipter of hia lant vole by 
Sbandoning the authenticity of the Peutateneh, whieh fay arty yenra 

had boon the xtumbling-block of his lite, — 
Dr. Prichardt's defoneo of the Book: of Gonesin, in the slypendie to 
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the fifth volume of his Roxonrohos,“ is certainly a vory oxtraordinary 
performance, To donivs its gousnlogios; donios its elonology; do- 
nica 'all ils historical nnd eeiontifie dotnils; dentos that it was written 
hy Mosca; admits that nobody knows who did write it; and yot, 
withal, actually ondeavoura “to show that tho sacred and eanonical 
nuthority of the Book of Gononis is not injured.” : 

‘Wo confess that wo eunnot widorstand why ono half of tho historieal 
portion of n bool should ho condguimed os ſaluo and the othor recoived 
ha truo, when both stand upon oquel authority, Nor do wo think that 
lis dissection of athor parts of tho Old Pestunont loaves them in 
much better condition, a8 rogardy thoir account of Inunan origins 
Behold kumplo: 

The tno of Rava, attor tho Captivity, wae tho ora of iistorionl oompiintion, soon aftor 
whieh tha Iobraw Jangungo gave way to n more modorn dlaloot. Thoro aro indications 
that (he wiole of tho Anorod Books pasuodt uncor sovoral rooonalons during those succosaive 
Ago, whon Moy word, dowbtloas, oopled, and roooplod, and tuetrated by additional paasages, 
ox by glosses, that might bo requista, fx ordox to promorvo tole monuing to lator ilmos. 
Auoh passagos ond glossoa ooour froquontly in tho difforont Books of Mosos, and in tho 
oldor hiatorfont books, and wo may thus, in a prodadle soay, nocount for tho progonao of 
many oxplanatory notloos and oommonta, of comparatively lator dato, which, untosy thus 
Nooountod for, would add walght to tho bypothosos (f) of aomo Gorman vrllora, who deny 
tha high antiquity of tha Pentateuch.” 9 

On tho dogroo of orthodoxy claimed by tho madi Doctor in roapeot 
to chronology, tho following oxteact will aponle for itaelf: 

eeToyand Uint event [arrival of Abyaliam in Palestine} wo enn never latow how many 
nonlurlon, neat oven haw nuy thoneands of yonta, may have olapred ange tho feat man of 
ny racolved tha Mingo of Cod, aul the broth of Ilfo. Aull, au tho thronl of gononlogy 
Jad hoon tena, thovgh probably wlth many gvent Mtervaly, the whelo duratlon of Ume 
from the Loghinkyg inet apparently have hoon teithin morerate boule, and by no mone 
ta whlo cal vane & xpneO aw Uo gront porfade of tho Inlfan and Agypticn fidutiate” 

Jnstend of this noryously shifting his sejontifie and theological 
grounds from yoar to yonr, how much moro dignifed, and bocoming 
to both seionce and religion, would it have hoon, had Prichard simply 
followed facta, whorever they might lend in sclonco; and had ho 
frankly ackuowlodgod that the Biblo really gives no-history of all tho 
raves of Mon, and but a mongro recount of ono? To was indood tho 
vietine of a false theory; and wo could not but bo struck -by tho 
applienbility of tho following poneil-noto to his flrab volumo (1818), 
written on tho margin, juat forty yonrs ago, hy tho Into distinguished 
Ve. Thomas Coopor, President of South Carolina Collygo: 


This fo a bunk by wn induntvlows compiler, but ant inconclusive ronnmor ; ho wears tho 
orthodox contimy of his nntion wud libs day, No mun ean Loa goo rensonar wlio fa inarkod 


hy olertont profuctioon,” 
Alaa! for his ſumo, Dx. Pricliust continned to chango his costume 
wlth the fiwhion; and some truths of tho Universe, most casontlal ty 
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‘Man, have thorsby boon kept in darkness, that is, out of the popular 
aight, by erronoous interpretations of God's works, 

Alboit, in hia lnat odition, Prichard ovidently porcoived, in the 
dlataneo, a glimmor of Nght dawning from the tmeworn montumonta 
of “Old Egypt,” dostinod eventually to dispel the obfusentions with 
whieh ho hud enshrouded the history of Mau; and to destroy this 
deling unitory brlo on which all his cnorgioa had hoon oxpenttert 
Tad he livod but two yonrs longorp until tho mighty discoverio« of 
‘Lupatva wore unfolded to the world, he would havo ronlixed that the 
honorable oecupation of his long lifo had beon only to neoumulnta 
faota, which, proporly intorprotod, ahnttor overything ho hnd built 
upon them. In tha profieo to vol, ifi,, ho anya: 

CTE should bo found that, within tho porlod of Umo do whlch Alstorlonl Coxtmony 
oxtonds, tho diatingufaling oharaotora of human races have boon constant aud uncoviatng, 


At would bovome i mattor of gront dlMoulty to rooonollo thla aonoluston [4 tho untty of 
all monktnd,] with tho Infovonoos alrondy oblalnod from othor consltorations,” 


In othor words, if Iypotlioaos, and deductions drawn from nuulu- 
gica mnong the lowor animals, shoukl ba rofitad hy well-nscortained 
facta, demonstrative ef tho absolute indepondenes of the primitive 
typos of mankind of all oxinting moral and physion enuaba, diving 
sovoral thousand your, Prichard himeell conendos, that every: mygu 
mont horotofore adduced in support of # common origin for human 
fimilios must be abandoned, 

One of the main objects of this volume {s to shor, that the orltorlon⸗ 
point, indionted by Prichard, fa now actually arrived nt; and that the 
divavalty of racoa must he aocoptod by’Solonce na a fact, indepaudantly 
of theology, and of all malogica or rensoninga drawn from tho 
animal kingdom, 

Tt will bo observed that, with tha oxcoption of Morton’s, wo 
soldom quote works on tho Natural Tliatory of Many and simply 
for tho ronson, that thoir argumonta avo all huaed, more or low, on 
fabled analogies, which aro at laat proved by the momminta of Heyy; 
and Asayrin to bo worthless, Tho whole method of tronting the 
aubjoct is herein changed, To our point of viow, moat that dae boon 
written on Inunnn Natural TTiktory becomes obsolete; and therefore 
wo have not Inrthened our pages with citations from wither, even 
tho moat orndite and rerpouted, whexe viewa wo consider the promnt 
work to have, in the main, stipersoded, 

Buch ia not ony eonrag, however, whore other have anticipated any 
conclusion we may hove attained sand wo are happy te thd Cut 
Faequinot Ind proviody recognized the principle whieh has over. 
thrown Pritchard's unitary ache: 

“CUE te gront berunolivn af the Inn kamlly have rennin Wethiot in the lapes af agi, 
With their characterinties feel ant unalterable, wo nro justited ju reparding iusnklint aa 
Alylalhlo laste seatinee specie,” iu - 
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Four yoara ago, in our “Biblical and Physical History of Man,” 
wo published the following romarks:— 

"Te tho Unity of tho Raaos or Xpootos of Mon ho agsumod, thoro ave but throo auppoal- 
Hlons on which the diversity now soon iu tho white, blnok, and sntormodinte oolors, oan bo 
aeooundoil for, vis, 

Tat A miraols, oy dlyoab aat of tho Almighty, in changing ono typo into anothor, 
2d, ‘ho gradual notlon of Mhystont caunoa, anol ns climate, food, modo of life, &o. 
18, Congoniial, or acchlonts) vnrlollos, 

"Thora Lolng no ovidonaa whatovor In, favor of tho flrat hypothosla, wo paas it by. ‘Tho 
aooonil and third have beon sualatnod with algnat abliliy by Dr, Prichard, dn his Bhyatonl 
IIlstory of Mankind.” 

Although, ovon thon, thoroughly convinced ourselves that the second 
and third hypothosos woro already refuted ly frets, and that thoy - 
would xoon bo generally abandoned by mon of sciones, wo confess 
that wo ld little hopo of secing this triumph achioved ro spoodily 5 
atill loxs dict wo oxpoct, in this mattor-of-fret ago, to behold n miracle, 
which oxiata too, not in tho Biblo, but only in fovorish imaginations, 
agatuned as a selontific solution, Cortain soctarians™ of tho ovange- 
licat school are now gravely attempting, from lnck of argument, to 
revive tho old hypéthosis of « miraculous change of one race into 
many at the Tower of Babel! Such notions, howover, do not dosorvo 
aorlous consideration, as neither religion nor scionce has anything to do 
with unauatainable hypothosos, 

The views, moroovor, that wo oxprorred in 1849, touching Phy." 
steal Cammos, songonital Variotiox, &e., neal no anoiliflention at the 
prosent days Dnt, on the eonteary, will be found amply anatained by 
tho progress of xeioney, an seb forth in the auccooding ehaptors, Wo 
lee hold to add an oxtrnet from our opinions published at that 
tiino: — 

Tn It not alrango that all tho romarkablo changes of typo apokon of by Prichard and 
others should have ooourred in romoto antohistorla tlmoa, and amongat Ignorant orrallo 
dihow? Why ta St that no lnatanoo of ihouo romarkablo changos oan bo polntod ont which 
adinlta of conclusive evidonco? Tho otvilixed nations of Europe havo boon for many oon 
turlow sonding calontos to Aala, Afrlon, and Amorlon; amongat Mongols, Malaya, Alvtonna, 
onl Tudians; and why has no oxamplo occurred in any of thoso colontos to aubstantinto 
Quo argumont? ‘The dowbltul oxamplos of Prichard aro rofuted by othors, which lo oltos 
on the ndvorge aldo, of n positive nature, Ho gives oxamplon of Jows, Porsinna, Ilincdloos, 
Araby, &a., who layo omlgratad to foroign ollmatoy, and, at tho ond of ono thousand or 
fiftemn ludred yours, have prosorvod tholr original typos in the midet of whtoly difforont 
races. Dood nature anywhore oporate by auolt opposite and contradlotory Inwa ? 

‘CA fow gonorationa In antnnala aro auMlolont to produce all tho changos hoy uaunlly 
wutorge from ollmnto, and yot the races of mon rotnin tholr loading charngtortatioa for 
agow, without approximating to nborlginnl typos. 

Tu fast, go wientiatrotary in tho argumonl baxed on tho luſſuoneo of climate to Prlohard 
Winsolf, that ho virtually abmutonn te In tho following paragraph: ‘It must bo obsorved,? 
Anya ho, Ubat tho changow alludadt to do not so often take plnoo by alloration fn the pliy- 
rloul ohareter of a whole athe alinultanooualy, aa by tho apringing up of aomo now colpenital 
pooullarity, which lu afterwards propagalod, and bocomed  clinractor more or loss constant 
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in tha progony of the Indlyhtunla fn whom It Arat apponrad, and $a perhaps gradually aom - 
rmuntoatet by lutermaerrlagaa to a whole alook ov tribe, ‘Ths, (tla olvloun, enue only happan 
Jan long course of thio,’ 

“Wo hog lonve to Ax your altontion on this vital point. Tt Jaa aommonly reaotyod error 
Uint tho luihuonoo of a hot climate fa gradually oxertad on auoobeulyo gonorniuns, untll one 
spoolaw of nankhul lu complotely chnugod fate anathor; a dark Ainilu la hipropaedt on the 
frat, and (ranmnltted to the acoond ; auothor slindo fa nddod to the third, whieh In hnmtwt 
down to tho fourth; and go on, through miooeaxalvo gonerations, until tho fly Clormnay Is 
transformer, by ollmata, into tho blaok Afrloant 

“Thia Idan ts proven fo be falas, and la abandonded by tho woll-Informad writers of all 
partion. A mmburnt chook ia novor hanilod down to anossading genorations, ‘Mie uxpomnd 
parte of the body alono ave tanned by tho aun, anil tho ehildren of the white-aktaned Hivos 
ponna in Now Orloana, Mobilo, ane tho Wont Indica, avo Jorn aa fulr aa tholy anagators, nnd 
would romain ao, If darrloil back to 4 goldor ollmate, ‘The same may be aulil of othor 
acquired ohavaators, (oxcopt thowo from want and illaonno.) ‘Choy te wlth the Inelivietund, 
and are no moro capable of dranambalon than a fattened head, mutilated Umb, or tattoand 
akin, Wo ropont, that thts frot lu matted, and challenge a dontat. 

Tha only argument loft, thon, for the ndvocntes of the wdty of Uo liuman spooler to 
fall book upon, tu Chat of # congenital" yartotton or pooullarition, which ave sald to spring up, 
ond ho tranamltted from pavont to ehllid, xe au to form new racda. 

Lot wa puiund for a momont to Muatrate (hit finolfil iden, Tho Nowroos of Afrlon, fay 
Oxamply, avo aduiftterl not to ba affuata from some other mee, whieh have bown gratuity 
blackunoil ane changed In moral and phyalonl typo by tho natlan oftslnttes bie 1 fe ianortoel 
Wal, Cones dts tho Mh of agen pant,’ camo zonulus Hele Nogra, or vathur ney mush, word 
born of Caneasian, Mongol, or othor Might-wkinned paronta, nv then have turuvil about 
and ohinuxvil the typo of the fnhablianta ofa whole condnont, Bo fy Amorlens Ure counts 
loxa nbortyhion found on this eondiont, which we have renaon to beliave (aoe Sailor's work) 
wore building mounds boſpra the tins of Abraliam, aro tho allypriug of a rage elnnged by 
nealdontal ox congenital varlelda. Thus, too, old China, India, Australla, Ooonulon, oto. 
all owe thotr typos, physical and montal, to congenital or accidental oarietion, aud all ave 
doaoondod from Adam and Hye! Onn human oredullty go farthor, or human Ingonntty 
{nvont any argumont more absurd? Yot tho whels groundwork of a common origin for 
somo ning or ton hundred miliions of human beings, ombracing numerous dlatinet typo, 
whtol avo Joal fy an antlqulty fie boyanid all rooordy ox chronology, aaovod or profane, In 
narrovoil down to thie ‘bnaoloss ſabrlo. 

“Tn aupport of this arguinont, wo aro fold of the Pormupine family of Bogtand, whioh 
Anhorited for some gonurationa a poontlar condition of the akin, chnraatorixad by duokered 
arly oxevongoneos. Wo ave toll aleo of tho transnifavion from paront to ehllit of pul tet, 
ovons oyex, alx Angers, donfnons, bilncdioay, and iunny otter familiar oxainples of congenital 
pooulinrition, tut Chexa oxamploa moroly aurro to disprove tho aygumont they ary Intoruled 
to auataln. Did any one over hoar of n club-foot, oraneayad, ov sbefingered rare, aldiough 
anol {ndivilunls ave exgootingly amin? Are thoy nat, on tho contrary, alwaya swallowed 
up and lost? Ie it not strange, if thors bo any truth in thie argument, dint ne race line 
over boon farmed from tions congenttal varlotlon which we Anime ta near frequently, and 
yot raoos should orlglinte from congenital virlotlon which onnnat ba praved, ani are not 
lllevval, by ow boat writers, vor to lave sxtated t No one ever ann ns Negro, Mongol, or 
Indinn, het from any but hla own apeolox, Tax any ono hoard af an luillun ehild bern 
fram whito ar black paronts In Amorlon, durlni sore than two oonturios Unt these races 
have heen Hying hore? Ie not dda brief and slmple atatoment of the enao nuftielont ta 
tatiefy nity one, that tho dlyerslty of speolon now aver en the earth, oannut be neonuntordt 
fur on the nxxumjtlim of canganital ar nagidental eriginy Ifa doubt rematus, would [et 
he expelled hy the reanlootion of Che tot that the Negro, Tartar, and white man, oxtuted, 
with thelr prenoat typos, at lonal ono thoununl your before Abraham journoyad to Kgypt 
ts a xuſepilenut to the malghty Pharaoh 
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, Tho unity of tho human apootos has algo boon stoutly maintained on payohologtoal 
grounds, Nmmorous attompta Navo boon mado to catablish the intellectual oquality of tho 
dark rages with (ho whilos and tho history of (ho past has boen ransnoked for oxamplos, 
hut thoy ava nowhore to bo found, Gan any ono call tho namo of a fult-blooded Nogro who 
hua oror writton a pngo worthy of boing romombored ?* 

The avownl of the nhovo viows drow down upon us, as might have 
heen oxpected, oriticisma moro romarknblo for virulonco of hostility, 
than for tho aciontifle edueation of the critics, Our prosent voluma 
ia an ovidonco that wo havo aurvived thoso transiont cavilsy and while 
wo have much satisiretion in submitting horoin a mass of facte that, 
to tho gonorality of roadors in this country, will bo surprising, we 
would vomind tho theologist, in tho language of the vory orthodox 
Hugh Millor (Pootprints of the Oroator), that 

“tho dlorgy, a8 0 claus, auſſox thomsolves to Ungor far in tho roar of an intolligont and 
Aocomplizhod lally. Lot thom not shut thoi oyos to tho dangor which td obviously coming, 
Pho battle of tho ovidonoos of Chriatinnity will havo, as oortainly to be fought on tho fold 
of physloal aolons,-ns it was contestod in tho Inst ngo on that of tho motnphyatos.” 

Tho Physionl history of Man has boon likowiso trammolled for ages 
by arbitrary systems of Chronology; more ospecially by that of the 
Hebrows, which is now considered, by all competent authorities, as 
altogother worthless beyond the timo’of Abraham, and of little valuo 
proviously to that of Solomon; for it is in his reign that we roach 
their Inst positive date. ‘Tho abandonmont of this rostrloted system 
isn gront point gainod; bacnuso, instead of boing obliged to crowd 
an immonso antiquity, ombracing ondless dotuila, into a Low conturies, 
wo are now froo to classify and arrange frets as tho roquiromenta of 
history and acioncs domund, 

‘Tt is now gonorally concaded that thoro oxist no data by which wo 
can approximate tho dato of man’s first apponranco upon oarth; and, 
for aught wo. yot know, it may bo thousands or millions of years’ 
hoyond our reach. ‘Cho spurious systems, of Archbishop Usher on the 
‘Hobrow Toxt, and of Dy, Halos on the Septuagint, boing ontirely 
brokon down, we turn, unshaockled by prejudice, to tho monumental 
records of Egypt as our best guide. Evon theso soon lose themselves, 
notin tho primitive state of man, butin his middle or porhaps modern 
ngos; for tho Ugyptian Empire first prosents itself to view, about 
4000 yours hoſoro Chriat, ag that of a mighty nation, in full tide of 
civilization, and surrounded by other realms ond racos ugly 
omorging from the barbarous atage. 

In ordor that a clonr understanding with tho roador may bo ostab 
Ushod in tho following pagos, tt becomos necossnry to adopt some 
‘common standard of chronology for facility of reference, 

An eatoomedl vorrospondont, Mr. Birch, of the British Musou, 
aptly observes to ua in 0 privato lottor— “Although I can ade what is 
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not tho fact in chronology, I hava not come to the conclusion of what 
de thy truth.” Such fa precisely our own condition of anid; ner ce 
wo auppose that a consciontions student of tha auhjoct, ax developed 
wider its own hond at the clogo of thla volime, enn at the prognt 
hour obtain, for opochas mtorior to Abraham, 0 solution iat mut nat 
itaolf bo vagua for a contury. or moro, Novortholoss, in Myyptian 
chronology, wo follow tho aystom of Lopsina by naauming tho age of 
Munna nt N. 0. 8808; in Chincno, wa aceopt Pauthior'a date for the 
‘Lat Adatorieal dynasty at B. O. 2687; in Asayrinn, tho rouulta of 
Layard’s Inat Journoy indicnto B. O. 1260 aa tho probable oxtrome of 
that country’s monumontal chronicles; and finally, in Tlebrew com 
putation, wo agroo with Lopsius in dooming Abraham’s ora to approxi 
mato to BO, 1600, Our Supplement offors to tho evitienl rondoxovory 
facility of voriflention, with comparativo Tables, tho ropetition of 
which is hore suporfluoud. 

‘To Kgyptology, hoyond all question, bolongs tho honor of diss! 
pating those chronologien! ſuhlon of past gonorations, contiimed leltol 
jn whieh, sineo the reeont publication af Chev'y Lepaiuca reseuehioy, 
finplies shuply the credulity of ignorance, One of lis Jetta trom 
the Pyrunide of Memphis, in 1848, contained the following alinost 
prophotic presage: 

Wo ara wtlll Dusy with alruoturon, aaulpturou, ant luxorlpllonv, whieh ave ta by olasnat, 
by monns of tho now moro neourately-dotorminad groups of kings, In an opal of highly» 
flourishing alviileation, au far back na the fourth Millennium before Cheiat, Wo cannot null. 
olontly improw upon ouraolyoa and othora thor hitherto Inoredible datew, Tho mere 
orltlotam In provokad by tom, and forced to sorfous oxamination, tha bottor for tha anuso, 
Convlotlon will soon follow angry orltioln; aud, finally, thows resulta will bo attalamd, 
Which avo #o Intlmatoly connected with avery branch of antlquarlan rosoarel."* 

Wo stibaertbe without reservation to the abova sontlmont; and 
hope we shall not be disuppotnted in the mount of “angry eriticlam " 
which wo think tho truth embadiod in this volume are caleulited to 
proveke,  Seientifie truth, exemplified in the minal of Astronmny, 
Geology, Chronology, Geographical dixtribution af aniniad, &e., linu 
literally ſiniht ita way ineh by ineh Cirough fie dheology. Phe hest 
grind battle bojweon xeimen turd damian, on the primitive righ of 
races, Lie now connnoneedl Tt requires ne prophetic oye to firexoo 
that xeleneo mat again, and finolly, triumph. 

[tauny be propor to date, in eonelaaion, dint dhe aulject sll he 
trontſ purely ee one of seine, diel that our eolluagie ind oul!’ 
will fallow iets whorevor (hey my lend, withont regard to imaginary 
consequences, Tiumlly, the Triend of Moxa," no lota thin othor 
“friends of the Bille" everywhere, dave leon compelled to nuke 
large concosiona to keiones., We adil, in the present fivestigation, 
treat the Beripiires buinply in their hixtorleul andl vcientifle leariayga, 
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— 

On former ooonalions, and in tho most respectfnl manner, wo had 
attempted to conciliato soctarians, and to reconcile the plain teachings 
of scionco with theological prejndicos ; but to no usoſn] purpose, In 
return, our opinions and motives have been misrepresented and vilified . 
by aolfconatituted teachera of tho Christian religion! ‘Wo havo, in 
consequones, now dono with all this; and no longer have any apologies 
to offer, nor favors of loniont oriticiam to ask. ho broad bannor 
of acionco is horoin nailed to tho mast, Evon in our own briof day, 
wo havo behold one flimsy religious dogma after another consigned to 
oblivion, while scionce, on tho other hand, has beon gaining strongth 
and majesty with time, “Nature,” Bays Like Burko, ‘has nothing 
to rovenl, that is not noblo, and beautiful, and’good.’ 

In dur former language, 

(Man onn invent nothing in aolonoo or vollglon hut falschood; and all tho truths which 
ho discovers avo but ſaota or laws which have emanated from the Craator, AN solencu, 
thorofore, mny bo rogardod ng a rovolauion from Muar; and although nowly-dlscovorod Iowa, 
or faots, in nature, may confiiat with vollglous srrora, which havo boon writton and pronohod 
for conturlon, thoy novor oan confilot with roligious ¢ru/h. Thore must bo harmony botwoon 
tho works and’ tho worda of tho Almighty, and whorovor thoy acem to conflict, tho dlagord 
haa boon prodwood by the ignoranco or wickedness of maz,”

Trav all the living creatures of our globo heen erented at one 
common point in Agia, and thenea been disseminated aver ibe wide 
aunfies hy degrees, and adapted to the varied condition in whieh 
thoy have bow foul in hinturienl dines? or, on the ather hand, have 
different gonora and speck been created at pointa fine diatant from 
anch othor, with arganizations suited to the cireumalancos in which 
thoy were orlginally placed ? 

Two schools have long oxlated, diametrically opposed to oach other, 
on thia queatlon. Tho Mrat may bo tormed that of the Thoolagieal 
Naturalists, who atill look to tho Book of Goncala, or what they concuive 
to ho the inspivort word of God, na a toxt-haok of Natural Tistory, nu 
they formerly reputed it to han mamal of Astronomy and Goology, 
The second ombracos tho Natnrulfita propor, whore conclusions ava 
derived front facts, and from tho Tews of Cod na revered in bi werk, 
whieh are himutable, 

Not only the muthority ef Genesis in mattin of eeienee, but the 
Mommie authenticity of thin baak, i new questioned hy very hiya 
proportion of tho most imthoritative Chealogiam: al the prosiat diy y 
add, inxmurli un ite angie in clearly appoxed to umn al’ the woll- 
extublished theta of modern kelenes, wo elie] mnbesitatingly take the 
henedit of thinliheenl construction. ‘Tho langage of Seriptive touching 
the quaint now before ua in xe nicnivernt, andl xo offen repented, as 
fo leave no doubt aa to the author's meaning. [t tendhes eleurly thie 
the Deluge was tordueraad, Cat every liviige eronbie ots dio few at (his 
earth nt Che thie was destroyer, untl tlint aeede oft all the argiuixed 
hein of alter times were aaved in Nouli's Ark. She following ia but 
in purull portion of ib aft-repented wards on tlalu lend: 

(0a) 
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“And tho wators provallod oxooodingly upon, tho onrth, and all tho high hits that woro 
undor tho wholo honvon, wore oovorod. * * * Fiftoon oublts upward did tho wators provall 
aud tho mountalna wore covered. * * # And all flosh dlod that moved upon tho onrth, both 
of fowl, and of cattle, and of bonst, and ovory orooping thing dhat oroopoth upon tho onrth, 
andgovory man, AIL in whos noalrlla was tho bronth of life; of all that waa in tho dry 
land, # * * And Nonh only romajnod allyo, and thoy that wore with hin in tho Avk,? 4 

Now wo voiternte that apooch cannot bo more oxplicit than this; and 
if it be tue, it must-apply with equal force to all living cvoatures— 
antmalé as woll as mankind. * It is really trifling with language to 
say, that tho Toxt does not distinotly convoy the idea that: all tho 
erontures of our day have dosconded from tho seed saved in the Ark; 
or that thoy were all cronted within a cortain, area around the point 
at which Adam and Evo are supposed frst to have had their being. 

Although tho samo goneral laws prévail throughout tho entire Fauna 


‘and Flora of tho globe, yet in tho illustration of our subject, we 


vestvict our remarks mainly to the class of Mamméfere, because a wider 
range would lend boyond our proscribed limits, : 

Tt has beon a popularly-recoived orrox, from time immemorial, that 
dogroos of latitude, ox in other words, tomporature of countrios, wore 
to ba rogardod as a auro index of tho color and of certain othor physical 
characters in racesof mon, This opinion has been supported by many 
ablo writers of the prosont century, and ovon in the last few yonra by 


‘no less authority than that of tho distinguished Dy. Prichard, in tho 


“Physical History of Mankind.” A rapid change, however, is now 
going on in tho public mind in this rospect, and so conclusivo is tho 
yecont oyidenco drawn from the monuments of Egypt and other 
sourees, in support of the pormanenco of distinctly marked types 
of mankind, such as tho Egyptinns, Juws, Nogroos, Mongols, Amorican 
Indians, ote, that wo preaumo no roally woll-informod naturaliat will 
again bo found advoocnting such philosophic heresics. Indood, it 
ia diffloult-to conceive how any ono, with the facta before him, (recorded 
by Prichard himeelf,) in connection with an Ethnographical Map, should 
beliove that climate could account for the encdloss divorsity of races 
gseon scatlored over tho onrth from tho earliest dawn of history, 

Tt is truo that most of tho black racos are found in Africa; but, on 
tho other hand, many equally black are mot with in tho tempernto cli- 
mates be India, sdypet@@iia, and Ocoanica, though diftoring in overy 
attribute oxcopt colo’ A. black alxin would scom to be the bost suited 
to hot climates, and this ronson wo may suppose that a speaial 
creation of black racos took place in Afvion, Cho atrlotly white races 
No mostly in tho omporato Zono, whore they flourish best; andthe 
cortainly deteriorate physically, if not intollectually, when-ront 
to hot climates. Their typo is not in reality changed -or o 
but thoy undergo a degradation, from, thor primitive states 
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to tho oporation of diaonae, ‘Tho dukealcdnnod Typorheronne ara 
fond in tho Frigid Zono; regions most congenial to their nature, and 
from which thoy cannot ho enticed by moro tompornte elhuww, Tliu 
Mongols of Asia, nd tho nboriginos of Amoricn, with their pooutiar 
types, two eprond over almost all dogroos of Intitude, 

So ig it with tho wholo rango of Manunifors, na woll we birds, nul 
other gonora, Tho lightost and the darkest colora— tho most yerpgu. 
ous and moat sombre plumage, aro ovorywhoro found boside euch 
othor; though brilliant feathors and colors ave commonor in the 
tropics, where mon ayo generally moro or lous dark, 

Evory apot on tho onrth’s aufuco, from polo to polo—tha moun. 
taina and valloys, tho dry Innd and the wator — has ita organized 
hoings, which find around a givon contro all the conditions nocoamry 
for thoir prosorvation, ‘Theso living beings aro as innumornlolo un 
tho conditions of tho placus thoy iuhnbit; and theiy different stations 
avo na varied au thei inatinela and habits. ‘To consider those stationa 
under the simplo point of view of the distribation of heat ou their 
aurſnub, ix absolutely to kee but one of tho many xevondary metiral 
canuon that inflienes orgiuizod beings, 

Amiclut the infinitade of beings spread over the glube, dee Chi off 
Aummifora stand fret in organization, mad at ite bent Zoolupglata 
havo placod the Bimanes (Mankind), It ia the lonat numorons, nuul 
ils gonorn nnd apecios aro almoat ontlroly known, 

This clase 1s composed of nbout 200 gonora, which may bo divider 
into two parts, Ist, Thoso whose habitations avo limited to n single 
Zono. 2d, Thoso, on tho contrary, which are scattered through all 
tho Zones, ‘Choro would at first avom to bo a striking contraat 
holweon thoxo two divisions; on the one sido, complote rmmobility, 
and on the other, great mobility ; but thin ierggulurity ia only appnrent, 
for when wo oxumine attentively the diferent gene, we find then 
governed hy the anne laws, "Moxy of die linet division, where habitat 
ie Timited, aro in gonoral contined to a fer accion s while those of’ 
the sovond, on the contrary, contain many apesien, hut which are 
thomxclvex confined to corttin Joenlitieg, iu Che aie mama ad the 
fuwer gonera af tho dirt division, Thun wo tind thy aime tnw 
governing apedies in hath inetanees, We will cite a single exumple 
ont of many. ‘The White Bou is eonttied to the Dulny regions, 
while other urzino spevion inhabit thy Ganperate climates of the 
monntiin chaina of Enropo med Amerie; and unlly, the Malay 
Bear, and the Bear of Borneo, ave restricted ta torrid climates, 

We nuix then consider the different apoctos of Alununidfirt ine ranget 
wader an idention! dow of geogmphical distribution, and that ened 
apevies on the gloho hina ity limited apres, lLeyond whieh it dues not 
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oxtond; and that every country on tho globo, whatever may be ite 
tomporature, its analogios, or diffarchees of climate, possoasos. its 
own Mammifors, difforont from thoso of othor countrios, belonging 
to its xoglon alono, Thoro aro ayparont oxceptions to this Inv, but 
thoy aro all suscoptible of oxplanation.s 

A. fow apoolos aro roully common to tho two continents, but only in 
tho Arctic region, Amoricn and Asia avo there united by icy plains, 
which may bo onsily traversed by cortoin animals; and, while tho 
‘Whito Boar, the Wolf, tho Rod Fox, tho Glutton, aro common to 
both, tho continonta and climates may thore bo really considered as 
one, Wo shall show, as we proccod, that with a few oxceptions in the 
Avetic rogion, tho Faunn and Plorm of tho two sontinonts aro entirely 
Giatinet, and that oven tho Tomperate Zones of North and South 
America do not prosont the samo types, although thoy ave separated 
by movo toblo-lands, presenting nono of the oxtromos of climato 
oneountored in the Troplo of Aftlon. 

But this immobility, imposed by naturo on its creatures, is ĩllustratod 
in a still moro striking maunor if we turn to those Mammifors that 
jnhabit the oooan, whore thore aro no appreciable impodimonts, none 
of those inflnitely,vaxlod conditions which aro seen upon land, ovon 
in the same parallels of latitude, Tho tomporaturo of tho ocoan 
varios oll but insonalbly with dogroos of latitude; and among tho 
immengo orowd of animals that inhabit it, wo find numorous frnilics 
of Mammifore, Although endowed with grert powers of locomotion, 
and notwithstanding tho Willing obstacles opposed to thom, thoy aro, 
liko aninwle of tho land, limited to cortain localities, Tho gonora 
Calocephalus, Stemmatopea and Moree, avo poculiay to tho Northorn 
Bena In tho Southorn, on the contrary, wo find tho gonoxa Olarie, 
Stenorynohua, Platyrynohus, &. Other species inhabit only hot or 
tomporate rogions, 

Tho various spooies of Whalos and Dolphins, dospite their prodi- 
gious powors of locomotion, avo confined onsh to regions originally 
assigned thom; ond, whilo thoro is go little difforonco of tomporature 
in tho oconn, that a human boing might, in tho mild sonson, swim 
with dolight from the North Temperate Zone to Onpo Horn, along 
oither count of Amorica, thore is no dogroo of Intitude in which wo 
do nol diacuvor spocios peculiar to iteclf, 

After a roenumé of theso and many kindred fnels, M. Tnoquinot 


uses this emphatic Innguage: 

1 f'o roonpllulato, ff noome bo ug, allor atl we have anid, hat wo may draw tho following 
oonoluaton, viz., that all Mammifors on tho globo havo n habitation, Umited and olroum · 
boribod, whioh thoy novoy avorlonp; thoi adxambings contributes to give to onch country ity 
portloular stamp of creation, What v contrast bolwoon tho Mannnifors of tho Old and 
Now World, and tho orontlons, 46 apoofal and go alngular, of Now Molfand and me re 
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Taots, thorefore, point to numerous centres of crontion, whorein wa 
flud crenturos fixed, with peculiny tempernmonta and orginixntions, 
which are in unlaon with aurrounding clroumatancos, and where all 
tholr natural wanta ave aupplicd, But the strongost barrier to volun. 
tary diaplacomonta would socom to bo that of inatinot — that force, 
uuknown and incomprelionatble, which binds thom to the rail tuit 
lina whtnossod their birth, 

‘Whilo passing those shoota through tho press, wo havo onjoyed tha 
puivilogo of perusing Zhe Geographical Distribution of Animals anc 
Plania,* by ovr valued friend, Crantes Proxanina, M.D,, Naturaliat 
to tho United States’ Exploring Expedition under Captain Wilkes, 
This {a to bo t vogartlod na an introduction to tho volunta on Goagra. 
phioal Distribution, prepared during tho voyage of tho Expedition," 
and published in Volume IX. of tho samo compondium.: 

In connootion with our own work, tho uttoranco of Dr, Pickering's 
viows ia moat opportuno; boenuso, with thorough knowledgo of 
Egypt, dorivod from poronal travels, and nequaintance with hiern- 
glyphical reronrchoa, lio haa traced tho Natural Hiatory of that couutey 
from tho romotort monumental timos ta tho proaont day. ‘Tho various 
pictorial reprogontationa of Fame antl Mora aro thorehy aasigned to 
thoir roapootive chronological epochna; und, Insamuch aa thoy ava 
idontifiod with living specios, they substantinte our assertions regarding. 
the unoxceptional permanence gf typee during 0 period of more than 
6000 yonrs, Dr, Plokoring’s ora for “the commoncomont of tha 
Egyptian Ohrohological Reckoning” being B.-O, 4408," wo find our 
solves again in unigon with him upon gonoral pringlples of chronola- 
gical oxtonsion. 

Tho gradual introduction of forolgn animals, plants, nnd exotl 
subatancos, into the Lower Valley of the Nilo—tho oxtination of 
sundry spocios onco indigenous to Uhat soil, during the hundred and 
ffty human gonorations for which wo possoss contomporancoud ryiniry 
—and tho inflnitrdo of proofs that such ehnnxen cauld net have 
beon oflectod without the intervention of thoaa long histeriend nygoa 
—are thomes which Dr. Piekoring haa eonoisely and ingeniously 
claborated: and althongh our apace dock uot pormit tho vitition of 
the numorona examples duly eatdogned by hin, it affords un pleasure 
to coneur in the following results, viz:

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. dont raaonralios of Pickering into tho Natural Ifstory of Ugyptian 
animals ond plants, as wo trust will ho now domonatrated through 
the monumental evidences of human physiology. 

Lot us noxt turn to the races of Mankind in their goographicnl. dis. 
tribution, nnd soo whother they form an oxeeption to the laws which 
have boon catablished for the othar ordors of Mammifora, Docs not 
tho aamo physical aduptation, tho samo instinet, which binds animals 
to their primitive locnlities, bind tho reas of Mon aleo? Thoso rncoa 
inhabiting tho Tomporato Zones, ns, for axumplo, tho white races of 
Envopo, havo a cortnin degroo of plinhility, that onablos thom to bear 
climates to a gront oxtent hotter or colder than thoir native ono; : 
but thoro ia a limit beyond which thoy eamfot go with impunity 
they ennuot live in the Aretie with the Esquimnux, nor in the 
Tropic of Africa with tho Negro. Tho Nogro, too, (like tho 
Tlophant, the Lion, the Camel, &c,,) possesses a certain plinbility of 
constitution, which onablos him to ontor the ‘lomparate Zono; but 
his Northorn limit stops fur short of that of natives of this Zono. 
Tho higher castes of what aro tormod Onucnsinn rncog, nro influonood 
by aovoral onuises in a greater degroo than othor races, To thom havo 
boon assigned, in all agos, tho largest brains and tho most powerful 
intellect; thetre 1a tho mission of oxtonding and portooting civiliza- 
tion—thoy are by nature ambitious, daring, domincoring, aud reckluss 
of dangor—impollod ly an ivvesintiblo instinct, thoy visit oll climos, 
yogurdless of difleulties; Dut how many thousmds are sneriflead, 
anminlly to olinintes foroign to their nature | 

Tt should alao be borne in mind, thag what we tom Ganensian 
racer cra not af ona origins thay aro, on die contrary, an amalganiae 
tion of an infinite numbor of primitive stocks, of different instinets, 
tomporamonta, and montal and physical charactora. Hpyptians, Jowa, 
Arabs, Toutons, Oolta, Sclavonians, Polasgians, Romana, Tboriang, ote, 
ote, nyo all mingled in bloods and it is impossible now to go back and 
unravel this hoterogonaous mixture, and say procisoly what onch typo 
oviginally was. Such commingling of blood, through migrations, 
ware, captivitios, and amalgamations, is doubtless ono moana by which 
Providones enrrios out great onda, This mixod stock of many primi- 
tive races is tho only ono which can really be considered cosmopolite, 
Thoir inflnita divorsity of characteristics contrasts atrongly with tho . 
immutullo instinets of other human types, 

Tow atends tho enso with thoso races which have hoon less subjected 
to disturbing: cues, and whose moral and intellectual structure is

hardship, and want, elings wilh inatinctive pertinacity to dis birth- 
places, In spite of all appurout temptations—-tho Temporato Zono,

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with ite Inxurlos, haa no charm for him, The Afrlennu of the Tremie, 
the Aborigines of Amorien, tho Mongola of Asin, the inhabitants of 
Polynosia, have romained for thousands of yonra whoro history Hrat 
found thom; and nothing but absolute want, or aolfpresorvition, enn 
drivo thom from tho countries whoro tha Grontor placed them. "Then 
yacoa havo hoon lonst adulterated, and consoquontly preserve their 
original inatinats and love of homo, Thla truth fa llualruteil tin 
moat romarkable degree hy the Indiana of Amorien, Wo atlll boliokd 
tho small remnants of acnttored tribos fighting and dying to prewrve 
the landa and graves ‘of tholx anooators. 

‘Wo shall havo moro to any, in another chaptor, on the amalgam. 
tion of vaca, but may hore remark, that the infiston of oven a minute 
proportion of the blood of one raco into another, prodriooß a moat 
decided modification of moral and physloal charactor, A small trace 
of white blood in tho negro improves him in intelligonce and morality s 
and an oqually small traco of nogro blood, na in tho quadreon, will 
protect auch individual againet tho deadly influonce of climaton which 
tho puro whito-man cannot endure, For oxample, if the population 
of Now England, Gormany, Franco, England, or othor northern ell. 
mator, como to Mobile, or to Now Orlonna, a large prapertion diva 
of yollow fever: and of ono hundred aueh fidivicuale Inaded in the 
lattor city at tho commoncomont of an opidomie of yellow fovor, pro. 
bobly half would fall victims to it, On tho contrary, nogrooa, tinder 
all clroumatances, onjoy an almost porfoot oxomption fram thie cline 
ongo, oven though brought in from our Northern States; and, what ix 
atill moro romarkablo, tho miulattoos (under whieh torm wo Inehute 
all wivod avndas\ avn almoat oquully oxompt. Tho weltor (J. C. Newt) 

untlrod doatha from yellow fovor, hut never mora 
» waded Of mudutletn, although Hundreds are exposed 
opiuonno in Mobile, ‘The fact in eortain, anid ahowe lew dlitll. 
ewe 1s tho problom of theo amalgamations, 

That nogroes dio out und world heeornoe oxtinet in New Baglin, i 
out off from immigration, in clourly diewn hy published statistios, 

Tt may oven Jo a question whothor the atrictly-white riees of Karapo 
aro porfootly adapted to any ene climate ĩn Annerien. We duet prone. 
rally find in the United States wpapulation constitntionally ound te that 
of Gront Britoin or Germany; anil we tevolloet once henrhyg thh roumek 
strongly ondoriod by Manny Chay, although divolling in Kontucks, 
ninid tho boatagricultural population in the country, Kxox! hokda that 
the Anglo-Baxon reo would become oxtinet in Amorien, if ent off 
from immigration, Now, wo we not prepared fo undorsy this asaor 
tons hot huamueh as native works nat through a fow generation, but 
Uirough thevunds of yours, it is hnpossible to conjucture what tne

may foot, Tt would bo i curious inqyiry to invoatignte the physio- 
Jogienl canaow which uve led to the destruction of suctont ompiros, 
and the dianppoaranice of populations, like Kgypt, Assyria, Grooco, and 
Rome, Many aneient nations wore colonics from distant olimos, and 
may havo wasted away under the operation of laws that have acted 
slowly but surely, ‘The commingling of different bloods, too, under 
tho law of hybridity, miny alxo have played an important part. Mr 
Layann tolla wa that a fow wandering tribes only now stalk around 
tho sites of the oneoanighty Nineveh and Babylon, and that, but for 
tho sculptures of Bancan and Senwacierim, no ono could now eny 
what reo constructed those stupendous citios, But let us roturn 
from this digrossion. : 

To this inhoront love of primitive locality, and inatinetivo dislike’ 
to foroign Janda, and yopugnance towards other poople, must wo 
inuinly attribute the fxedness of the unhistoric typos of mon. ‘Tho 
renter portion of the globe is still undor tho iniluonco of this law, 
In America, the aboriginal barbarous tribes cannot bo forced to 
change tholr habits, or even porauaded to auccossful emigration; they 
vo molting away from yonr to yoar; and of tho millions which onco 
inhabited. that portion of the United States cast of the Misslasippi 
river, all havo vanishod, but n fow scattered fimilios ; and their ropro- 
sontatives, romoved hy our Govornmont to tho Wostorn frontier, aro | 
yeduead to love Chan one hidred thousand. It ia as elon aa the aun 
at noonwday, that in a fow gonorations more Che leat of those Red mon 
Will ho amtmbered with tho deal, We constantly read glowing we 
cotta, froin fileveatod inisionarion, of tho civilization of those tribes; 
Int a civilized fedeblvoded Cidion coon not exist nmong them, Wo 
avo avery dey, in the auburbs of Mobile, and wandoring through our 
atrouta, the remmeant of the Choutaw race, covered with nothing but 
llankots, and living in bark toute, aeureoly u degroo advanced above 
brutes of the flald, quietly abiding their thno, No human ingonuity 
can induce thom to become oditentod, or to do an honost day's work: 
they ave supported ontirely by begging, besides a little teafile of tho 
ava in wood. ‘To one who has lived amoung Amorican Indinne, it 
{4 in vain to talk of civilizing them. You might as woll attompt to 
change the nature of tha buffalo. 

Tho wholo coutinont of America, with ila mountain-ranges and 
tablelands ile valleye and Jow pluins - ils woods wid prniriou · - ox- 
hibiting every variety of elimate which could influones the nature of 
mun, ta tulibited by one gront finnily, int presenta a provalling type, 
Ainall and poenlinrly eiapod ermia, a eimumon complexion, small 
foot and handa, lInule straight linir, wild, auvngo natures, characterize 
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the Indian ovorywhoro. There me 1 fow trivlal exceptions, onsily 
accounted for, partioutarly on the Pactile const, 

Tho onatorn part of Asiiprosonts a parallel onat. Erinn 12" worth 
latitude to tho Kquator, It prosdénta tho grentest Inoqualitinn of mirfiee 
and climate, and fa pooplod throughout by the yollow, link-huirt 
Mongola; tho davkost families lying at tho North, and thw fairest ot 
the South. ‘Their ovania, tholr Instincts, thelr whole moral wud phy. 
sicnl charactoriatics, distinguiah them from tho Amorloau rev, whirl 
othorwlso thoy most rosomblo, 

The othor half of this northern contfnont, that ta to say Kurope: nit 
the rest of Agia, may. be divided into n northorn and a southern yore 
vineo,, ‘Tho frat oxtends from tho Volar region ta 45° or 40° north 
Jatitude—from Scandinavin to tho Caspinn Bon; and contalae n peresntys 
of mon with light hair, complexion fri nnd rosy, and blue vyes. 
Tho socond or gouthorn division, running north-west and southonat, 
atrotchos from tho British Talos to Bongal and tha oxtromlty of Lin 
dostan — from 50° to 8° or 10° north. ‘Thia vast avon ix covered hy 
pooplo with complexions more or losa dark, oval favoa, blnwk vitiuulli 
hait, and black oyos, : ' 

Now, it is worthy of remark, that siney the discovery of Amorivn, 
and during aovoral conturica, tho thir rneos have inhabited! North 
Amoricn oxtonalvoly, while tho darle races, ns tho Sponineds, have 
oceupiod South and Oontral Amorlon, and Moxloos both have cis: 
placod tho Aboriginal races, and yot nolther has made approximation 
in typo to tho latter, nor doea nny person supporo thoy could in a 
hundred gonorations, And so with the Negroda, wha have fived hore 
through oight or ten gonorations, ‘Wo havo no more ronaon te sup: 
poao that a Anglo-Saxon will turn into an Indian, tian imported 
cattle into buitilocs, ‘Wa shall show, in anathor ehaptor, tint the 
oldest Indian orania from tho Monnds, xome of whieh are probally 
soveral thousand yonra old, boar no naemblanee to these of nny ras 
of tho old coutinont. : 

‘Whon wo como to.A frien, wo shall perceive variaua groupe of proutiar 
types occupying their approprinte goolaglenl provinees, which thoy 
have inhabited for at lonat 6000 yonra, Hut, having to develop —8 
now views rospocting Kgypt in anothor pliew, wa sluill inky ws thes 
races of the Afican continont in extenso. 

‘Taking leave, for the present, of continonta, lot us glance for a. 
moment at Now Holland. ‘Chia immense country, oxtonding ton 
latitude Loe to 40° south, attoate o spoclal orention — its population, ite 
animals, birds, ingoots, plants, ate,, are ontlroly wilike thows found jn 
any othor part of tho world, Tho mon prosent nltagethor a vory 
peculiar typo: they aro black, but without tho features, Wanlly bons, 
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or other physionl characters of Nogroca, Boyoud, wo havo Van Die 

monn Land, oxtonding to 44° xowth latitude, which presents a tom 
porate climate, not wilike that of Francs; and what is remarkable, 
itu inhabitants, unlike thos of Now Mdoland, aro black, with fizzled 
hoads, and very similar to the Alriunu mnees, 

Not fir from Now Holland, uutlor tho sume purnllole, and oxtond. 
Ing oven furthor south, wo Hud New Zonlunil j where commoncas the 
bonutiſul Polynosian rage, of Jiglt-hrown color, smooth Lack haly, 
tnd almost oval thea, ‘This race oxtunda from 60° south, doxconds to 
the wquatar, then remount to the Bundwich Jelands, 20° narth— 
Boaltored over islands without number — enelreling about hall tho 
glabo —~ withaut prosouting miy miatarial diftereness in (huir color or 
forming tin a word, in their zoological chinactors,

Toe ditlineant duos of cular in raced lave bean regarded, hy many 
nnturnlinta, tone of their mint diathactive eluanators, wid Bill serve 
na tho Landa of numvrous elassitlentionss but Al. daoquinat thinks too 
muoh liuportnnoo has boon attached to colors, and that they cannot 
bo relied upon, Vor explo, all tho hatormoilinto shades from white 
fo hiack nro found in these meoa of oval fieo, largo ficial anglo, 
amuoth hate, ete, whieh Bhunonbach li classed wnidor the hon 
Aiucuaiun. Cormiones, for example, with thy ſnir Fingal Heluvu-

hing hoon pormanont for ages; whilo, on the contrary, tt la rerpeomibstes 
to ahaw that the complexion of d pure primitive stock line bwen 
altered by climate, As boforo atatod, wo conceive that too much 
importance haa boon given to arbitrary clogsiflontions, and that the 
Couoasion division may include innumerable primitive stocks, ‘This 
fnot i Mustratod furthor on, partlonlarly In tho hlatory of the dows, 
whore typo hra been permanent: for at Jonst 8000 yonra, We have 
no reason to beliove that tho Hebrow rnco sprang from, or over origi 
nated, any othor type of man. 

+ Wo therfore not moroly rogard tha gront diviaiona of Chucasinn, 
Mongol, Malay, Nogro and Indian, na primitive atocks, lint shall estab 
lish that History, Anatomy, Physiology, Paychology, Annluxx, nll prove 
that cach of thoao stocks comprohonda many original eulutivisions, 

Lot na acknowledgo our largo indobtorneas to Prot, Agnasls, who 
hag given the most maatorly viow of the goographten! diatributton of 
anifiala writton in ow languago, or porhapa in any othor, Net a 
Iino oan he retvonched from his: olrondy condonsed articles withant 
inflicting a wound, and wo take much pleasure in referring the reador 
to thom." ‘Ho shows, conolualvoly, that nat only are thers numerous 
contres of orontion, or zoological provincoa, for onr ponding goo. 
logical opoch, but that thoao provincoa correspond, In 9. surprising 
mannor, to thoxo of formor opachna; thur proving that tho Creater 
hag boon working aftor ono grand and uniform plan through myriads 
of yours, and through conaooutive crontions, 

“Tt $6 aalleſnotorlly anoorialnoil at proxont, that thors haya been many distinot euccoaslee 
porlods, during onoh of whioh largo numbors of animale and Planta have boon introtseed 
upon tho aurſaoo of our globo, to Ilvo and imuldply fora Umo, tien to Himppear and bo 
roplagod by othor kindy, Of auoh dlalinot porloila — auoh ruoebaalyn eration we Neem 
now at leaet about a dozen, and hora aro ample Indlontions that the Inhabitenta of our globe 
havo boon succosslvoly ohangeil nt mora opoohn than are yet filly: aspertainod.” 

Tn the onrlicat formations, Init few nud diatant patehoa of laud having 
omorgod from tho mighty deop, the created holngs were comparatively 
fow, simplo, and moro widely disominated; but yot ninny diathuet 
species, adapted to localition whore they wore braught Inta oxtatenee, 
ae discovered. qh tho more recent foasil hod, we flid n distribu. 
ton of Gaxail romaine which agroos most remarkably with the jm 
aunt goographitent arrangomont of animale and plants, ‘The tossta 

ofmodern geological porloda in Now Tolland are typor kdeontical with 
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+ most of the animala now living thgto. TBrnzilinn fosaila belong to 
tho anmo fumilioa na thoxo alive there at the proaont day; though in 
both enacs tho ſosal apocles nre a ie from tho surviving ones. Tf, 
thorefore, tho organized boinga @ unciont goologleal porlada Ind 
arleon from ane central point off dixtriiution, to be dieperaed, ard 
finally to hocoma contlned to aca) conntrica whore thofr romaine new 
oxiet inn fosall conditions and if the mimals now Kving had iso 
sprond {vom a common origin, evox the samo disiricta, and iad thono 
boon cireumseribod within oqually distinet limita; wa should be lod to 
the unnatural anpposition, aygues AqAsarz, thet animals of two distinct 
orontions, differing apoelflenlly throughout, had taken tho aamo lines 
of mignition, had asaumod finally tho samo ‘distribution, and had 
hoeose pormanont In the same regions without any other inducement’ 
fey romuval and fina) sottloment, than the moro nocoaelty of covering 
mara oxtonalve ground, after they had become too numerous to 
remain any longer togothor in ono aud the eamo district. 

* Now it would cortainly ho vory irrattonal to altributo auch instincts 
to animals, wore such n Iine of maroh possibla; but tho vory posal 
bility vantshos, however, whon we rafloct upon the widosprend phy- 
slonl impediments opposing auch migrations, and that nojther tho 
animeala nor plants of ono province can flourish in an advorso one, 
No Arotlo animals or planta enn bo propngaled in the Tropics, nor 
vioo versa, ‘Sho whole of the Monkoy trhe holong to a hot climate, 
aro retained there hy they dempormnionte anil jnxlnols, and ennnot 
hy uny taygoutelty af nurt he matde to oxiet in Creonand. PThur aene 
rules wqnplivr to the aboriginal mon of the ‘Propieal and tho Aretio 
roxiinin. 

Mit the auimnla and planta now oxtating on tho oarth must he 
reforrod ta many widoly-diatint controa of orontion, ia a fret which 
might, if neogsanry, bo conflrmed hy an infinite number of circum. 
stances; but thoso Xhings are nownadnya conceded by every woll- 
{nformod naturaliat; and if we have deomod it nocossnry to ilnatrate 
thom nt all, it ia hoonuso thi volume may fill into the hands of somo 
powilly not voraed In auch mattors. 

Arathor question of much intorost to our prosont investigntion is 
— Have all tia individuals of each species of animale, pluita, &o., 
duavonthal from aainglo paix? Wore it not for the supposed aciontifia 
nutluritx of Genesis to this offoot, tho iden of community of origin 
would hardly have aeourred to nny reflocting mind, Located it in 
volved heaporalle clifenttion; and aetonce enn perceive no reason why 
the Crontar whould have adapted any auch plan, Ts tt ronsenable to 
auppory that tho Almighty would huvo crented ono acod of grasa, ono

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neon, ono pair of locusts, af boca, of wild pigeons, of herrings, of 
bufhloes, as tho only starting-polut of those almowt ubiquitous spucion 7 

Tho instinete and Dalits of mals differ widoly. Butuu ire soli. 
tary, axcopt at cortain songons j Ano go in pnira; others in herds or 
shonls, Tho iden of n pair of byes, loousts, herrings, buttituees, is 
fe contrary to flo nature and hab of thead orentures, no it ia repnge 
nant to tho nature of oaks, pinos, birshos, &o. to grow aingly, nud to 
form forests in thety igolation, In xomo epoctos maloa-—in others, 

- fomelos prodominato; aud in many it would bo ongy to how, that, if 
tho present order of things wore revoraed, the species could nut be 
preaorved ~locuata and bees, for oxumplo: tho former appour in my+ 
vinds, and by far the gfontor number of those producod aro destroyut! ; 
and though thoy havo oxiatod for ages, a naturalist cannot woo that 
thoy havo incrongod, nor can he concvive how ono pair could vontluue 
tho apectos, conaldoring the nutubor of adverse chancos, As rogarda 
bees, it is natural to Lave but one femalo for n whole hive, ta whem 
many males aro devoted, besides u lurzo number of dronus. : 

Again, Adasstæ givos this striking Wustralion:— 

“Thora avo animale whioh avo impolled by naturo to feed on other antinale, Was the 
frat paly of Hog to abataln front food untll tho gazollon and oller autolopea had aulipliod 
sulclently to prosorve (holy moos from the poravoution of tow forgalaus taste? “* 

So with othor onmivoroug animals, birds, fishes, and roptilea, We 
now behold all their various spocies acattared through land nnd water 
in harmonious proportions, Thus they may continuo for agon ta 
come. 

Hybridity lins hoon conaldored vn tost for species; hut, whan wo 
come to this thermo, it shill be proven that, in many histancea, what 
hove bovn enlled varvetiag ova voully distinet species: hones, that hybrl 
dity is no test. All varietion of doga and wolves, for example, are pros 
lifle deer aay yob wo shall prove that anany af thom aro xpocitenlly 
distinet, that is, deaeonded from diflivent primitive stacks at lists 
points of the globo. Adasata hax honutitilly ihitrated the fact ly the 
natural history of Hong. ‘Uhowy tninals prodont vory naked varietiva, 
oxtonding over immont region of conntry. Thoy aeenpy nenely 
the wholo continont of Alien, a gront pot of Southern Asin, i, 
formerly, Asia Minor and Choure, Over thia vast trot of country 
saver variotios of Hone nro fuund, differing matorially in their phy. 
sical charactores thoso vnriotios nleo mie plaved remotely from ench 
other, and cach ono is surroundud by entirely diatnct Faumy and 
Flom: nataval fiote couflsming the iden of totally dlstinet seolagient 

provinces, It will readily bo coucodod by unturallats, that afl the 
Soins found in auch a provines, and nowhere olve, must have: hoor 
therein cronted; and although Hone may possoas in commen that 
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* assomblage of charactors which haa eon construed into evidence of 
community of apeaiea, yot it by no yaonns necessitates community of 
origin. Pho anmo question hore arjfes ng in coneldoring the vartoties 
of mankind, with rogard to tho dfinition of the torm speaise, Wo 
hold that a variety which fs porfhanont, and which vesiate, without 
change, wll known oxternal enuds, must bo regarded as n primitive 
spociud—~ luo no oritoria oxiat byAvhich seloneo cun be govornad in 
Natural IIistory. . 

Monkeys aflord another admirable illustration, and aro doubly 
intoroating from tho fuat of thoir noar approach to tho human ſamily. 
Tho following paragraph ia ono of pooulinx intorosts— ; 

‘Ag alroady mentioned, tho monkeys avo ontlroly troplunl, But hore again wo notloo n 
Yory InWmato adaptation of thai typon to tho partloulor ontinontas as tho monkoys of 
troplont Amorlon constitute a family altogothor diatinot from tho monkeys of tho old world, 
there bolng not ono spooios of nny of tho gonora of Quadyumann, so nomorony on this done 
tnont, found olthor in Asia or Aftion, ‘Tho monkoys of tho Old World, again, oonalltuto a 
natural funily by thomaclvos, extending oqunlly over Afrion and Asia; nud thoro ts oven n 
oloao roproaontative-analogy botwoon those of difforont parts of these two continonts— tho 
orange of Africa, the Ohimpanaco and Orilla, correaponding to tho red orang of Sumatra 
And Borneo, and the amaller tong-armodapootes-of-oontinontal Agla, And what ds nob a 
Netla romarkablo, la tho: Mot ‘that tho’ black: orang odours upon thatroontinont which Jy 
Anlinbitod bythe -black:human rao0) while tho Vrown: orang Inhablla thoao parte of Asia 
over which tho olrosolate-cotorod Malays havo boon doxolopod. ‘hore la again a pooullar 
family of Quadramann confnod to tho Island of Madagascar, tho Makts, which ave onthroly 
pooullar to that lalanil and tho onatorn conat of Afrlon opposllo to it, and to ono apot on the 
woalorn shore of Afvloa, Mut in Now Holland and tho adjacont islands thors aro no mon» 
koyn at oll, though Uso ollmntlo vorlitions acom nob to oxeludo tholr oxlalonoo any more 
thin done of the hugo Anlallo Inland, upon whioh moh hil typow of Uils order aro found, 
And thowo fiota, move than any other, would frdlonte that tho spoolal adaptation of animaly 
to purllaular Vlatrlota of the aurhiao of tho globe $a nolthor acoldontal nov dopondont upon 
Phynlont condittona, hut ls impllot in tho primitlyo plan of crontion itwolf, Whatovor 
olannon wo may taka into consideration, wo alinll And almilar adaptattons, and though por 
Hop tho grontor uniformity of avmo famillon vondors tho dlſtoronod of typos in various parte 
of the world loau alriking, thoy ave none tho lowe voal. ‘Tho oarnlyora of troplont Asia aro 
not the amo ns thon of troptonl Afrlon, or thowe of troploal Amorlon. ‘Thole birds and 
ropdles proacut almllar alfovonces, The want of an oateloh in Aela, whon wo haro one, 
tho Jargoat of the fhmily, In Afrlon, and two dlatinot spools In Southorn Amorlon, and two 
onswowarios, ono In Now Ilolland and another Sh the Sunda lalande, shows this oonatant 
pronone of analogous oF voprouontalive npoolos, ropontad ovor diſſoxont parts of tho world, 
to lew the prhnelple rogulating tho dleleſvullon of anlmalay aud tho faot that thoxo analo- 
Hi npocton nro diferont, again, oarmot bo rooonollod to tho {loa of common origin, na 
enol typo ba pooullar to tho country whoro it la mow found, ‘Chose difference aro mora 
wbrtking in trupland yoglona than anywhere olao. ho rhlnoodros of tho Sunda Jelonds 
differs from thone of Afrlen, and thors aro none Jn Amorlon. ‘Tho olophant of Asn diftors 
frow dhat uf Afton, sud thera are none fn Amorlon, Ono tuple lu foul In Cho Banda Jalundsy 
thore ave nena in Atrten, Ime ya find ono In South Amorlon. ...

Tho same wutherity hx xo well expressed his opinion on another 


polut, that wo emtmot rexivt the temptation of making an additional 
oxiraet : 
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(Wo are thus led (o dlatingulah spoata) provincos In the natural ciniritutlon of animals, 
and wo nisy adopt the following diviston ny Uso moat natural Flrut, the Aretla provines, 
wlth provaillng unlſormlly. Bevond, the ‘mrt Zone, with at loast threp divtinat 
soologlonl prayinooa =the Ruroponu Tompdiate Zono, wort of the Ural Mewntaliw; the 
Aslatlo Tomporato Zong, ovat of the Ural Mal\atatnay and the Amorioan Temperate Zone, 
whtoh may bo aubdlyided into two, the Baatorig and Woalorn, for the animals oant anit woet, 
of the Rooky Mountatug differ auMiclendly Yt two dintinat xoologloal pruxluvvu.

Thora fnota prove conclusively that the Croutar law iiarked out 
both tho Old and Now Worlds into distinet: gooaleyient proviness, and 
thet Fame and ows ave indeponct of climntv ar ether kiwi 
physical eansoa; while i¢ fa equally clear that de hin gouggraphiond cline 
tribution thoro is ovidones of a Phin —of'a design ruling the climatia 
conditions thomeolvea, : 

Tt ta very romarkablo, tao, that while tho racoa of inen, and the 
Fauna and Blora of the Arotio region, prosont goat uniforiity, they 
follow in tho difforont conthionta tho samo generat law at’ laereeing 
dissimilarity na wo rooodo from the Aretle and go Bauth, rreapectively 
of climate, Wo havo alvondy wliown that, aa wo pre down thrnygh 
Atmoriea, Asia, aul Afvicn, the further we travel the greeter inthe dpa 
atmilarity of their Faun mid Flore, to their vory Lorminntions, ever 
When compared togethor in the same Intitutlon or xoneay aul yt

« oxaniination will show, that differonges of types in the human family 
hocomo moro strongly marke aa yo recodo from tho Polar rogions, 
aud roach tholy groutoxt oxtremoes of those torminating points of con- 
tinonta whore they avo most widely separated by distances, although 
aceupying nonrly tho samo parallgs of latitude, and nearly tho same 
eliinates, Tor jnalance, ho Faogians of Cayo Tlom, tho ITottontota 
nnd Bushmen of the Capo of Gog Topo, and tho inhabitants of Van 
Diomon’s Land, avo the teibos Avhich, under simili parallels, diffor 
moat, Such difforoncos of races nro zenreoly loss marked in tho Tro- 
pies of tho onrth; na toslifled by the Nogro in Aftien, the Indian in 
Annorien, and the Papuan in Polynosin, In tho Tomporato zone, wo 
have in tho Old World tho Mongolinns and the Cnneasians, no loss 
than tho Indians in Amorica, living in similar climatos, yot wholly 
dissimilar thomselvos, 

Tlistory, traditions, monumonts, oatoological remaing, ovary literary 
rocord nnd aciontific induction, all show that races havo ocaupied aub- 
stantially tio samo zonos or provinces from time immomorial. Since 
tho digcovory of the marinor’s compass, mankind have boon moro dis 
turbod in tholr primitive sents; and, with tho inorenaing ſaoilitlos of 
communtention by Jand and son, it fa irapossibls to prodlot what 
changes coming agos may bring forth, Tho Caucasian races, which 

- heva always boon tho represontatives of civilization, avo those alono 
that havo extended over and colonized all porta of the gloho; and 
mich of this is the work of tho last threo undred yoara, ‘Cho Creator 
hw inmfuntetl in dls prowp of racot un inatinet that, inspite of 
themuelyvod, ilrivon them throngl all difleultion, to carry ont thelr 
grout Infxion of civiliziag the ourth. It ta nat rowan, or philanthropy, 
which urges thom ons but it is doatiny, Whon wo soo gront divisions 
of the humnn family tnerensing in numbors, spronding in all dives 
tions, encroaching by dogrooa upon all athor races whorevor they can 
live and prosper, and gradually supplanting iiferior typos, is it not 
yonsonnblo to conclude that thoy aro fulAlling o lew of nature ? 

Wo lave always maintained diversity of origin for tho whole rango 
of orgimized beings. If it bo granted, na it ia on all hones, that 
thors lave beon many contros of croation, instoad of ono, what ronson 
da there to muppogo that any ono raco of animale hos aprung from a 
aliuclu pad, inatond of holng the natural production of many pairs? 
Antl, un wae writton hy wa imany years ago, “if it be conewded that 
thery were two primitive patra of lama hoings, no ronson can be 
asnijetitl why there nay wat have been himnilroils,“ #

Zoologieally, the races or apacics of mankind ohoy the sane organio 
Ta which govern other animala: they have their geographical points 
of origin, and aro adaptod to cortain oxtornal conditions that cannot 
bo elynged with impunity, ‘The natives of ono zone cannot always 
he tunelirred to anothor without deteriorating physically and mon- 
tully. Racos, too, are governott by cortain psychological influences, 
which difor among tho species of manicind as instincts vary among 
tho apacios of lowor animals, Theso paychologianl charactoriatics form 
part of tho gront mystorioa of human nature, Thoy aoom often to 
work in opposition to tho physical nooossitios of races, ond to drive 
individuals ond nations beyond tho conflnos of human ronson.» Wo 
aoo avound ua, daily, individuals obeying blindly their psychological 
{natinetas and ono nation roads of tho causos which havo lod. to tho 
dovline and fall of other emptros without profiting hy tho lesson, 

Tho lewa of God opornto not through & fow thouannd yours, but 
throughout oternity, wud wo eunnot always porvoive the why ov whoro- 
foro of what pros in owe Drtef diy. Nations and races, like tndivi« 
duals, Jive onl wn ospooial dowtiny: somo avo born to rile, and 
othors to ho vuloil. And auch haa aver boon tho history of mankind, 
‘No two distinotlysmarked racos can dwell togathor on equal torms. 
Soma racoa, morcovor, appour destined to live and prosper for a time, 
until the doatroying raco comes, which ia to oxtorminato and aupplant 
thom. Observe how tho aborlgincs of America aro fading away 
bofore the oxotlo racca of Ruropo. 

Thoro groups of xacos heretofore comprohondod under the gonorio 
torm Caucasian, have in all ngos beon tho ralora; and ib requires 
no prophets eyo to soo that they ara destined oventually to conquer 
and hold avery foot of the globe whoro climato doos not interpoxo an 
impenetrable barrier, No philanthropy, no legislation, no missionary 
Jalunn, oan change this law: it is written in men'a nature by tho 
hand of hia Cheater, 

Whily tho mind tins apectlates on the physivn) hiatory of racos and 
the more or loan apyoly oxtormination of some of thom, other prob · 
loma atart up in tho cdliatnneo, of whieh tho solution is far beyond tho 
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ronch of human foresight. We have alroady hited at ths mysterious 
dianppoaranco of many grent oa and natona of antiquity. 

Whon tho inferior typoa of nyankiud shall have filled thelr dos 
tinlos and pnasod away, aud tholpuporlor, bocoming Intermdiygted m 
blood, have wandared from thelr primitive soolegleal provinews, antl 
oversprond tho world, what will {bo the ultmate result? Muy inst 
that Taw of natura, which go ofton ‘orbids (ho commingling of epoclos, 
complote its work of doatruction, Kad nt xomo future day lonve the 
_foaail romain alone of mon to toll tho talo of his paat oxistones upon

‘Wa propose to trout of Mankind, bath zoologically and historienlly ; 
and, in order that we may bo clearly undoratood, ft ix expodiont that 
wo should dofine cortain terme which will ontor into frequent use na 
Wo procoad. .

« Typtoat oharaotora aro Moao whioh bolong only to the majority of natural bodlew oom 
prisod In nny group, or to thowe whieh oooupy the centre of thls group, and ia somn sort 
worvo au tho po of lt, bub prosonting exceptions whou it appronohos Ite extremiites, ot 
aooount of the volallonn ant natural attuttion which dp not adinlt well-defined Umdiu 
bolwoon specter." 

Tn gpeaking of Mankind, wo regard na Zypee thora primitive or 
original forma whieh are independent of Climatie or other Physical 
Pnftionces, ATL men are nore or lenn belnonedd hy external vans, 
but thesy can never not with xuflieient fovea to truunferrut one typ 
into another.

Dr. Morton dofinos apeoiea simply to bo “a primordial organio 
Jorm."™ Tlo classes spocioa, “according to thoir disparity or aill- 
nity,” in tho following provisional mannor :—~ 

REMOTE RPROIRS, of the aame genus, avo those among which hybrids are novor 
produced, 

“ALLIGD SPHOIES produce, tudor a4, an Infortilo offepring, 

“PROXIMATH SPROTBS produce, with onoly othor, a fortilo offapring.”” 

GROUP, - Undor thia torm wo include all those proximate races, 
or spooica, which rosomblo onch othor most closoly in typo, and whoso 
geographical distribution bolongs to cortnin zoological provinces; for 
oxamplo, tho vhoriginal Amerioan, tho Mongol, tho Malay, tho Negro, 
tho Polyneatan grovpa, unil ao forth, 

Tt will ho sven, by ecompariaon of our definitions, that wo racognizo 
no wndxtantial difference botweon the termes types and gpectea—porma. 
nonce of charaetorlatics belonging equally to bath. Tho horgo, tho asa, 
the zebra, and tho quagga, oro disthnet apeciea and diatinet ¢ypoe: and 
#0 with tho dow, the Touton, tho Bolnvonian, tho Mongol, tho Austin 
lian, tho const Nogro, the Hottontot, &e.; and no phyalent causes known 
to havo oxiatod during our goologleal opoch could havo transformod 
one of tlioao typos or apooloa into anothor, A. typo, thon, boing a priatino 
or primordial form, nll {doa of common origin for any tivo is oxcludod, 
otherwiao overy landmark of natural history would bo brokon down.

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Tt may thon bo truly anid, that we possora ito data by whieh eciones 
cnn nt all approximate to thelypach of man's fleet appenrance npon 
enrth; for, os shown in our dhronolagienl oaany, even Une dowd 
history, whoso fibuloua chroualbgy is #0 porvoveringly tolind on by 
many, doos not roach back to tha onrly history of mations, It cannot 
now rongonably be doubted, thath Lxypt and China, nt lonal, vxiaterd 
aa nations 8000 yents before Christi and there la monumental ovhlones 
of tho simultanoous exlatonce of virlous Typoa of Mankind quite na 
fer back, Inasmuch ns thoso types aro ruoro ar lose fortile inter a, 
and ag thay have, for the laat 6000 youre, boon aubjoctod ta aceasta 

- of wara, migrations, captivitios, Intarmixtures, &e., ft wanlil bre vain 
inak at tho prosont day to attempt tho unravelling of this tangled 
thrend, and to make anything like a just olagsifeation of typea; or 
to dotormino how many woro primitive, or whieh ona of them faa 
arigon from intermixture of typos, Thia diMealty holla not ntuue 
with regard to mankind, ut also with reapoct to doge, hares, cattle, 
sheop, and othar domoatio animale, na wa ahnll take ocenalin to phew, 
All that othnography ean now hope to accomplish ia, fe seloct sony 
of tho moro prominont typos, or yither groupa of proxinate types, 
compare thom with onch otha, aul demonstrate that they are, ast 
havo always hoon, distinct, 

A. vulgay orror haa boon acdulously improssad upon the pallic mind, 
of which it ia vory hard to divest {t, vis, that all the nicest of the globo 
sot out originally from a alnglo point in Asia. Selonce now kre that 
no foundation in ſaot oxists foranch a conclusion. Tho ombarracanent 
in tronting of typos ox races la constantly {norensod by filse clasoitl 
cations imposed upon us hy projudiced naturalista. It la argued, 
for oxamplo, that all the Mongola, all the Afrlenn Negroea, all the 
Amorlean Tudinns, have hoon corived from ane common Astatio pair 
oy uniquo aoureo; wherens, on the ather band, there da providence 
that human hoings were not sown beondenst over the whol: face af 
the carth, like animals aul planta: mud wo inctine to the opinion of 
M, Agasarz, that mon were orontaul in nations, and nol ina shayle pair. 

Binco the time of Linnean, whe firet placed man at the head of the 
Animal kingdom and in the anime series with rmonkeys, numeronta 
clasaiflcntiona of Inmnn raves have heen proposed: and it nay be 
woll to glvo a rapid sketeh of a few of thom, in order teste the 
diMeultios which oncompnsa tho subject, aud Law hopetooaly vague 
overy deflnitive attempt of this kind must bo, in tho proeont state uf 
our knowledge, 

Burvon divider the human race into etx varietlea— vie. Polar, 
Tartar, Anatral-Asiaue, European, Nogro, and American. 

ae divides minn into four voriotlos — White, INnvk, Copper, and

Tho Afongol apoolos embraces tho Mongol, Binle, Malay, Polynesian, 
and Amorican, 

Tho Nagro spocies comprehenda the Ethiopian, Hottontot, Oceanic. 
Nogro, and Australian, The £thiopian raco oomprisos those Negrocx 
inhabiting the groator part of Africa, having black aking, woolly 
honda, &e.} TWottontota and Buahmen exhibiting light-brown cone 
ploxiona, 

Thin chumiflestion of Mi uriguinut iu aupportydl hy much ingenuity, 
Troy reapoete it dt arperion te thew and innaiineh axon 
chodifleation, howeviacdefvetive, sama to be indisponsnhle, lis nny 
he reewiverl, mt kiuijflo nnd the Jenat aljevtionnble., Lika all lia pre 
dlecemaors, however, who live written on nntliropology, he xem not 
to bo veraod in die monumental litoraturo of Egypt; and, therefore, 
ho claaaos togothor rece which (although somowhat similar in type), 
having prosonted diatinet physical charactoriatica for aovoral thouannel 
yenra, cannot bo regarded aa of ono and the same spoclos, any more 
Hain hea Cauonalnns and Nogrous. 

Thongh many other elasaiflentiona might bo added, the abave 
wittlee to tontlly how arbitrary all clnssiflentions inevitahly mst hey 
beim ne renin ling yot boon susignod why, if two origin) pairs 
Mf lnnunn beings he admitlod, we shonld unt neropt an indefinite 
auuihers and, if we mre te view umtukint ne gaverned ly the samo 
Towa that regulate the rext of Che animal kingdom, this conclusion 
fa tho most jiuturnl, ne dese ſlinu apparently meat in aecordanes with 
the gonorn) plan of the Creator, We have shown that aunclry groups 
of Laman leinga, jroxenting goneral resemblances in phyaloal elas 
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netora, ave found in cortaly xanloglenl prayineos where everything 
convoys tho iden of distinct controa of crontion ; and lenev, wo may 
eonelide that mankind only eénetitutes a link in Nature's gront 
elnin. 

But many of our rondors will doubtloss be atartlotl at boing tale 
that Ztinology was no new aolonqo aven hefora tha timo of Moros, 
It is clony, and poattive, that at that carly day (fourtoon or fifteen 
contiriea n, 0), the Bgyptiana not*only rocognixed, and fhithfully 
roproxontod on their monumonta, many dlatlnot rnees; but that thoy 
possossod thelr own othnographio syatems, and alrondy had olnasiiled 
humanity, as known to thom, accordingly. Thoy divided mankind 
into four spocioa: viz. the Red, Black, White, and Yollow; and, what 
is note-worthy, the samo porploxing divoraity oxiated in onch ef their 
quadripartite diviaions which atill porvades aur modorn classiflen- 
tiona, Our divisions, auch as tha Oaneastan, Mongol, Negro, &e., one 
inelude many aub-typoa; and if different painters of the presont day 
wore callod upon to select a pictorial typo to reprosont min of thoxo 
arbitvary divisiona, thay would doubtless soloet diftvrent human 
howl. Thus with the Mgyptinn: although tho Zed, or fayption, type 
wae roprorontod with considernmbla uniformity, tha White, Yollow, 
and Black, aro ofton depicted, in their hicroglyphod drawings, with 
diftoront phystognomica ; thua proving, that the anmo ondloaa yarloty 
of races existed at that anclont dey that wo observe In tho enma 
localitios at tho present hour, Bo fir from there boing n atrongor 
almilarity omong tho moat nnolont racos, the dissimilarity aotunily 
augments as wo ascend tho atronm of timo; and this Is nntarally 
oxplainad by the obvlona fhot that oxlating romalna of primitive typed 
aro becoming moro and more amalgamated every day, 

Thoro aro aoveral similar tablonux on the monumontas hut we shali 
xelovt tho eolobrated xeono from tho toml of Sette Mexeriria l. 
[generally called “Belzoni’a Tomb," at Thohox}, of the NUXth 
dynaaty, about tho year 1400 w. b., wherein the got Tae eondueta 
airloon porronagos, onchi four of whom ropreaont a distinet type af the 
humnn race a4 known to the Egyptians; and it will bo soon that 
Vgyption othnographory, like the writers of the Old and Now Toutn- 
jienta, havo doaerihoil and chuaiitet solely thoay reese dvelling within 
the goographicnl limits known to them. We enimat now way exactly 
how fin the maatmen geographicul houndirics of the anvlont Kpyy 
tinun oxtondod; for thelr language, the named of plicea nnd names 
of raced in Asin and Afrien, havo ro changed with time that a ninrzin 
must ho Toft to conjecture; althongh much of aur Inawledge tn 
Jositive, hovntia tho minim oxtont of antique Egyptian goography 
ia determiner, :

The above figures, which may be soon, in platos on a folio scale, 
in the groat works of Belzoni, Champollion, Rosollini; Lopsius, and - 
othors, aro copied, with corrections, from the amallor work of Oham- 
pollion-Iigone.” ‘They display the Zot, tho Namu, tho Waheu, and 
tho Zwnhu, as tho hieroglyphical inscription torms thom; and al- 
thongh tho ofllgios wo presont aro small, thoy portray a apocimon of 
onch typo with auflleiont accuracy to show that fowr racos wero very 
dtatinet 8800 yonrs ngo. ‘Wo havo horo, positively, a sciontifle quad 
ripartite division of mankind into Led, Yellow, Black, and Witte, 
antodating Moron; whorona, in tho Xth chaptor of Genesis, tho aym- 
holical division of “Srum, ITam, and Jarre,” ia only tripartite—tho 
Black boing ontiroly omitted, as proved in Panz TZ, of this volume. 

Tho appollative “2o¢" applios exclusively to one raoo, viz., tha 
Egyptian 5 but tho othor designations may be somowhat gonorio, each 
covering certain groups of racos, as do our terma Cauensian, Mongol, 
&e.; algo including a considorable varioty of typos bonring goneral 
rozomblanoo to ono anothor in onch group, through shades of color, 
fortaves, and othor peoulinritios, to bo discussed horenfter.®

‘Wo heave assorted, tluit all eluanilluntlenin af the mies all nen bores 
tofore proposed nee entirely arbitrary; nuil tlint, unſurtunntoly, wo 
dite yot oxit by whieh these arraygemontte cot ho materially: hu- 
provad. Tt ta propor that we xhoukl aalanit oar reason for this 
aseortion, ‘Tho tell wo lure enter pen ix xe wide ete ones 
the wholo physient history of mankhal; lmt, nolthior ene iinite nin 
plan pormitting auch a comprehensive range, we shall Thustrutu om 
Views hy an examination of ono or two groupe of reed) promising 
tho romurle that, whatever may he true of one human diviston--mall it 
Cunensinn, Mongol, Nogro, Indian, or other unme—nppltos with ent 
fores to al divisions, IPwe endeavor to trent of nine goulogicnlly,

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‘wo can but follow M. Agassiz, and map thom off into thoso great 
groups of proximate racos appertaining to the zoological provinces 
into which tho oarth is naturally divided. ‘We might thus male 
zomo approach towards a classification upon sciontifie principles; 
but all attempts boyond this must be wholly arbitrary, 

“Tivity of races” aooma to bo an idon introduced in comparatively 
modern times, and never to havo boon concoived by any primitive 
nation, such as gypt or China, Noithor doos the iden appoar to havo 
occurred to the author of Geneais. Indoed, no importanco could, in 
Mosnic days, attach to it, Inasmuch as tho only Hebrows have loft no 
ovidonces of their belief in a future state, which is never declared in 
tho Pontatouch This dogma of “unity,” if not borrowed from tho - 
Babylonians during the captivity of the Israclites, or from vaguo 
runiors of Budhistio suavity in tho sixth contury 3.0, may bo an 
outgrowth of the charitable dootrine of the “ Lezonos s’™ juat ns tho 
prosont Socialist iden of tho “ solidardté of humanity" ia a conception 
borrowed from Si. Pavn, 


The authors have now candidly stated:thoir joint views, and will 
proceed to substantiate. the fhots, upon which those deduotions ave 
baaed, in subsequent chaptors; unbiassod, thoy trust, by precon- 
coivod hypotheses, aa woll as indifferent to othor than scientific 
conclusions. 

‘With such slight modifications na tho progress of knowlodgo— 
ospocially int hioroglyphical, cunoiform, and Ilcbraical discovory — 
miny have suporinduced sinco the publication of his Cranta Aigyptiaca, 
in L8dd, they adopt tho matured opinions of thoir lamonted friond, 
‘Du.

CHAPTER III. 
APHOIFIO TYPES—CAUOABIAN, 


"Wrar ia meant by tho word “ Caucasian?" Almost overy Tethno. 
loglat would giva a differont reply. Commonly, it haa boon received, 
ainco ita adoption by,Blumonbach, aa a sort of gonorio torm which 
includos many varlotios of racos. By somo writer, all thoao variotiog 
ave reputed to bo tho doscondanta of one spoces; nnd tho manifoat 
divorsity of typos ia oxplainod by thom through tho operation of 
physical cauacs. By others, tho dosignations Caneasian, Mongol, 
Negro, &e., aro omployod simply for tho convonienco of grouping 
covtain Tima varieties which mora ov lesa resomble onels other, 
without paying duo, if any regard, to apecifa charactom.  Uanler tho 
loud Cancaaian avo generally nsroointod the Egyptinim, the Herhors, 
tho Arabs, tha dows, tha Dolaagians, tho Tindoos, tho Thorinns, the 
Tontons, tho Colta, tha Selavoniana: in short, all the so-called 
Semitio and Indo-Gormanio races aro thrown togothor into the enmo 
group, and honoo become arbitrarily referred to a common orlgin, 

Now, such a swooping olnasification oa this might havo boon mains 
talnod, with somo dogroo of plausibility, a fow yours ago; whan It waa 
gravely aasovoratod that ollmato could transform ono type Into an- 
other: but inssmuch aa this argument, apart from now rebutting data, 
revealed through tho deeyphoring of the monnmonta of Beypt and 
of Agayria, ia now abandoned by ovory woll-oduentod naturatiat, (and, 
wo may. acd, onlightonod thoologiun,) it ia diffeult to conceive how tb 
enn any longor be accopted with fivor, Wo know of no nveluvalagiat 
of yoapoctablo authority, at the prosont day, who will aver that the 
yacos now fonnd Uhroughout the valley of the Nilo, and senttoredt aver 
n considerable portion of Asin, worn not aa diatinetly andl broadly 
contrasted at Toast 8600 yours nyo ua at thia moment, ‘The Fyyptinnie, 
Cunannitos, Nubians, Tartan, Nograca, Arabs, anid other types, are 
ua faidifully dolineated on the monuments of the XV Edam XVIIIih 
Dynastios, ag if the paintinga linid heon exeeuted hy an arti of our 
prewont ago, 

Somo of these races, owlng lo tho recont vexpnrchon aft Toepsine, 
have even hoon carried backwnrda te tho TVth Dynnaty; whieh he 
plucoa ahawt 8100 yours before Oliriat. Te hocamos obvlous, eonits 
quently, (hat all the countelea known to Egyptlana in those peruate 
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.agos presented typos which woro as cssontially difforent thon as they now 
oxhibit. [tis oqually cortuin, thatthe Pharaonio Ngyptians repudiated 
all idos of nfinity to thoao cootancous races; and it would seom to 
follow, na a corollary, that tho other parts of the world wore contom- 
poranooualy ocoupiod by many aboriginal spocics, Anciont history 
nowhore acqueints us with habitable countries known to bo uninha- 
bited, and the carliost discoverara always found new typos in distant 
landa, Lenco, nothing short of a méracle could have ovolved all tho 
multifirious Caucasian forma out of one primitive stock; because the 
Cannanitos, tho Arabs, tho Tartars and Egyptians, wore absolutely as 
diatinet from onch othorin primeval timos na they avo now; just as thoy 
all woro then from co-oxiatont Nogroos, Such a miraclo, indeod, has 
boon inyvontod and dogmatically defonded ; butit is a bare postulate, 
unsupported by the Hebrow Bible, and positively rofuted by sciontifie 
facts. ‘Cho Jowish chronology, (fabricated, as wo shall render appa- 
vont, after tho Ohriatian ora,) for tho human family, ainoo the Deluge, 
omvies ua back, according to Ushor’s computation, only to the year 
2848 2.0.3 or, at frrthest, according to the Soptuagint version (whoso 
history wo shall, soe is somowhat apocryphal), to 8246 2,03 but the 
monuments of Egypt romovo overy shadow of doubt, by establishing 
that not morgly races but natione oxisted prior to cithor of those 
imaginoyy dates, If thon the teachings of scionce bo true, thoro must 
havo boon many contros of cvontion, oven for Caucasian racos, instond. 
of ono contro for all the typos of humanity, 

Tho multiform races of Puropo, with trifling oxcoptions, havo boon 
olnagod vmdor tho Caneasian heads and it has boon assumed for agos, 
that oach of tho#o racos must havo boon dorived from Asin, It ts 
gtrango, moreovor, that naturaliats should havo spont thoir timo in 
studying romoto, barbarous and obscure tribes, whilo thoy havo passed 
in silonee ovor the historical races, lying close at hand: novortholoss, 
wo think this branch of our aubjoct may bo rendily elucidated by 
analyzing thogo types of mankind which surround us, 

Tt is to M, ‘Cormrry and M, Epwanos, tho ono honorably known a8 
an historian and tho other as a naturalist, that wo aro indebted for tho 
first philosophical attempt to bronk in upon this settled routine. Thoy 
havo ponotrated directly into the hoart of Duropo, and by o mastorly 
oxamination of the history and physical charactoristics of long-known 
raced, have ondoavored to trace thom back to thoir sevoral primitive 
zourooa. 

Anciont Gaul is tho choson fcld of thoir investigations; and, 
although wo adit that, from tho very naturo of the caso, it is impos, 
aiblo at this lato day to arrivo at dofinito resulta, yot thoir fhots. aro-so 
fairly posited, and thoir @oductions so intorosting, as to command

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nttontian; no loss thin to indues the beltof that thely plin, if persevered, 
jn, may loud moat oflleiont aid in cloaalfying the ravox of mien. They 
Inyo at lonst shown, conclusively, that vory oppoalie type have chyelt 
togethor in Puropo for more than two thousnnd yonra; that tinw aud 
idontionl physical casos have not yot obliterated or blonileal thorns 
and that, while nations may become oxpunged, there fa overy rencon 
to boliovo that primittve diversities are rarely, if over, wholly otfieed, 
Inasmuch aa the Inbors of thease gontlomon stand unparaltelst, and 
possoss vory important boarings upon cortain opiniona long hold by 
ourselvoa, and which wo are about to dovelop, no apology new lo 
oſlorod for tho following oxtondod resumé of thelr combined lnuenu. 
Czsar bogins his commontarios with—

To thoso threo divisions, tnkon in masa, ho Applica tho collective 
denomination of Galli, eorroaponding to the Fronch term Gaulaten 

Amano conflymea thie aveaunt, and adda that the Aquituniuna iliſſor 
from the Colta, or Gadi, aud trom the Belgians, not oily in luningo 
tod inntitutiemn, but alee in conformation of hody: nul thit they 
reaemble muoh more the Jbertana; white ho reyrrda the Celta wud the 
Bolgians as of tho samo natlonnl typo, Although spooking different 
dinlocts, Phoro aro, howovor, valld yonsons for doubting tho luttor 
opinion. 

"Hom tholr phyaleal charactor and Jangungo, Smano coneidar the 
Aquitenians, as well na tho Tigurlane, who ocoupted n part of vie 
conat of Hranco, to ho n branch of tho Thovinng,® the anclont pooply 
of Spain. Thoro Zberea, or “pooplo beyond," goom to have boon trans 
planted, from timo hnmemorinl, on tho soil af France, and ace sill 
behold, diatineé from all othor mon, In tho medern Banques, 

Tu conseqnenco of their position on thy cont af tho Mediterranean, 
the Laigurians hornmo known to ancient navigatar before the other 
populations of Gaul, Creole hiatoriane mut keographers aponk of 
thon in vory oarly thaes, Thoy Aura ‘mong the larbaratie wllies 
of tho Carthaginians, au fin hack aa doy, © Thiurry nilupla, 
enforcing by many proof, the opinion that the Aquitnniana and 
Uignriana wore both of tho Jerian atovk, and axa tit they were 
alien (o the Gallo family, properly aponking,™ 

Mies races dispoaoil of, Thierry xnyn that the Colta, ar Galli, nul the 
Relginn remain to ho examined; nnil ho viowa thom as two brated 
of the anne othnie trunk: 


“Tie ſraotlann of tho mune family, feolated dueling many Ages, developed separately, 
Hid hevane, by mente uf thelr long xopnrailon, dlatnat Yao, The Galle, or Colts, wore 
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‘the moat anolont Inhabitants of the country, aad St is — tht Lt dorives lia names 
and an Jdoa of thole anilquily may bo obtaluod from the atalomont that ‘the Celie aubjue 
gated Spain in tho wlxtooth contury v. q. ‘Tho Calls mado n dasdont on Italy, undor tho 
namo of Onbra, about two conturles after; and tho Roman antiquarlos dealgnate thoro 
nnooators of tho Ombrians by tho namo of Old Galle’... In short, wo should conmmo 
muoh timo, wore wo to ollo all tho authorities at command, to prove that the Calls wore 
tha moal anolont populatton, On the contrary, the word Zelgians ls vompavatively modorn: 
it fs found, for Uho fival Umo, In Caan; and thoy are recognized widor the namo of Cim- 


briana, In 118 1.0.” 
It seoms tolorably woll established, that tho Belgiane invaded Gaul 


on tholr frat advont from the North, and that tho Colts wore driven 
boforo thom. ‘Cho Belgians sottlod in the north of Gaul and in Italy, 
whore thoy wore not only located by anciont historians, but where, 
acconling to Thiorry and Edwards, they avo still residont. Tho Celts, 
routoil, And impelled to tho South and Enat, took rofugo in mountains, 
poninsulas, antl islands historical faots also olucidated by Du 
‘Broxonnu,* 

M. Thiorry has shown that tho Armoricans and the Bolgians are 
an idontioal pooplo, and that the Wolsh of Great Britain aro also 
dorived from the samo stock, ‘Prichard, it is true, doos not oonour 
in this opinion; but Thierry, ao far aa we oan poroolvo, is thoroughly 
sustained in his views by French, German, and other continental 
writers. No places the entrance into Gaul of tho conquoring Bel- 
giana botweon tho yoars 849 and 2003,6. Tho Armoricans appor- 
tained to the samo stock, but thelr osteblishment in Gaul wae alill 
moro anciont, 

"Mia Golta, ov Gade propor, recording to M. Thicrry as. woll as to 
anciont historians, wero alrondy iuhabitents of Gaul about 1600 a, 0., 
or proxvionsly to the timo of Mogas, Thoy thon oxiated ag a nation, 
wring with othor vaeos around thom; nor can a conjecture bo formed 
na to tho numbor of conturios, anterior to this date; during which they 
had oceupiod that tarritory, 

Tho Pre-Caltio rosonrohos of Wrraoy,™ among the peat-Joge of 
the British Islos, havo carried tho existonce of man in England ond 
Scotland back to agos immonsely romote; at the same timo that those

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tion, that the Cünbri, who played so inportint a part in the listery 
of early Kavopo, wore of the anmo race na the Belgian; nuil that ole 
writers, cooval with tha (ime of ALRxanpRn, or fourth century m6, 
plaev thia vaca on the Northern Ocoan, fu dntland. Uetween the 
yonts 118 and 101 1.0, tha Clmbrt wore act in motion, and oventunlly 
dovnatated Gaul, Spnin, and Italy. It ia aatiking fot, that, in dia 
invasion, whon they renched Northorn Gaul, whore the Helgans wore 
alrondy sented, the lattor immediately joined thom, na allies, ngninat 
tha Celta; and it sooma to he clearly proven that the Cimbri and 
tho Bolginna apoko dialects of the anmo language, 

Thia Cimmorian yago wos Hiflasoly senttored throngh the north of 
Europe, and ovon into Asin Minor, at an early period.

They wera 
both fahy and atikingly conteated with the chadeskinned, lnke - 
haived, wid Ilnek-wyedl Jderianas M. Emraun, however, prayer: that 
thely phyvleal character were oxecudingly ditlaent, No pruot enn 
bo vdducod of Geir common origin, boyant xome aftinity letweon 
theh languages: argiments Oat we edad xluay to he ate lonyger sit hte 
factory evidences of uboriginal emuygninity. 

"Tho fleat branch bad procedod, in Gaut aund the uolghborlag Avelapelnge, sho dave 
afhistuy. ‘Tho miblunta coneldored then pa ntochthanee, PFrot Gaul they yxtentod to 
Spain, Daly, sat yria, Tholr gonerde ime wre fel, or rather a word whieh ist Momand 
roudoved by Calta, ail the Urooke by (alae ntul alutée.

Tt becomes apparent, thon, from tho facts dotailed, and which no 
historian will question, that the territory of mnciont Gol ‘svas oconpicd, 
some 1500 yonrs 2.0, by at loost two distinctly-marked Onuensian 
races — tho Colts and tho Iberians: the ono friv-skinnod and light. 
hiaived ;.tho othor a dark raco; and each speaking a language boning 
no affinity to that of tho other: — procisoly, for instanco, as tho Buskal- 
duno of the present Basques is unintolligiblo to Gnolio tribes of Lower 
Brittany, But history justifies us in going boyond this dual division. 
Ench type was doubtloss a gonorio ono, including many aybordinato

cartiogt daw desorles thoao familios, 

Gnul has been the roooptaolo of othor races than those named, but 
thexo wore comparatively small in popular multitude; and although 
Q gront varioty of typos is now visible, yet M, Tdwards contends 
that such oxotic constituonts of later times form but trivial exceptions, 
er that threo major typos stand out in bold roliof 

Iddwarda upholds sundry physiologicnl lews to account for this pre- 
sorvation of typos; and # fow shall bo noticed incidentally, as.wo-go 
on.

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Aypos, notwlthatanding thole relations, and to auch a polnt that tho male and female of tho 
wand apoolos oftan diffor mora hotwoon thomsolvog, than one or tho ollior differs from indi+ 
vicunla of tho samo sox, In proximate apoolos. ‘hia is ao tro, that the malo and ile 
fomalo, among animals whoso habits thore has boon no opportunity of oxamlning, hayo 
froquontly boon classlfiod ag dlatlnot apooloa; Ingeots and birds ospoolally havo furntahed 
m drous oxamplos. 

‘Yt la manlfost that tho obsorvatlons of M, Coladon bolong to this oxdor of faats, oonsl - 
dovod in thotr goneral boaring; as tho mothor produces two typos, of which ono ropro - 
sonta that of hov own raco, and tho olhor tho physloal charactors of tho xaod of tho fathor, 
Othor oxamplos of tho samo kind might bo prosontod, but this is aufllolontly striking. 

"Tho moat important considoration is, that the samo phenomena aro adon in tho human 
yaoog, and, furthor, In tho aamo conditions indicated, Thoso human racog which divfor most 
produca conatantly hybride (motis). Tt fa thus that a nutlatte always reaults froin tho 
mixture af whito and black races. ‘Tho othor faot, of thoyroproduction of two primitive 
typos, whon tho paronis avo of two proximate (voisines) varlotlos, is toss notorious, but is 
not, on that acoount, iho leas true, Tho fact ig common among Europoan nations, Wo 
havo had froquont oconstons to notloo it. ho phonomonon Is not constant— but what of 
that? Croaeing sometinag produces fusion, somotimes tho separation of Typos; whens 
wo arrlvo at tis fundamontal conclusion: that pooplo apportatning to varlotica of diftoront, 
hut proximate races, In vain unlto, in tho hypothotloal mannor wo have dosorlbed abovo; 
O portion of tho now gonoxatlons will progorve tho primitive typos,” 


These facts are no loss true than curious; and every Amorican, 
ospecially, has the moans.at hand for vorifying thom. ‘Whon a white 
man and a nogross marry, tho product ia a mulatto ox intormediato 
typo. When a white mon ond white woman mary, the oné ‘having, 
dark haiv, oyos and complexion, with ono cast of features, and tho 
other tight hair and eyes, and fair comploxion, with difforont fentures, 
somo of tho ohildvon will gonorally rosomblo ono parent, somo tho 
othor; whitlo othors may prosont a mixed. typo, being a roproduétion 
of tho likoness of an ancestor (genorally forgotton) of oithor parent, 

[very raco, at the prosont timo, is moro or loss mixed, A nation, 
that ix, a numerous population, may be dispossessed of, and displaced 
from, « largo oxtont of ita territory; but this is oxtremely raro— 
ravages alone furnishing almost all such examples. In Amorica, 
witnoss the Indians driven before the whites, without leaving a trace 
hohind thom, ‘Thoro is a fixed incompatibility between civilized and 
gavage man: they cannot dwell togother, On tho Old Continent, it 
is not now a quoation of savages; acionce has there to doal at most with 
barbartana 3 thot is, pooplo possessing the commoncements of civili- 


zation, Othorwiso, it would be neither the interest of conquorors to * 


drive thom all off, nor is it thet inclination to abandon their native 
soil; of which history affords abundant proof Mythology, fablo, and 
Utopian philanthropy, have traced imaginary pictures; but history 
nowhors shows us a people who, frst discovered in the savage atate, 
aftorwards invonted a civilization, or loarnod the arts of their: die 
coverors, ‘Tho monumonts of Egypt prove, that Wegre raoes havo

Thore Ja shundant ovidence to show that the principal physient 
churactors of n people may bo progorved throughout n Jong sorics of 
fgoa, in a gront part of the population, dosplte of climate, mixturs of 
raooa, invasion of forolgnora, progress of elvilization, or other known 
influoncos; and that n type can long outlive tte language, history, reli- 
gion, oustoma, and reopllections, Tho acccasion of new people mult 
plies racoa, but it doos not confound thom: tholr numbore ave in 
orongad by thoao which tho intrndora introduca, and algo by thoso 
which thoy oronto by commingling; but all theso {ncidonts, neverthe- 
loas, still loavo tho ole typo in oxiutonoo. 

Tn tracing, at this Into day, anciont typoa of mon, wo shall, of nos 
conaity, moat chiefly with those of gront and poworlhl nations, that hive 
boon ablo to maintain themaclvoa more or less inviolate, through a 
thouannd difluultios, by their foreo or knowledge, Bianll antl foobla 
frnetiona of humnanity have gouorally been awallowed ip nit ablite. 
rated, like the Cusnches of the Canury tales, The world now nalymnven 
in civilization more rapidly than in formor times, aud mainly for the 
avtbetantinl ronson that the highor typos of mankind have wa normed 
in powor that thoy onn no longor bo molested by tho inferior; nor, 
arguing from tho -past and prosont, oan wo doubt thata time munt 
coma, when tho vory memory of tho Inttor will aurvive solely an the 
pago of history, ‘Tha dnya of tha aborigines of Amorion aro num 
bored; no viotorloua Tartar-hordoa will over sot foot again on Kura. 
pom voi); and the white races, or Japetid@, have commenced the 
enreey of Orlental conquoxt, and alrondy “dwell in tho tent at Sloan," 

Munition of Roman hintery throw fmpertant lyght ow dda 
subject. ‘ho Umpiro was erudied by anevosive hordes af’ hnrlmrinnn; 
Dnt still their ninbory, compared to the population of Iinly, lave heen 
meh overrated, ‘Cho humnun waves af Visigothe, Vnnilnla, Huns, 
Horulos, Ostrogotha, Lombards, and Norninne, rallodl anecoasively inte 
Ttuly; ond yet, it may bo asked, whit veathges riunnin, in linly itself, 
of theso barbarian mugen?

Buch aro somo of tho groat conquosta of European antiquity that 
havo considerably affocted tho condition of mon and things, but 
which, notwithstanding, have not produced much alteration in the 
typo of the conquered poople; Somo mixture of typos is still secon — 
hore and thoro the alion races “crop out,” bub the indigohous thou- 
sands havo swallowed up tho exotic hundreds, 

Conquosts aro ofton moroly political, resuJting.in torritorial annoxa. 
tion or in tributary accessions, where little or no mingling of races 
takos placo, Other oxamples there aro, whoro the conquorors continue 
to pour into a country from thmo to time, and thereby groatly influence 
native typos... I ie thus that the Saxons, taking possossion of Hng~ 
land, havo porpotuated their race: but it is‘ever’tho highor typo tliat 
in tho ond prodominatos. Mptis Dacca yd 

Tho Ignorant Mark; you ay, subjected without difiloulty the thtellootunt oni lottored 
Grooka) thp fovootous Tartar handouifed tho pollahod and. learned Chinoso; tho violont 
Mongol bont undor hia solmotay the hond of tho studious Brahmans tho Vandal, finally, 
ravagod Romo rnd Italy, thon tho contro of Vuroponn aivilization, ako cave not to aoouso 
tho sofoncoa of 6 hiuniliation ontiroly dito to doxpotlam, which alond dogrados and dobases 
Iman hoarts. Cortalnly, no ono oxposos hls Ifo to defond a govornmont ho abhora and

Orontivo Inwe, ag wo have anid, work by myriads of ages. Six con- 
turlos have not olapsed ainoo Zurke, Lartare, and Mongols, apponred 
in TDuropo. The Vandal had alroady disnpponred, At ovory point 
of tho Huropoan continont, tho remnants of those Contral-Asiatio 
awarmns avo molting awny bofore the highor Caucasian types, whor- 

* eyor complete subservioncy to tho Jattor doos. not suspend tho extormina- 
tion of the former, Wero it not that politids aro oschowod in tho prosont 
volume, ovonts of the past five years might supply algnal oxamplos. 

In characterizing types, M. Mdwards justly regards form and aizo 
of tho hond, and the trnits of the fnoo, na moat important: all othor 
oritorin avo dolusive ond changeable; such as hair, comploxion, 
atature, &e., though not to bo noglectod. Evon thoso aro leas mutable, 
wo think, than ML Edwards supposes, ‘hore are many examples of 
comploxion and halr rosiating climatos for contirios, without the 
slightest altoration; and, in taet, we know of né nuthontio instangs. 
whoro n radical chango of comploxion or hair has beat prodnood.“

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‘Wo havo montioned that, in order to put the quoxtion to n practienl 
tout, M. Edwards mado a journey. through Franco, Italy, Belgium, 
and Switzerland, In passing through Florence, he took occnalan to 
viait tho Duanl gallery, to atudy the anoient Roman type, Llu xolocted, 
ju proforonce, tho busta of tho carly Roman. emperors, because thoy 
wore doacondants of auolont famillos, Thoy, too, aro ao alike, and 
withal so remarkable, that thoy cannot be mistakon. Augustus, 
Tiborlue, Gormanious, Claudius, Noro, ‘Titus, &o., oxomplify thls 
type in Florentine collootiona, The following is his dosoription : —

out forelgu accent, I could not help auking whore he was hora. Ilo replledt lia deop alvong 
yoloo, In Home, alr!"

Thia fa tho charnetoristio typo of a Romany but wo ennnot expect 
now to moat with nbsolute uniformity iu any rico, however soomingly 
pure. Such o typo AL Edwards found to prodominate In Rome and 
cortaln parts of Italy at the progont day. It is tho original typo of 
tho country, which ‘haa swallowod up all intrudore, has romained 
unchanged for $000 yonra, and probably oxisted there from tho 
epoch of creation. 

Tho Dtruaonns proaont an oxtraordinary hlatorlonl onigma, Selonca 
Knows not whoneo thoy came, nor whonco thelr Inatitutlons, arta, or 
Inngungo— whothor, indood, thoy wore indigenous to the Italian soll, 
or atrnngora. Wo can trico thoir civilization thr beyond that of 
Romo— more than 1000 your no. Citi 
Yona from Htruscan nrchmologinte, to thie 
oflect, avo given further on. Bome,of thelr 
duacondants now yesomble Romane, but 
thoy prosont nimixed typo. ‘The well-known 
hend of Danre affords an Huauntlon, pons 
liur, and strikingly typienl; for it ia long 
and narrow, with a high and dovelapud fora 
hond, now long and curved, with akarp point 
and olovated wings, [Horo ix the purtrult 
In question, to nfford nn lilon of ite atylo; 
which, howover, requires to be studied upon 
Danra doslgie of n lnrgor senate.) Al. Edwards wos

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atruole by tho gront frequency of this type in Tuscany (anolont Dtru- 
ria), among the peasantry; in the statues and busts of thé Medici 
family; and also amid tho illustrions mon. of the Republic of Flor. 
onoo, in thelr offigios and bas-reliofs, ‘This typo ie woll marked since 
the time of Danto, as doubtloss long before, Tt oxtonds to Venice, 
and is visible over a largo oxtont of country. In the Ducal palaco, 

M. Edwards had ocension to observe that it is common among the 

Dogos. The typo became more predominant na ho approached Milan ; 

honoo ho traced it through a groat part of Franco, and through tho 

sottlomonts of tho ancient Cymbri or Bolgo, who, Thiorry has shown, 
occupied Ols-Alpino and Trans-Alpine Gaul... Tho physical charac. 
toristics of the presont population, therefore, correspond oxactly with 
tho historical colonies; showing that tho anciont type of this wido. 

aprond ‘people, the Oymbri, has boon prosorved for more than 2000 

yorra, : 

Aftor visiting and analyzing thoroughly. the population and history 
of Italy, Mi. Edwards noxt investigated Gaul, passing by tho aouthorn 
and western part, where Thiorry places'the Baaquos or ancient Ligu- 
lana. In the other parts of Francs, ag we ‘have~sdon, thors ‘oxisted, 
at a romots opdon, two gront famillés, difforiiig in langiigo, habits 
and sooial state; and these two formed the bull of the anolont popula. 
tion.. Examination aacortains that two dominant typos oven yot provail 
throughout tho kingdom, too saliontly marked and distinot from onch 
othor to ho confounded. ‘hero havo boon many conquosts and com- 
minglings of racos; but inasmuch as tho gronter number has swal- 
lowed up tho lessor, no vory obvious impression haa beon produced 
by thoso eauaos. Of tho two familtos, the Galle, or Colts, and tho 
Cymbri, or Bolgio, tho former should bo tho most'numorous, hoonuso 
they aro tho most ancient, and had covered the whole country bofore 
tho ontranco of tho Iattox: in consoqnonce, wo find that the type with 
round hends and straight noses, that of tho Galle, has prevailed over 
that of the Oymbri, / 

Oriental Gaul was ocoupied by tho Galli propor of Orsay, whom 
Thiorry denominates “alls.” Northorn Gaul, including the Bolgiou 
and Armorica of Omsnr, on the other hand, wag occupied by tho 
Cymbri. The population of Eastern Gaul—tho Gaule propor— 
according to tho historical facts, ought to be tho least mixed, because 
the Bolge novor ponotratod among thom by foro of arma, but took 
quict possossion of thelr outakirta, slong tho northern parta of the 
country,

M. Edwards ling purauod thie typo in ita various aottlomonta, with 
numorous and valuable aclontifie roaulta. To concludes a division of

Tho Colts and Cyrbri have apronil themaolven oxtouslvely through 
Eaton Kuropo, heyont the linnta of Cant and Thy: but, for on 
oljecta tholr purxult Leiug irrelevnut, we reanny the oxplarntiont of 
M. Fdwarda; who, afer hie aevey of Western, takes a Hlaneo at 
xoveral othor racea of Euatorn Earnpe, alduaggh he deen net elaina to 
have analyzed thoao with (he wune riygerane detail an these of nul, 

The Selavonia typo, another of the thonsnnd-andane Cauensians 
Whose types xtrotel: hoyontl the rouult ef Jidatary, fa tlius dexorlbod by 
our observant othnalagiaty and it sooma to ho Jurt na diatinet and 
atuv ply inarkedl over half of Ruroho, aa that of the dows everywhere:

This typo is also frequont through castern Germany, and although 
it has bbcomo much mixed with the Gorman, their soparato historical 
sottlomonts may yot bo followed, md tho two races ‘traced out and 
idontiflod, like those of the Colts and Cymbri in Gaul. 

History, from its commoncement, has mentioned immense Caucn- 
sian populations, rauging throughout northérn and eastern Europo and 
wostarn Aala, to tho confinos of Tartat and Mongol races, From their 
romotonoaa, and the absence of communication, little was:known an- 
clontly about them; and even at the prosont day, they are looked upon 

aa “outalde ‘paebaelane,” oxciting trivial intorost among genoralrendors, 
This group, howovor, at all times, has comprised the most numerous 
of all tho fairskinnod races upon carth: intolloctually equal to any 
othora, ‘To give tho roador an idon of tho actual oxtont of Sclavonic 
races, wo aubjoin statistics, ns quoted by Count Krasinski, from tho 
Selavonion Ethnography of Schafforick :—

This typo ia also froquont through eastern Gormany, and although 
it has bscomo much mixed with the Gorman, their separate historical 
sottlomonta may yet bo followed, and the two races tracod out and 
idontiflod, liko those of the Colts and Cymbri in Gaul. 

Hiatory, from its commencement, has mentioned immonse Cauca. 
alan populationa, ranging throughout northorn and castorn Europe and 
woatorn Acta, to the confines of Tartar and Mongol raoos. From their 
romotoness, and the abaonco of communication, little was-known an- 
ojontly about thom; and ovon at the prosont day, thoy are looked upon 
as “outside barbarians,” oxciting trivial intorostamong gonoral rondors. 
This group, howovor, at all times, has comprised tho most numerous

Thiatory toachos that ee Thus aotted in Tingary dn the fi cone 
tury ator Ohriat, mul to these sueeemerl a bady of the Magyar, wider 
Anrap, in tho ninth The type of the two raved wos ddontionl ‘hia 
type, xo peculiarly oxatie, ia totally unlike any other in Burape. Tt 
helonga to the gront Uralian-Tater atom of Asin, Tho dorivation ia 
eonvudod by ovory nvturaliat, from Patras to the prosnt day: but te fa 
a-enriona faet thal, although differing in typo, the Maygyaie apenas 
dinleet of the hugungo of tho Aine; and the twa races must have buon 
sasovintod in soni way nt u remote epoch, provionaly te tho settle

‘ment of the Magyars in Ilungary. Du Guraxna had traced othor 
contections, making also tho grand orror of confounding the Huns 
with tho Ohinoso Howng-now: but that identity of language is no 
irroſragablo argumont in fivor of identity of race, will bo a positive 
rosult of tho regoarches in this volume, 

Grecian annals afford an instructive lesson in’ the history of typos 
of mankind. ‘Wo traco hor circumstantial history, with sufficient 
truthfulness, some conturies beyond tho foundation of Rome, and hor 
tunditions back to about tho epoch of Moses, ‘This wo can do with 
onough certainty to know, that HollonicZuropo was then populated, and 
marching toward that mighty destiny which has boon the wonder and 
objoct of imitation of all subsoquont agos, Who woro the people that 
achieved ao muck more than all others of antiquity? And what was 
thero in climate and other local circumstances that could produce 
such. intelligence, coupled with tho noblest physienl type? Or, we 
may ask, did Groooo owe hor marvellous suporiority to an indigonons 
yaco? Tho Hellones and Pelaagt avo tho two races idontifled with hor 
oarlioat traditions ; but whon wo appeal to history for thoir origin, or 
sookfor'tha port | that, cach has played in tho majestic drama. of anti- 
quity, thore is little more than conjecture to guide us. Orooco did 

not com fairly. within the scopo of M, Edwards's rosoarches, ‘yot ho 
hos vontured a fow note-worthy observations, in connection with the 
point before us, Ho thinks the samo principles that governed his oxami- 
nation of Gaul may be appliod to Grecee; and that tho. Hollonos and 
Polasgi might bo followed, othnologically, like tho Colts and Oymbri. 
Everybody spanks of tho Greek type, vogarded as the special charac. 
toringic of that country, roforring it to a beau-idonl conformation. 
Novorthologs, all anciont monuments of art in Greece exhibit a wide 
divoraity of typos, and this at ovory poriod of their sculpture, M. Ed. 
wards draws o happy distinction botween tho heros and the historia 
ago of Grooce: tho first, if chiefly fabulous, has doubtless » somi- 
historical foundation ; the latter is the true Adstorie age — although 
no poople of antiquity apponrs to have conceived the “historical idea” 
correctly; nor is it popularly understood, even at the present day, 
among oursolves, 

Most of tho divinities and peraonagos of the Aerode times,” anys M. Edwards, “arg 
formot on tho aamo modol that oonatitutes what wo torm the deau-idea, ‘Tho forme and 
proportions of tho hoad and foaturos are so rogular that wo may dosoribe thom with matho- — 
matfoat proofsion, A porfootly oval contour, forohoad nnd nose stratght, without dopros- 
son botwoon thom, would aufllce to dlatingulsh this typo, Tho harmony te such that the 
prouonoo of thoso tralts implios tho othorg, Tut atich Is not the charactor of tho poruon · 
ages of truly hietorio tion. ‘ho philosophers, orators, warriors, and poets, almost all dlffor 
from it, and form a group apart. It onnnot bo confoundod with tho first—[ will” dot 
attompt to doseribe lt hore, It la auMlotont to point $t out, for one to recognize at once 


how fur 11a woparatod, It grontly reaomblos, on fho contrary, the typo whioh Ja seen in 
othox countriog of Europo, while the formor Js sonrocly mot wilt thor.” 
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Ta frellitate the rondor'a npprecintion of the difforencea betwixt 
tho heroia nnd tho Aistorie typos, the following Lends nro suloutod t 
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- The Inoaments of Lycurgus and Eratesthones, excepting : ‘the 
beard, are such na thoso one moots with daily in our stroots ‘and thio 
anmo applies to the othor familint porgonages whose portenita wo 
prosont, 

“Woro wo ta Judgo solely by the monuments of Grooco, on neoount of tho contrast I 
havo palnted ott, we should bo tomptod to xogard tho typo of tho fabulous or horolo por- 
fonngos ag lcloal. But fmagination moro roadily orontos monstora than modola of bonuty ; 
and this prinolplo alono will aumoo to oonvlnoo us that, it haw oxtsted in Croooo, and tho 
oountrlos whoro ita population hag aproad, If it doos not still oxlet thoro,” 

Tho lonrnod' travellors, MAL. pu Srackutnena ‘nnd pn Bronsran, 
havo journoyed through tho Morea, and closoly investigated tho popu- 
lation, Choy nssort. that tho Aerote typo is still oxtant in cortain 
localities. Hore, thon, thore haa beon a notable prosorvation of a 
poculint typo— within © small goographical apaco— through timo, 
aware, fominog, plaguos, immigrations, multifarious foroign conquests; 
although tho Greoke of the historio typo sro, ont of all proportion, 
the most abundant at tho prosent day; which is procisoly what, 
under tho ciroumstances, an othnographor would havo expected.

beenuse it does not seem to bo sufficiontly uniform to bo original. 
Alboit, if wo sot forth with M. Edwards to hunt for tho required 
clomonts of modification through Greece, (giving to this namo ita 
moat oxtonsive sonse)— :

After oatablishing the inauflicloney of Philology in trelng tho 
origin of recs, Bodichon makes tho following forelblo remarks in 
vindiention of Physlology, ns 8 more cortaln Instrument of annlysia:

Ivoly hatos atrangora, In both tlio aamo porvorsongse and obstinacy, aamo onduranos of 
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fadgne, same love of indopondenge, xamo Indexion of volot, mame expression of fvollngs, 
Jdxten ta a Cabyle spasking hia native tonguo, and you will think you Hear a Irdton talking

Tho Brétena to this day form n atriking contrast with the people 
around thom, who aro — 

“Colts, of tall stature, with hive eyes, white aking and blend hale they ara ooms 
taunteativs, Impetuaus, versatile; they paaa rapidly from courage to Unitdliy, anst from 
sudaslty to despair. Tula la the diatlnatlve oharaoter of the Colle race, now, aa in the 
anolent Gaula. 

“The Brétons are entirely different: they are taclturas hold atrangly to thelr lidean aud 
tisagosy aro porsovering and melancholia; in a word, both in morade and pAysigue thay 
proaont the type of a southern ract--of the Atlanleana [Atalantiden, Jerbers ?)." 

The early history of tho world is ao onahrouded In darkucss, that 
aolonoo lonves ua to probnbllitlos in all attempts to oxplain tho mannor 
of the wandering of nations from primitive sonta. 

Formorly,” anys Nodlehon, northern Afrlon wae joined to Hurope by A longus of 
Jand, aftorwarde divided by the Btralta of Cibraltar, ‘The ensemble of the Allanila coun« 
trios formed tho fimaginary] feland of Advani, In ft not probable tint the Atlanteans, tole 
lowing (ho conat, ponotrated Apatn, Gaul, and reached Arinorlon? To contact with the 
Colta, may thoy not have adopted wome of thelr usage? ‘These African tribes, too, might 
have roachod Ruropo by wea, Tho Atlantonne, among the anelents, passed for the frrorite 
chitlren of Neptune; they made known the worship of thla god to other nations to the 
Egyptiann, for oxample, In other words, the Atlantoans wore thy frat known navigntors, 
Liko all navigators, thoy must have planted eolontoa at a dlatanee — the Lindtome (race Zine 
fone) In one oplnlon aprang from one of thom,'! 6 

Our historical prooft of the only diversity of Cauonalun typos in 
Europo might bo grontly enlarged; but tho fhat will be admitted hy 
overy candid atudont of anolont history, who, to. tho propoaltiona that 
wo havo alrondy supported hy cumulative toatimony, will add thoao 
moro rocontly oatablished in Scotland, through the Inostimable ro. 
sonichos.of Dr, Danza Winsor and hia orudlto follow-laborors: 

“Tho Colt, wo have acon voauon to believe, aro by no moans to be regarded na the 
print holra of the land, but are, on the contrary, comparalively recent Intruders. Aes 
before Chol migration Into Furapo, an unknown Allophyllan raoa had wanslorodt to tite 
yomate Inland of Uo won, and fy lia turn gave plage to lator Allophylian nemades, alien dee 
Hned to sonupy It only for a Umo. Of thease antehtatorionl natlony, Arotwmoloxy alone 
rovontn any traded! 

For our immediate objects, however, tho avknowledgmont that 
Europe and Asia Minor wero covered, at epochaa antevodont to all 
record, by dark aa well nu by fhirskioeed races, diflives, Tho further 
back wo joumnoy chronulagienlly, the more conilicting bevome the 
tribes, nnd tho moro aaliont thoi orgnuie diversition; and ne reflecting 
mum enn, at the proont day, ennt hia eye upon tho intinitnds of typos 
now extant over this vast aren, and diaheliove that their originals 
wore ready located jn Muropo tn ages parallel with the oarliest pyre 
inids of egypt, nor that same of thom wore Indigonona ta the Europonn 
nuil. "Tho reudor will hardly controvort thix convliaden, afer he lite 
followed ua uongh the typos of mankind depivtod upon anclont 
mimumounta. 
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OHAPTER Iv. 
PHYSICAL HISTORY OF THE JEWS, 


Tura historical people furnishes so atriling an oxample of the perma- 
nonoo of a Caucasian typo, throughout agos of time, and in spite of 
all the climatos of tho globo, that wo assign it's chaptor apart; and 
if indolibility of typo be a tost of speoifio charactor, the Jews must be 
ropardogl as a pr imitive stock. 

Tf the opinion of M. Agassiz, which coincides withwhat wo havo 
long maintained, viz, that mankind wore created in nations, be cor- 
root, it follows that, in yoality, thor is no such thing na a puro Abra 
hamio race; but that thia so-called “raco'’ is mado up of the doscond- 
ints of:many proximate races, which had their origin around “Ur of 
tho Ohaldoos.” 

‘Wo have already ‘sot forth that the various zoologionl provinces 
possess tholr groups of proximate species of ‘animals, plants, ‘and 
races of mon; which differ ontirely trom thoso of other provinces, 
In liko mannor, around tho wators of tho Tigris and Euphrates, for 
an indofinito alatance, and oxtonding westward to.tho Innd of Canaan 
on tho Moditorrancan, wore grouped cortain races heming a gonoral 
resomblanco to onch othor, although of distinct origins, ‘This ia not 
simply a conjectitre; because wo aco those races paintod and sculp- 
tured on tho monumonts of Assyrian and Egypt Tho atriking 
rozomblanoo of physical charactors among tho whole of them is unmis- 
takenble, and whorevor the portrait of nnothor forolgnor to their stool 
is introduced, the contrast is nt onco ovident, 

Lot ua, in tho flrat place, take a glanoo at the. history of: the Jéwa, 
ag givon by thelr own chroniclors, In Geneets, chap, xi, we are told 
that Annaiam, thelr gront’ progonitor, is dosconded in a direct lino 
from Shom, the son of Noah. Only ton gonerntions intervene botwoon 
Shom and Abrahan ; ond the namos, ‘gos, and time.of birth of each, 
hoing givon hy tho Hebrow writers themselves, wo aro enabled to 
nscortain, with much procision, the longth of timo thoy estimated 
botwoon the Jowish date of tho flood and tho birth of Abraham. 
According to tho Tlohrow toxt, which must bo regarded as tho ae 
authontio, it was 202 yoara, 

Tt is cortainly reasonable to infor that Abraham inhorited, thc 
these fow gonorntions, the typo of a and Noah (supposiiigthe 
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Inttor to ho llatorlonl poraonnyor); for there are many oxamploa whore 
rabon Hava prosorved thelr typos for n much longer thio; and tho 
Jows thomeolves, aa wo shall show, have maintained their own typo, 
from the epoch naalgned to Abraham, down to the prosont day. Pho 
om of Abrnliam hna hoen varlously oatimated, from 1600 even to 
2200 youu n. 0,3 which would giva to hia dosvondanta at lonat one 
Inindved gonorntions, according to the common rules of vital statistios, 

Tt should bo kopt in viow that wo aro hore trenting the Hook of 
Gonoaia nocording to tho vulgar undoratanding of ita Inngunge, In 
Pant IL, and in tho Soppiuneny, it fa ahown that a far different oon 
struction haa boon adoptod hy tho boat acholara of the day; who 
yogard tho so-onlled anesatore of Abraham na goographioal namoa of 
nations, and not ne individuals, 

Tho inadoquacy of Jing Jumoa's Vorsion to oxprosa Iitorally tha 
monning of Hebrow writors, compola ua to follow tho Biblo of Carrey, 
Director of the Iurnolito Svhool of Paria, and ono of tho nblost trans 
Intors of tho day, ‘Thia work, printed undor tha patronage of Lovie 
DPinnrprn, commenced in 1881, and complotod Ite twonty-two 
volumes in IRR: “La Bible, Lraduction Nouvelle, aveo UHébrou 
on regard; aecomprigné dex pointe-voyellea at doa dooona-toniquea, aveo 
des notes philologiquer, geographiques at Wtteraireas et lex variantes 
doe Soptante ot cu texte Samaritan." Thora ta nothing ike It 
in the English langungo; nor shall wo diacuss Old Toatamont qitos 
tlous with thoso who oro unacquainted with Oauux and tho Nebreu 
Loot, Nolthor mast tho rondor infor, from our genoral conformity with 
the ordinary modo of oxprossion, that wo rdgard tho dooumonin of 
Goneosis othorwiso thau from tho solontiflc polnt of viow, 

Tho country of Abraliam's birth was Uppor Mosopotamin, betweon 
tho watora of the ‘Tigria and Muphentoa, not vory fir from tho alto of 
Ninoveh; and, aftor his marriage with Baral, hia history thus con 
{ina — 

And Torah took Abram, Jit von, and Tot the son of Taran hla son's aon, and Baral bla 
daughtor-la-nw, hie won Abram'a wifer ancl Ciey wort forth together trom Ur of the Chale 
door [AUT KnRDIM), to go lnta the Ind af Cannany wid thoy cata unto Haran and 
dwolt thera, nil the diya of Terah wore LOA years, nal Torah dled fn Harnad. 

“Now lollOuall aalil unis Abram, Get thes ont af thy eanatey and freee thy birthplace anil 
from thy fathor’é house, unto @ land whieh l will show thee, And [will make of theo 4 
er arg nd X will blexe thee, aml I will aggroudlae thy nate, aud ikew walt be a 
Dlewslig." 


Accordingly, Abraham and Lot, with thelt fandlies and thoir flocks, 
journeyed on, “ond in the lund of Canwan they arrived.’ And 
fetlOuall apponred unto Abrium and anid, Unto thy wood will 1 give 
thin land,”* 

They were won driven to Egypt by a grievous ſumlno, to heg vorn 
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of the Pharaoh who then ruled over that country; but, after a short 
sojourn there, thoy roturned to the Promised Land, and pitched their 
tents again on tho vory spot from which thoy had boon token, “And 
tho Canaanite and the Porizzite thon dwelled in the land.” 

Abram and Lot soon soparated; and “Abram struck his tents, and 
enmo, and established hiinself in the grove of Mamro, which is near 
Khobron, and thore ho built an altar to TolOuaH.” In his eighty- 
aixth year of ngo,Abram’s Egyptian concubine Hagan (whose namo 
monne desert, atone) gave birth to Isumann; who, Inunched into Ara- 
bian degorts, bocame the legendary parent of Bodouin tribes; while, 
to ua, ho is tho carliost Biblical instance of tho mixture of two typos 
wm Semitic and Egyptian. 

“Thon, tho patriarch’s name was. changed: “ ‘Thou shalt no longer 
ho called ABRaM (father of high-land); thy name shall bo ABRa IaM 
(father of a. multitude), because I have rondored theo parent of many 
nitions,” ® - 

Saran, at ninety yonrs of age, gave birth to Isaac, ITeKAaK, 
“laughter.” THer.own name, also, had proviously boon changed: 
“Thou shalt no longor call hor SaRal [ladyship), hor name ia now 
BaRall [a woman.of.great sooundiy].® Sho.dicd:at the ago of,one 
hundred and twonty-sevon yonrs, and was-buried in: the family cave, 
which Abram had purchagod in Canaan. ‘Wishing thon to dispose 
of his son Taunno in maxringo, Abraham said to his most aged slave, “I 
will mako theo awear by TollOuatl, God of the skies and God of tho 
oarth, that thon shalt not take for my son of tho daughters of tho Qa- 
naanite [nothor-landors] amongst whom I dwell, but. thou shalt go 
into my country, and to my birthplace, to talfo a woman for my son 
Tanne.’ And, accordingly, the slave wont back into Mosopotamia, 
unto tho city of Noahor, and brought Rebocon, tho cousin of Tanac, 
whom the latter matried. 

The noxt link in the genealogy is Jacob ; who, after dof auding hia 
brother Esau of-his. birthright, votired, from prudential motives, into 
tho land of his forofnthors, and thore married: Loah and Rachel, tho 
two dnaughtors of Laban, Iannc lived to be one hundred and cighty, 
and Jacob one hundred and forty-seven yonrs old; and thoy wore 
both doposited in the family cave, or mausoleum, So tenacious wore . 
thoy of thelr customs, that. Jacob, after being embalmed with groat 
covomony, was enrriod all tho way back from Egypt, as was afterwards 
his son Joxoph, to repose in tho samo family burial-placo; which, 
our Supplement shows, is not a cave called “Machpolah,” but“the 
cavern of tho fleld contracted for, facing Mamro.“ nak 

Hove closes tho history of thoso genorntions which precededstiu 
departure of the Isrnclites for Egypt; nnd the evidenae ds: ay upto 
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thia opoch, na to the oxtrome partioularity (lauatast boing outlawed), 
with which they prosvrved the purlly of tholr blood, na woll na tho 
cnatons of “slooplng with tholr ſntliors. 

Who tho Onnannitos wore haa boon amply trentad in Part II. Te 
aufllooa hore to note that dnd moons “low ;" and that Cannanites, 
na lowlandere, wore naturally repugnant, at firet, to tho AU KuAlide, 
or “highlandera” of Chaldoan hills, 

Let ua follow thia pooullar poople through the next romarkable pago 
of tholr history. “The whole sept amounted to seventy pormone in 
munbor, vizn: Jacob and his clovon sons, who, with thelr funilies, 
by tho invitation of Jogoph, the twolfth, migrated to Heypt; and ware 
thoroupon settled in tho land of Goshen, apart from tho Egyptlana, 
Thus secluded, they must have preerved their natlonal type tolorably 
unchanged down to the time of the Kxodus, whon thoy onrriod it lnak 
with thom to the land of Canunn, Lxcoptional Instanoox fortify tho: 
rulo: olao why whould the gonevinen! writer partionlarise the marriage 
of Jonurn with ASNolTA (tho devoted to the goddoas Noith), daughter 
of Porteian (PET-IDER-PHERK, the belonging to the gods Morus and 
Ra" pricat of On," Hetiopolia), on Egyption woman? Juan had 
bogotton illegitimate children by the Crnanuite Buuan ;* Bloses, born, 
ond oduented in Kyypt wo thoroughly ia to bo called a “ Aligrite. 
man,”™ had wedded an Arabinn Zrevonau, TebVARaLC (literally, 
daughter of the god Ra), tho daughtor of Juruno, o pagan " pricat 
of Aidian:”™ and, besides tho GouM AdRaB, drab-horda (fnlaoly 
rondored ‘mixed multitude’), that journoyed with tho Binnle lurno · 
itos, and with whom thore must have boon Ullalt connexons, theory was 
at lonat ono son of an Lgyptian man, by an Jeraelitiah woman, in the 
camp.” Othor examples of ‘ourly Hebrew proalivity oan be found; 
but thovo suffice to indionto oxcoptions to tho Iny afterwards promuk 
gato, Under tho command of dosdun, the land of Cana wi cone 
qnored, and divided mmongst the twolve tribes; mid from Unt the 
down to tho flunl dostruction of the Tomple by ‘Titus (70 a. v.)) u 
poriod of about 1600 yours, tia tannitry waa more or lose couttpiod by 
thom. Thoy wore, however, shuost invosmntly harassed by eivil and 
loroign wars, enptivilies, and culumition of various kinda; and thelr 
hlood becauie more oF less bultoratel with Uhat of Ryro-Arabian rucos 
around than; the typo of whom, howyver, did not diflor materially 
from their own, 

Wo shill not impose on the patience of the ruler, by recapitulate 
ime the long lint of ovidonces whiek ara foul in hlatury, both anaved 
wut profine, ta prove Uke comparative purity of the blood of tho 
Intantiten dwn to the time of heir dispersion (TU Aon). ‘The avoid 
neo of niurringen with other raves was onjoluod hy their religlon, 
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. and this oustom has beon perpetuated, in an extraordinary dogree, 
through all their wandorings, and under all their opprossions, down 
to the prosent day. oe cet : 

But, while all must agreo that the Jows have, for agos, clung 
togothor with an adhosivencss and persevoranco unknown, perhaps, to 
any other people, and that their lincamonts, in consequence, havo 
boon prosorved with oxtraordinary fidelity; it must, on the othor 
hand, be admitted that the raco has not ontixely escaped adultern- 
tion; and it is for this ronson that we not unfrequontly sco, amongst 
thoso profoasing the Jewish religion, facos which do: not bear the 
stamp of tho puro Abrahamic stock, “We have only to twn to 
tho records of tho Old Tostamont, to find proofs, on almost overy 
pogo, that tho ancient Hebrows, like tho modern, were but human 
beings, and subject to all the infirmities of our nature, Evon thoto 
vonorablo honds of the Hebrow monarchy, whoso namos atind out 
ag the Iand-marks of sacred history, wore not untarnished by tho 
moral darkness which covered the carly inhabitants of the carth. 

The history of tho connubial life of the patriarchs, Abraham and 
Jacob, presents o picture quite. revolting:to the-standard of our day, 
After tho -promulgation of the: Mosnio Jaws, the Ternclites wore 
expressly forbidden to intormarry with aliens} and yot tho injunction 
was ofton disrogayded, Abraham, bosides his Arad wife Knrovnan, 
and Joseph, as just shown, had both taken womon from among tho 
Jigyptions; and Moses had ospoused an Arab (Cushite ?), David, tho 
man aftor God's own heart, long after tho promulgation of tho law, 
not only had his concubines, but so far forgot himself as to commit 
adultery with Bathsheba, tho wifo of Uriah, tho Tittite; and, after 
murdering the husband, married her, and she became the mothor of 
tho colebratod Solomon, Next, on the throne, camo Solomon him- 
soli, whoge caroor, oponing with murder, closed in Paganiem, THe also 
martied. on Egyptian (9 princoss); onjoying, besides; seven: 
othor wives and throo hundrad conoubines: forsKing Solonidt) 
many strange womon, together with the daughter of Pharagh: 
mon of the Moabites, Ammonites, Udomites, Stdoniane, Hittites, and of 
other nations:”™ and so promiscuous was “hfs philogamy, that somo 
commentators have imputed soandal evéh-to the “Queen of Sheba,” 
the sombre bello of Southern Arabia, Even the noblo-hearted Judah, 
tho “Lion's Whelp,” the Inst column of the twelve that stood crest 
in tho sight of Jehovah, and whose especial mission it was to rogo- 
norate and yaigo up tho fallon raco.in purity and power, even ho, not 
only woddod an impuro-Cannanito, but was tempted to orlmo by-his 
own daughter-in-law, disguised as a harlot, on the rondbalde} andj'so 
fur from reponting tho sin, ho had two childron by hor, Nor neoed 
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wo remind tho vendor of the unfortunate affaly of Barak with Pharaoh, 
uid nguin with Adimeloed, 

Wo night Tinn go on, and multiply exnnples of aiillur import 
from Jewleh annnla; but to ne dt le much more plowing to dry 
tho voll of oblivion aver the depravity of there primitive days, and to 
remember only the noble moral precopta hoquonthod nea hy the kings 
and prophets of Judea, Thoao, howovor, avo hintorien! feta, having 
impartant bearings on the auliſoot hofore ua, nnd momt not, therefore, 
ho passed over in allonoo. Thoy show clonrly that the nelont lurnol- 
ites wore reatrained by no moral forea whieh could koop their gone. 
alogios puro; but, in comparison with ovory athor people, there ta 
onough to justify us in holioving that tholy podigroos aro to he relied 
on for along zorloa of yonerationa, Thoao among Sows of the prosont 
day who prosorve what ia regarded na Cio national typo, must noooa. 
aarily bo of pure blood; whilo those whe do not nut be traced up 
to foreign allinneos,

All writton doseriptions of carly times, relative to the Jowish

Afghanistan, &c.; tho divoetion in which, wo ave taught by the annals 
of motlorn times, some doacondants of tho ton tribes wore disporsed, 
long aftor the Assyrian captivity in the cighth contury n,0, In short, 
tho Jowish fonturos moet one in almost every country under the sun; 
but it is worthy. of special remark, that Hobrow linoamonts are found 
in no rogion whithor history cannot track them, and rarely whore their 
porsessors do not acknowledge Jowish origin. Nor will tho fact bo 
questioned, wo prosume, that well-marked Israclitish features avo 
never behold out of that raco; although it has, as wé shall show,

Tn Amentod, Milman averagos thom at 6000 ey but this. wae 
eortainly vory far below the mark, even whon his book was published, 
and thoy havo since boon inerensing, with immoneo rapidity. Wo 
should think that an ostimato of 100,000, for North and South 


Amorica, would not bo an oxaggoration. 

Mia akctch suflicos to show how tho Judaic raco has become seat« 
toredl throughout tho rogions of tho carth; many fumilios boing dom!- 
olliated, over sinco tho Christian ora, in climates tho most opposite ¢ 
and, yot, in obedionce to an orgmnte lew of animal life, they havo pro 
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aorved, imelinnxoch, the anti fontures whieh tho Almighty atanped on 
the flest Hobrew pate eronted [tony be well te ddenuiaey, na vulgur 
aul unneripturul, fueiation that the features of the dowa one avteh 
butable fo 1 suthaoquent miracle, or that God linx put in mark upon 
thet, hy which they may be always known, and for the more purpogg 
of distinguishing thom from other races. Tf we are correct in enrry. 
jng thoir typo back to times procoding tho Hxcrud, thia aupondition 
must fall to the ground. The Almighty, no doubt, Individantized 
nll human races, from the beginning. 

It is admitted, by ethnographers of every party, that munleluch ara 
matorinlly influonced by climate, ‘Tho dowisl akin, fur oxninplo, may 
bocomo more fair at the north, and more dark at the troples, dian in 
the Lane of Promiso; but, event hore, the limit of ehange atopg tie short 
of approximation to othor types. Tho conploxion may be bleached, or 
tannod, in expoeed parte of the body, but tho dowlal foatures stand 
unulterably through all climates, and are anperiey ta much intluonces, 

Novorthelow, it ie stoutly contended, oven at the prosent day, that 
Jews, in virions parla of the world, have boon tranennted into other 
yxxen. Sovoral oxiniplox (xo supped) have been heralded forth to

whilo tho proof Is conclusive on the opposite aide. 

Tho most prominent of these mondaclous Instancoa la that of the 
Lack Jews In Molobar; and this na boon confidently elite by all 
advocates of the doctrine of Unity, down to tho Edinburgh Aeview, 
1840. Prichard, In hia gront work, has dodged thia awkward 
point, ina manner that we avo really nt a lose to andorstand, In

portant, that wo ventura a long extrach Tho “Jorusnlom, or white. 
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* dows,” ho tolls us, ‘live in Jews’ town, about a mile from Cochin, and 
tho “anotent, or blaok Jews,” with small exceptions, inhabit towns in 
tho interior of the province, 

On any Inquiry (oonllnuog Dr, Buchanan) tuto the antlqutty of tho white Jows, thoy 
frat dollvorod mo a narxatlvo, in tho Hobrow Jangungo, of tholy arrlyal in India, which hing 
boon handed down to thom from tholy ſalhors j and thon exhibited thely anclont brass plato,

nnd tho reynl grant was ongravad, nooording to the oustom of thoko days, on a plate of 
brass. hia was dono du tho yout from the oroation of tho world 4260 (A.D, 400) 4 and 
tlle plato of brags wo still linvo in poacouelon. -Our forofathora continued ab Cranganor for. 
about ono thousnud yours, and tho numbor of honds who governed wove sovonty-two, Soon 

+ nftor our aoltlomont, othor Jows followed na from Jndons and among thom camo that man 
of grout wladom, Rabbl Sainuol, a Lovite, of Jornsalom, with his son, Rabbi Johuds Lovita, 
Nhoy brought with thom the silver ¢rumpata mado uso of at tho tlmo of tho Jubilee, whioh 
wove anyod whon tho second Pomplo was doatroyed; and wo havo hoard, from our fathors, 
tint Uhove wars ongravor upon tlioao trumpots the lotters of the Inoſmblo Namo. Thoro 
Joliiod wa, also, from Spaln nnd othor places, Nom timo, to.tmoyoorthin tribes of Jowas, who 
had hoard of our prosperity, But, at nat ag Rt lang nmong ourgolyos, ono of ow 
oliloſs onllod to Ms aaslalanoo an Indinn king, who camo upon ua with a gront army, do- 
atroyed our howtos, palncos and strongholds, dlspossossed us of Cranganor, kllod part of 
us, and oarrlod part Into oaptivlly, Ny these mausnoros wo wore reducod ton amall number, 
Homo of tho oxtlos onmo and dwolt at Coohin, whore wo havo romalnod ovor sino, suffering 
groal changes, from thre to Umo. ‘hove ave amongat us some of tho chiktven of Teracl

Wo think it is now abown antlafuetorily that the “Black Jowa" of 
Tudin ve not dows hy co, any more than tho Nogro converts to Tt 
dalam known to oxlat ab THmbuetoo, or the many Moorlah adherents 
to tho Tlobrow filth senttored throughout tho States of Dnrbary. 
Thore are authors living who inalst iat the nboriginos of our Ainorl 
oan continont are Inund desoondants of the lost den éribes, which havo 
rin eo wild in onr woods na to bo no longer recognizable!

Sty Willlam Jones (and this 
opluton 1a now provalont) ja fnollnod to bollovo that their dosoont mny bo tracad to the 
Taraolites, and adds, that tho bost-informod Poralan historians have adopted tho samo 
oplulon. Tho Alfglions havo traditions among thomeolvos which rondor it yory probable 
that tia le tho Juat nocount of tholy origin, Many of thotr families aro distinguishod by 
namog of Jowlsh tibos, though, stnoo tholr convorston to Za/am, thoy oonoonl tholr dosoont 
with the moat sorupulous oaro j and tho wholo is confirmed by tho olroumatanoe that tho 
Pushto log go tony an affinity with tho Chaldate that tt may justly bo togarded aus disloot 
of that tongue, ‘hoy avo now confounded with tho Arabs.“ea 

This quotation is a fiir spocimon of the fubulots othuography our· 
xont among orthodox liteſrateurs of our day. Thoro is no Biblical

groat ompire, composed of millions of atrango people; and beholds 
standing around him pyramids and tomiples, ereatod by. this moro an- 
giant and distinat race— with xecords, hicroglyphical and hieritic, 
written in a language to him foreign, strotching back more than 2000 
yoard before his birth. Tho rongons, thon, aro obvious, for passing 
over that part of Egyptian history anbsequont to 2. 0. 1500, and for 
commoneing our molysis of the monuments with thoso of the XVIIth 
dynasty, (af Tiopaiua--XVILCth, of Rosollini,) which waa contempo- 
xury with Abruhmn. Although Jowish chronicles, na they havo 
rouchod us, byyont this Abrahamic point.avo all confusion, it will bo 
foun that Myyptian monuments afford vaat matorials, bearing upon 
rome ‘Typos of Mankind, in Asin and Atiicn, whose opoch antodatos, 
by twanty conturioa,; that of the Sather of tho Abrahamida, 

Tt ia now known to every educated render that tho Egyptians from 
tho vory earliost times of which yostiges romain, viz, the ILId and 
IVth dynasties, wore In tho habit of decorating tholy templos, royal . 
nnd private tombs, &o, with paintings and soulptuves.of nn histoxical 
charactor; and that a voluminous, though interrupted, series of such 
IMoroglyphod monumonts and papyri is preserved to the presont day. 
Thoxo sculptures and paintings not only yiold us innumerable por 
traita of tha Egyptians thomeclvos, but aleo of an infinitude of foreign 
poople, with whom thoy held intercourse through WAS OF COMLMATCOy 
Thay have portrayoil thoir allios, thoir onemics, thoir captives, sorvante, 
and slayos; and wo possess, thorofore, thus frithfully dolinoated, most: 
if not all tho Asiatic and African racos known to tho Tigyptlang-8500 
yonra ngo— raced which are recognized aa idontiont withthose'that 
oocupy tho sumo countries at tho prosent day,

Whon tho colohrated Viacoxrt printed, Jn Italy, hia Crtok and 
Roman Jeonography, containing tho pertraite of the muet tnmong 
personages of claaaionl antiquity, ho Inmontud the abecnee of Agyptian 
portraits; little oxpoating that, n fow yonrs Inter, Htosollini® should 
publish a complete gallory of likenoases of Pharnoha and Itolomloa 
from the monumnonta of tho Nilo; atill fom canted olther of thoan gront 
acholars forvaoo that, oro one goneration olupaad, wo ehauld possess 
tho portraits of Sonnachurib and other Assyrian mounrelia from tho 
palaces of Nineveh | 

Mankind have always, and ju avery country (Chitin, thom mosh 
duclont tints, paruculurly), takon extrame interest in knowing tho: 
fonturoa of thosa who have boon renowned In atory. Iiny pralecs 
tho 700 portraits collected by Vario. Bolonon, vr the writer of: 
Tadom, says, * Whom mon coud not honor in promonea, loons 
thoy dwollocl afhy off, thay took tha counterfett of his vlenge, ancl mado. 
Av express image of a king whom thoy honored ;" and while ta Gre 
dian ard wo owo the porpotuation af the sublime busts of their worthios:

now that wo possess tho lilonosa of Prineo Almugr (to be vxhibited 
in duo course) who lived about 6800 youre ngo, that Lyraternarya, who 
flourished in tho Hdth Olympind, waa olthor tho frat portrnitaontptor 
or moultlox. Such sparse romuing of Ilollonlu art aa apportain to tho 
sixth century u. 0, differ altogethor from the porfoction of Inter ages, 
aud betray tho stiflioas of nntiquity. "Chey corrosponl in style to the 
old Lyoian sculptures, which aro known dorlyntivoa of Asayrian arty 
nnd {¢ ta aufilclont to glaneu at the offigiea of Ninovite kings and 
nobleg, ao aplondidly illustrated in tho foto plates of Hotta and of 
Lanyard, to bo ounvinced that the art of portrait-caking necontle, in Ate 
aytla at least, to the tonth contury 2.5 while, in Spypt, ite origin 
precodea the oldest pyratnids— boonvac, at tha IVih dynasty, the

Tt is unnocossnry, for othnological purposes, to continue tha soviea 
of Hgyptian portraits down to the Ptolomios, and onding with Orno- 
para (alvoady givon, Fig. 8, pago 104,) and hor son by Jurrua- Oægan, 
Casanton, Tho reader can behold tho wholo of thom in Rosellini’s 
magnificont folios, Having prosonted the royal likencases, to aorvo 
aa ovidonco of Egyptian artistic necurncy, wo shall now investigate 
tho foreign nations with whom tho mon, whose portraits wo have just 
Koon, were noquaintod; togothor with such othors as their ancostors 
lind known diving twonty conturies proviously, 

It will hocomo apparent, in a aueccoding chaptor, that oven ns fu 
Dack as tho IV th dynasty, 3, ¢ 8600, tho population of Egypt alvendy 
oxhibitod abundant instancos of mixed typos of African and Asiatic 
origins; wt tho amno time that tho languago then spokon on tho Lowor 
Nilo, and rocordod in tho onrliost hioroglyphica, also progonts ovi- 
donco of theso amalgamations. Tho sorios of Royal portratis just 
aubmittad not only domonstrates this commingling of races, but 
shows that Asiatic intruders had, nt tho foundation of the Now Empiro, 
to n grant extent, supplanted, in tho royal family ot loast, the indigo- 
nous Egyptians, Thoir forcign type is vividly impressed upon the 
ivonographio monumonts, So much do tho Pharaonio portraits of

Muvk, too, that the whole of thoso divorsifled Oriental fimilies ooou- 
piod a vory limited, goographical avon; viz.: from tho river Nile onat- 
ward to the Taurlo range of mountaing; at moat, to the western 
bordora of tho Euxino and Onspian Sons, and across from the Medi- 
torranonn to the Persian Guif—the Indus, perhaps, inclusive. This 
suporilotos constitutes but a potty sogmont of the oarth.

Unity-doatvine mat the abovo facta? Tho answer ia simple. By sup- 
prosaing ovory ono of thom. 

Dy. Prichard published the third edition of the Md volume of his 
Researehos into tha Physioal Wistory of Mankind, in 1887, atthe vast mo · 
tropolia of London, surrounded with fnoilitios unparalleled. Ho de- 
votos fifty-nino pages to tho “Egyptians; ™ yot, boyond a passing 
anoor ab Champollion-lo-J une,” whose stupendous labors were thon 
ondoraod ‘by tho highost continontal scholars—Do Sney, Humboldt, 
Arngo, Bunsen, &o,—ho nover quotes a singlo hiorologist! Now- a- 
days, ovory nrohmologist knows that three-fourths of those very writors 
whom Prichard doos cite on Zgypt havo been consigned to the “tomb 
of the Capulota.” Now, in 1887, Rosollini's Plates and Text, compro- 
honding almost overy pictorial fret by us brought forward, had-been 
publishod—in gront part, for above four yoars, commencing in 1882-8, 
Comnion enough waa tho Tutean work in London, to say naught of 
‘Paria, close at hand. How could Prichard ignore tho existence also

bocome placed, a0 to #ny, without tho pale of selontifie anthropology? 

Our countryman, Morton, atudont wha, doprived of ovory fhollity 
in Egyption mattora und 1442, printed, in Tedd, hla “Chania gypte 
faoa, or Olworvationa on Eyyptinn Ethnography, derived from Ana 
tomy, History, nud tho Monumonta;" and thereby founded tho true 
punciple of philosnphical inquiry inte human origina, ; 

Prichurd (in fuativo to hia memory let ua spoak,) soknowlodged 
Morton's work jn tho handsomost manor” although nat In tho 
‘Rormurchos.” But, how cone it that Prichard should have allowed 
an Amoricant anvan (out off by the Adanto from all his own une 
hounded fiellitios,) to nuticipate him? In truth, only boonnae 
inn uroliwoloxy had shattered Prichurd’s wadéy-dootrino fram the 
Wwanthorvane to ite foundations, 

Having dlspoqod thus of thelr champion, wenkor mutaluora of 
“unlty" who have plinod thelr creed on lila olwtinacy, adding tholr 
own bindnoss to hia ovclty, way be pumed over, withowt dlatroa)ng 
‘ho vendor by roonpltulation of shallow arguinonta and unphiloso.

In Rosolliut's copy, tho fonturos of this king AT avo atrocious. 
Lopulus lias sinoo pronounced Bay-en-aten to bo Amunoph IV, son 
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of Amuyoph-Afemnon. Lummuloglonlly, hia strange countenangs 
altosta vory malxod blood; but nething of the Nogra In olthor parent 
Ile fico is Aaluilo, typifying no ospeclal raco; but it is ono af thoag- 
aovidental deviations from regularity that nnatomieta are familar with, 
eapodjally among mongrel breeds. Wo hinva soon In one lharnonty 
gollory that Amunoph ILS. (Hig. 68) himsolf was not of pure Rgyp 
tinn stock. qf 
Wo now take a long and portontoua stride In Eyyptinn history: 
vis. from the XVIlth back to tho XUuh dynaaty, a ported obsony 
for about four conturles, Tho country during thia hiatia seams tg 
have beou grontly disturbod hy wars, conquests, hy 2yksosmigegi 
tions of population, and athor agitating caussa; and houce arisos the 
Inck of monumonta to guide our iivestigations, In othnographteal 
matorinly, expecially, thore ia almost nn ontira binuk, Unt whith the

Tho head (Iig. 108) on tho procdod- 
ing pogo, from tho colebrated tombs of 
Boni-fusann, so ofton alluded to by 
Egyptologists, roprosonts one of n group 
of porsonnges, gonorally known na tho 
“thirty-soven prisoners of Beni-Haaean,” 
Tho acono has beon ropontodly and va- 
riously oxplained, by Champollion, Ro- 
sollini, Wjlkingon, Ohampollion-IFigone, Birch, and Osburn—loaving 
nalde tho trashy epecnintions of move touriets; for, as usual, thore 
havo been printed many oxtravagant thoorica ng to the country and 
condition of thess “ thirty-eoven prisoners.” ‘They wore, indeed, aup- 
posod, by orthodox orodulity, to roprosont tho visit of Abraham to 
Hgypt; or olao tho arrival of Jacob and his family, More oritloal authoris 
tics have behold in thom Israclitish wandorors, Ionién rocks, Hyksos, 
and what not. But, alas! oll Jowish partlalitios.reooived. a death. 
blow when dé was provod, through tho discovory of tho XIZth dynoaty,. 
that this tablonu had boon painted at Boni Hasaan sovoral gonorations 
before Abraham's birth! Tho flrat rational account, in English, of 
thia scone was put forth by Mr, Birch, in 1847, To snya: —

portod afterwards disappearing, we often find among the red or dark-brown men, of die 
Rgyptlan and southern racea, very light-colored people, whe kara, for the most pari 
totally different costume, and generally red-colored hair on the head and beard, and Mag 
pyex, sometimes appoaring alone, sometimes lu small divisions, They aleo appear in the 
tralua of the nobles, and are svidently of northern, probably of Seadtle, arigia.

At lonat two types, thon, of Oauoaslan familios tho one Somittali, 
and tho othor Dgyptlan— wore distinct fiom onch other, and-co- 
oxtatont, 4200 years ago. If two, why not more? ‘Why not ench 
ono of all tho primitive typos of humanity now distinguishable in 
Aala, Afkrlon, Duropo, Amoricn, or Oconnicn? Scionco and logio oan 
tual no nogntive ronson: dogmatiam, which oxcludes both, will 
doultlost continuo to worry tho haploss “ gonoral rondor” with many. 

‘Wo must span, for want of intorvoning othnographic monumonts, 
tho gulf tit acparatos tho XIHth from tho Vith dynasty, assuming 
the Inttor at about 2800 yorrs n. o. Horo again, howovor, our Onu- 
casian typo roapponys not only porfootly marked, but idontioal with 
many of tho honda wo havo alrondy bohold among tho royal portraits 
of the XVAIth and aucoooding dynatios. Lopsiua’s proolqus Denk. 
meller ylolds us the following :— ; ;

The provodi ng four honds aro all from painted sculptures in tombs of 
tho LVth dynasty; which commonced at Momphis, according to Lop. 
sina, shout 8400 yonrs 3.0. Tho second and third of theso honds 
iwalinilate oloaoly to many of those alroady givon of XVIth and 
XVIUTth dynaatloa; domonstrating that mixed Onucnsinn typos in- 
hudbited Egypt from tho first to the last of hor surviving monumonts. ’ 
‘Wo havo atated our rongona, in anothor place, :for regarding this ape. 
oinl physiognomy to bo commingled with foroign and Asiatic clomontay 
anil not roprosontative, consequently, of the aboriginal Beyptian atom. 
‘Sho third of those honds is strongly Chaldaio in its outlinos; and wo 
think there ta little reason to doubt that tho ancestral Mesopotamian 
atoek of Abraham had long boon mingling its blood with the royal 
nnd uriatoeratio familios of Egypt; becanso, in the IVth, Vth, ma 
Vith dynnation, wo find two diatlnot typos soulpturod on: tho monu- 
monta—tho one Aftienn or Negroid, and tho othor Asiatic or Somitia 
Of vowro, whon apoaking of Abraham's ancoatral stook, tho render 
avill undoratand that wo make no roſoroned to this pntriavch’s indivi- 
dunity, Po us, his namo sorvos morely to classify some proximate 
or idontical Chaldato fimily of man, originally conneotod with a com- 
mon Unphratle contro of crention, of which tho oxistonco yory likely 
prevodod Abraham's birth by myrinds of ogos. ‘ 

Our fourth portrait (ig, 118) is tho only ono wo enn idontify, and 
ita nsapeintiona avo most intorostings Princo and Pricat Mumist— 
prohubly a relative, if not sony of King Suoopuo, Cheops, buildor of 
tho Ceent Pyramid — is tho man whose tomb, transferred from Mom- 
phis to Horlin, and now built into the Royal Museum, has esenped 
{ho vicissitudes of time for above fifty-two centurion, IIis bas-reliofod - 
viengo has ondurod almost intact; whilkt, of the “chosen people,” 
ovory Hobrew portrait, from Abraham to Pan, has boon oxpunged 
from hinnun iconography, In his linegments, wo behold the pure

Tho other two oxamples (by us not copied) aro idontical in style, 
but no littl poatoxior in ago; ono boing of tho roign of king Snonn, 
{or Resho) in tho Vth, and the othor of Muonma-Pzry, in tho Vith 
dynasty. A. fifth example might bo cited of the IVth, but it is of tho 
HunG Biwurnu montionod above,"® 

Noro thon avo roprosonted Mgyptian Pharaohs striking Asintics ; 
and hore, wo aro informed opistolarily by Choy. Lepsius, is the ro- 
motost monnmontal ovidonco of two distinct typos of man; although, 
an analytical comparison of auch antipodcan languages as tho ancient 
Chineas with tho old Egyptian, of tho Atlantic Berber with the Medio 
of Danrvs's inscriptions, of the Hindoo Pali with tho Hebrow of 
TLaunanuk, and a dozen others wo might name, would result in ostab- 
lishing for onch of these distinct tonguos auch nn cnormous and inde- 
pondont antiquity, aa to leave not a shadow of doubt that all primitive 
African and Aslatlo races oxiated, from the Cape of Good Hopo to 
China, ag far back as tho foundation of the Hgyptian Empire, and 
long bofors. It is in the TVth Momphite dynasty, however, that wo 
nd the oldest soulptural reprosontations of man now extant in the 
world, . 

In tho above figuros ttvo primordial typos, ono Asiatic and tho 
othar Ngyptian, stand conspionous, <[f thon, as boſoro assortod, two 
yacow of man oxisted alinultanoously during tho IVth dynasty, in 
sufltciont numbora to bo at war with onch other, thoir prototypes 
miuat havo lived hoſoro tho foundation of the Hmpiro, or far edrlior 
than 4000 yours 1,0. If two typos of mankind wore cootancoug, it 
follows (hat all other Asiatic and Afvicnn races found in the subse 
quont XITth dynnaty must havo boon also in existence contompora- 
neously with thoso of tho IVth, as woll as with all the aboriginal 
racos of Amorioa, Huropo, Oconnica, Mongolin—in short, with dvery 
upoctos of mankind throughout tho ontire globe, 
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CHAPTER VI. 
AFRIGAN TYPRA, 


Opn preceding chapters have oatnblishod that the se-caltod Cauca. 
aden typos may bo traced upwarda from tho present day, tn an Infinite 
variety of primitive forma, throngh ovory historlenl reverd, and yot 
farther back through tho petroglyphs of Egypt (whore wo loao them, 
jn tho modiroval darknoss of tho onrllonal recorded peaple, womo 8500 
yonts hofore Chrlat), not na n fow stray Individuals, but aa populous 
nations, posscading distinct physlenl features and separate national 
charactoriaticn, Wo now turn to tho Aftican typos, not almply bo 
eutiad they progont an apposite extreme from tho Cauceslan, bot 
mainly hooniiso, fram tholy carly communtention wlth Kgypt, muck 
dotail, in reapoot to their phyalenl elinrnetors, haa hoon prosorved fn 
tho entacamba and en the monnmonta, 

Tn our gonoral romarks on epeeies, Wo have shown that ne claaalflog. 
tion of roca yot put forth has any foundation whatever in anturo; 
ond that, after advoral thansancds of years af migrations of races and 
comminglings of typos, all attompta at following thom up te thelr 
original birth-placos muat, from tho absence of histarlo annnla of 
those primordial Umoa, and In tho prosont state aff knawledge, ho 
uttorly hopoloas, This romark appllos with quite ne tuch fore to 
Nogroca ns to Cavcnsiana: for Afrlen fleet oxblblia horwlf, from ano 
oxtremo ta the other, coverod with darkaektned racea of various 
shidox, and posanaaing endlose phyalen) charactors, whieh, bolng dle 
tinet, wo muat roxcaril na primitive, und ft can by shown that eausos 
oxiat capnblo of tranafonning one typo inte anathor, Tho Nogroos 
may he traced an the imenimnonta of Kyeypt with cortalaty, na tntlans, 
back to the XUth dynnaty, ahont 2800 vonra tec: and it ennnat be 
anaumdil that they were net then aa obl aa any athor mev af aur goo. 
logical opoch, 

In order to dovolop aur dene are clearly, we propasp to take a rapht 
gklunew at tho population af Alrien. Woe shall show, that net only la 
(hot vast continont fohabited ly types quite na varked na those of Kuropo 
or Asin, but tlint thore oxtate a reguhir gradation, fromm the Cape of Good 
Hope to the [xthtaun of Ruex, of whieh the Hottentat and Hnehinan 
forin the lowont, andl the Egyptian and Horker typoa tho ghot Inka 
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Hint all thoso gradations of African man are indigonous to the soils 
wid that no historical timos hove exiated when tho.eame gradations 
woro not. J 
Whon wo compare the continont of Africa with the other groat 
Hivisions of the world, it 1s apparent that it forms n striking contrast 
in every particular, Ite wholo physteal geography, its climatos, its 
yopuluttons, its fiune, ita form, &e,, aro alt peculiar, Upon oxami. 
nation of mapa of Kuropo, Asia, and America, we seo indeed, in onch 
vontinont, gront divorsitiva of climate, soil, olovations of aurface, and 
other phonomona; still no natural barriors oxist so insurmountable . 
aa to provont tho migrationa and comminglings of races, and con- 
suquent confision of tongues and types: but in Afvica the case is 
quite diffyont, Here stand obstructions, fixed by nature, which man 
in ourly tines had no moms of overcoming, Not only from tho timo 
af Monoy, tho flrat of the Pharaohs, to that of Moses, but from the 
Jatter epoch to that of Ohrist, Africa, south of the Equator, wae as 
much 1 terra inoogntta to tho inhabitanta of Huropo, Asin, Hgypt, and 
tho Harbary Atatos, ns cortain interior parts of that continont-nre to 
na at the present day, We know that, long after the Chistian ern, 
tho unutical aklll necessary for exploring expeditions, no less thian for 
tho tnaportation of emigrants to those distant latitudes, was want. 
fig; aud wo havo only to turn to any atandard work (Rrerans, for 
instance) on Anctont Geography, to bo antisfled of thoso frets, It is 
oqually cortain that what is now tormed “ Central Aftien” could not 
have hewn reachud by enravnn from the Moditorranoan const, before 
the Intvuduetion of camele from Agia, through Egypt, into Barbary. 
Tho epoch of thia animnl's introduction is now known to antedate 
the Chelation ora but a contury or two, It is contondod, by tho ndvo- 
ontos of n common origin for mankind, that this Afican continent: ° 
wna flrat populated by Agintio omigrants into Egypt; that theso im- 
inigennts passed on, stop by atop, gradually changing their physteal: 
ormutizntians, under ollmatio influences, until the wholo-continent, 
from tho Moditorranoan to tho Capo of Good Hope, was peopled by 
tho varios tribos wo now behold acnttorod over that enormous spree. 
But such an hypothosts can hardly bo maintainod, in tho face of the 
fot nsaortod hy Lopstus, and funiliay to all Egyptologists, that Negro 
and othor neva already oxisted in Northern Afticn, on tho Upper Nilo, 
QH00 yonra 1, c. — oxiated, wo ropont, in doapito of natural barricrs 
which vould not live boon presed hy any monns previously known ; 
and, moreover, that all truly Afrlenn rucon havo, from tho enrijost 
opochna, spokon langungoa rdiently distinet from dvqry Asinto tongue,

the Egyptian anocstry of thoao who ralsed tho pyrunide of the IVth 
dynoaty, 6800 yonrs ago. 

Buch aro tho resulta of nrchwology, applied by that sehool of Egyp. 
tinn philologlala which alone is compotont to decide upon tho Janguags 
of the hioroglyphics. ‘They harmonize with tho plysialagienl cons 
olusiona wo havo reached through monumental leonegraphy, But, 
roqueating the eritien) reador to aecumpany ua pon a map of the 
Alrivan continent, such as those contained In the Phyateal Adiaaes of 
Lorghaus, or dulinalon, wo propoas commonelng at the Cnpo of Good 
Hope, and following the African micea from Tablo Hoek to the Mod) 
tormmonn, Our limita de not pormit a detailed analysla, ner ie such 
neceasary, ng tho fow prominont ſubla wo ehall present are quite eufll. 
clout for the purpoao in hand, and will at ance bo admitted by ovary 
reader who {s at all compotent to purauo this discussion, 

‘What ia now called Cape Colony lles botweon 80° and 84° of south 
latltudo.

Jands ond mountaing, and possosos a compnralvely tompornto and 
agreanble climate; novertholons, tt la hore that wo fd the luwoet and 
moat bonatly spoclmena of mantelnel s vis., tho /fottentot aud tho Buel 
man. Tho latter, in partonlar, aro but dite removed, both ju mora) 
und physionl characters, from the ornageoutan. ‘Shey aro not black, 
but of a yollowlsh-brown ((alloweolored, un tho Fronch torm thom), 
with woolly honds, diminutive statures, amall f-alinpen erania, very 
projecting moutly, prognathous fhova, and badly formod bodies; in 
show, thoy ure dosoritiod hy travollom as bearing a strong resemblance 
to the monkey tribe, ‘Thoy possoat many annlennlenl pooullaritios, 
known to phyalologiata [f nat recnpltulutod hore, Licuraxeran, ono 
of our best authorities, In deaeriblng this moo, says 1— 

“ Tholr common chjeste of yursull are serpenis, Hearts, aula, snd gramhoppers, They 
will romaln whole days without drinking: af a suboiitute, they chew sucoulent planta: 
they du not oat malt, They have ny Axed habitation, but sleep ty holes in the groud ot 
tuuler the branches of tress, ‘They are short, lean, wad, fe apprarnone, weak bi Ubelr 
Haba; yot nro onpable of bearing mueh filgas, ‘Thele alglt in acute, laut ibalr laate, 
smell, sint footlig, are feskle. They de ast form large societies, bat wander about fe 


fainitivs.” : 
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Tho Hottentota havo bean aupposod by many to belong to the same 
race ag tho Bogjcaman or Bushmon ; and although we do not partake 
of this opinion, tho point is too unimportant to our purpose to justify 
critical divenssion hore, In moat particulars, the physical charactors of 
Bushmen and VNottontota do not diller grontly— tho Hottentots ox. 
hibit much of the orang charactor of tho Bushmen, and their fomales 
ofton prexont two yory remarkablo poculiaritics or deformities: viz, 
hunpa bohind their buttocks, like those on the backs of dromedarics, 
and w disgueting development of the labia pudendi, (Soo an example 
in the Wotentos Penna, Agurved in our Chapter XICL) 

Tho comploxion of the Hottentots is compared by travellors to that 
of n porgon “ nflootod with jaundice” — a yollowish-brown, or tho 
Into of a faded lent?" tawny buf, or fown-color.” ‘Barrow 
yolatos Uint— 


“the hale is of a vory singular nature—it doom not cover tho wholo aurfnce of the 
aonlp, but{arows in amall tufts, at oortaln distancos from onch othor, and whon ollppod 
aliort lina Uhe appoaranes and fool of a hard aloo-beush, oxcopt that tb fs ourlod and 
twlatod Into amall round lumpa, about the alxo of a marrowſat pon, Whon, sufforod to 
grow, It hangs on the nook In Navd-twletod tasgola, Uko Mingo.” 


Tho Hottontota are also vory strongly distinguished from-all other 
ragoa by tholr slngular language, Tholr utteranco, according to 
Tichtonatein, fa romarkablo for numerous rapid, havah, shrill sound, 
anittod from tho bottom of tho choat, with strong aspirations, and 
madiflod in the mouth by a singular motion of the tongue, Lhe 
namo fur it in commonly “ gluckings." Tho puculiar construction of 
tho voenl organs of thia aco grontly fiollitutes tho fonmation and 
vintaalon of Uhesa sounds, which to other specios of mon would bo 
vory diteult. [We fad tho plonsure, hyo yonrs ago, nt nmooting of tho 
Ptlinuloxlonl Sovioty in Now York, to hear somo spocimens of this 
huygunge from Prof, atpusany, of Pennsylvania, who possosaos an 
oxtraanlinary talent for imitating sounds, and wo can rendily beliove 
thut the Ilottontot vocalization laa no aflnity with any othor in 
oxiatonce. J, O. NJ ; 

Tho next raoo we onoountor, after leaving the Capo, is the Kaflra, 
oy Caffrar, They aro not-only found along the const to tho north- 
onwt in Cullvarla, but oxtond fur boyond, into tho intortor of Afrion. 
They display cortain aliuitios with the Fulahe, Foolaha, or Follatahe, 
wha ave prolonged oven into Northomn Aftien—-whenco an opinion 
Uint the two mca aro idontionl; but tho fret, to say tho lonst, is a 
matter of gront doubt. ‘Tho Cafftor avo (raced northward, under 
variona named; ated thelr language und customs are vory widaly 
sproud, ‘Though they are naw oneonutored in considerable numbers 
nonr the Cape, iliolx orlginal aout is dogbtful, In geography, Cantal 
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Afrien ja yot a terra incognita, nud wo onmnot, therefory, fix tholp 
hirtleplies with preeidon, however nianifoat may bo the Cafbarian 
link in the chain of gradation we havo neumod, Albelt, they resem. 
ble the true Nogro much more than the Hatteutot; whilet, hoth intel. 
lootunlly and physlenlly, they nro groatly superior not only te Hop 
tentols, but to many Negro tribes on the Slavo-Cosst, ‘They posseag 
some knowlodgo of agriculture and the wee of inetale; thoy droan in 
wclis, and lve in towne, Doseriptions af the Calttes, hy dlilarong, 
writers, vary consldorbly; and it f« proballo that several closely 
allied thongh diverse types linve hoon included ander thie gonoral 
appellation, No ono hna had hotter opportunities for studytug this 
voce, oF enn be more campetont, than Liehtonstoln, and wo shall 
therefore adopt his doseription. . 

uth unlvoranl charsotorttles of all te tribow of this great nallon conelel In an external 
form nnd Mgure, varylig oxcovdlngly from the other nations of Afrlenr they are inde 
tallor, atrouxor, aual thelr Tube better proportioned. Thelr eolor te drowns Uielr hate 
binek ant woolly. Tholr countenanoet hare a charseter peoullar te thempelren, and whiel 
does not port thelr belng invhidod tn any of Une races of isankind abore enumerated, 
Thoy have Uo high forvhond snd prominvnt nase of the Kuropoa, the thlek lipe of the 
Noyroow, and tha high ehook-lones of the Hpttentote, ‘Thole bearde are binek, and moagh 
fallor Unt thong of the Mattentots."* 

This race, it will thua bo soon, la n vory pooullar eno, combining’ 
both moral and physteal tralta of tho higher and the lowor Aftiean 
racos, Widely digsominated, thoy exhible much alngular affinides 
with oppoalng, such etrango difforencoa from proximato, Attieans, 
that it is imposelbla to fix them ta one locality: at the same dine, 
boing, like all savage raoos, without a hletory, we nee tnable to aay, 
with any probability, to what latltuils ar ta whieh vont thoy bolong. 

Whon, howovor, taking our departure from the Cape (tte central 
roglous of tho conthiont being unknewn), we contiine our examina 
tion tong the onstorn and weatorn sonata, at fhe na the teansvore

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of Nogro racos, totally distinct from thoso of tho onstor side, inha- 
hiting Cimbobag, Bongnola, Angolu, Congo, Loango, Matembas, md 
Untinon; where we nguin vench the quater, Thoao aro all savage 
tribes, but little removed, in physical natnro and moral proponeltios, 
from the [ottonfota, Anything liko a dutnilod analysis of thom would 
ho Dnt an unrprottiahla repetition af doseriptions, to bo found in all 
trnvellery’ aecounte, oxhihidug pictures of the most dogyaded races 
of mankind, In a word, the wholo of Afvica, south of 10° N. Int., 
slows a anecoraion of lumnn beinga with intellects ag dark as their 
aking, and with a cephalic conformation that rendors all oxpoctanco 
of their future mlioration an Utopian dronm, philanthropienl, but 
nutuevwlint senile, :

Wo shall show, in nnothor placo, that history affords no evidence 
that education, or any influonco of eivilizntion that may bo brought 
fo boar on races of Snforior organization, enn radically chango their 
physioal, nar, cousequantly, thelr moral, characters, Chat the brain, 
fur oxuinple, which fs tho organ of Intolloct, cannot be expanded or 
altered In form, la now admitted by ovory anatomiat; and Prichard, 
in rvenpitulating his results ng to the racos of Contral Afticn, malas 
the tullowing important admission :— : : 

"On vovlowlng tho dosorlptions of all tho xaooa enumerated, wo may obsorva a relation 
Lotwaen tholr physionl oharnator and moral condition.

Gulf, they rouch the mountale of Faxolea, Dyre ard Touggoula, 
which overhang tho fint, sandy dletrivta of Soundar unil the valleys 
of Kordoſan.

‘Hy this natlonal character of aonformatlon, tho Abysslulane are Sanoolatod with. that, 
olaar of Aftioan nations whieh Ihave propered to donominate by the term Eibloptart, na. 
istinguishing them foom Negrest, ‘Tho diatlnotlon hige tnileod boon already extablleled by 
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ininon ix, Uint, whilo the Abyaalulana are alaolately diatluet, on the 
ono hand, from every Nogre mee, they are, on the athor, syrintly dis 
tinet, in typo and Innguagoe, from all Aslatlo mova; anil they must 
Uhorefura bo regarded aa autoothones of the cowntry whore they aro 
now found, 

On the gouth and south-onat of Abyesiuin there oxlst other races 
which inight bo onumernted; tha EUnllua, for examply, with brown 
comploxton, long orlap hair, ane fontures not unlike tho Abyaalnians, 
Also, the Donakll, the Somnuli, &o. — none of whom nro Nogrooa:

2d, Tho portraits of theso Anciont Nubians 
oxhibit previsoly tho snmo traits, whilst oceupying, 8500 yonrs ago, 
the sine topographical habitats, na their doscondants at the ‘present 
day; aid (he nostalgic tondoneios of the modern Berberrd are so noto- 
rious, Cnet voluntary digplacements on his part scom inyprobable,

Rilppoll declares that tho physical charactor of tho Bishaxi is 
very like that of the Barbra. Burekhardt again obsorvos, “'The Bi. 
shard of Ahora, lke choir brothvon, avo w handsome and bold raco of 
peopl TE thonght tho women remarkably handsome; thoy wore of 
milurk brown eomploxion, with benntitil oyes and ſino tooth; thoty 
poernenien alorder nud elegant” lumiltenn, who sew a few of thom 
dhurhige hie short xtay ahont Asonin and Philo, ylolde vory much tho 
wine aeoeiit, With Che conumentary, thab many of thom ave beheld 
with “at east af the Nogro, othora with vory fino profile.”* Prichard 
mikes the following Juat and algniflcané remark on this description:

Arabe 
uve slica overrun tho country, Lut their numbers have boon aruell, 
compured with the natives; and, oxeopt during and slice Hamoonle 
culture in the towns, they have generally preserved their nomadlo 
hnbits— keeping much aloof from the indigenous: Harbaresques ; and 
thevo is nob merely no roaauu for thinking Hint Armbin hun exoreledd 
gyout influence on the Horber type, but clretnstnnoos rithor indloato 
Barbary’s action over the Amb colonists, The roiling tuition af the 
Aynba, tho gonint vitality of Jdam, aml the constant roading of the 
Kordn, have had tho offvet of spreading the Arabic hraguage much 
fustor and farther than Arabian blead.

When wo chat a rotraapect through the long and ilroary vlein of 
yours, which Jonda to the tnknewn speach of Man's eroation, In quest 
of a point of doparture where we ean abtain the frst hletarteal 
glimpse of a human boing on our globe, the Archwologlet ta com 
polled to turn to the menumonta of the Nile, ‘The rocorda of Inclia 
cannet any longor ba tneod oven ta the Hie of Mews, Uobrow 
chronieh, beyond Abraham, preeent nu stant-polnt on whieh we 
can rely; whilat dhole highost: protonsen ta andqulty fille short 
y 2000 you of the foundation of the Egyptian Empire, The 
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Ohinesa, accarding to thelr own histovians, do not carry their truo 
historlo porlod boyoud 2687 years before Christ, Ninoveh and Ba- 
hylon, monumantally speaking, ave atill more modern, But, Egypt's 
proud pyramids, if wo ara to heliove the Champollion-school, clavate 
us at lonat L000 years abovo ovory othor nationality, And, what ia 
more remarkable, when Egypt flrat prosonts horself to our viow, sho 
stand forth not in childhood, but with tho maturity of manhood’s 
ago, arrayod in tho timo-vorn habilimonts of civilization, Hor tombs, 
hor tomploa, hor pyramids, hor mannors, customs, and arts, all betokon 
a full-grown nation, "The sculptures of the LVth dynaaty, tho onliost 
extant, show that tho arts at that day, somo 8500 n,¢., had alrondy 
arrived at a porfoction little inforior to that of the XVIIMth dynasty, 
which, until tho Inat flvo yonva, was rogardod as hor Angustan age, 

Kyyptian monnmonts, considered othnologically, avo not only in- 
catimable as presenting us tvo typos of mankind at this onrly poriod, 
but thoy display other contemporary racos equally marked —thus 
attording proof that humanity, in its infinite varioties, has existed 
mich longar upon oneth than wo havo boon taught; and that physical 
os havo not, and onnnot transform races from ono type into 
anothor 

Among former objootlons against the antiquity of Egyptian monu- 
monts, It haa boon urged, that such numerous conturies could not 
havo olapsod with so littlé change in pooplo, arta, custome, language, 
nnil othor conditions, ‘his advorao chargo, however, ‘does not in 
itwolf hold good, bocnuao tho ſſxodnoss of civilization, or vonoration 
fox tho cnatoms of ancostors, zooms to bo an inhoront charactoriatic 
of Pnahorn nations, Through tho oxtonsive portion of Hgyptian his- 
tory which is now known with sufliciont cortninty, wo may admit a 
compnrativo ndhosion to fixod formule, and on indisposition to 
chango: but no Egyptologiat will dony that, duting nearly 6000 
yonra, for which monuments axo oxtant, the devaloping mutations in 
Egyptinn economy oboyod tha anmo lowe aa in that of othox racas— 
with this algnal advantage in the formér'a favor, that wo possoas an 
almoat unbroken chain of coetancoua records for onch progressive 
wtep, Oxiontal history antocoding Ohristian ages. (when viowod 
throngh the oyo-glassos’ of pedagoguos who rank among Oanræxias 
 dolofi] eronturoa,ꝰ) looms monstrously, liko a chaotic blur, prociscly 
whoro archooology, using moro naked oyos, has long ospicd most lumi- 
nous alratiflentions: and humen dovelopmenta, requiring  ohiliads 
of yonts," ovon yet aro popularly roatrictod to the action of one 
patriarohal lifetime, Tor onraolvos, rolorring to tho works of .the 
hiorologleta for oxplanation, we would rondily join iaguo with objegtors 
upon tho following honda: —~ ‘ ;

‘This, Pottlgre,* follovelag iimonbach 
and Lawrenco, lind proviously alluded to the probability of the aseant 
of olvilixation, Introduced hy nn Asiatic poople, along the Nilo, from 
north to xouth, De Trotonne,™ anecooded hy Jnrdat,™ ably eustalned 
the Auintlu colontzntion of Egypt aguiast tho Nigrittan hypathoats of 
Volnoy * and, n humilroil youre ago, the nontlvmielnu De Faurment™ 
declared, “Pho Egyptians, for tho throefaurtha, jesuod vithor aut of 
Arabia or Pheonieing ...

_ Morton, drawing front hia voat resources in cranfalogy, slellfilly 
combinod with history and such monuments aa wore deciphered ti 
1412, torminated his Crenia Agyptiaes with tho suljoinod conclusions 
— tho utterance of which conmuenced a now om he anthrnpelagieal 
rinonrelion: —

“ Yoatdos these axotla aouroos of poputatlon, tho Egyptlnn xaod was at difforent porlods 
modlilod by tho fuflux of tho Cauonalan nations of Asia and Zuropos Polaagl, or Hollones, 
Hoythinna, ant Phonlalang. 


“Tho Copta, in part at lonat, no a milxturo of tho Caucaatan and the Nogro, iu oxtromely 
varlablo proportlons : 


“Nogrooa wore numovous In Rgypt, but tole aoelal poaltlon in anolont tlmes was tho 
maura aa 1 now fae Chat of govvanta and alaxoa. 

"Tho progont Vollahs avo tho Mnont and loast mixod dogoondants of the Anotont Hgyps* 
Hana; and tho Inttor aro collntorally roprogontod by the Tuarlke, Kabyles, Shyahs, and 
other remains of the Libyan family of natlone, 

(Tho modora Nublans, with a fow oxeoptlons, aro not tho desoondants of the monu - 
monlal Pthloplang, but a varlously mixod raoo of Arabs and Nogroos, 

“hoa phyntonl or organld charactors whioh Wletinguish tho aovoral race of mon aro as 
old ny tho aldoat vooorda of our apooloa. 

Such wore tho loat and most natural results of ‘ethnography prior 
to Topsiue's unantleipated oxhumations at Momphis, in 18428; but 
tho lnttor's digcovorios did not bocomo nccessible to tho authors’ joint 
atidion until 1860, Wo can now assert, with tho plates of his splendid 
Denkmiiler boforo us, that, notwithstanding tho labots of our prede- 
cossors, thoy havo loft many doubts and difficultios still hanging around 
tho primitive inhabitants of Mgypt. Not only her writton traditions, 
Lut hor monumontal history, as fir back as it has boon traced, prove 
thut, from tho Menaio foundatlon of tho Empire, sho’ had beon 
ongagad in constant atrifoa with ſoroign nations of typos vory difforont 
frour that of hor own shoriginal population, and that sho has boon 
ofon conquered and temporary raed by foroignora, TLonco tho 
oonuvijuvnvo, grind Salo, that tho blood of hor primitive inhabitants 
muaé have boeona greatly adultoratod. 

Morton's Granta Egyptiaca issued in 1844; at which day tho dis- 
coverioa of Lopaius wore in progroaa, but not published; at the same 
timo that tho works of Roaolliui, Champollion, Wilkinson, &o. -thon 
tho boat soureos of information respecting the monumonts— did not 
oxtond, with tho oxeoption of somo mongro matorials of tho XIth 
dynuaty (hy all threo scholnva thon supposed to bo the XVIith), bo- 
yont the XVIIIth, ov about 1600 uo. All thore complicated data 
worg, novorthaloss, mogt adwirably workod up by our rovorod friond; 
nud ha showed conclusively that, whilo thora oxiated » porvading 
tCanenaiae” Typo, which ho rogardod na tho Egyptian propor, the 
population alrondy, nt the XVIULth dynaaty, was a vory mixed ono, 
comprlving many divorao Asiatle and Aftienn clomonts. 

Did arehwologieal acionco now sololy rely, a8 bofore Champoliion’s 
ny, upon the concurrent testimony of early Creole writers, wo should 
Ko sumnpollyd to conelnde Chiat the Kyyplians, proviously to tho Olitlas,*

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goriptlona vary, anil an atenngoly lu thelr wrlthiys de Kyyptlan ated. 
Lutes diverge, frum the Cuneasan typo. A pneanyge in IIuuouoroa has 
liwon often cltod; and ft posscazsod the more wolght, namneh aa ho 
travellod iy Egypt nnd beer hla authority ie gonornlly reliable jn 
auch mattor na fell bonoath hla porsonal absorvation, Of tho peopl 
of Colehis ho says, that they were a colony of Eyyptaw; wupporting 
hla nwortion, unique among anelent autharitos, by the argument thab 
thoy wore * blnok in comploxion and woally-halrod. r

Nilotio objects, natural or nrtifivind, in primitive hiermytyphies, ara 
roally idonticn! with tho voonlixution of Kyro-Arablan Inugnages; nnd 
thoir Egyptian structure ia charactoristically different; being mona 
syllabic, in lion of tho postorior triléeral shapo in whieh Momitdo 
tongues have como down tow. “Et all dese languages be kindred, 
Benvey, who haa compared them most. olnborately, halda, thoy must 
havo split off from n parent stock, not only ata poriod text remate for 
ult historical or monumental ovilunes, lat oven for plnusilde con 
Jeeture™ Such, in hrioß, are the current opinions of Lepsius, [rch 
of Bunsen, Hincks, Do Sauley, Jamel, and other eminent authorition 
of the day, wa regards Hgypts anpported, mareayer, hy the plidubagienl 
diseoverioa of Rawlinson, Hineks, ond De Longpirior, in eunvifjess 
Asayrins and hy the studion of Gesniua, Kavaltl, Munk, snl 4 Tranal, 
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in Bhomitish palwography. It ts the doduction of Lopstus, that 
Egypt had porsosmod m Afriean population, and a Nilotio language, 
hofore the foundation of the Old Empire; and that various disturbing 
onuaua auporimpored, gradually, an Asintic typo and Semitlo dlalocts 
Upon tho anterior paople of the Lower Nilo, without obliterating the 
Aboriginal frame-svork which, aa woll in typo of man as in apeoch, 
wna oxclunively A fvlean, 

Alnition, tending to oatublish a romote contomporanconaness, havo 
hoon tracad muong vations Ianguagos of Northorn Aftien: and - 
Todyuon, quoted in tho last chapter, long ago put forth tho doctrine 
that tha Herder apooch, na now oxtant, had procodod tho Coptic of 
Christinnizod Egypt, Ilo insisted that many old namos of places, 
divinitios, &e., along tho Nilo, wero Borbor, and noither Coptic nor 
Henitie. Allowanca mado for somo slight anachroniems, in torma 
rathor dhan in fhets, wo think our learned countryman’s arrow has 
not flown wido of the targot. 

Tho high antiquity formorly claimed for civilization in India, and 
mnny coincidoncos of doctrine and usages that, imagined by Indolo- 
wists, have entirely vanished from Egypt ainoo hor hioroglyphics havo 
hovome rondablo, had lod Prichard, and other acholara loss eminont, 
to connect the Gangoa with the Nile: but, so far from any evidence 
of intersommunication, wo have nothing t6 show that tho nations on 
thexe twa rivera, tu the tima of Salomon, much less of Moses ar 
Ablauliia, were even acyuaintad with onch othors’ oxistonce. Tho 
aurlent Kyyypliana never wurmiued a Tlindostante origin for theiy own 
nation ; they believed themuclyos fo be, in tho atriotoat aonso, attloo - 
thones, natives of the «oil, Nox do MastIndians (since Wrivorn’s 
Mmixconeuptiona haenme oxpoxod) possoas any tradition of having re 
csoivord nn igyptinn og sont forth a Hindoo colony. Morsover, the 
ritnared roaomblunooa between the Janguages of Indin and Egypt— 
Hanaorit and Coptio— compared in thoir modern phasos, avo fow and 
slight, whore not altogothor ſactitious. The whole goniue of both, 
. and ulmoat thoir ontira atook of words, nro entirely difforont, Tho 
hivroglyphic ayatom of Egypt is clearly indigonous to tho valley of 
the Nilo, whilat not oven a logondary talo romnins to show that auch: 
mode of writing ever provailod in India. 

Whon we rollogt that thie hioroglyphie writing ta fond in high , 
porleetion on tho variiont monuments oxtant, viz. thoro of the Vth 
dynaaty, 8400 youncn @, and, therefore, nat havo existed many eens 
turloa provioudly; that the figure of overy aninul, plant, or thing, 
delinonterd in thoxe hiovoglyphics, is Wiotia to tha uxclusion of every 
Eoroign ldon; and that Egyptian economy in miannors, customs, arta, 
ko, Must have boon radivally diverso”from those of all othor races, 
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at the thn anch welling revolved ite incipient projertion ;— when, 
too, wo romombor the fal int, the physical charactors af vnch typo 
of mau in Indin nid Egypt were different, and that no phyeivad casos 
It amalgamation have over transformed oug moo dita muother it ix 
imposalblo to roalat tho conviction that those Unagentio aml Nitutle 
racos havo always boon, that which, modern fusions deducted, thoy 
nro now, distinet, 

Tho Egyptiang, for Instance, had practisod clrenmetaion fron tne 
{mmomorial, long before Abraham ndoptod thie murk nſtor jibe visit to 
Egypt, In common with tho Intor Mthiople trilwa; but thie Nilutiv rite 
was not practiaod in Indin, until futrodueod by Mobammodan conqtonta, 
So, again, with regard to “ cnates," horvtofora almost insolently ob. 
trudod, in odor to idontily Mayptinn with Tindustante euatennul Tt 
will bo nows to some eoryphind of the unitydoetriny, when thoy aro

AMBWICAN AND OTMER TYPES,—-ADORIGINAL RACES OF AMERICA, 


Tym Gontlnont of Amorien is often dosignated by tho appollation 
at tho New World; but tho vesonrchos of modern geologists anil 
archivelogiata havo shown that the evidoncos in favour of a high anti- 
quity, during our geological opoch, na woll as for ow Faunn and Flora, 
are, lo my tho louat, quite na gront on this as on tho enstorn hemi. 

“aphors. Prof Agualz, whoav authority will hardly bo questioned in 
ranttont of thin kind, telbt im that geology finde tho oldest luchondes 
here; aud Biv Charles Lyoll, fram a mneiad of Wolledigoxtedt (neta, and 
from the vormohornting testimony of other good anthorities, concludes 
that the Mbodasippi river haa hoon, running in its present bed for moro 
than one hundred thamand youn ‘Pho climoel ent by the Ningaru 
river, bulow the ally, for twelve iiles Civough solid rock, in tho 
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catiation of tho same distinguished author, as woll we of othors, glyoa 
“no lows antiefhetory proof of the antiquity off the presont relative 
position of continonts and acoans. 

Dr, Bennet Dowler, of Now Orleans, in an Intoresting oasny m 
rodonlly publishod, aupplles some oxtraordinary facta In coutlrmation 
of tho gront ngo of the dolla of the Misslaippl, nsenmed by Lyell, 
Riddoll, Onrpentor, Forahoy, and others, Hrom an Investigation of 
tho auooosalvo growths of oyproaa Sorosta around that olty, the stupa’ 
of which are still found at different deptha, dérvetly wevrlying cach other ; 
from the gront alxe and age of thoao trooa, and from tho remade of 
Indian bonos and pottery found bolaw tho roots of some of thoso 
stumps, he arrives at tho following vunvlualuu: = 

‘From thos data i appoara that the hkumnn rage wxlated La the delia mere than 87,000 
yours agoy aud that ton subterranean freee, sid the ony maw growing, will whew that an

formorly oxiatod Aly miloe above. Tho univ, paladin, amt oyster 
havo elinnxvil poritions in Ile namie. 

Immonuo bede of gnathodon aholla are found, snd du the grontost 
pruluniem, wll along tha cont of the Gull of Moxlen, whore they 
Juve dioudtlomt Loon dopoaitet by Inilinua in former tines, rent 
rutin caf howe bode oxlat on the Mubife bay, and along the river, 
for fifty miles above the city, whore only n seattorag romunnt of the 
living species ia till found.

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That those bods ave of Tudlinn origin is olonr, from the frot that:the' 
aliolla have all boon opened, and tat wo find in them the marks of 
Are, extonding over considerable spneos—tho sholla converted into 
quick-lime, and minglod with ehnreanl, so that the suecessive acau- 
mitlutions of shells may be plainly traced” Wish-bonos and other 
rotnaiua of Tudian fonats are common: i. ¢ fingmonta of Indian pot 
tory ¢ al of humun bones, which can be idontified hy their crania. 

Botus af’ those luda are coveratl ayer by vogotublo mould, from one 
to two foot thick, which must hive boon a vory long timo forming; 
and upon thia aro growing the Inrgest forest trees, boneath whose 
yoota these Trdime ronntio are often discovered. It is more than 
probuble, too, Unt these luge troos ave tho successors of formor 
growtluc unite au lurgo. 

Wo cannot, hy my conjochwe, approximate, within many conte 
ries, jurbupe thousande of yonrs, the time consumed in thus extonding 
the dette of tho Alabama rivor, and in producing tho changoa we 
hava hinted at; nor dare wo attempt to Mx the timo at which tho Rod 
mon tol upon the gnathodons that compose tho frat bods to which wo 
Jive ullndod. ; 

It is worthy also of apocial remark: that tho gnathodon, of which 
n fiw surviving apoeimons till ouduro along tho Gulf conat of Florida, 
Alabama, nud Misalaaiypl, waa onco a living species in tho Chosapoake 
bay's deat lam boon ao long oxtinet that it now exivte thore only in a 
fowl wtates Chie would oxtond the living ſfuung'vory muvh further 
Vek thant Die Cheaponka dapadites all ome recent shelly, or nearly 
all, oie found in the pligeone, and many shells in atill enrlior Loma 
tiv, Sue facts, with iunny uthors of ahnilar import, whieh miglit 
bv nihluvvil, polnt to a chronology vory far hoyond any hoxotofore 
revvivod : sad who will doubt that, whon tho Mississippi, Alabama; 
nn Ningara rivers first poured theit watora into the oconn, n fia 
wud a flora already exlated? and, if so, why did not man oxist? 
Thoy ull belong to ono geological porior, and to ono creation, 

Toss authoritios, in support of tho oxtrome ago of the goological 
ora to whieh man bolongs, though startling to the unseiontifle, aro 
not altaply the opinion of a fow; but auch conclusions are nuhstuut- 
Unlly adaptor ly the Tending geologists overywhero, Anil, although 
antiyuity xn oxteme for man’s exietones on earth nay shock vom 
prevonevivedl ipiniuns, jt bx none Che Tow corlitin that dhe rapid neeu- 
juulutlent af new facta in fast fivailiacizing the minds of tho selontiile 
word to thin couvietion. ‘The imomanenta af Egypt lave alroady 
gntriod fin hayond all chranolegies heretofine adopted; and when 
thoe barrio are envy everlaped, it fs iis vnin for ws to utlempt to 
Approximate, vven, the epuch of mau's cretion, Thie conclusion ts 
. ts 
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not based morely on tho resonrchest of mich srvluvalagiate oe Lopes, 
Bunaon, Birch, Do Longpérier, Humbobtt, &e., lait an those, nlea, off 
atriotly-orthadox writers, Kenrick, Hincka, tinlnirn: mat, we tiny nid, 
of all thoolagiina who have really inasterod the nendimenta of 
Ngypt. Nor do theso monuments revent te ae only a single rice, nt 
thia onvly opach tn full tide of civilization, but they exhibit: tirhtl 
portralte of tho anmo Aftienn nid Aalatio raowa, ti all their Hiveraity, 
which hold intercourse with Egypt at the preaont day. 

Now, the question naturally eprings up, whether the aborigines of 
Amoarien wero not contemporary with the earliost races, known to ny, 
of the onstern continent? If, na ia converted, “ Canensinn,” Negro, 
Mongol, and othor rncva, oxivtedl in the Cd Work, already distinet, 
whit ronson enn Le naaigneddt to elas that the aboriglies of Amerioa 
Qid not nleo oxtet, with their preevat typos, A000 youre age? The 
naturalist met inſor that the ſuunn ned flora of the twe contnonts 
wore contomporry, All frets, nyul nll nontogy, war againat the sup. 
position that Amorlen should lave been loft hy tho Crontor a dreary 
avanto for thoumnnda af yours, while the other hilt of the workl was 
teaming with urganized beings. ‘This view in aloo yrently atrongths 
ona hy the acknowledged fet, that net a singlo anid, bint, rep 
tilo, fll, or plant, waa common te the Old and Now Worlds, No 
naturalist of our day doubte tint the aubimal and yogotable kingdors 
of Amorion wero croated where they avo found, and not in Asia, 

Tho races of mon alono, of Amoricn, have been made an excoption 
to thia gonornl Inwy but thia oxcoptlon cannet by sanintabied by any 
course of solontifia ronsoning. Aimorion, Ie will bo remomboread, seria 
not only unkuown ta the oarly Romana and Grooks, bat to Hos Hyype 
tana; andawhon acavored, leas than four conturioa aye, Howie fiend 
to bo inhabited, fom the Arctie tee Capea Horn, aid from orenn ta 
oeoan, hyn poprdation disphiying poouline physieal traits, unlike any 
races in the Old World; spontingg lnagnagos bearlag ne rewmblanes 
in xlrneturg to athor Innguagoas aml living, everywhere, anions 
animala nnd plunta eppvifteally distinct thom tho af Kurupe, Axi, 
Aftion, and Qeennicn, 

But, natural as thi rensontig ia, ĩn fiver of Amerlenu origin for ote 
Indiana, we alhinll not lonvo the questions on sitet delatabhe proud, 
‘There is abundant positive ovidenes of high mitiquity for thin paptte 
Intion, which we procosd to dovolup, 

Tn reflecting on tho aboriginal meee of Amorien, we ate nt ones 
mot hy tho trileing thet, that thelr physion! character: sane whedly itt 
dependent of all climate or known physiea) dnfluenses, | Norte 
atanclityg their intends googenphileal distribution, cmbraciiys evory 
vatioty of clinute, it in neknowledged hy all traveller, that thera Ls 
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among Ue pooplo a porvnding fype, avetund which all tho tribes (north, 
south, onal, and weat) cluator, though varying within prosertbed limits, 
With Gifling exceptions, all our American {ndians bear to each other 
hon dogros of family rosemblunes, quite ax abrong, for oxamplo, as 
that woo at tha proven diay amen full-lloaded Jews; and yet they 
are distinet trom very vive of the Old World, in fontnres, languages, 
custome, arta, roligions, and propensities, Tn the Imgnago of Morton, 
wha etudivd thie poate mora thoroughly dau any other writers — 
“ATL possund, thong in vartome degrees, the long, Inns, black hair; 
tho heavy brow; the dull, sloopy eyes the fill, compressed lips; and 
Cha uillont, Lab dilecuel nama.” Chose characters, tao, avo beheld in tho 
civilized wud the most savage tribor, along the rivers mid aon-consta, in 
{ho valley’ inl on the mountains; in the prairies and in tho forests; 
in the torrid and in dhe ieo-lound vegions; amonget thoso that live 
on ali, on fled, or on vegetables, 


The only raco of the Old World with which any connection has 
won renaonably conjoctuved, is tio Mongol; hut, to say nothing of 
the murſcoil difgronco in physical charactera, their languages nlono 
vhowld dvcide against nny such alliauce,

on tho athor, ‘The Intelleotaal lobe of the brake in the bea former te at leant as large aa lu 
tho latter the differenos of volume belng chiefly eantlned ta the oeeipiial and basal por 
tlona of the ongophinton; xa that the Intellvotnual mised sora) qualities of the Mexiours and

Thess can bo noithor called wooks nay montha— they ware arbi- 
trary diviviona, uuod long bofore tho Chviatian orn, and no doubt long 
bofora tho Amoricana had any iden of tho trno longth of tho solar 
yous. ‘This thoy avrived at with considerable neourncy, but, as wo 
Juve venon to beliove, not many eonlurics hofore the Spanish con- 
quout.

Asaursatly Che innjer partion, thon, of the aatronaniient Inowlodge 
of the aboriginal Atioriea: win of dementia origin; md any of tho 
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fow points of contact with tho culondara of the Old World, if nat 
nevidontal, must have taken place at an oxevodingly remote porlod 
of timo, In thet, whatever may have come from the Old World waa 
engrafted upon a syatom ttaclf at{ll older than the oxotle aliwute, 

But, iC it still be contended that astronomy waa importord, why did 
not tho Immigrants bring an alphabet or Asiatlo aystoin of writing, 
tho art of working fron, milla, wheol-barrows (all, with renmiubrnnce 
oven of Orlontal navigation, unlenown in Amerlen)? Or nt Jonat tho 
soads of millot, rico, whont, onta, barley, &e., of tholr roapective butre 
nical provinces or countrica?

‘We have renaon to believe, net only Dnt the lente fs 
the contro of the wholo series of montal manifestations, but that ite 
vevernl parta are Bo many organe; each ono of which porkirma ite 
Pocatlinx and distinetive offleo, Hut the numbor, loonlity, niu fines 
tive of these several orgie ure fir from bolug determines * nor 
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should thia nnoortainty surprise us, whon we reflect on tho slow and 
devions procosa by which mankind havo arrived at some of tho alm. 
plost phystologienl truths, and tho dificultios that onviron all inquiries 
into tho nature of the organio fictions.

2. Tho plan of wolghing tho brain hna beon extoneivoly practisod 
in modern tog, ond with vory instructive resulta, Hallox found tho 
oncaphuton to vary, in adulé mon, from a pound aud a half to more 
tan tivo pounds; and tho Wonzola stato tho avorago of thelr oxporl- 
monts to rango from about three pounds five cunces to three pounda 
ton ounces.” :

The renulta obtained by Prof, Tivdomainn, lke flinuo of Sir William 
Utunilton, possoss a gront vile in resenrchon of thin kind; yet, tne 
fortunately, thoy are net abeolute cithor na reapocts the alae or wolght 
of tho brains tor it ia evident that tue second af these aljoeta conte 
only be obtained hy employing a nedtinns of the same density as tho

After twonty yonra of obsorvation and roftection, during which 
poriod I have alwaya approached this aubjoot with difldonca and

‘Thowy poople commmonood their 
piratical inoursiona to tho const of Hritnin in the fourth contury, and 
Wore mastors ofthe jalnuil nt only wean. 4490. Thoy found it vhloſly 
inhabited by tho native Briton, whe were Cxtray lat theao Inttor 
poople had boon for noarly 400 yours undor the domiuion of the Ko. 
minne, who had largely colonizot the country; and so conmplota wis 
this aubjugation, that tho Latin Inngungo woe tho culluquinl spovch 
of all Britain at tho fll of the Roman ompire, oxeopting mnenye the 
Dieta of tho conat of Bcatland.* Irom the period of the Auglo-Raxon 
invasion, the population became n bloudod intxture of the Celtic, Po 
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Inaglo, and ‘Toutonia races, among which the Jatter soon took the 
preponderance, aud gava its language to the Uritish Islonds, The 
ie conquest nelilodd auothor physical olomont of tho Toutonio 
atook. 

Thia fwion of throg familia into ono, varying in dogroo in difforont 
soctions of those islands, ina givon riso ton phystognomy varying in 

-wsovoral rospocta front the Tontonia custo; whilo tho cranium itself is 
Joss sphoroidal, and more devidedly oval, than is charactoriatio of that 
peaplo. 

Thavo not hitherto exertod mysolf to obtain cranin of the Anglo- 
Saxon rneo, oxcopt in Cho instance of individuals who have boon aig. 
nalizod hy thoir crimes; aud this numbor ia too amall to bo of much

paupory wel henation, The Inygoxt brain has hoon ninety-sovon enbie 
fnelion; Cio anunllont, olghty-two; and Cie mean of ninoty accords 
with that of tha calloative Toutemio vaca, ‘Tha uoxos of those aoven 
alculla nro, four malo and throo fomnte.

— faphiion, Jlipnaxvil threo mont in the Woxt Ludivs, and visited 
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aight of the inluuds, when slavery wie everywhere dn vague (188d) ; 
and I van pwhoesitadingly declare Unt T enw nothiigg ta runltrin thie 
auxortion, Which L yegard as wholly idlo aad gratuite, “The only 
difference that avcurred to mo waa, that the better cliae of Eagial 
wonton had become pater, or whiter, aud thinner, on nevaunt of te 
gront oud constant hoat of the climate, and conexquont nglvet of 
exercise, :

Mr, Gallatin finda thla analogy among the American Inngungtoa ta 
oxtond to the Rakimanx—and ho avcandingly separates thom fron 
tho Mongolinn vaco, and regarda thom aaa adotion of the great Auto:

_ to have demonstrated that the planetary bodies may retaln thelr pro- 
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xont movemonts undisturbed through a coming clornity) while he. 
Tulatry itustratos the porpetual antagouiem of the two great doparh 
ywonts of ongiieal watues an our glabo, by whiek the vital propartigs 
of the atnosphoro have boon preserved for agua, ae they sony voutinns 
forever, unimpaired; and, Rually, geolagy kaferme us that tho oarth 
Tins boon, froin Ue bexluulug, the theatre of constant nal progroeddea 
chnngoa, having for tholr object the Sting it for the support of the 
various races of belnge whieh, In regular suecossion, have been fle 
Inhabltauts. 

Tho first gront change in the eanditian of tho carth waa the ean 
donsatlon of ite aurſabe to a eolld etalo, and the contraction off the 
nowly-formed crust during the provesa of cooling; hy whieh the Ph» 
tonlo rocks of our system, the granite, parphyry and baelt, were 
formed in unstraufiod nud orysiniiiaod maason, Those vndoriie all 
the other rocks, aud aro vometines force! ap threugh them by the 
trroalstibly pawerafcoutral heat. Their great omlaeuces wore eoparated 
by valloya filed with som,(through the eordonsatlon of the elroam: 
tonbiont vapor) nloug whose bottom Nhe stratified rovke wore forined 
by the deposttion of various minoral mattont rvsultiag from the dis 
integration of dhe primidve formations, The totamarphic rocks 
Wore thus formed; andafter beoomlng solidified by the heat af the cool. 
Ing minas bolow thom, wore flually uphoayved by the vontral force, and 
composed lumonuaa masses in different partaef tho glubo, Most of the 
considerable mountain ranges belong to this aystom, ‘They reat upon 
a basoment of granite, and have boon throws hy tho upheaving ſurvon 
into poaltlons Inclining at all anglos ta the horlson, ‘Tho uptarned 
odges of thoso primary strata in many plavew sbow a thicknom of 
fifteon or twonty miltos — they wore formed entirely from sediment 
produced by the disintegration of the hantost rocks, aud by tho gra 
dual nctlon of the olomente; while thelr depoatdon, consolidation and 
dlovation nutet havo required porlods of time whieh the mind shrinks 
from contomplating. 

The Koran cdoolares that tho world was created In twa days; and 
“Omar the Lonrned," for nsdgning a longer porlod, waa obliged to 
fly. feo. his country, ta daoapo the dlagrace of reeanting hia opinions. 
Hapnily,.we live now undor a mare enlightoned dlspouaation. 

Tn those rocks wo find no toss of organo remains to show thal 
tho sarth iw 7 Inhabited by living bolnge, Bat the erontion of the 
carth conslated.of.a long succession of oventa, cneh cvonpy liye 0 dl 
tinot goologtoal porlod, and leaving {ndlolilile rooarde of tt histury in 
the aolld crust of the globs, ‘The orontion uf orgmnined belie oxhle 
bite 0 similar anccomsion—onch race Appearing aa sout ae the earth 
Was propared for its rocoption, coutinalug so long aa thy wane atate of 
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things oxistod, and vanishing whon the {mprovomont of tho oarth had 
vontlared it Ht for the madstonnnea of n higher typo of living oronturos. 
All living cronturoa wore oxnotly ndaptod through thot organization 
ta tho pooullar localities thoy wore pliood jn. They porlshod whon the 
conditions nocosanry to thoir woll-bolug wore clinnged or conaod to oxlut. 

Tn tho noxt sorioa of atrata we find tho onrlloal traces of thoso tribes 
of organlaod beluga which avoupled the pmoval onrth, and have loft 
tho monnmenta of tholr oxlatonca In the racka which form thelt tombe, 
Theao primary fosailiferous strata ava ontively of marino origin, 
having heen formed at tho bottom of the ecoan; and thoy contain the 
romains of marine aninals only. Tho typos of those animnla avo 
onally rooognixod — they include representatives of all tho gront do- 
partmonts af tho sulmal kingdom — but the spocloa and even the 
gonora nto entirely lost. Tho animals, however, all belong to tho 
lowest divisions of tho different classes, ‘Thue tho radinta aro ropro · 
sonted by soophytes, orinolden and polypa—vach tho lowoat in their 
roapoctive lasses, Molluaks, in liko mannor, exhibit only tho lowor 
typoa; artloulata aro mostly confued to trilobites; and fAshoa of tha 
lowest forms aro tho sole represantatives of the vortebrata: thore aro 
horo no reptiles, no birds, and no mammals, 

These primary strata aro many thousand foot in thloknosa, and 
the organio romaing imbedded In thom, though belonging to a few 
apoolos, show that animal life nlroady oxlatod In lmmonao profitdon, 
and oxtondod over vlilo· apronil regions of te globo. Thoy Nonrishod 
for conntloaa gonorations, al thelr remains ave found reposing in 
onrihen varliont sopulehres, 

lu the noxt stage of tho oarth's history wo have tho Silurian system. 
Hore tho forma of life are more varied and abundant — apooloa aro 
taultiplied ; flahes now mako tholr appoarance in numbors and vario- 
tics corresponding with tho improved conditions for tholr oxlatonco ; 
tnd soa-plante are found among tho fosalls of this ora, In tho old rod 
anndstono, the same orders are continued; now fishes: ore still moro 
abundant, and all tho allarian species have olrondy disnppoarod. 
Those fossils, again, are entlroly distinos from the corresponding 
gpocios af the carbontferous ort which succeeds thom. Nat « single 
Heh found in the old rod sandstono has boon dotootod, olthor in the 
ailurinn ayatem on tho one aldo or in tho carhoniforous on tho other. 
Throughout wll aubsoquent goologtent orna similar changos took placa, 
and now epaciea replaced the old at overy now formation, Jn propor 
tlon na thy onrth appronchud its porfoot etnte, te orgunte typos boonmo 
more complex; bnt the typos originally created worse novor destroyed, 
thoy have Loon proserved through overy siccooding modifoation.and 
Improvement, up to tholr highoat manifestation in man, Re; ry

The foselliferona strata have boon estimated ta be sight miles tn 
thickness, ‘They wore formed, tke the motamarphie cucks, at the 
bottom of the sop, by sodiinentary dopasita, and afterwards aphoaved 
tn Uwir consolidated ſorm by central beat. Buch a provons, doubters, 
munat have boon vory slows og. the hydrographic luain of the Tigra 
nnd Knphrates ja 189,000 square initeas and tho alluvial deposit along 
the vonrae of thoao rivers, in the contre, i nbont 89,400 square miloa 
In oxtont.

provallod: nono but marine animals oslatod, nad there was nothing 
to provont a great unifonnity uf typo, In Ue lorilarx ora overything 
tnd altered ~~ tho oarth's surfuea waa varied with lelands end von.

‘Tho ſoanlla of the fortiary systons, iss different regions, 
are na diatiuet na tho present fatine and fone of these conntriog 
Eek portion of tho lal, aa il rose above the deep, became poopled with 
unimala and plants best adapted ta its peeupaney ; and the walom 
nodossarily partaking of the physleal change, the tuarine speolpa which 
awarmod along the shorea underwent a corresponding mullftention, 

The earth was now Inhablted by uve groat taaminilors, whim cons 
stitution most nonrly rosamblos that of mankind: hore they oxleted, 
naauvodly, man could havo oxlatoil wlso, Thoy approximate to bunmnlty 
in tholr Intolligonce, thelr senags, thelr wants, thole paslons, their ante 
mal fiinetiona; and whon thoy Juul © muluptiod exooudingly,” we ray 
altppase that man would nog bo lang tn waklige ble appoanities. Hore 
we moot for tho fire: ime with ſuasll monkoys; the type whose orgunla. 
ation mout cloaoly nealmilaton to tho human. Ut is only within a fow 
Yours that fomil monkeys have boon dlavarered, and Utele opposed 
obaonce wns formerly cltod nan proof of tholr meant origin, Munkeys, 
in atil-provalont aystoms of stoatlon, are supposed to have boon ruevnl 
with, or at lonst but lliilo autarlur ta, mat: tho absouve af their ore 
genio ramalna being considered na aatldietory ovldones that both 

mon and monkoys Wore mere crontiona of yestorday ! Kosell monkeys, 
novortheless; have boon found in Kaylud, Frauen, fadia, auch Neath 
Ammorloa, Tn Tndla, eovoral differnt xpooies have turned nye ie to 
Uary strata, on tho Himalaya mountalna, ‘Tho Kroneh fosalle, Gawd 
in fosh-wator strata of tho tortiary ora Leloig to the yibbon or tails 
lous po, which stands noxt, jn the soale off orgailaatou, ta the erage 
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The Amorlenu spovlmon, brought from Brasil by Dr. Lund, is ro- 
forrerl to an oxtinet gonua and spootos pooullar to that country, And 
tho Engliah fusalla, Lolonging to tho gonua meaonous and an oxtinet 
apucls, oxhumed from the London clay, wore nasoclatod with oro- 
conilos, turtles, nnulili, besides many curious troploal frulta,* 

Only a fow fossil cintlrumnuon have aa yot boon dlacovored; but 
teuingle ona la auilleiont ta gatabtigh thelr oxiatonee, ‘Tho sumber of 
mumnla progorved in rocky strata may bear but a amall proportion to 
thea which haya boon utterly deatroyod. Thus, in (ho Comnoationt 
wondstons, the (racks of moro thin forty spovioa of birds and quadru- 
pola havo beon found distinctly marked. Somo of thoso birds must 
have loon at lonat twelvo or fiftoon foot high; and yot no othor voatigo 
of their pxistonco has boon discovered, ‘They wore tho volossnl roul- 
dente of that valley for ngoa; thoy havo all vanighod; aud hind it not 
hoon for tho plastle nature of tho ylolding sand whoroon thoy waded 
Mong tho river's banks, thoy would not have loft even a footprint 
bohind thom, Any thero not bo othor oronturos which have loft no 
traco whatevor of their oxlstoudo t 

Tu onch of the gront goologloal apochna, lifo was quite a8 abundant na 
at tho prosont day, All dopartmonts of tho Animal Kingdom lind tholr 
roprosantatives, and some of thom wore ovon more numorous thon than 
at presont. Thora Immengo travta formed by xeophy tox, and the incom. 
prohonalblo masses of microrvopie shells, would almost xoom to favor 
the theory hat dia whole vurtli ia formed of the déliris af organized 
hoinxn. ema fhn sure fins muro plontiful than Chody living sopra 
wentitiveds uml nirra dhol jive liven ford in the angle binin of 
Varia Chae now oxint in the whole Moditerrmoang he romaine of 
the giant reptiles show their oxaboranes ; nud now-oxtiiet apovion of 
nmunumnla aust lave at lonat equalled in uumber, na thoy far oxcocd 
ju ulxo, tholr living sucoossors. Porlinpa the most striking oxamplo 
ja soon in tho inexhaustible multitude of fossil olophante daily dis- 
covored ln Blboxla. Tholr tusks have boon au object of tratlle in ivory 
for conturios; and in some places thoy have oxlated in auch prodigious 
tumntittos, that the ground fe still tainted with the smoll of animal 
dautter, ‘holy hugo akolotons aro found from tho frontiora of Huropo 
through all Northorn Asia to ita oxtrome onatorn polit, and from tho 
foot of the Altai Mountains to tho shores of the Frozen Qeow—a 
surfine oyuil in oxtont to the whole of Hurope, Some felanda in the 
Arctic Sua are chiolly composed of their remains, mixed with the 
hones of varlons other animale of living gonera, but of oxtinet 
upouios.h

Tho Muuviuat, or drift, na now enllod, la nlintal unlvorunl in oxtont 
(oxeopt within the troplea); aud la marked by deposite af otny nad 
annd; and arratle blocks or boulder of all alse, fron conmen 
pobblos to massa thousnnds of tort to woight, ovour at nll lovela up 
to the aummita of lofty mountaina, whore ne agency now in oporation 
could have placed thom, The drift abounda in fomil renaine of 
animale; auch aa tho olophant, mastedan, rhinoveros, blppopatamus, 
and othor largo mammolia: gonora which, vow living only In warm 
climates, wvust hove thon existed in Kugland, Kruse, Gormany, and 
other northern countrios, ‘Those suininla wore destrayod by tho aama 
inundationa which loft the doposita we enll drift: yot the works and 
tho vomains of man have boon found among thom! Those crift-fornin 
tlone avo of immonso antiquity, boing in thia country olor than the 
baain of the Misalssippt; and may bo reyardod aa the Just great tranal- 
tion in the onth’a goological history. 

All formations of tho drift do not belong to one and the anino porlad; 
nor wore they produced by tho aama cnusse. According te tho 
glacial thoory of Prof, Agnals, tho ollmate of the northern homl- 
aphare, which had hoon of tropleal warmth, became colder at the 
clogs of tho tortinry orn, Tho polar glaclor advanced towanls the 
aouth, loaving tho marks of tholr passage in tho ground nad upon 
atriatocl zurſnoos of rocks and mountains, whilst dletributing an ovory 
aldo tho blocka and maasva thoy had ontanglod In thelr courmo : whieh 
Jost, with tho Nnor dotritus, wore swopt fir and wide hy torronta 
oooualonocl Ly tha molting of thoao glaelors. 

At other times, a sudden olevation of mountalia-ohalan from 
‘Denonth the surfios of tho son, produced violent jnundationa off 
auwounding countries, and tranaported boulder and drift in overy 
divestions. ‘Tho Alpa furnish Uluatradona in point, ‘They Inve hoon 
honved up alnoo tho doposition of the tertiary struta; for those atria 
ave found capping their summits or lying its thoi mountaln-valloye , 
while the. dvlft” is acon aonttored in ll dirvetions on the rr 
of tho Jura, and over the plalna of Lombarly, locks uf genuite, 
10,000 cubic foot In size, linve boon found in the din Niountainy, 
2000 foot above tho Tanke of Genova, Tho rock hn llorob, fran whieh

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tho londor In Tarae) miraculously draw wator, ia a mage of syonitia 
aranito, six yards square, lying insulated upon a Plain noar Mount 
Binal. Thovo ava diaplaya of the drift in our own country, on a magy 
nifloent aonlo, but aa our object dovs not require, nor our limite allow, 
more than a mero reference to this as au Interesting atago in tho 
onvth’s antiquity, wo prea on, 

‘Lit comos tho Anuyruas that ja, the formntion along the margins 
of vivers and the doltas at theit moauths, and tho deposition of those 
suporfeial coveriuga of soil which have taken place aineo tho oarth 
faauned ita present configuration of won and land. Of the antiquity 
of the aldor formutions, fosaila havo alforded unorring information; 
nel dot xorving ua medals to mk the epoch of thoir uxiatoncs, Tho 
allavinny mat bu judgod by comparison, and all wo shall attempt 
fw, (or chow Chit Uso orth, in its prosont condition, has hoon the habl- 
tution of rian for many thougmnd years longor than pooplo com. 
monly uuppoao. 

It appoars, from recont observations,* that tho ‘hydrographio baain 
of tho Nilo (within tho Hiits of rain), 1a about 1,650,000 aquare milos, 
and tho whole bhabltablo laud of Egypt fs formed of the alhuvial do- 
posite of tha river. Tho Dalta Ja of m fuu-lilee form, narrow at {ta 
apox below Cairo, aud spronding out na it oxtonds towards tho son, 
unl ita outer bordor {a about 120 milea in oxtont. ‘Tho anmo im. 
yuonso dopoalta aro wtil onrriod annually to tho aon, yot tho Dolta has 
not poreoptibly inerensod within tho limita of history, Tnuin, tho 
Telwow Zann, Gas very remote poriod af Beyptlan analy, wis built 
pen i plin at core dinates fram the xen; and ite ruins nay still bo 
woo, Within a faw milow of tho const, The Iapaa of moro than 8000 
yours, from the thing of Rainaus Il., hi not produced any grout ineronso 
in tho alluvial plain, nor oxtondad it farthor Into tho Mediterranean, 
Citles which stood, in his day, upon tho const, and wore ovon thon 
raforred to the gods Osltia and Horus, may atill bo traced at the sama 
localities; and Homor makes Menolaus anchor his floot at Canopus, 
nt the mouth of tho Egyptua or Nilo. In short, we Jenow that in 
tho dyn of the onrilost Pharaohs, the Delta, aa it now oxiata, was 
coverud with anoiont cities, and fillod with a donao population, whoxo 
civilization minal have required a period going bnele fie heyond any 
date that hat yet beon auiguod to tha Dolnge of Nonl or won to the 
Croutian of dha world.

hava traced no loss (hin ton disthiot cyproa forpate at diffpront tevela 
bolow tho prosont murfneo, in parte of eanlalann whore the mage he 
tvoon high and low water is much groator than it la at Now Orleans, 
Those groups of trova (the live-ouks on tho banks, aid the aitecosslve 
cyprosa bods bonenth,) aro armuged vortionlly aboye each other, snd 
Aro soon to gront advantage in many plioos in the vivinity af Now 
Orloans. 

Da Bonnot Dowlort has made an ingantaus ealoulatlaut cf the lat

From these date It apponra that the human pao oxletod In tho delta 
of the Miselsatppt more than 67,000 yours nga; aud the ton mubtorrm 
nenn forsata, with the one now growlag, oxtabllsh tbat an oxabyrant 
flows oxlatod in Loulslans moss than 100,000 yours vurllor; eo tint, 
160,000 yonrs ago, tho Mlssisippl layed the anymiffeent cypress 
foroate with tt turbid water 

Tn a note addromsod to our colleagues, Nott and Gihhton, April 19, 
1888, Dx. Dowlor anya: — 

"Sinool sont you te Tabloaux,’ severn) liuperiaat disearerion have boon made, Uasirs · 
Hvo and confirmatory of [ts findamontal principles in relation to the antiquity af the haman 
rad In thie delta, aa proved hy works of art underlying, wot ouly the Hewonk platiora, bat 
Also tho secon range of subterranean cyprosa xtumpe, vxponed dariay a reoent exearation 
in a oyproas Last." 

Tho cyprosa troos of Louleiann, and the antiquity alalmeddt fur thor 
hore, naturally romind us of tho longevity of athor trooa in eannextan 
with tho antiquity of tho prosont om, ‘Tho baohal of Bonogal, 14 ta 
woll known, growa to a atupontlaus size, and be aupposedd ta exceed all 
other traoa in longovity. The one monaural by Adanecn war thirty 
foot in diamotor, and oatlmated ta ly G40 yvonne old Uuving mala 
an incislon to ncortain depth, ho counted aad ruga af annunl geewth, 
and obsorvod what thickness the trow hue gntwod In thst portal; the 
avorago growth of youngor trocs of the aay 
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tained, and the enlaulatlon mado recording to the menn rate of in 
oronao. Baron Tlumboldt conafclorod a cypress in tho gardone of 
Ohapultopes na yot older; it’had alrondy reachod a groat ago in tho 
rolgn of Montoznma, and {4 auppored to le now more than 6000 
yours old. Tf wo could apply tho evitortonruuo of Dickeson and 
Brown, zomo of thera treow might prove te ho older atl), Theso 
Kontlomon counted 96 to 120 rings of nunual growth in the eyprosses 
of Lanisiann, and say, movvover, Chat tho ligneaua rings in the eypross 
avo xomnrlenhly diatinet, and onsily counted, Now the eypreva men 
auvod by Tnmboldt waa 40} ſuot in diametor A xond-diamater of 
248 inehow, raultipliod hy 96, the smaller number of ringa to an inch, 
would givo 24,086 youra aa tha ago of one goneration of living trou, 
The harder woods aro of yory alow growth, and some of the hugo 
muahopanion of Contral Amorien nut bo oxtromely ald. ‘Tho cour- 
laril of the Antilles xorchos n diamoter of twonty foot, and ia ono of 
tho hardext timbor trees; and tho ironwood, from the samo data, may 
ho rankod among the patriarchs of tho forest. 

Pruvolloxs have often been deterred from attempting to nacortain 
tho ngo of romarkable trooa by tho appnront hopoleasnoss of the taak, 
To foll ono of these gianta of tho woods wna evidontly hupossible, 
nor saa it an engy matter oven to make auch a aodtlon as would fret. 
Ntnto the caloulation, Thia diflentty ix now, happily, to a grout 
oxtont romoyed, and reiontifle (ravellors car hereafter alitain moe 
anromonta of tho largest and hardest trea in the plavos of thei 
growth, My. Lowmen het doviaod an luntrinnönt xormething: like a 
aurgion's Crophine, whieh, hy moana of a elrenlur aay, eta ont eylin 
doxn af wood from opposite aiden of tha treo, and ie fenishea the 
mont antiafagtory resulta." 

Having drawn tho genoral rondor's attention to a fow govlogical t 
and botantoal evidences of the incaleulable lapsa of time required for 
tho oxleting condition of things upon our glohe, lot us andenvor to 
yilgo a comnor of tho voil which obacuros luman sight of cpochas an- 
torioy to ours, Whore our alluvial rivera flowed, whoro our proaont 
yeyutetion flourished, whore our mammiforous animale abounded, 
xelaneo connot aseign, à priori, a ronson why all our ditloront species 
of mankind should not alao have oxiated eoolnnvouuly. Cuvinn (nye 
Halunevling mort trnty,) does not contost tho oxistenes of inn ab the 
opach in whieh gigantic species poopled the surtiea of tho ourtlef 
‘Wo content oumolves with lossor quadrapods: 

Pca —— “The log fine his Hh onan A ui man iu, 
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all hiw migrations to distint roglois of tho onrili, nuul lins auffored from 
tho sane igluatjru whieh iuerniod nivtes to hb lord, ‘The wise Ulysses 
Jiu boon rathlouly refurred to hoonmurgutioous origin with the Papuan 
and the Tlottontet; and the noblo antral that dad from jay on re 
ooxuialu hix maator (when all Iihnon had forgotton the twenty yore 
wandoror), ia loft to choose a descont from tho savage wolf or Ue 
abjout Juckal, and must porforeo share ita pnrontage with 
“Mongrel, puppy, whelp, and housd, 

And our of low dogres.” 
Tho monuments of Egypt have nlao shad new light upon the histarieal 
antiquity of both mon and dogs, showlng that tho difforunt moos of 
onoh wore as distinat 6000 yonra ago na thoy aro to-day; and wo now 
propose to inquire whothor goology doos not confer upon slogs a still 
more ancient origin. 

Fow quostiona in tho history of foasll animule pro mare ciffloult to 
aolvo than that of doga; for tho difitroncos botwoon akelotons of tho 
dog, tho wolf, and the fox, avo ao trifling ns to ho alimoat uncdiatinguleh- 
able, Indeod, some poroolvo no difforonoa betwoon them oxcept in 
point of eizo, Consoquontly, whon wo moot with a fowsll of the dog 
apooloa, wo nro at a losa whither to refor It; and ao strong are vulxur 
prajudicos against the antiquity of ovorything lmmodiatoly nasoclntod 
with man, that {¢ 1a almost cortain to bo callod a wall, n fox, n jackal, 
ot anything olgo, soonoy than a common dog. 

Tt doos not appear thet any oanide havo yot beon found In the 
oolite, the oarlloat poaltlon of mammal romatna; thoy are rary in the 
tortiary atrata, and aro chiefly mot with in the caves of tha pliuenne, 
in tho drift, and tho alluvium, 

Owon gays tint forsil bones and toatl oxtant in onvon, and thoir ns 
aooiatlon with othor romaina of oxtinet spooies of mammalian found hy 
tho samo alate, curry lack tho oxidtonco of the canta tana in Groat 
Britain to a poriod sutorior to the deposition af tho supuriteial drift 
In tho fumona Kirkdalo eave, Dr. Buckland dixsoverd benoa off 0 
fosail canis nssovintod with those of tion, hoary, oluphania, the rhino 
ooros, hippopotanus, and othor animals which Cuvior pronaunced to 
belong to oxtinet spocios, Moxail honos of n upuoloa of vanla, ulin llarly 
associated with oxtinot aninialy, turned up in the eave of Paviland, 
dn Glamorganshive; and the Oreston cavern furnished othor examples, 
Tn all theso onaoa it wns ditllenlt to designate the apeedes of vnuis tho 
Sosaila belongod to, and the Doo waa nover allowed the honoflt of the 
doubt, 

Cuvior, Daubonton and Do Bainville Inform ua, that the shades of 
difforonco in canine skelotons are wo alight, Uint distinctions are ofton 
moro marked botwoen two Individual doge, or two wolvos, than betwoon 
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the varloua apaslos, ‘But, in apite of those diffloultios, recognizable 
romaina of the truo dog, canis familiarise, havo beon frequently ob- 
tained, Dr, Lind discovered ſoastl dogs Inrgor than thoao now living, 
in tha envo of Lagon Banta, in Brazil; asancinted, as wo havo olao- 
whore atatod, with nn immoneo vartoty of oxtinet apoctos of nnimnia, 
and in a position whose goological antiquity cannot ho donbtod. In 
this eago the dog waa partnor with an oxtinet monkey; and a similar 
nasoclation haa hoon found in a stratum of mar, anrmounted by com. 
pat limoatono, in the dopurtmont of Gore, ut the foot of the Pyroncoa, 
Fore tho honca of a true dog wore found, in company with tho ro- 
liqutm of not loss than thirty mammiforoua quadrupeda; including 
threo apecios of rhinocoros, a largo anaplothorium, threo apoelon of 
door, a hngucdentate, antelopos, and apoolos of monkey about threa 
foot high, Thi {uct is the moro intoresting, bocauao fossil monkoys 
avo almost na rar aa fossil mon in tho fruna of tho tortiary ora; and, 
until recontly, thaly oxletenca waa quite ag atronuouely donled, In 
tho entnloguo of tho onata of Indlan fossils, rovently prosonted to tho 
Roaton Socloty of Natural History by tho Kast India Company, wo 
find vo evanin of canine animals from tho Sivalik Hills, but havo 
no information na to thélr spocios, 

Dr, Achmerling haa doscribed aovoral ſoaalla of tho true dog, which 
ovidently belonged to two dlallnob variotios, notably differing from onch 
othor In alao, aa woll na from tha wolf and fox, whoro honor, togathor 
with thoso of boars, liyonna, aid othor antinals, ropoxul in the 
amo locality, Cuvier, aponleing of the bones of a foxsil antmal of 
the gonna canta, fond in the eave of Gaylonronth, saya that they 
rontunlla the dog move than tho wolf, and that they are in the anme 
condition with those of the hyonaa and tigora nasocinted with thom: 
thoy have tho anima color, tho samo consiatonco, the anma onvolop, 
and thoy ovidently date from the same epoch." Ouvior doos not posl- 
tivaly declare theaa rematna to bo those of the dog: he ohaorvoa tho 
enntion which he exhibited, In 1824, whon asked whothor human 
bonos had yet hoon discovered and proved to be cooval with thoao of 
oxtinel mammalla— “Pas onoore,” waa hia almple reply. 

In tho quarries of Montmartro, Ouvior found tho lowor jnw of 9 
apecion of cant, differing from that of any living specioa, and which 
wo have the right to ray bolongod to an oxtinet apecian of dog. 
M. Maveol do Hörron haa doscribod two spocies of dogs from Tmel 
Vioit, One he suppoxod to resemble the pointer, and the other was 
much smaller, ‘The eaves of Tamol Vieil aro situated in a marino 
tortiary Jimextone, Tn komo dogs, tho frontal elevation of the skull 
oxoaada that of tho wolf, and thix charactoriatic ix uaoftl ng a distin, 

_ tivo mark. ‘Tho elenll of n emall varioty of dog, with this mark woll 
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duvelopwil, waa abtained fon at Kuglich Lono-cave, aid eubinitted to 
Me. CHD, wha prinitiutivvil 1 to bolo toca atonal bullahge or binge pug. 

Our dontustio doy hina the last biberentar teth werder Ui that of 
thu wolf which fuct, toguthor with aligltor eteuctury of the jaw, showa 
the dog te bu less carnivorous. ‘Tho teeth of dhe vnvu-iluxſ differ 
ouly in nize fro thew of the common chy, boing larger; und it 
appom nhuost cortaly that many of the foal dhyge wore of a ypreator 
slzo thm any of the variotoa now common meng us. This virvum - 
stance, togother with thelr gonoral altailarity of etructare, liun dluubl- 
Teas lod to thelr boing what universally dosiguatod na Worves, Wo 
rend of wolves boing constantly found in a complytely fussilined atata, 
neaocintod with nmayorvus exdnet anianala, amd even with won him: 
golf; and constloring the difloulty of distinguishing akvlotuns of the 
wolf from those of the dog, wo have nu touts that many of these 
fossils holunged ta nau’ natural companion — tro dug. 

Marcel de Berroa observes, in reforenve to tho largo alae of the 
fowall dogs whieh emae undor hia observation, that Uwy boar i strongar 
rorombluies to the auimal such as wo may euppowo hii te have boon 
hofors ho enme undey the hulgones of man, Ua nut of cur aduimentia 
canos, ‘Their stature in intermediate botwoon the wall and the palator, 
their muzzle ia ore vlongitod, and all tho parta of the okeleton are 
proportionnlly stronger, But thera ie nu groaned for nasnniag u 
spociilo unity among those foretl dogs, any mere than amung tho 
domostlonted rico, A cnroful examination tf the laaws fund it 
tho cavoa has shown tho exlatono of different slacs, ail probably of 
different spocloa; and lnnamuoli awe Nnil, bs thee mane cavos, ronal 
animale which havo suffored the grouteat Influonee fran saan, 4g, the 
hoxao and ox, xo wo may reasonably fnfor dint thoay duge thomasalver 
Have hoon contompornnvoua with man; cspoclally Lecausy wu vestiges, 
olthor of domoatic nuliunla or dogs, hae over boon ſuuul tn couutrlea 
uninhablted hy mankind alien tho onrliest human tradition. Tho 
gigantio alno of fossil dogs apponrs lone formblable to ue dive it probas 
bly did to AL do Borros, wince Havwelineon hes figured nu enuriaons dog, 
from tho sculptures of Ninoveh, aa linge as the largest of the oxtiuet 
antmala, and Vanx nanuron it that aadindlar spocloa ta tll living he 
Mvra, Chap. XU] Moreover, the skeleton of ait ininonse 
ib vooontly found In a eave at tho Cainrioa, with rosuatue uf the 
af Gtaxores, and thoneo taken to Paris, Tore, however the 
ge met hia death,

Vory diatinot trnoos oxlgt, thon, of nt lout four typos af chy in 
Faallixod atato: tho Onnary dog, tho polntor, the hound, ast de bull 
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dog, togothor with a amallor animal, supposed by Schmorling to havo 
Laon a turnepit, “As wo lenow somo of thoaa raoos to bo hybrids, the 
liat mast bo still urthor onlarged; for there can be no doubt that 
many other fossil canidw apportainod to difleront species of dogs. 
Thoga apoolos anjoy avery reapoatuble antiquity ; auitciont, wa think, to 
dostroy tho olnims of the wolf or tho jackal to thelr common pater 
nily: ospoctally, when to om list of apuclos ia addod tho fosail dog 
dlucoverad by Mr. W. Mantell, in the romoto rogion of Now Zealand, 
nasocinted with tho honoa of the Dinornia giganteus. Wo have no 
doubt that Man himeell existed eoitompornmeously with thero fossil 
ized animala, and that hoth onjoyod an associated antiquity upon 
oarth which hay not yet been generally conceded, but cannot much 
longor lu dented. As the hound, baying in ow Amerivent woods, 
Aunonneen tho preaonco of the hunter, go wo may rest naauved that a 
pulvontologionl “ fidus Achatos” nolsalosly implios tho proximity of 
fossil Man himaolf, 

Ltuman Youil Romaine have now boon found so frequently, and in 
olroumatancos so unequivocal, that the frets oan hardly be donied; 
oxcopt by porsona who resolutely roſuso to beliove anything that oan 
militate against thely own proconcelved opinions, Ouvlor romarked, 
long sinao, that notlons in voguo (80 yanra ago) upon this aubjeat would 
yoquire considarable modification ; and Morton loft among his papora 
a rovord of hla matured viawa atlll more omphatienlly oxprossud — 

“Thora la no good ronson for doubtlig tha oxtatence of man in tho fax⸗ll atalb. Wo have 
aleoudy uovoral wolleauthontlontad oxamplou auil wa inay hourly look for othera, avon from 
Cho nyo wtentiiod rook, Why winy wo not yot dlacover them in the tertiary dopoatta, In 
tho ervtnevnus bods, or oven fa the aullton? Contrary ta all our preoutodlved uplnitons, 
the Inttor atrate have alrondy afforded the remaina of wevoral marwuplal anlinle, whieh 
havo eurprived goologlata almoat ax mach ag if thoy liad discovered tho bonow of mart 
Nloalt” # 

Duman bones, mixed with those of lost mammifors, havo boon 
found in several placos,in England, by Dy. Buckland, in tho ſamous 
cavo of Wokoy Holo, at Paviland, and Kirkby. Tho question, whothor 
on cual antiquity should bo assigned to such romaina with that of 
oxtines inferior specios accompanying thom — or, In other words, 
whether man lived at the aumo timo with rhinocoroses, hippopotami, 
youns, nnd beara, whoso ontire apoolos havo dianppearad trom onrth, 
hoquonthing hut thely fossil romatns to toll us that they oncv uxiated— 
waa oun of mighty imports; and Dr. Buoekland, Oxontan Profesor, 
wha loth to admit that thoro romaina, human ond anime, holonged 
to beingy which had hoon awopt from oxiatnco hy the sumo enus 
tropho, Tnatancon of human fossils had often been repartud, but thoy

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Wore always treated with contompluons uryloct. A fossil skeleton, 
faut tu te achietnerk al Quobeo, when excavating the fortittontions, 
oxeiied hut rp oimottvot’a ueredulons attentions ast the wolldguawg 
Cunlnlaupe ekelotona wore prongniesd recent, by a manor te most 
iununry. Ilumnuu bones aro known fe have boon fond is Engtnad, 
inloreleeumatances whieh rendored their ſuesil condition probghie; but, 
owing to pryjudice or Iynormoee, thoy wore raat aahlo na worthloas, op 
hurlval with mistakon reveronop. lu eotne instanced, ny wore treo, 
with tho Tmwstone in which they wers Imbedded, to toond bighwaya; 
and at all timoa wore Haposed of veithout oxsmduntion, or apparent 
knowlodgo of thelr sclontific importance, Thorv is an instanes, 
recorded by Col, IIunllion Smith, which, whothor true ar not, will 
serve toahow aculpablo indifforence on thia subject. A complotely 
fosallizod lnunan lady waa discovered at Gibraltar, ia 17 46. ‘Tho thot 
ja rolntod iin ninnusoript note, lnsortod ina copy of a dissertation on 
the Antiquity of the Barth, by tho How. dames Dauglaa, cond at tho 
Royal Suvivty, ty 1745, In substance, it relates Uiat, while the writer 
hinwolf' waa at Gibraltar, some minors, employed to blow np rocks for 
tha purpose of rising batteries about ditty foot above the lovel of the 
ven, discovered the appearines of aluman body; whieh they blow ap, 
hovnuas the afllcor to whom they sent notice of the fet did not diink 
it worth the trouble of oxamluing! One hema polvla found uoar 
Natehos, by Dr. Dickeson, la an untaubted fimail; yot we are told 
that forruginons oxides not upon an ox fanominatin diverontly than 
upon bones of oxtinet gonora lying In the ano atratum, lost natural 
Incldenta might glyo to man, In tho valley ef tho Mlasealppl, au antl 
quity nltogothor Incampatible with recolyed Idoaa: and Sir Charla 
Lyell accordingly suggoata a spoody solution of the difflouliy, by 
saying tnt a foasilixod pelpie may have fallen from nn old Indian 
grave nont the summit of the cllf Atiompts have boon mde to 
throw doubt upon overy discovery of buna foasila in te eano 
mannor; and the grontoat Ingenuity la oxhibliod In adapting adequate 
wolutiona ta tha ovorsvarying dilemmas, lu the ons of the fondls 
brought from Brasil, n human skull wae taken aut of a sandstone 
rock, now overgrown with lofty trooa, Sir Clurloe Lyell ymin hind 
regotitae to his ſarorito Tndian burylugground 5 althaugh this die 
it had fo bo sunk bonoath the level of the vod, aud bcumne again 
uphonvod to tte proaont position. Tut, stpposiug all thie ta be true, 
whist ob ontiquity must we nssign to tide tiudina adeull, when we ro 
mnombor the andlent troos above Its ymve, mind reflect upon the fut 
that bones of nimorous fosell quadrupole, wid, mnong vihers, of n 
horso (both found in the alluvial formation), inust be of a iure recent 
orlgin than the human remains! 
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Human fossil romnins have been most commonly found in caves 
sonnected with tho diluvlum, uaually known na ossutaries or bone 
onvorna. Thoao eaves ocour, for tho moat part, in the calenrcous atrata, 
na tho Inrgo caves gonernlly do, and they have hoon, in all tho Ine 
ataneoa wo ahall otto, naturally elonotl unlil thoir recont discovery, Tho 
floors aro covered with what apponrs to be nv hed of dilnvial clay, ovor 
whieh a ernat of atalagmite hax formed since tho‘olay hed waa depo. 
alted; and it is undor this donhlo covoring of limo mud clay that tho 
bony remains of animula ave dixeovered, As tho famous Kirkdalo 
onvern muy serve aa a gonoral typo of envos of this description, we 
will hero givo a hvief akoteh of it: — 

Tho Kirkdulo envo in aituntotl on the oldor portion of the oolito for- 
mation in the cornlrag and Oxford elny — on the declivity of a 
valloy. At extonds, ag an irrogular narrow passage, 260 feot into the 
Nill, expanding hore and there into amall chambors, but hardly onough 
nny whore to allow ofa man’s standing upright. Tho aldos and floor 
wore ford covered with a deposit of atalagmite, bononth which thera 
waa hod from two to threo foot thick of sandy, mionooous loam, 
tho lower part of which, in particular, contained an innumorablo 
qunntlty of bones, with which tho floor was complotely atrown. Tho 
unimals to which they belonged wero tho hyona, bear, tigor, lion, 
olophant, rhMocorea, hippopotamus, horse, ox, threo apoctos of door, 
wator-ral, and mouso—-appertaining wholly to oxtinot apecios. Tho 
moat: plontitil woro hyonaa, of which several hundreds wore found, 
and the autmals muat have hoon ona-half Iargor than any living ape. 
clos, ‘The hoara holongod to the cavernous apacios, whieh, aecord. 
ing to Cavior, waa of the aizo of a large horde, Tha elephants weve 
Siberian mammotha; and of ataga, the largeat equalled the moore in 
nizo, yom all tha fheta obsorved, Dr, Buckland conoluded, that 
tho Kivkdalo cave lad beon for a long sorlea of years a don inhabited 
by hyenas,* who. had dragged into it rodoasos other animal bodies 
whose romaina are thore commingled with thelr own, at a poriod 
nntocodont to that submoraion which produced the diluvinm ; bocatso 
tho bones ara covored by a bed of thia formation. ‘JMnally raised 
fron the wators, but with no direct communication with tho open 
nit, it remained undiaturbed for a long sorica of agos, duving which 
tho eluy flooring raccived a now enlonroous covering from tho drop. 
Pings of tho roof, Auch is a genoral dexeription of tho hono-caves : 
but it tloes not apply to all of those which containod human fosaila, ag 
wo alinil presently seo,

Co), Hamilion Bmiih wentions sovend instances, occurring in Eng. 
laud, where human bones were found kneaded up lu the samo 
oswvous brocein, or valonrouns paste, with thosw of oxtinet antinals, 
Wherehi tho most righ chomival examination could detect ao difvrenes 
hotwoun dim, In 1498, the Rev. Me. Al' Kuury collected, trom tha 
caves of Tonpmy, human bono and Mul knives amongst n great 
vnrioty of oxtiuct gonwra all frou under a crust of stalagiuile, re 
posing upon whick war the head ofa wolf, Cares have boon opened 
ut Orexton, near Wymouth, da the Mywouth Hee, amd nt Yealm 
Bridge, in alt of whieh human bones wore fund, mixed with fossil 
autinol remaliu. Alr. Hollauiy auljocted a plece of human bene, from 
tho. onve al Vealin Bridge, to treatment by surlatle veh, ascertaining 
that dis animal matter had almost entirely disappeared; while the 
motatareal: bone of a hyena, fram the gatue cave, all rotalned auch 
an nbundaneo of aulmal matter that, after eoparmtion uf tro varthy 
parts, (is bono preserved lia complate form, waa quite translicons, 
and had all the appunruies of n roeoul spocliton, Plocus uf hou 
hono, from n vwub-Apponing cavern hi Tuqeuny, (probably not bom 
than twonty-ivo or thirly conturivs atl, and whiel laud all the npponb- 
anoo of holng completely furdiizod aud even converted lite vlinlk,) 
whon aubjocted to thy seurchlug powors of such murlitle-weld toa, 
royonlod their revent origin. Aud buman bones from the Brixdan 
gavery, dn Hogland, were iu like miner pronouiced roont, though 
it Wap oridont that thuy hud Loon ygaawed by hyoune or ofhor brie 
of prov, Not ſar from the enve whence theso wore laken, the Uaroughly 
fossillzgd bogd.of.o dove was picked up. ‘his teat wan aleu falrly inied 
in tha, onae. (tai prosontly cltod) of sundry hui fuels fount in tie 
Turd, MAL Ballard nnd do Borroa camparod thom with pure woo 
taken frome Qanllsh sarcophagus, supposed to have boon busied far 
7400 yore, bat tho fossil bones proved to be much the murs mucient 

Tt may be grantod, that Dr. Buckland was Justifodt fie canetullng 
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from tho instances which came undor his observation, that whonovor 
human Lonvs wore discovered inixed with those of animals, they 
uiuat have been introdueod wt a later periad ; but oven Cardinal Wise« 
man udimite that there we enaos of an ontively dillorout character.* 

The cave of Durfort, in tho dura, lina boon exwmined nnd dosoribed 
by MM, Virus mud Mureol de Sorrea, It is witunced in a onlonrcous 
mountain, about 800 feat uhove the lovel of the wen, und ix ontored 
ly u porpontionluy shift, venty feat deop. “You ontor the cavern by 
a unxrow prasago from thin slut, aud thore Undd hunnun bones in a 
fruo fousil state, amd completely Incorporated in uenlenreuus matrix, 
A. still more accurate oxmination, attonded with the sane results, 
waa mide, by AL du Sovres, of certain bouvs found in tertiary lime. 
atone ab Lonelres, in tha departinant of the Iférault, laro Al. de 
Oristollus diaoveroidl lumman bones and pottery, mixed with tho 
yernnina of the whinoveroy, bonr, hyona, ond many other ununnle, 
They wore iniboddod in mud snd fragmonta of tho limestone rock of 
the neighborhood; this accrmulation, in some places, being thir 
toon {vob Chick, ‘hose Lurman fossils wore proved, on a oaroful ox 
uiluation, to havg parted with tholr animul mattor as completely ns 
Uumu bongs of hyonos which accompanied them; and they further 
more came out triumphantly from a comparizon with tho osseous 
rolivs of the long-buriod Gaul, as juat rolatod. 

A. fossil unin slseluton ia preserved in tho Muaoum at Quoboo, 
witlelt waa dux out of the solid achisi-voele on which the eitade) atunda; 
ind tg more ikolutonn from Guadalonpo ave deposited, ona in the 
Uritieh Museum, aud thiu other inthe Royal Cabinet at Paria Tho 
skulotun in Che Uritish Mlunotun is lonillunu; but ile eraniuin ia anpe 
pouud to bu recavored iu the one found in Guadalonpe by Al. L.IIop- 
yalnioy, and oarriod by him to Charleston, South Carolina, De. 
Moultrlo, who los doseribed this vory intorosting relic, anya that it 
posscusos all the, abaragtoristios which mark tho Amorionn raca in 
gonotal.| ‘Tho rock in which thoao skalotons wore found is dosoribod

Oe, Sehmorling has examined a largo numbor of localitios in France 
wl Ioxo, particularly the “envorne a‘ugihoul;" whore bones of 
mau weeurrocd, doguther with hose of tifiials of oxtined species: die 
humnun fossils being found, in all yeapacta, untlor the dime eireum- 
ataneod ol age did poxition aa Chie nuimul remains} Nour theo role, 
works of art were sametines diselowed; atieh un fragienta of aneiont

In tho caves of france aul Holgium, 
wo ofton find, in. tho doopest and moat inneormiblo plnoos, fir remote 
from nny communtontion with tho surfhos, human bono buried in 
the olayoy doposit, and comontod fhat to the eldoa and wall, On 
overy aldo, wo may aco oranin Imboddod tn clay, and often nccompa.

bones of rodenta and tho tooth of horsoa and rhinecorosva, wa neo 
meet with human fossila, 

Thoro aro many other casa on record, of human romulna holng 
found nsaocinted with animal foaslla, both in England and on the Con« 
tinont, As woll at Kitoly aa at Belxham, auch assoolationa have bean 
notleed; and thore oan be little dowbt that human foasila oxiet in 
caverns and formationa benonth tho presont lovel of the son: ag. nt 
Plymouth ond othor places, whore romaine of olophants hava boon 
washed up by tho aurf 

In tho cavorna of Bind, in Franco, human bones antl alireda of pot 
tory tuxnod up in tho rod clay, mixed with romaina of oxtinet ont 
mala; and on the Rhino, they have beon found In connection with 
skulls of gigantlo bisona, url, and athor oxtinet apocior, ‘Tho conve 
of Gallonveuth, in Dranconta, je altiated In a porpondioular rook, ite 
mouth being upwards of 800 foot nbova the loval ofthe river, Those 
of Zahnloch and Kilhloch nro almilarly olowated ; nnd the Intior da 
aupposod to havo contained tho voatigos of at lonet 2500 onvorn-honre: 
whilo tho onvo of Copfingon, in the Buablan Alps, ta not lows than 
2600 foot above tha son, Phoas envoa contalnod collootiana of human 
and of animal romaine; while thoir vlevation places them above the 
roach of any partial inuudatlona. Ossunrios in the vale of Koatrits, 
‘Uppor Saxony, aro moro intoroating, because they have hoon mora 
carefully atudiod. ‘Choy nro situated in the gypsum quarrioa; and 
tho undulating country nhout thom is too elevated to pormit of their 
oposite having boon influenced, in tho lonat, by thoso Inundationa 
which ave made to auawar fav such wm multitude of alu, No portint

agin othor enverna, ‘Bonenth thease deposlts, human and radial Cov 
aile Layo boon discovered, at a dopth of twenty fect. ‘Those depusits 
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sworo firat dosorlbod by Baron von Schlotheim, who concludes his 
Aecownt with thoao xomnyks — 

‘CH Ja avidont thet tho human benos could not hinve boon buried hore, nor hove fallen 
Into flacurou during buttlos in anclont thneg. ‘hey avo fow, oomplotoly laolalod, and do« 
taohod, Nor could thoy havo boon thu mutilated and lodged by any othor avoldental cause 
In nora modern Umoa, Innamuch ag thoy avo always found with tho othor animal remalns, 
wader the sane velatlond—not constitutng cousected skeletons, but gathered In yarlous 
groupe.” 

Bosidos thoso of man at difforont porioda of lifo, from inſanoy to 
matnro ago, bones of the rhinocoros, of a gront folino, of hyena, hora, 
ox, door, hare, and rabbit, wore found; to which owl, olophant, alk, 
and roindeor relics havo inca boon added. Spoofntona of the human 
fouaile avo in powsausion of the Baron, of tho Princo of Rousa, Di, 
Bahotto, aud other gontlomen yoslding noar the epots and My, Tir. 
hohnv, who visited Saxony oxprossly to autlaſy himeolf of tho facta by 
nt curefil oxamination of the loonlity, brought spoolmons to England, 
whieh ho proaanted to tho Britleh Museum. It ie worthy of being 
notad hero, that tho above honos ware not all entombed in oaverna oy 
fleauroa, hut that some human fossils wore dug out of tho olay, at a 
dopth of olghtoon foot, and olght foot below the remains of a rhi- 
nogoros.” Mnough has thus boon anid upon foseil Man dielntorved 
acoidontally in that Old World which, In natural phonomenn, {a not 
oly youngor than tho “Now.” 

Orosaing trom Europo to our own continent, wo behold, in tho 
Aondomy of Seloneva at Philadolphin, a fossilized human fingmont, 
aurpanaingly aurfous, if of diaputed antiquity :—

Awnro of tho orltlonl ohjootions to this ſoaall put forward by Lyoll, 
wo nolthor aflim nor deny its antiquity by montioning that Morton, 
tid othar palwontologiats, did not conalder theao donmrrera conclu. 
viva: nor is much geological erudition roquiaite to comprohond that, 
under tho atmoxphorla conditions in which a Horse and a dear vould 
inhale the brenth of lif, 0 human mammmifor might equally woll have 
roapired it with thom,

Tore, then, ia ono “homo Diluvil negator,” to bo coupled with Dr, 
Dowlor’a sub-oypross Indian, who dwolt on the alte af New Orleans 
57,600 yoara ago. 

Tho noxt most important and valuable contribution to thia depart. 
ment of knowlodgo, in ovory point of view, haa boon made by tho 
distinguishod Danish naturalist, Dr Land, who hit given an Interest. 
ing account of tho enlenroona conver of Uraall, «a pooulinrly rick in 
animal romaina, No discovored human foealla in efgAt dilforont loon. 
littoa, all boarlng marka of n goologieal antlquity, In vomo instances, 
the human bonoa woro not accompanied by theses of animals, Ln the 
province of Minna Gornos, human skoletona, in a fowl! eiate, wore 
found among tho romaine of forty-four speclon of oxtinot aniinals, 
among which wae o fosall horse, This loarned travellor discovered 
both tho human and tho animal reliquos nnedor clroumstances which 
lond-to tho frresiatibla concluaion that nil of them were once coutom: 
porencoud inhabttante of the region ft whtel thelr aevorn! vestlyou 
occur, With rospoct to the rive of thew foal moo, Dr. Lund found 
that the form of the cranium differed In no roapect from the acknaw- 
Jedged Amorlenn typo; propor allowances belng made for tho artifloia! 
doprogston of tho forchoad, Tho pooullarity in the arrangement of 
the teath has boon notloocl elsewhore, 

Tn a cave on the bordors of a nko enllod Tagon Banta, Dr Tan 
aguin collected multifarious human bones, In the same condition with 
thogo of numoroua oxtinet spocioa of animals. ‘Thoy bolongutt to at 
lenat thirty difforont individuals, of ovory age, fren ereeplig Infaney 
to tottoving decrepltude, and of both sexoa; and were oviclontly tla

Thoao hones wora thoroughly incorporated with a very hard bracela, 
avery ono in the foasil atato. A ainglo apocimon af an oxtinat 
funily of apes, eallidiria primavua, woa found among thom; but largo 
mumbors of rodonts, carnivora, and tardigrades, wore intermixed pro- 
miscnously with the human fossils, All thoir goological rolations unite 
to show, that thoy woro ontombed in their prosont position at n time 
long provious to tho formation of that Inka on whoso borders tho 
onvern ig situated; thoroby leaving no doubt of tho cooxigtonca, in 
life, of the wholo of the beings thus assoclatod in donth. Thioso facta 
ontaltivh nob only that South Amorloa was inhabited by an ancient 
poops, long before tho discovery of the Now Continont, oy that the 
population of this part of tho world muat have preceded all historteal 
notica of thoiv oxistoncos they demonstrate that aboriginal man in 
Amoricn antodates tho Mississippi plluvia, bocaugo his bonos avo fos 
ailiged ; aud Uhat ho oan ovon boust of a goological antiquity, bocauso 
numerous spooles of animals have boon blotted from orontion aince 
Amorioan humanity's frst apponrance, The form of thoao cranin, 
moreover, provoa that the gonoral type of raeoa inhabiting America 
ab that Incongolvably-romote ora waa the anno which provailod at tho 
period of the Columbian discovery: mud this considorntiion muy aparo 
aolonea tho trouble of any farther apeentution on the modus through 
whieh to Now World hoeane peoplort hy inmnigration trom the Old; 
for, ator carrying backwards tho existence of n peopla montunontally 
into Uo vory night of timo, whou we find that they havo alao pro. 
sorved tho samo ‘Tyra bnole to a moro remot, ovon to n geological, 
period, thora onn be no nocosalty for golng abroad to sook their origin. 
‘Chua much information, upon foeail man in Amorion, Waa commion 
proporty of tho authora of thle volumo and tho writor, until Murch,

‘Wo havo shown that the alluvion of our rivor beds and deltas pos 
gognoa an Ontiquity, whieh would permit of tho oxiatones of man upon 
tho earth at amuch mors roruoto poriod than hes been commonly 
asdignad to him, Wo havo given inataneos of his oxlumation alao in 
tho fossil atuto. Tho humun fossils of Brazil and Florida carry book 
the aboriginal population of thix continont far boyond any nocosalty 
of hnuting for Amorienn mun's foreign origin throngh Asiatic immi- 
gration: and dt body of ona Indian beneath tho cyprera foreats at 
Now Orleans ix eortninly more anciont than tho loat  trihos of Taraol,'" 
to when tho Amoriean typo haa acon rathor faneifully attributed. 

Man'a vnat antiquity ean now ho proved, moroovor, by his works na 
woll un by his fossil romalns. Authontlo rolios of human art havo 
huon, af lust, found in tho diluvian drift. Thia drift, with ita hada of 
ro}lad stonos, tho dotritua of oldor rocks, its massea of annd and 
gravel, and tho tracos of its passago over mountain and plain in 
lmort ovory rogion of tho earth, is vulgarly regarded na furnleh- 
ing ivroftagnble evidence of the Nonchian dolugo; na, indoor, 
ovary romarkablo geological appenrance was supposod fo provo tho 
univoranlity of that visitation. ‘Tho numerous hones of the oloplinnt, 
tho rhinoceros, and othorextinet apecioa of quacdinpada, oecurving in thi 
deposit, were commonly denominated “ antedihivinn remaing," nnd 
famed ta Le miqnesdantlle voutigor of the “warld lofave tha flood!” 
Among awh ronaing, in doposita cloarly belonging to tho dilavial 
opach, tracoa of human induatry aro revealed, of au indisputable 
charactor, For those rovolationa from an enrllor world wo ara chiefly 
indobtod to tho gonl nnd liborality of M. Bouchor do Porthos, who 
hoa given wa an oxtraordinary work on tho primitive induatry of 
man. Tn 1886, M. Ravint publishod a description of a “Prrogue 
Gauloiae," found undor tho turf at Estrobouf on tha Sommo; and in 
the kame your M, Ploard doacribed an ornament mado of the tooth of 
the wilt boar, and some vory anclont axe-shonths, &e., dinelonoil inn 
vitnilar aitintion near Piequigny. ‘These rosearehos, interrupted by 
the death of Al. Piemd, wero subsequently reamed hy Al. Boucher 
do Perthes; whe puraued thom until 1840, when he published the 
ronnlt af hia tuly arduona Inbora,

Boaldos his rogonrchos in the diluvinn boda, he opened many mounds 
and burial-placoa, Gaulieh, Coltle, and of unknown origin, some of 
thom evidontly of oxtromo antiguity: aud ho doacribea wncuwsalva 
bode of bonos and nalioa, soparntod from onch athor by strate of turf 
and tuſa, with no loaa than flvo different stages of clivrary urn, 
bolongiug to distinat goncrations, of which Ure oldext were doposltad 
Yelow tho woody or diluvian turf Tho connie structure of these 
yaaos, (mado by hand and dried in tho aun,) and the rndo ntonsila of 
bono, or roughly-carved atone, by which thoy wore surrounded, to- 
gothor with thoir position, aunounce thelr apportalutng, if net to the 
darliost ngos of the world, at lonat to a far more remote antiquity than 
hog usually boon asalgnod to such coramic remalne, 

Tn tho varlons oxoayations made jn the oouree of these Inquiries, we beepine aequadutod 
with auagoaslve poriods of olvilixation, which correspond with the writtet blatory af the 
country, ‘Thue, after passing through tho Aret stratum of the sotl, we come fa relive of the 
mladlo ages; and thon most, In rogular order, with traces of the Rowan, the Unite, thy 
Coltlo, and the diluvian oposh#, It ia alwayé In the nelguboruoad of Inkew aud rivers that 
wo find voatigos of tha most numorous and auglent people, If thelr banks were fot (hy 
darlloat aoala of human Iinbltations, Livy wore probably the most constant, and when onga 
aolllod yore woldom aftorwarda doxorlol. Thla waa owing to’wator, the fret noponsary of 
Ifo, and auroat plodgo of fortility: and to the abuntlanog of Mah and pome, so hidlopananble 
toa lumtlng pooplo. Wo may adil, fiat all anelent people had a astporetitions roversnge 
for gront watora, aml matlo thom the Hivorite reserta of ole gods, Un the bake of (hele 
xlxora thoy doposttod tho auhox of ohions nul relatives, and Uivru they tloelrod ta bo leurloel 
thomaclyos. ‘Mio poanoaalon of thous hunks was, therefore, an aljoot of general ambition, 
and hooamo tho continual suljeot of war and conquoat, Thla oxplalun ihe acounsulation of 
rollos which abmotlmoa cover them, and which, en the banks of the Homme and Us Bolne, 
oonduots us from tho middle axe⸗, through the Mean amd the Uaullalt soll, back te the 
Coltlo porlod.” # 

‘Wo havo nothing to do now with tho somparalivelyantlern history 
of the Gaule; tho oxcellont works of MM. dy Caumont and Thiorry 
may bo consulted on that suljeot: our busines is with the Coltiv wil, 
tho eradlo of the people, the oarth trodden by thy primertint popula 
tion of Gaul. 
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 Yore wo naturally Inquire, who wore these mnyaierious Celts, hess primitive Inkablt 
ants of Gault Wa are told that this part of Europo a of modern origin, ov at feast of 
reoont population, Iu annala sonrosly ronoh to twonty conturias, and sven its traditloun 
do not excoul 2500 yenra, ‘Tho varlous people who lave osoupted It, the Calls, the Colta, 
tha Bolglana, the Venotl, Ligurlans, Iborlans, Cymbrlans, and Boythiana, have loft no voxs 
tas to which we can sedgn that dalo. Tha Oricon af Chose nomadls trlboa wha ravaged 
Claul aonraaly praoada tho Chrlatlan ora by a few oonturiow, Was Gaul thon a desort before 
Uta porlod # Was ita wan lows gontad, ov Ms aoll Jem fortilo? Wore not Ha hills ag pleasant, 
and Ita plang aud valloya na ready for tha himrvest? Or, if men had not yot learnad to 
plough and sow, wore not {4 rivera Allod yelth flah, and lta foroala with gama? And, Sf tho 
jand nboundodt with ovorything eanleulatail to attract ant aupport s populattan, why shoukt 
jt not havo hoon Inhabited? The abwance of qroat rulna would indlanto that Gaul, at dis 
povlod, and oven ugh Inter, had not attained a high dogroo of olvilixation, nor beon tha 
sont of poworful kingdom; bul why should {t not have had ita tov mnt villngoa? ov, 
rathor, why whould [t not, Uke tho atoppos of Rusala, the pralrlos anil virgin foronts of Amne- 
rion, and tha fertlle platus of Atvlen, hava hoon overrun from thas linmomorlal by thos 
of mon, satagos porhaps, but, nevertheless, unttad In familes If not In nations?" 

Thor clreles of upright stones, of which Stonchonge ix tha moat 
furniliny example, are admitted to bo of grent antiquity, but no one 
enn toll how far back that antiquity may oxtond. Thoy are fount 
throughout Europo, from Norway to tho Moditorranoan; and they 
murt have hoon erectod by a numerous people, (boing ſnithlul ex 
pononts of a genoral sontimont,) alnce wo find thom {n so many coun- 
trier, They avo commonly called Coltle or Druidicnl, but it would ho 
hand to any on what authority; or, in what chroumatancos and for 
what purporo thoao myatorlous Druida orected thom. UTaving neither 
duty nor hneerlption, thoy muat bo oldor than written inygunges 
for poople whe em write never louve: theie own muted anid xe 
plotta nncelubrated. Tho ineionts were wt ignorant an thik aulject 
ne onelvens anid, at Cie period of tho Roman invasion, the origin 
of thove monumonta wae nhrondy xhrondet in vhacurity. Neither 
Romnn hiatorians nov Ourlatlan chrontelera have boon ablo to thruy 
any light upon thoix unknown foundore, iven tradition fa silont, 
Pollticn] or religloua monuments, thoy were probably tho flrat tomplo» 
tho first altarg, ot tho flret trophies vowed to the gods, to viotory, an 
to the mamory of warrlora; for among all pooplo tho ravages of wn, 
wore dolfled hoſoro the beneflts of pence: man has always vonoritel 
the alnyor of man, Tho poople who erected thom aro entirely fur- 
geattons auil they muat hava boon separated ftom the living gore 
fiom by an extreme tuitiquity, aa well un hy seme grout and aver 
whelming aoeial revolution, probably invelving dhe entire deatrnetion 
of their nation. Being twinkle, then, to attrilate thoes mente 
either te the Romana ov the Gnuly, seioliate lave ignerantly formed 
them Celtio or Druitio; not heenusy they were rola originally by

CL) for nunlurin— 
aid in the areliwologicnl department. Without further pretheo lol 
mo romark, that the importines of Hybridity bogie te bo neknaw 
lodged by all nnthropolyixta; horaysn, however bnposlng the array 
of vonsonings, drawn from other sures, in fiver of the plurality of 
origin, may soum, yot, Ho long na tilimited proliftcnun, inter ae, of two 
racos of animals, or of mankind, can be revolved hy nnturalbita nu 
ovidence of specific ulltliation, or, In ether words, of cormon orlgin, 
ovory other argumont must le nbundened a ihusory, 

Wo avo told that, whon two distinet apociea are brought tagother, 
they produco, like tho nae nnd thy mar, an unprolitie progeny on, 
At most, hogot oflapring which mre profifie tor a fow gonerntiont ayd 
fhon yum ouk Tt ja ſurthor allogod, that oneh of our awa dumoetld 
nnuntila (such ts horses, dugs, cattle, ahoop, goats, hoge, poultry, ko.) 
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fa dortved from a singla Meaopatamion pale; and that the varlotlos 
of” these, apringing up spontanoonsly in diverse climatos diftor ns 
widely ag do the races of men. Flonoo an argumont is deduced in 
favor of the common origin of mankind, Tho grand point at issue 
is hovo fairly prosontod: but vessona oxist for dissonting from the 
abovo forogona conclusions. 

In 1842 J published a short osany on Uybridity, the ohſoot of which 
waa, to show tint the White Man and tho Nogro wore distinat “spo 
clogs" Muatrutinn my position by numerous theta from tho Natural 
Ilistory of Man and that of the lower antmala. Tho quoation, at that 
timo, liad not attracted the attontion of Dy, Morton. Many of my 
facta and argumonta wore now, oven to him; and drow from the gront 
anntomiat a private Lotter, londing to tho commoncomont of a {tendly

Aubsaquontly to my incidontal notlees, Dr. Morton took up tho 
ontire quoation of hybridity, with hia acenstomed zonal; publishing 
his flvat two artiolos on it in Sidtiman's Journal, 1847; aftor which ho 
continued a sorioa of papora, in tlhe Charleston Medical Journal, down 
to tho timo of hia donth in 186%. T attach little importunes to my 
own labors on this aubjoet, beyond that of attracting Dr. Morton to 
ita fuvostigntion, Nona more than myself enn honer him for the 
glovions triumph which his publientions on this theme achfoved for 
aoionco. My object, thon, heing solely to placo the quostion before 
tho public as it actually atanda, T shall nao not only Dr. Morton's 
idona, but his lungunge, freely, Umonghout dis chaptor; moroly ox. 
toning to tho races of men thoso principles of hybridity which Dr. 
Morton chigiy confnod to known intormixturo among the lower 
andes, 

‘Lybridily, heretofore, ling gonorally boon tronted ne if it wore o 
unit, whorens its frets avo ng susceptible of classification as any other 
roriea of phyalolagical phonomona, Tor tho torme remote, allied, and 
prouimate apeotes, Lovo will bo frequont call; and, in eonsoquonco, 
the onder ia roqueated to look back (aupra, p. 81) in this volume, to 
wndoratand tho meanings which, in common with Morton, I attach 
to thom, Finding that tho dofinitions cnatomarily givon of “apecios"

If thls point bo conceded by selentiflo mon—ta whom 
alono we apponl —an immoneo atride fa at once mado In the Natwal 
History of Humanity; hoenuso, xoologtoally xpoaking, mankind and 
eanide occupy proclaoly the anmo position, Grant that different spo. 
clos may prodico oflspring prolife inter se, aul tho dogma of tho 
unity of human fimillea ean no longor bo sustalnod, olthor hy fhets, 
or by annlogica dorivablo from the reet of the animal klugilom. 
Bolonoo, wo aro porstaded, will grant this trath ore long.

hy physlenl causa; and, again, conmidering thnt all dose canto 
typos did prexorve, sido hy vide in Hyypt, thelr respective forma for 
thousands of yours, thoao aninila nut bo regarded, by avery nntus 
rallat, a8 spocifleully distinet, 

Subatantiating our doctrine with reducod ſno · almllon of those monte 
montal dogs, wo shall therchy onnblo the render to farm hia own

Tam not sure that J over saw at tho South, ono of auch adult 
mixed-hloods ao fair that T could not Inatantanconsly trea tho Nogro 
typo th complexion and feature, ‘When we benr in mind tho length 
of time dyving which tho two racoa have boon commingling in tho

Tho pliyaical 
characteristics of tho common mulu (oflkpring af the qa nied ire) 
aro toll known. It partakes of the chameters of hath pareiita; but hn 
tho form of tho hond nud cura, sa well ag dn disposition, it inlerita moro 
of tho ass than of the heme. Tho derdeau, or blany (ofltpring of 
horao and eho-nes) partakes, on the contrary, zuurh more of the poo 
liaritios of tha horsy—the hond holng amall, closely resembling tho 
horse; tho cara short; tho disposttion ruthor that of the here; and 
tho voice fa not a bray, ut the neigh.

Phus, in three casos, the law of hybridity 
gsooie clearly to have boon called into notion. Tho childron had a 
tondoney to run Into tho typo of tho predominant blood: boonuso, in 
tho frst oxamplo, whito-blood propondoratod In tho children; in tho 
two Inet, black-blood. Now, I do not considor thia rulo to bo con. 
stunt; hut auch examplos aro common, lr, Lyoll has again, in thoao 
muttors, mado statamonts upon oxcoptions to rulos, and not, naaurodly, 
upon the rules thomaolvos, 

Obaoryntions aro wanting to sottla many of tho laws that gover 
tho mixing of human spoclos.

Our ordinary untlattoes are nearly luleriunlinto betwoon the parent 
atockw; govornod, apparently, very mutch by liwa similar ta those wo 
have inetaneod In the groy-hound and fox-hewal ‘They are, how 
ovor, as bofore atatod, leas prolific than tho parent stock ; which cons 
dition is coupled with an inhoront toudoncy ta run ont, wa much ao, 
that mulatto humanity seldom, if over, renchow, Chrough aubeoqnont 
crossings with white mon, that geado of dilution which washes out 
tho Nogro atain. 

‘Whilo sponking of dogs, wo hinted, that tho brain and norvous 
syatem, in animal nature, aro #0 Influoncod hy crossing, ae to make 
inatinots and songoa partake of intermodiate charactors, ‘Tho eamo 
law applica to man white and blavk meos; for tho raulalte, if com 
tainly more intelligent than the Nogro, ix lusn sa than the white man 
His intolligonca, a a gonoral rulo, augments in propertion te tho 
amount of white-dblood iu hia voine, ‘Thin is tevariably the enso in 
tho United Staten Jn IlInyli, mulatta governed until oxtorminated 
hy tho blacks; and it is the mulatta olomont whieh new dominntoa, 
and alwaya will govorn in Liboria, until thle experimental enlony ho 
annoxotl by Anglo-Baxons, or anuihilated by native Nograva, Come 
parisons of orunla alono substantiate thia viow, upon anatomical 
grounds; tho pngt ratifies {t, upon historloal data: Mturo Liberian 
dostinios, ifdeducod from such promisoa, nro notoxhilarathig, Again, In 
Aftien itaolf, all Nogro omplroa are rulod by tho «uperiar HoohrA mood, 

It may ho roceived, I think, ag a thot, that In white raved the 
Intolloct of children ix derived nach mere from the mother thin the 
futhor, Popular experienet remarks, that grunt mon seldom bogat 
gront gona; ind it is equally trae, that dull women dh nat often pro 
duco intelligent. chiklron, On the other vod, the raotlone af! gront 
mon almost invariably have heen distinguished hy vigerome uutural 
intolleats, whather cultivate or net New, it ie ainjrularly nolo· 
worthy, in connection with the above phonomonn, that die doctrine 
sooms to le reversed where lIuvle are onewod with white moos, ‘Tho 
intolloct of a mulatto, ehild of no white nmlo and a Nogross, ia cor 
tainly auporior ta that of the Negra; rout] lmve pointed out, when 
sponking of tho mule auil butloan, dint He Jorn of the Aortd ix given 
by the sire, Bpaco now prochitea my doing mors than ayggont Ine 
quiry into a now and interesting polit, unfertunmtely nut ilhinlned 
hy Morton's ponotration. 

Aguiu and again, in previous publication, l hnve nlluclvil te the 
fulibility of myuments drawn fron analogy alonw, while insisting 
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that no tro analogies can bo anid to oxiat. Rvory animal, from man 
to tha worm, is govornad by spooial physiological awa. Lot me 
notice, en paseant, tho curions fact, that natural ginnts and dwarks avo 
next to fabulous in the animal kingdom, although frequent onough 
in the humon family; aubjoining an oxtrnet from ono of my onrlier 
articles on hybridity: 

SCathorino do Modllots amused horself and court by onllocting, from various quarters, d 
numbor of male and fomalo dwarfs, and forming marelagos amonget thom; bub they wore 
all unproliſſo. ‘Cho aamo oxporinont wan mado by tho Hlectross of Brandonburg, wifo of 
Jonchim Frodorio, and with tho armo youult, Gonflroy Haint Viltalyo, in hin rosonrohos, has 
oon ablo to discover but ono axooptlim, tho fimous dwarf Horwilnak!, andl thore aro strong 
doubta about tho falthfutnons of his wifo, who waa a woman of full ataturo, Qtants aro 
Meewlso Inpotont, doficlont in intolteot, Poblo In Body, and short-lived.

Our chapter on Geographical Distribution alludos to ono poouliar 
ofluct in tho crossing of races, na Mustrated by tho blacks and whites 
in our Southorn Statoa: viz. — how tho emallost admixtura of Nogro 
blood is oquivalont to acclimation againat yellow ſovor, boing almost 
tantamount to complote oxomption. 

Much pneacs curvent, among brosdgrs of domeatis animals, about:

hoon suggested hy many writors, as applicable to tho human fiunily;

may havo dolagod thelr {ntolloats or precluded théir oxpanaion, it oan 
not be doniod that thoso dark yacos are, in this particular, groatly 
inforioy to tho othora of fnivor complexion, Now, whon tho white 
wnt black racos aro crossed togothor, tho offspring oxhibita throngh 
onbiimodifiod anatomical structure, agsocinted with aundry charnetor. 
jatlen of an intermediate typo. Amang other changes auporiudieed, 
tho lonil of a mulatto ta lurgor than tint of the Nogro; the forehead 
is mora doveloped, tho facial angle onlarged, and tho ĩntollaet beemnes 
manifostly haproved.

In oxamining the physien) organization of raoos, tho anatomist of 
tho progont day poasdasoa many advantages over hia prodecossore:

typos of mankind now keon over tho enrth havo oxiatod, indopon- 
dontly of all known physical causes, for somo 5000 yoava at lonat, 
gives quito a now fuco to this part of tho invostigation, 

Te les heon shown in procoding chaptors that pormanenco of typo 
ninat hu eomdilored tho moat satiafaelory eritorion of spooifle charactor, 
both in animals and planta ‘ho mess of mankind, whon viewed 
xoologienlly, mitet lave boon govornad by tho samo univorenl law; 
and tho Jew, tho Celt, the Iborlan, tho Mongol, tho Nogro, tho Poly- 
noaian, tho Australian, tho American Indian, oan bo rogardod in no 
othor light than ns digtlnot, or as amalgamations of vory proximato, 
species. Whon, therefor, two of these apoolos avo placod beside onch 
othor for comparison, tho anatomist is at onoo struck by thoir strong 
contrast; and hig task fs narrowed down to a dosoription of those 
woll-marked typos which are known to be pormanont. Tho form aud 
enapneily of tho alcull, tho contour of tho fnoo, many parts of the ske- 
leton, tho peculiar dovolopment of muscles, tho hair and gkin, all 
pronont strong polits of contrast,

Our frat glimpxo of Inman rages, though duting fir back hy dino, 
dues not (wo have every youn to believe with Hunwen,) reneh 
boyoud the “anidaly ayox” of mankhnla dination, 

The vory carliont mannmuontal record, or writton history, oxhiblta 
min, natin nomic trike, but in Ailbgeenvin ation barns on the 
floud-tide of civilization, Even the weitere of the Hook aff Gonves 
could not divest thoi inaginntions: of dhe iden of seme olvilizntion

‘Cho oar, In conformity with tho nox, id surpris 
ingly small, aud da vory unllko tho largo, flat cay of tho apo. In all Nogrooa, tho oxtorual 
vovdor of tho onv fa vory moh ourved, oxpoolaily behind, whtoh is quite different in tho 
apa, ‘dd auevatura of dha car laa marked pooullartty of tha human apaoloa. ‘ho oar-loba 
{a vory amall, althongh tha wholo ony ta oxoooillugly floaly. 
“tho amall oar of the Nogro oannot, howovor, bo called handsome; ita aubalanoo 1a too 
Mlok for Ita algo. Tho whole oar glyou the impression of an organ that Ie atuntoid in Ste 
growth, nd its uppor part stands off to n gront dlatanoo from tho hont.! 


Tt may ho ohjectod against porfect oxactitudo in tho above minutin,

Looking for a point of doparturo, in thia briof anatomical compari- 
gon of typoa, ono naturally tums to Egypt, whore the most ancient

1) other anatomiats, he enjoyed tho alvantage of possousinys, in kovornl 
clopctments, tho moat eonplote astortnent of aleulls in tho world. 
Tia collvetions of Annorienn and Egyptinn erania, especially, are copi- 
our, and of aluguilay intorost, 

Tn 1844, Dr. Morton had rocolved “187 human oranin, of which 100 
portain to the anciont inhabitante of Pgypt.ꝰ au Soyontoon ndditional 
of tho latter ronchod his enbinet in the anmo yonr;™ tho moro into- 
reating aa thoy wore talon fom tomla openod hy Lopaiua around tho 
pyramids of tho TVth dynasty; and, in somo inatances, may have 
boon cooval with thoso onrly sopulohroas. Through tho onthuniastic 
eotportion of his many fronds, about tyenty-throo moro nimani«d 
hoada™ were added hy 1851: so that his atudica wore matured over

“ineludos many of whieh tho conformation ia not appreciably diflo- 
ront from that of the Arab and TIindoo.” ; 

To oxemplify how much caution is necossary in olnssifications of 
this kind, it may bo proper to rofor to Morton's oarlior opinion, that 
the Auatral-Hyyptians woro greatly mixed with Hindoos, whoso crania 
hw thinks ho can dosignato; adding, “That thare wag oxtonsive and 
long-continned intercourse botwoon tho Hindoos and Egyptinns {a 
boyond a question,” &o. Nov, 8o grant haa boon tho advanco of 
knowlodgo within tho Inst flvo years, that, wore Dy, Morton now alivo, 
anch doctrine would no Iongor bo advocated by him; boonuso it is 
gonornlly conceded by Egyptologiats—our best authorities —thnt trots 
te opposed to any such intercourse, until after the Porsian invasion,

Novertholoss, 's man 
minat bo blind not to be atruck by similitudes botween somo of tho 
lowor rages of mankind, viowod as connoating links in the animal 
Kingdom; nor can it ho rationally afflemad, that the Orang-Outen 
and Chimpanzes ava more widely soparated fram cortain Alelenn aud 
Oconnis Nogroos than wo tho Inttor from tho Toutonto or Polaagio 
typos, ‘But tho vory accomplishod anatomist of Harvard Univorsity, 
Dr. Softies Wynian, has placed this quoatton in its true light: ~

Many white persons, aotiling 
among the above tribes, have Intermartlod with thom; ond wll auch trumpoted progross 
oxluta among thodo whites aud tholr mixed broods alono. The pure-blooded aavago alill 
akwks wuntamod through tho foroat, or gallops athwart tho pralrlo. Can any ono onll tho . 
namo of a singlo puro Indian of tho Zarbarous tribes who oxoopt in doath, like a wild 
ont — Jing dono anything worthy of romombrange ? 


Sxquoyan, alias George Guoss, the “Ohorokeo Oadmus,“ ao r0- 
owned for the invontion of an alphabet, was a hal&brood, owing his 
inventive goniua to his Scotch fhthor, My information rospoating 
these Ohorokoo tribos has boon obtnined from auch mon na Govornor

During,tho scoond half of the.sixteonth contury, the frail hodgo plantod qvound the pop- 
salar acosssibility of tho Scriptures yanished beneath ihe apados of tho acoumulating delvorg 
for knowledge, At the Conyocation of Hampton Court, in 1608, those measures wore 
adopted that have placed the idle bofore the poople, Tar, far, bo it from ua to under- 

valuo the “ Great Fact” —still farthor to contest its vast oduoational utility, Would that 
all tho ‘Sacred Books” of the East were oqually aocosslblo and oqually road! Tho canon- 
ical literature of tho Hobrows would be clevated infinitely boyond its presont sctontifio esti. 
mation by such froo compavisons; but not ao its Mnglish « authorized ” translation, and 
that is tho only point for which theao paragraphs contend, 

In tho yoars 1608-11, thon, our Forty-govon ‘Tyanalators had boſoro thole oyos many 
Engligh tranglations of tho Old Loatamont, ‘hey possossod, furthormoro, tho Lai Vul- 
gates, first printed in 1462, and rovised in the Sextine adition of 1600, and tho Clementine 
in 1692; together with numerous editions, of the Greek Septuagint, both printed and manu- 
soript. Thelx oriticnl apparatas was copious cnough whorowith to study the Original 
Hebrew Toxt, which lay bofore thom in a vorloty of oditions, moro ov less aoourato, printed 
botween the yonrs 1488 and 1001; bosides Jowish Manvacripis. If to thoiy unquogtioned 
knowledgo of Latin and Grook, had hoon addod a Jittle Hobvow of tho gonuino gohool, which 
might vory enaily haye beon imported from the Continont, iholv version would hayo boon 
better; but the confossion of ignoranco to thomsclves wag ns irksomo, na to tholr vaoo aud 

country dntinational, They completed thoiy labora without tho contemporary alde within 
onll; and ‘IHis Majesty's Special Command” has congcorated thom for two hundred 
and forty-two years, ‘ Undoubtodly, tho prosont voralon fs auftolont to all purposes 
of piety” ; (182) our part is to show that lt hng long ooasod to bo adoquate to tho require. 
ments of solenco, 

It sooms, thorefore, coustdoring tho facllities thoy onjoyod, and atl moro tho many thoy 
disdained, thot errors go tromondoua as those which modorn orlttolsm’ oxposos should have 
bean backed by orthodoxy with praises leas oxiravagant; boonuso, tholy Lebraieat qualifi-, 
cations for the task boing nid, the multiplicity of fovoign vorsiona, without that digorimi. 
nating oriterion, could but augment tho multiplicitier of thotr mistakes. (188) :

use under the sanction of the soveral churohes, and with their authority, viz.3 Origon's 
Hoxapla in Palestine, the toxt of Iesyohius in Egypt, and that of Lucian in Constantinoplo 
and its vicinity. No wonder the oxisting manuscripts havo como down to us with so many 
corruptions,” (145) 
“ Suoh asseverations, when onco recognized to bo truo in faot, sufflee to damago tho neaore- 
ited uniformity of tho Greeh versions; but a little furthoy inquiry will ovinco that it was 
impossible, through the very naturo of human things, that any Wollonio translation from 
the Hebrew could be “inspired.” : 

Tf, thon, only four centuries after the Christian ora, tho Grock translation (finished about 
‘the yoar.180 5, ¢., at Aloxandria) no longor oxistod in ite‘ oditto prinoops,” but tts Jalor 
reaousions alono had flowad down to St, Jovome’s time in threo turgid alronms, onch ona 
exsentially corrupt, it follows that all MSS. now oxtant, no lesa than all printed oditlons 
made from auch MSS., must bo still moro biomishod, owing to lator mistakes, than oven 
tho bost exemplar known to St, Jorome, It is in thig vitintod atnto that tho Septuagint 
roaohed our translators in tho yony 1608: — e 


No ono of these reconsiona is found puro; for thoy have flowod togother, and bocomo 
mixed also with the othor Greok versions, .,. The oriticism of tho Sovonty has hithorto 
advanced no farther—and perhaps it never can—than to a collection. of tho yavions 
roadings. Tho cditions hithorto published do not afford the truo and oxnot text of the 
manusoripts.” (146) . . 


But, not moroly does the Greek version faltor in its historiont traditions, Ita dovintions , 
from the Hebrew original rondor objections to ita plonary authontlolty unansworablo.

Should tho reader now turn to the above passages in our “ authorized” yorsion, ho will 
pergelya that the forty-seven havo ronderotl into English tho exnot words of tho Greek; snd 
thus ho will behold a little of tho damning ovidonce produconble that theso worthics could 
nob construe a simple Hine of tho Hebrow Toxt; but havo pahnod off upon us, as goonine 
‘inspivation,” language that, boing Aloxandrian forgeries, onnnot bo Divine confessions 
of oreed that, not being in tho orginal Hohrow, cannot bo “ ingpired.”* 

Hore, aa concerns king James’s translation in its relations to tho Grech vorstons, we 
might pring our inquiries to a closo: the seal of condemnation has boon go legibly stamped 
upon it: But, inasmuch as some date rospeoting tho origin of those Grecian doouments 
may be useful to our researohes into tho Hebrew Text, it is desirable to rorvh that opooh 
when the Septuagint had not yot beon manufactured. ¢ 

. Ascending from St. Jeromo in tho IVth century to tho groat Origon in tho Id, wo find 
him complaining of the corruptions manifest in tho Grock MSS, of his day— But now ‘ 
thro is obviously o great diversity of tho copies, which has arigon oithoy from the negli- 
genco of some transoribers, or tho boldnoss of others—or from others still, who added ov 
took away, a8 thoy saw fit, in making thoir corrections,” (165) : 
“From the time of the birth of Christ to that of Origen,” continues Eichhorn, tho 
Text of the Aloxandrian vorsion was lawontably disfigured by avbitrary alterations, inter= 
* polations, omissions, and mistakes, Justin Martyr had 9 vory corrupt Loxt, at lonst in tho 
minor Prophets.”

{Sirach presupposes that ‘the Law and the Prophots, and tho rost-of tho books,’ wore * 
already extant in his timo; that is, in the 88th year, which is probably tho 88th year of 
Evorgetes II,, about 180 3. o,]” (168) .

Levy of Savannah, upon tho many indices to 
knowledge for which his goodness hag rendered us his debtor, wo condense tho substance 
of two recent communications; coupled with regrets that certain inexorable limits of typo- 
graphical space should compressa what ouglé to he in “¢ Brovier” into ‘ Nonpareil.” (167)

Bowildored for a time by these dexterous sophisma, and mystificd through literary am- 
puscades which it required a Grecian intellect to comprehond, the worthy old Rabbis (taken 
in reverse) had no resourco but to prosoribe the Septuagint, and ostracize its readers, 
The law in Greek! Darkness! Three days fast!" (170) Becnuso, says tho Valmud, on 
that day, in-the time of King Ptolemy, the Law was writton in Greek, and darkness camo 
upon the earth for threo days.”(171) Little by little, howover, thelr percoptive faculties 
expanded to the true posture of affairs; and by proving incontinently that many things, 
which looked one way in the Greek, looked quite another in the Hebrow, the Rabbis soon 
dofented their aganilants; routing them so ropentedly, that gradually tho latter thought it 
safer to let such doughty controversialists olono: a method of. repulsion continued with 
never-failing success by Jaracl’s wide-spread posterity oven now; who, when summoned by 
anxious ‘ Missionaries for the Conversion of the Jews” to adopt a Trinitarian faith whioh 
Semitic monotheism (172) despises, have merely to show auch well-meaning porsons that 
king James's verslon does really copy the Sepiwagint rathor than the Hobrow, to seo theso 
itinerant simplicities pocket thoir English Bibles and slink off. Somo day, perhaps, when 
the rules of archeology through popular diffusion have augmented, all over Anglo 
Saxondom, that montal element termed “ common senge,” sundry excellent porsons, in. tho © 
languago of Letronne, “sentiront, jo pense, l’inutilité, Ja yanité de Jouve offorta.” (178) 

Tho above conclusions on tho Septuagini; long known to scholars, if not pyoviously ox- 
pressed in print with the same “brutale franchise” habitual to writers who pollevo they 
apeak the truth (so far as ratioctnation enn deduce logical results from known premisca,— 
humanum est errare), haye enfeobled its yalue—except for purposes of archmological restora- 
tions of tho Hobrew text—to such degroo that, in this discussion, tho ablest theologinns 
have advanced into the positiviss's stnge of philosophy, No scicntifio oxegotist of the present 
Beheration—save for purposes aforesnid—porils his Continental reputation on tho letter of 
any Greek version, unless chronological computations bo tho objects of his xosoaroh. An- 
other Essay (Iil.) of this book gives parallel tables whovoin the Sepivaginé systom is compared 
with others; but, to evince te numerical discrepancies botwoon Toxt and yorsions, it suf- 
fioos her's to note, that, from the orention of Adnm to tho * Doluyo,” computations (bnaed

Tho indefatigable labors of a profound Hollenist and Egyptologioal scholar, onablo us to 
sweep away any chronological superstitions, yet in fashionable vogue, built upon the Sep. 
tuagint; — 


“The obief disngreoment between the [Hebrow] original and tho [Greek] translation is 
in the chronology, which tho translators very improperly undertook to correct, in ordor to 
make it better agree with Egyptian history and the more advanaod.state of Alexandian 
science, They only made the Exodus of Moses 40 yonrs more modorn; but they shortened

nicott proclaimed how —* tho Hebrew Bible was printed from tho Jatest, and consequently 
the worst manuscripts;”(177) thus corroborating his previous acknowledgmont—- “that the 
Sacred Books have not descended to us, for so many ages, without some mistakes and errors 
of tranecribers,""(178) Ho enlarges upon the cortainty of corruptions in the printed Hebrow 
Text, ‘powerfully refuting those whe claim teXtual unity; and then passes on to ostablish 
the absurdity of attributing perfection, either, to the manuscripts. (179) 

Of all mon down to his epoch, 1780, Kennicott had tho bost right to spoak decisively ; 
his conclusions being drawn from the collation of no loss than 092 manuscripts of tho 
Hebrow text; whereof about 250 were collated by himself personally, and tho remainder 
by Mr, Bruns, under his direction. Of the most ancient relics, but zwo were assigned by him 
to the tenth century after Christ; to tho eleventh or twelfth centuries, only tree; while all 
the rest ranged between the years 1200 and 1600 4.0, (180) Tho bulk of his work, its 
oostliness and comparative rarity, combino with its Latin idiom to render it inrecossible to 
ordinary readers; anve-at Aecond-hand, But few of the facts established by this great and 
upright-scholar are popularly known; or they have been misrepresented, more or loss, by 
some of: the soolesiastical mediums (181) through whioh they have reached the publio eye, 
Cardinal Wiseman, (182) for example, would lead his readers to infer, that the innumerable 
variants and corruptions of the Hebrew Text, verifted by Kennicott, wore of small import- 
apge; and even the Roy, Moses Stuart (188) slurs lightly over thosa depreciatory results 
which it will bo archmology’s duty presently to enumerate, in saying : — 

“Jndeed, one may travel through the immengo desert (so I can hardly holp naming it 
of Kennicott and De Rossi, and (if I may venture to speak in homely phrase). not fin 

me enough to be worth the hunting,” So again, “ Hayo thoy (the Jows) added to, or 

iminished from, their Scriptures during all this period of 1800 yenra? Not the least.... 
Their Bible has remained inviolate.” . 

Now, to continue the angacious Professor’s simile, the quantity of game to be found in a 
givon wildernogs frequently depends upon tlie keennoss of tho huntsman; its quality upon 
his individusl tastes; some sportsmen being parti] to ¢oméiés, whilat others aigh that 
nothing’ flercer than grizely-bears encounters their forino combativoness, And, with respect 
tothe “Haviolate” state of the Text, Kennloott’ shall aponk for himsolf, aftor wo havo 
opened a véluime'of Do Rosai. * 

@, Beroordo dé Rossi, of Parma, was that august Italian critic who rosumed invostiga- 
tion into the actual condition of the Hebrow Text at the point whore his English prede- 
cessor had left off; recasting also (wherever the same MSS. could ba ronched by him) the 
work of the illustrious Oxonian, Written in Italian, and intended solely for the lettered, 
his books are not very familiar tothe general render, A quotation or two, thorofore, may 
place matters in their proper light:

without being scared at the sense which such interpretation may produos, ‘Tho anathema 
with which it has been stricken has abandoned it to orlticiam and to tho investigations of 
the world; tradidit disputatione : its tostimony is no longer anything but mere human tosti- 
mony, liable to error like all+things that proceed from man,” (109) 

Conoeding his premises, and allowing for his peculiarly ontholic point of view, the deduc- 
tion ig logical; but they who deny Papal infallibility may continuo to revorence the Hobrow 
Text just as if excommunication had never been pronounced upon it; notwithstanding tho 
avowal of those manifold corruptions which, owing to theso Inquisitorial holocausts of 
anolent manuscripts, it scems now humanly impossible to expunge. To porscoutions and to 
theexpulsion of the Jews from Spain, after 1491, the oxtinotion of tho mdbt precious 
Hebrew exemplars may be, in part, attributed; for Muslim intoloranos had never know- 
ingly lald the hand of sacrilege upon documents which Christian charity has for evor 
destroyed, (200) Monansen had built up his Xur’dn upon the monotheistic foundations 
of Moses; (201) and his faithful disciples have been always too consistont, whatovor 
barbarities they may havo inflicted upon the Jews, to injure that choson pooplo's sacred 
Uooks, aud thereby stultify themselves. With roferenco to textual corruptions, saya Kon- 
nicott (202 :— : : 

Heo denique sunt vorba cruditissimi Brofossovis J, A. Starck — ‘oum nogari prorsus 
nequeat (si quidem luminibus‘uti, ct antiquos libros nb omnibus projudioatis, opinionibus

T-nyoid tnistakes we have givon the Latin text, and now offer its straightforward signi- 
fication in English ;— 

‘«irice it cannot altogether bo denied (if indead we frea ourselves from all projudtoad 
opinions, and wish to compare anciont books-with onch ofhor and to avail ouraelves of 
‘the instructions of the learned,) that many and enormous opadunra [lapsi, miatnkos] exist tn 
the aacred books; such as, most grave errors in chronological (mattors) ; manifost contra~ 
dictions in historical; exaggerations in numbers; omissions, additions, transpositions of 
letters, of names, of sentences:—the question will naturally ariso, Whenop havo such 
and so many sorious mutations their origin? And if faith is to bo placed in most weighty 
arguments, by which alono I am influenced, every doubt is altogother wanting, (that) frst 
one: must accuse the fallacious and malevolent mind of the Jews, (and) afterwards the 
inertness and negligence of librarians.” ‘ 


Such are the published facts, Yet one marvels at the ways of theology; on seoing the

“Bible has remained inviolate”? How can the unlettered distinguish truth from error, 
when their Teachers mystify the plainest regults that scholarship the most oxalted, hon- 


esty tho most unbending, and soionce the most profound, havo striyon to make public to 
al men for the last hundred years?

one document ; and this dooument happons to be the Xth Chapter of 9 Book called *Gonosis,”

hooves us to test cortain points of those disputed allegations by archmological oritorin; and, 
authority against authority, the citation of  fow may help us in making ready for the 
voyage. 

« And yot no one, I delicve, has the pretension to understand porfoctly the senso of Gs~ 
neig; no one denies that the text of this book contains many parables, ox Oriental. alle~ 
gories, of which tho most skilful and the wisost of the Fathors of tho Churoh havo sought 
in vain for the meaning. — But, thanks to the massoretio points and to tho suscoptibilities 

of orthodoxy, things Bavo come at the progent day to such o pass, that if Moses himself 
‘arose from the tomb to cause all uncertainty to ceaso; if ho interpreted his own hook lite~ 
rally; if he expounded it as he had conceived it and reflectod upon it; Jerusalem, Rome, 
Constantinople, and Geneva, [areas Britain, Germany, Franco, and tho United States, ] 
would convoke thoir Dootors of Divinity from all corners of the world, to prove to him — 
that he knows nothing about the genius of the Hebrew tongue—that his translation is 
contrary to the grammar and dictionary of Mr, This or Mr, That— that ho doos: not pos- 
goss even common gonse — that he is an impious (fellow) whoso book they had dono por- 
featly right [Rome's orders, XIII-XVIth centuries} to burns and that it is woddorful how 
he-had not been served go himself in the other world.” (205) . . 





Haying now fulfilled my published pledges to tho reador, so far as relates to tho oxhi- 
bition of a few atoms of the vicissitudes through which tho Ach Chapter of Genesis has tra- 
yelled to reach our day, Iam obliged to bring this * Archtoologioal Introduction” to an 
abrupt cloge at this point, The reasons aro theso: — — 

When my colleague Dr, Nott, at AMobith (in April, 1852), agreed with me to erect a 
Utorory cenotaph Zo the memory of MORTON,” it was mutually arranged that, in our 
division of labor, he would undertake the anatomical and physical department, ombracing 
those subjects that belong to the Naiural Sciences; whilo tho oxooutlon of the arohsolo- 
gical and biblical portions was to dovolve upon myself, 8* 

“No:two:men:have ever worked together in the samo harnoss with more perfect harmony 
ofvobject,. Inthe-midst of Professional engagements, whose onorous charactor nono but 
the: most laborious of the medical'faoulty can adequately appreolato, Dy. Nott, at tho anori- 
fice of every instant of repose, succecded in accomplishing, not morely all that appertaing 
to his part of our enterprigo as set forth in Part I,, but also the revision of my studies ng 
exhibited in Part II.: cach of us, notwithstanding, being wholly responsible for whatever 
naturally falls within tho speciolities soyorally assumed, but noithoy of us being. fairly 
amenable for mistakes in othor than our own departmonts a8 above classified. 

On the other hand—indopendently of throa months, Decomber 1862 to March 1868, 
spent by myself in travelling ; and aside from all suporvisions of the press sinco the 26th 
of August —I devoted nearly twelve months of day and night to the performance of ny 
“specialité” of our joint undertaking; some of tho fruits of which hnyo boon already aub- 
mitted to the reader's oritioism. 

‘Resolved, in my own mind, to pursue inquivica into biblical questiong, once for all, usgue 
ad necem, my manusoripts have, I think, completely answored tho Aristotolinn proposition 
above stated as concerns the Pentateuch, Nevertheless, I postpone thefr publication : — 

Jat. Deoause they do not directly concern Evimology, and the main gubjcots of this work, 

2d. Becauge the printers assure me that my * copy” could not be condensed, satisfao~ 
torily, within 800 more of these pages: thereby rendering it impossibla to keop Types 
of Mankind” Within one yolume. . 

Ample, howover;‘and far more gratifying than 5 dry archwologioal disquisition can be to 
the general readery-aré the compensations which displace my own performances: and it is 
with unfejgned ploasure that, in order to make room for tho papers of our collaborators, I

end which sentence logically, wo ourselves consider that there could bo no “ revival” 
where, in 1600, thero was acarcely o beginnings and, ergo, that tho Dootor's attesta- 
tion must refer to incipient efforts, in his century commencing, to resuscitate tho 
Hebrew tongue after twenty centuries of burial,

Taking Eichhorn as the grand point of departure, we find, aftor tho Inpso of a contury, 
how, through the operations of that “rational method” of which he and Richard Simon 
‘were, among Christians, the first qualified exponents, the Hebraical scholarship of our own 
generation (proud of its hundred champions) has truly kept paco, on tho Huropean conti- 
nent, with the universal progress of knowledgo, 

Neverthelogs, on every side, we atill see and hear the crocodile whimper how * nobody 
undertakes a new translation (into English) of Holy Soripture” commensurate with the 
imperious demavds of all the aolenoes at present advancing—-nows ‘of the onward steps 
made by each being actually, transmitted through magnotic telegraphs (210) — and yot, 
withal, few men in America go blind as not to perceive that, cyen in cyangelized England, 
such pecuniary superfiuities as those anid to havo heon realized through a ‘ Worrp's 
Exhibition,” ave.oxpended (God alono knows how or why) upon anything, or overything, 
rather than in bohelf of a consolentious revieat of our Exotisn BIBLE, - Pee

PALZOGRAPHIO EXCURSUS ON THE ART OF WRITING. 


‘Tre some imperious necessity that has constrained us to suppress tho continuation of 
Port II., Essay 1. (eupra, p. 626), renders it obligatory to curtail our History of the “Art - 
of Writing, from the earliest antiquity to the present day.” This subject, porlinps the 
most vital in any researches into the antiquity of the Hebrew Pentateuch, has nover yot 
publicly reosived adequate attention from modern scholarship. With ourselves it has beon 
a favorite pursuit ever since 1844; (211) nor, did spaco permit tho insertion of what Yo 
had prepared in manusoript for the present yolume, should we not have. taken some prido 
in tho presentation of a series of facts and arguments that would entirely justify every 
point got forth in the accompanying Tableau [infra, pp. 680, O81],

Thore exists. but one Sansorit composttipn that can bo called "history; ” viz, tho Raja 
Taringini, compiled 4. n, 1148, It containg anachroniama of 706, and of 1048 yoaral Prior 
to the fifth contury after C., ‘inscriptions in pure Sangcril aro ontiroly wanting! — tho 
earliest Sansovit insoviption asoonds'to tho fourth contury, but it js impure in Inngengo ond 
not orthographic, Between tho tenth and aovontoonih centuries of our ora, Sangorit 
insoriptiona “roll in thousands!” ‘Tho very Sansorlt Zanguage, in tho polished form in 
which its Hterature renches gis, onn no moro bo found monumenially in India, hoſoro tho 
fifth century after C., than tho English of Byron could apponr in tho days of Gowor or 
Chaucer. In consequence, thoze Gormanio writors who, in thofy assimilations (which ave 
positive enough) of Greok, Latin, German, ov other Indo-Huvoponn idiom, forgot that 
Sanserit has undergono oven grenter transmutationa than our Saxon yornaoulny as singo 
the reign of Alfved, often commit philological ovorsights of sublime magnitude! : 

“Why are there not,” asks Sykes, * tho same tangible and irrefragnblo proofs oxtant of 
the Sansorit as of the Pali languago: the more particularly so ag Brahmanism and Sansorit 
have hithorto been believed to emanate from tho fabled agos 2’? .

D, 201; and 
Wilson, togethor with the bost Sangorit oritios, dotorminog tho ago of tho oarliost  Purnnas” 
hotween the cighth and ninth contury after Christ, Suoh being tho facta, Sykes educes 
as follows.

tutes three hundred years boforo the Puranas.” Thon, Sykos's dondly sword gives point— 
as Wilson has proved; from internal-ovidonoe, that tho Puranas wore written or compiled 
between the eighth-and fourtoonth oonturlos of tho Christinn orn, it follows, according to 
Sir W, Jones's hypothesis, that the Znatitutes of Menu dato from tho fifth oontury (Annis D), 
and the Vedas from the second contury,” Monumental calligraphy supports this ylow; whilo 
the Visknu Purana (dated by Wilson at A, ». 954) brings the pollshod Sansorlt language 
down as lato ag tho tenth contury. Analogy also, in adjacont countrios, points to tho samo 
solution as to how Lamaiam and Romaniam prosont such striking idontitiog, It ta anid by. 
Father Georgi that “ Writing, laws and roligion wero introduced into Thibot about tho 
yoor 65 after Christ.”(248) Thus, wo lonrn that Zhibelan protonsions, which havo more 
affinity with thogo of Hindostan than of China, lond no support to Hindoo antiquity, 

Tho geographical names in Hindoo litoraturo wofully invalidate tho antiquity of some 
books: because, if the mention of * Yavanas” (Jonians, LUNim in Hobyow and in Assyrian 

, suneiform, Yoondn-in Arabic, aud YUNIN in old Egyptian), doos not positively prowo a 
writer posterior to ArexANDER, 3. 0, 880; that of Pohinas“ (inasmuch as tho Colostial 
Empire was not called Zisin, China, before the yoar 260 n. 0,), ab onco knooks down o 
book to tinies affer that ora.(244) So again, as Indo-Soythians did not ponotrato into India 
bofore a. o. 126, allusion to the Sakas must proceed from an author who lived ,subse- 
quently, Now, the Ramayana and tho Afahabharata both sponk of “ Yayanng, Tohinas, and 
Sakos;” and ergo, tho latter cannot well bo older (aside from other reasons) than the

From the opposite direction, the arms of Rome lind not boon turned towards Porsla 
‘until, about 8. 0..58, Pro-Consul Crassus porished by Parthian arrowa on tho wostorn fron · 
tier of Persia; somo 155 years bofore the Chinese had ponetratad to ita south-onstern pro. 
‘yinoga. Within four yonrs aftor the retrograde march of tho Chinoeo armlos, Parthia was 
invaded by Trajan, An, 106; and it was about that gonoration, a fow yoars moro or loss, 
that the Romans first hoard, through the Porsigns, of tho remote country whonoo tho allk 
game, (278) In A, p. 166, Antoninus sont tho first Roman ombasay to Chinas the hospitable 
reaeption of whioh is chronicled, by contomporary Chinosa annalists, in tho roign of thotr 
Emporor Houan-Ti, 

No nations, thon, situated to tho north-wost of Pordia, ao fav ag hiatory or monumonts 
relate, had ever hoard of China; nor had tho Chinoso known anything about auch nation 
until after the Christian ora: Surmises to tho contrary require, nowadays, to bo justtflod 
by something moro substantial than the "tose dizit. of moderns, howovor orudito, whose 
opinions wore formed hefors geographionl oxitiolam had fixed tho boundarlos of antique

Boonuse, ono must not diasimulate, 
Manetho places king Menonenzs in the Vth dynasty ; and tho most moderate calculation 
if one follows the ciphers of Manotho, makes tho author of tho third pyramid romoun 
beyond the fortieth oontury before our ora, A monumont of alx thousand years! And 
whit a monument!, .. We obtain tho sum,of 68 years, which, joined to the 4078 yoars, 
result of the preceding caloulations, would give, to tho ond of tho reign of Mycerinus, the 
date of 4186 before J, 6.”

‘The above, like all otter tables compiled by theological computators to illustrate so- 
called “Biblical chronology,” assumes the numerals of ourront printed oxomplars to bo

Ignorance, abject ignorance, is the only plon through 
which’ future sustninovs ‘of genosiacnl numorals can escapo from tho chavgo of knavory, 
Lot imbecility impalo’ itself, honcoforward, on cithor horn of this dilomma for odiflontion 
of-the learned; aud with tho dorlelve joors of mon of solence, who are now endonvoring 
to reconstruct a solid chronology out of tho débris of universal and primeval humanity yot 
traceable, in their various contres of Creation, upon our planat’s superficios,

Egypt, in ordor that 
the master might, for his own and his —— honor, and at her expendo, reap the harvost 
for which his hand had sown the seed. A similar design having suggosted itaelf to another

2201; but tho aocossion of the XVIIIth dynnaty 
placed at 3,0, 1675, corroborated by the collation of hieroglyphical and Greek liste, ovincad 
the oritionl author’s appreciation of the solidity of Egypt’s chronological edifice, and of 
Manethonian authority, at least up to the latter ora, 

We thus reach the year 1886; whon 2, 0, 1822 ns tho mdzimum, and p. 0, 1576 as tho 
minimum, for the accession of Manetho’s XVIIIth dynasty of Diospolitans, wore already 
recognised by the world of science in general principle as ostablished facts: and sixtoon

Why 
were the countless monumental documents; that vindloated tho olaims of Manotho's frat 
fourteen human dynasties to historical acceptance, loft out-of alght?, Rosellini, whilo fhith- 
fully publishing all the materials in his possession, and throwing back pyramidal quostions 
into the oategory of things antorior to the XVIth dynasty, having the fénr‘of Potavius be- 
fore his eyes, modestly declares —‘ Nd a mo occorre indagare pitt addentro in danto buyo dl 
tempi.”(883) Wilkinson, —in whose inyaluablo “Materia Hicroglyphioa,” among 1 host 
‘of “unplaced Kings,” the names. of Shoopho, Shafra, and Menkera, buildovs of the txoo 
great pyramids of Geoꝛoh, had been published years before, and two of them at Yonst road 
and identified, — Wilkinson, appalled perhaps at the authority of Usher, jumps ats bound,

Tt will bo now plain that (Typos of Mankind” roooguizog for Chineao history nono but 
Chinogo historians, Tho chanoos of orror Ho uniquely in tho ohannola through which its 
authors rooolve thelr accounts: nnd Udso, to om viow, avo complotoly guardod ngainat 
whon wo nooopt Rémusnt aud Pauthior, ag, above nll Yuropoans at tha day, qéallflod to 
be thotr interpreters. Furthermore, ovory relovant pagango from te Jowutt mlsalounrlos 
is ombracod within Pauthlor'a volumes, 

Undor tho caption of Afongolian Origin and \doographio writings, wo havo diapiayod the 
argumontative procogs through which it booomos cortaln, that Buropo know naught about 
China, nor Chinn aught about Huropo, until tho ond of tho Tat oontury aftor Cs but modorn 
aoquaintanoo with Cathay datos from the Venotlan Maro Polo, who roaldod in Chinn about 
AyD. 12755 followod by tho fst Josult missionary, Fathor Michal Rogorlus, who 
ponotrated thithor about 4. p. 1681; and dhe sooond, Fathor Matthoua Rloolua, $n 1601, 
From that tho, during moro than a century, many aooompllehoil Europoana d Societate Jean 
flocked into tho Colostial Emplro; and to tholy vast Inbors aro wo Indobted for complete 
yoporta upon China, dorivod by thom from tho highogt acholnstls and oſſſolal aouroon af tho 
realm — which narratives, riow collated by Slnologtata In Huropo with tho Immongo Itorary 
tronsuros accosalblo, in Chinoao, to atudonts at Paria and Romo, prava bo hinva boon oon- 
aolontlously oxcouted, No Huvogenns, boforo or slnoo, havo poxsossad auch opportunities 
for noquiring thorough knowlodgo of ovorything Ohinoao ng thoso lowly pronchora of tho 
Gospal. Indeod, tho oſſloial roport mado, in 1602, hy tho "' Prosidont of the Suprome Court 
“of Rites” to tho Hmporor Khang-hi, and by him approved, alono auMocs to slow holy

onused those nogotlations to succood: in short, thoy have ronderad great xorvioos to the 
[Afanjehou] ompire, . .. Tho dootrine which they tonoli ls not bad, nov onpablo of sodluging 
tho [Chinogo] paoplo, or of causing any troubles, It is pormitted to ovory hady to go Into 
tho tomplos of tho Janiaa, of tho ZZo-chany, of tho Tuo-aad, and 1h is forbidden to go tnto 
tho churchos of thoso Europonns, who do nothing contrary to the laws: thls doon not soom 
rensonnblo,” (610) 

Tho omporor himsolf Jind boen provlously {natruotod by tho solontifie Fathor Vorblest, 
chiof of tho bureau of astronomera”; vhoao ovangolloal virtues compriaod gnotonios,

In ono word, tho admiration avowad by tho Joaulta 
for Chinaus civillaation an Cie ons haud, and the {ufluonoo which Chinoso philosophy poss 
wousodt over thol intellects on the other, liad Jed to auch a fuulon ab Po-kin, during the 17th 

onlury that ono la at a loss to doolilo whothor tho Chinese woro boooming convorls to apl · 
‘atual Chrlstlantty, av vliotlior tho digolplos of Loyola woro adopting the matortallatte ' doo · 
trino of the Lottorod.”

tohing, This ungophistlontod Lartay at onao rollevod Jitmaolf, and his auoooseors for mofo 
than a contury, of thoao forolgn thoologors, by ahlpmont of a live cargo, inoluding mlasion- 
arlos Joault and Dominion, oouslguod to Macao uncor judiolary ‘Dill of lading,” about 
tho yours A.D. 1721-25, 

Ic 1s to tho Jesiite, novortholoss, tat impartinkaolonoo looks back, gratofully, for throw 
Ing tho portals of Chinogo litstory wldely opon to Furopenn Sinology s and St 4a ospeolally 
to tho Into Rémuent, Klaproth, and Pd. Blot, as to MM, Stantslas Julton and Pauthior, that 
our gonoratton owes (ho ronpponranod of Chlnoao aludios on tho oonilnont, alnoo (ho demlao 
of tho famod historian of the J/uns, Doguigues, At Pavia, tho Chinego department of tho 
Wobiothdquo Impörlalo comprehonda quantitios alupenilous of that country’s Htorature, 

Evory olomont for our purposow hotug tn conseyucrca acaausthlo, wo provoed, Danthtor's 
works in hand, do skaloh Tat, the modo through which archiwologlals in Ohhin have dolls 
nitoly tubulated, Jn proolny atvatlfontions, tho velntlve order of nallonat oventa; and 2d,— 
to provont t chvonologlant table of Chinoxo dynastlon, Crum welt tabulations aooruing.

“A prio must not think to govorn his country pave ng tho ſathor of his aubjoota; and 
it ds not throngh Bonzes [Budhiet prieata] that ho must rook follolty, Ryor snco tho Honecs, 
tho Zamua, and tho 'ao-seé, mako so many prayord and anorifloos to tholr-ddal, ‘JTenvon?

About no, 170, tho 
Chou-king of Khoung-tseu was rooovored, partly, by inking down tho reoitationa of o 
nonogouarian savant, Fou-chong, who had boon proaldont of Ntoraturo prlor to tho oon- 
flagration of ibrarios, Through this vonorablo xcholay (who ia lo tho Chincao what Bara 
was to the Jows) and tho fortuitous disoovory, n. 0. 140, of n copy of tho Chou-king with 
other books in the ruined house of Confucius, tho moro Imporfant doouments of Chineso 
antiquarian lore woro restored, 

European authors, who olaim that wo possoss tho plonary words Sf not tho autograph of 
Mosos, havo doubted this account, Wo nooopt it, notwithstanding, In good faith; booanao 
noither the hooks thomaclyog nor tholr transorlbora protond to supornatialism in any 
shape; whilst tho nature of the loonl rosonvohos subaoquontly undorinkon vondora mugs 
tory such unwarrantable Huropoan obſootlons. 4
